Iff^Domesday  Book  called  Cla'Velinga,  from  Clay  (as  Ckty  by  the  sea; 
coast,  atid  Ciacklo$e  hundred,  of  which  see  there)  and  Liftga,  lying  or 
beiDg  seated  by  the  water  and  low  meadows.  It  was  in  the  Crown  and 
united  to  the  hundred  of  Loddon,  and  faroied  together,  by  Sir  John 
de  Clavtring,  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  as  in  Loadon  hundred.  This 
family  mi^t  take  their  name  from  the  town  of  Clavering,  sitnated 
near  the  rise  of  tlie  river  Stort,  in  the  hundred  of  Clavering  in  Essex, 
of  which  town  Sir  John  de  Clavering,  a  nobleman,  being  lord,  in  the 
reign  of  King  Edward  L  was  by  that  King's  appointment  called  Dc 
Clavering. 


ALDBY,  OR  ALDEBURGH. 

IvALPR  DE  Beaufob  had  a  grant  of  this  lordship  from  the  Con* 
queror,  and  possessed  it  at  the  survey ;  a  freeman  of  Archbishop  <S/i* 
gand  was  lord  in  King  Edvcard^s  reign,  and  there  belonged  to  it  £ 
carucates  of  land,  one  villain  and  5  borderers,  with  3  servi ;  there  were 
fi  carucates  in  demean  and  one  among  the  tenants,  15  acres  of  mea- 
dow, pannage  for  20  swine,  with  one  runcus.  Fifteen  freemen  were 
under  his  protection,  and  belonged  to  his  fold,  with  40  acres,  and  3 
carucates  of  meadow  valued  at  405.  and  there  was  a  church,  with  12 
a«:res,  valued  at  2s.  eleven  freemen  also  belonged  to  it  with  2  carucates 
and  a  half  of  land,  and  SO  acres ;  of  7  of  these  bis  predecessor  had  the 
protection  in  King  Edward^  time,  and  Sti^and  had.  it  of  the  other  4  ; 
and  his  predecessor  had  the  livery  .of  it  with  the  land ;  there  were  12 
borderers,  with  5  carucates  and  a  half,  and  19  acres  of  meadow,  ^c. 
valued  at  335.  but  at  the  survey,  at 6/.  lOs. — ^The  whole  was  one  leuca 
long,  and  half  a  leuca  broad,  and  paid  2^.  and  id,  ob.  gelt,  whoever 
possess  it.'

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Ralph  de  Beavfoe  was  a  near  relation,  or  son  to  fVilliamde  Beaufoe 
Bishop  of  Thetfordf  chancellor  to  the  Conqueror,  and  left  at  his  death 
an  only  daaghter,  jlgnes,  who  brought  it  by  marriage  to  Hubert  de 
Rye,  castellan  of  Norwich  castle,  son  of  Hubert  de  Kye,  a  trusty  ser- 
vant to  William  the  Conqueror,  when  DwV^  oi  Normandy ;  this  Apus, 
at  the  request  of  ifi^r&er^  Bishop  of  Norwich,  granted  great  p«ct  of  this 
lordship  to  the  priory  of  Normch,  founded  by  that  Bishop,  with  the 
patronage  of  the  church,  which  the  said  Bishop  appropriated  to  the 
said  priory ;  and  a  small  priory  was  erected  here,  as  a  cell  to  that 
priory,  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  consisting  of  a  prior  and  3  black 
monks. 

King  Henry  h  by  his  pr^ujpf  commands  that  the  church,  all  the 
land  and  men,  8cc,  which  Agnes  de  Be/so  gave  to  the  monks  of  the 
Holy  Trinity  of  Norwich,  in  Aldebi,  be  held  by  them  in  perpetual 
alms,  and  that  no  injury,  &c.  be  offered  them ;  witnesses,  Roger  Fttz^ 
Richard,  William  de  Tankerdville ;  dated  at  Rockingham.  The  said 
Kinfi"  confirmed  the  grant  of  Hubert  de  Rie*  of  tithes  in  Swantofi, 
Hockering,  Deepham,  9ic.  with  the  church  and  manor  ofAldeby, 
which  Agfies  de  Belso^  his  wife,  had  granted  to  the  said  priory,  with 
Richard  her  son,  and  Anthony  her  chaplain,  whom  they  hacT  taken 
into  their  society,  the  tithe  of  tne  wlmle  village  and  hall,  100  acres  of 
arable  land,  an  100  sheep,  a  marsh^ith  pasture  for  100  sheep,  also 
common  of  pasture,  a  carucate  of  land  with  6  socmen,  6  lancheches,' 
and  40s.  rent  in  Thurketeliart,  on  the  petition  of  Henry  deRye^  son 
and  heir  of  Hubert  and  A  pies; — witnesses,  William  de  Tancardiville, 
Richard  Basset;  dated  at  London. 

Henry  de  Rye  panted  two  parts  of  the  tithe  of  alhtbe  lands  which 
his  father,  or  he  himself  ever  held  in  demean,  to  the  priory  of  Norwich, 
(for  the  health  of  his  own,  his  father's  and  mother's  souls,^)  as  his 
father  and  mother  had  granted,  when  they  laid  the  second  stone,  on 
the  foundation  of  the  prtory  church  in  Aldebi. 

In  the  14th  of EdwardY.  William  Roscclyne  gave  the  King  lOZ.  for 
a  license,  to  purchase  of  William^  prior  of  Norwich,  and  the  convent, 
the  lordship  of  this  town,  called  in  the  record,  Audeby,  excepting  SO 
messuages,  500  acres  of  land,  40  of  meadow,  SOO  of  marsh,  40  of  wood, 
a  mill,  10  marks  rent  per  ann.  and  the  advowson  of  the  church,  all 
which  the  prior  reserved  to  the  convent,  and  was  called  the  prior's 
manor,  distinct  from  the  other.'  This  shows  that  manors  have  been 
erected  within  time  of  prescription,  though  some  lawyers  say  other- 
wise; and  what  is  anotner  proof,  in  a  pleading^.6' JSJti^ara  II.  the 
jury  for  the  hundred  of  Middleton,  in  JU/i^,  present,  that  in  the  time  of 
King  Richard  I.  Stephen  de  NorMzrcxie  purchased  some  assarted  land, 
which  land  was  at  the  time  of  the  presentment  called  the  manor  of

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Narika^e  Casteneys.  In  the  14tb  also  of  the  said  King,  the  prior 
claimed  the  assise,  view  of  frank  pledge^  &c.  of  bis  tenants,  and  in  the 
S^th  year,  bad  a  grant  of  free  warren ; — witnesses,  John  Bishop  of 
Carltsle,  Adomar.  de  Falentia^  Henry  de  Percy^  &c. 

LaurencCf  prior  of  NarmcAt  vicar-general  to  Thomas  Bishop  of  Nor- 
wieh,  appoints  John  de  Bedin^tld,  prior  of  this  cell,  to  take  the  coa« 
fessions,  to  absolve  and  to  enjoin  the  penances  of  the  prioress,  and 
nans  of  Bungeye;  dated  at  Norwich,  May  27, 1355. 

The  temporaliries  of  the  priory  were  valued  in  14289  ftt  jL  15$.  6d* 
in  the  6th  of  Edward  IV.  the  Lady  Isabel  Morley  died  patroness,  as 
heir  to  the  founders*  Hu  Aer^  and  Agnes  de  Rye:  and  in  the  21st  of 
that  King,  I  find  Edmund  Salle,  Roger  Franungham,  and  William 
i^nk,  lo  be  monks  in  this  cell. 

William  Bexwell  oec\xv%^x\ov  in  1505,  and  bad  the  lete;  Edmund 
Drake,  alias  Norwich^  a  monk  there,  was  prior,  and  in  1538»  made 
prebend  of  the  4th  stall  in  the  church  of  T^'orwich. — Richard  de  Eye, 
prior,  ^^  \Bi of  Hetiry  VL— Thomas  Heihvll  A\  2d  Edward  IV.  On. 
the  Dissolution  it  came  to  the  Crown,  and  on  the  foundation  of  a  dean 
and  chapter  at  Norwich,  by  King  Henry  V III.  in  1538,  was  granted 
to  tbem,  and  so  continues. 

In  1376^  Sir  Thomas  Savage,  Knt.was  buried  by  the  south  porch  in 
the  churchyard  of  the  priory  church :  all  the  monks  except  twO;  cure  at 
the  IJlissolntion  said  to  be  desirous  of  being  discharged. 

The  fiimily  of  De  Rosceline,  had  an  interest  ip  this  town,  Willitm  dc 
Rosceline  held  here  and  in  Wheiacre  a  (quarter  of  a  fee,  A^.  4o  of 
Henry  III.  of  John  de  Marshal,  (Baron  oi  Rye,  in  right  of  Alice  his 
wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Hubert  de  Rye,  the  last  heir  male  of  that 
family,)  by  Latifia  his  wife  ;  be  was  father  of  Sir  Thomas  de  Rosceline, 
who  in  the  53d  of  the  said  King,  was  queVent  in  a  fine,  and  William, 
son  of  Adam  de  Audeley,  deforciant  of  a  messuage  and  40  acres  of 
land  here  and  in  Wheiacre,  granted  to  Sir  Thomas,  who  covenants  to 
grant  to  William,  for  life,  competent  maintenance  in  eatine  and  drink- 
ing, as  one  of  his  Esqs.  and  the  like  for  his  boy ;  to  pay  nim  besides 
yearly  til  Michaelmas,  ad  Jocalia  sua  emenda,  with  2  robes,  one  of  a 
mark  price  for  William,  and  one  of  half  a  mark  for  the  boy,  and  if 
Sir  Thomas  should  die  during  William^  life,  then  his  heirs  sHould  pa^ 
5  marks  per  ann.  in  full  for  the  same ;  with  a  clause  of  distress  in  this 
lordship,  and  that  of  Norihton ;  at  this  time  the  lord's  bailiff  would  not 
suffer  tne  King's  bailiS  lo  enter  into  this  lordship;  and  in  the  55th 
year  had  a  grant  of  free  warren  and  a  weekly  mercale  and  fair  in  this 
town. 

In  the  14th  of  Edward  I.  William  Rosceline  claimed  the  assise  of 
his  tenants,  view  of  frank  pledge,  a  gallows,  and  free  warren;  in  the 
26,  he  and  Joan  his  wife,  settled  it  on  themselves  and  their  heirs^ 
having  purchased  a  lordship  of  the  prior  of  Nonr/cA,  in  this  iown,A\ 
14  ;  there  being  certain  differences  between  the  prior  and  Sir  William, 
about  the  rights  of  common,  the  prior  wa5  allowed  by  Sir  William,  to 
take  marie  out  of  the  great  common  of  Aldeby,  called  Mekylheyth  to 
inarle  his  lands,  by  agreement,  dated  1310;^  to  which  Sir  Robert 
liaynrnd,  Walter  de  Bernham,  ISimon  de  Dalling,  John  de  Inglose^ 
were  witnesses.    This  1  mention  to  prove  that  this  method  and  way  of

Sir  William  Roseeline  and  Joan  bis  wife  in  the  4th  o{  Edward  IL 
settled  it  on  lhem6elv«>s  for  life  ;  the  remainder  to  IVUliam  Mankall, 
Baron  of  Rye,  and  his  heirs,  by  fine ;  and  John  It  Manhallf  his  son, 
died  lord,  whose  sister  and  heir,  Hawise,  brought  it  by  marria^  toSir 
Robert  Morley,  who  was  lord  in  1330;  in  this  family  it  remamed  till 
Alianorty  daughter  and  heir  of  Robeii  Lord  Morley, {ihe  last  heir  male . 
of  that  family,)  being  married  to  William^  younger  son  of  WiiUam 
Lord  Lovell  of  Tichmarsh,  was  Baron  of  Rye,  and  lojd  of  this  manor 
in  her  ri^ht,  and  died  lord  in  1475.  Henry  hissondy'iuf^  s,  p.  Alice, 
his  only  sister^  wife  of  Sir  William  Parker,  inherited  it,  and  was  baron 
o(  Rye,  whose  descendant,  EJc^rif  Parker  Lord.  Morley ,  Baron  of. 
i^e,  was  U)rd  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizalpeth^  and  conveyed  it  to  his 
2a  son^  Henry  Parker  of  Hornby  castle  in  Lincolnshire,  Esq.  After 
this  it  came  to  the  Calthufps,  and  by  an  inquisition  taken  in  l6S7>  Sir 
Henry  Calihorp  of  Ampton  in  Suffolk,  2d  son  of  Sir  James  Cal thorp 
of  Cockthorp  in  Norfolk,  Knt.  diedsei^d  of  it;  he  was  recorder  of 
London,  &c.  and  James  was  his  son  and  heir,  who  possessed  it  in  )660« 
and  James  Calthorp,  Esq.  his  son,  in  1698;  in  the  said  family  it. 
remained  in  1 742. — ^This  was  called  Albu^hall,

The  Church  was  dedicated  to  St.  Marj^,  and  appropriated  by. 
Bishop  Herbert,  to  the  priory  of  Norwich,  being  valued  at  i6  marks.

Af  married  Subil,  one  of  the  daughters  of  Robert  Davy  of  Ditch' 
ingham^  and  ^ed  Jfune  93,  1085. 

Here  lyeth  the  body  of  John  Denny,  Gent,  buried  Feb.  .11, 1680,  in 
the  grave  of  Sydrach  Denny,  Gent,  bis  father,  and  Elizabeth  his  mother, 
ana  left  John  his  only  son. 

John  Baspoli^,  GenL  buried  in  the  church  1550,  and  Thomas  6amole 
in  the  south  of  isle,  by  his  parents,  A"^*  1531.  This  family  had  a  lease 
of  the  priory  manor. 

The  family  of  London  lived  here,  and  had  a  lease  of  it.  Robert 
London^  Gent,  by  Anne  his  wife,  daughter  of  Henry  Pay  of  Earsham,, 
was  father  of  Robert  London,  Esq.  a  justice  of  the  peace,  who  by  Mar^ 
gttrr<  faiswife,daugbterofNaMame/A  7/yve/,  of  £>enrtr,Gent.was  father 

of  Robert  London,  who  married  Anne,  daughter  of Phil^t 

€vf  London,  Hud  diQil  s,  p.;  his  2d  son  was  Nathaniel^  who  married 
Catherine,  daughter  of  Richard  Wythe  of  Brocdish  in  Norfolk,  Gent, 
by  whom  he  had  Nathaniel,  living  in  1696. — ^Their  arms  were,  argent, 
three  cross  crosslets  in  bend,  between  two  cottises,  gi//e9. 

In  the  church  was  a  chapel  dedicated  to  St.  Furceus;  offerings  were 
tnnde  to  this  saint,  and  certain  tithes  belonged  to  it.    * 

At  the  survey, we  meelwith  a  town, of  which  Ralph  de  Beavfo€m^% 
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lord^  called  ThurkeieKartf  of  which  n'freeman  of  Stigand  frasdi&prived ; 
ScArucatea  of  land  belonged  to  it,  ie  borderers  and  3  servi,  anddcara^i 
cates  in  demean,  2  among  the  tenants,  15  acres  of  meadow,  a  mill,  fee. 
190  'sheep,  5  skejis  of  l^es,  and  a  church  eadowed  with  90  acres^ 
Tallied  at40£f.  16  freemen  belonged  also  to  the  lord  and  were  under 
his  protection^  with  6  carucates  and  6  acres  of  meadow^  valued  at  4lm 
before,  and  the  same  at  the  survey.' 

'  This  considerable  village,  as  it  appears  to  have  been  at  the  survey^ 
is  now  quite  destroyed,  and,  as  I  take  it,  the  lands  being  newtioAlde^ 
ifcrgA,  are  included  therein,  and  aVe  made  part  of  the  priory  lands 
there,  in  the  reigo  of  Henry  I.  as  is  above  observed. 
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Many  towns  begin  with  El;  as  Elford,  ElUsmere,  EUng^ 
Elston,  Efwick^  from  their  site  near  the  waterier  a  wet  soil :  Etwe  is 
the  name  of  a  river  in  IVaUs.  This  lordship  was  part  of  Archbishop 
Stigand's  mfitiOT  of  Stockton,  and  on  the  conquest  was  seized  on,  by  the 
King.  At  the  survev  we  find  fVilliam  de  Hoien  to  be  the  King's  stew- 
ard of  both,  and  tliis  was  valued,  and  accounted  for  in  Stockton ;  at 
the  same  it  is  saidy  that  there  were  five  socmen  also  in  Ellingham  who 
had  half  a  carucate  and  J5  acres  of  land,  which  IVUHam  de  Noiers  had 
the  care  of  for  the  King,  belonging  formerly  to  Stigand,  and  a  church 
endowed  with  24  acres.* 

King  SUphen  granted  it  with  Stockton,  to  Hugh  Bi^ot  Earl  of  Nor* 
folk;  and  it  was  held  of  the  Earls  of  Norfolk,  by  iheBigods,  ayounger 
family,  descended  from  the  Earls:  by  the  heiress  of  the  Bigots,  it  came 
to  William  Garmys,  so  lo'the  Delemoles,  and  the  Crown,  and  was  held 
by  Simon  Smith,  in  the  reign  of  King  Charles  L  of  that  King,  by  a 
fee  farm  rent,  as  in  Stockton.

The  abbot  of  Bury's  manors  of  Loddon  and  Thwait  extended  into  (his 
town,  and  by  a  fine  levied  in  the  8(h  of  Bichard  I.  Ernold  de  Char^ 
neles,  acknowledged  that  he  held  of  Sampson,  abbot  of  Bury,  cue  fee 
here,  in  Norton,  &c.  by  the  payment  of  £ps.  scutage,  and  (o  Norwich 
castle'guard,  before  the  King  sjustices  at  Westminster,  Hubert  Arch^*

After  this  the  abbot  was  fouDil  to  have  ODe  fee  here,  in  Sioekion, 
&c.  held  by  Roger  de  Thweyt.  In  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.  Thomas 
Bishop  and  Joan  his  wife  conveyed  to  Richard  Spooner,  3  messnages, 
3  gardens,  2  pigeon  houses,  l60  acres  of  land,  200  of  meadow,  60  of 
pasture,  3  of  wood,  4  of  furze^  &c.  3  of  moor  in  Elyngham,  Stockton, 
Kirkbf,  8cc. 

John  Castell,  brother  and  heir  of  Roger  Castell,  had  livery  of  the 
manor  oi  EUingham-^coill's  about  the  20th  o(  Elizabeth,  which  was 
purchased  oi  him  by  Willing  Copping. — Richard  Hainond  of  Elling" 
ham  was  lord  in  1()02,  and  John  Hantond^  Gent,  died  possessed  of  it 
in  1632 :  in  l688,  it  was  sold  to  Miles  Baspole  of  Aylsham,  by  John 
Hamond;  and  Miles  conveyed  it  to  Sir  William  Hicks  of  Rockholt  in 
Essex. 

The  tenths  were  4/.  14^.  Deducted  \4s.  Temporalities  of  Lang^ 
ley  abbey,  10s.  5d.    Of  Bromkolm  priory^  1  Is. 

The  Chx3rch  is  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  ^nd  is  a  rectory.  In  the 
ireign  of  King  Edward  [.  Roger  Bigot  Earl  of  Norfolk,  as  capital  lord, 
was  patron ;  the  rector  had  then  a  manse  and  40  acres  of  glebe  r  it 
was  valued  at  20  marks,  and  paid  Pe(er-pence,  22d.  Carvage  \2d. 
6b.  q.  the  present  valor  is  12/.

In  a  window  of  the  said  isle,  gules,  a  cross,  argent,  Eltingham,  im- 
pales, or,  three  bars,  undee,  sable,  with  an  orate  for  William  Eltingham. 
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Xris  town  is  not  mentioned  in  the  book  of  Domesday,  being  in- 
cluded and  accounted  for  under  the  great  lordship  of  Stockton,  of 
which  Archbishop  Stigand  was  deprived,  and  William  de  Noiers  was 
the  Conqueror's  steward  of  it  at  the  survey.  It  remained  in  the  Crown 
till  King  Stephen  granted  it  to  Hugh  Bigod,  on  his  being  created  Earl 
of  Norfolk.

in  the  24th  oxHenry  Id.  and  dying  s.  p.  Sir  John  Bigot  was  lord  in 
the  15th  of  Edward  I.  In  this  family  it  remained,  till  Elizabeth, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Ralph  Bi^ot,  brought  it  by  marriage,  to 
William  Garneys,  Esq.  who  died  lord  in  the  8  of  Henry  V.  from  thftt 
family  it  came  to  the  De  La  Poles,  Earls  and  Dukes  uf  Norfolk;

Jn  the  same 
town,  4  freemen  had  15  acres  and  half  a  carucate';  and  Stigand  had 
the  soc  before  the  conquest :  this  w^s  added  to,  and  valued  with  Sti^ 
garuTs  manor  of  Ereham,  and  was  measured  with  Stockton.  William 
de  Noiers  was  the  King's  s>teward  of  it  at  the  survey* 

Out  oV these  two  fees,  arose  two  lordships,  with  two  churches;  one 
was  granted  by-Kine  Stephen,  to  Hugh  de  Bigot,  on  his  being  created 
Sari  of  "Norfolk,  and  to  this  belonged  the  patronage  of  the  cnurch  of 
JtU'Saints;  Roger  Eail  of  Norfolk,  dying  s.p.  in  the  reign  of  Ed- 
ward I.  gave  it  to  that  King,  and  was  after  granted  to  Thomas  de 
^rotherton  £&rl  of  Norfolk,  and  came  by  marriage  to  John  Lord 
Segrave,  and  to  the  Mowbrays  Dukes  of  Norfolk.  This  was  the  capi- 
tal lordship,  and  had  the  patronage  of  the  church  of  All-Saints,  and 
was  that,  which  SMgand,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  was  deprived  of.

villains  and  4  bordarers,  2'carucatesin  demean ;  there  was  also  a  earn* 
cate,  &c.  100  sheep,  with  4  soc  men,  and  80  acres,  3  carucates  of 
meadow.  It  was  valued  together  with  Tojfts,  in  Stigand's  time,  at  10/. 
per  ann.  at  the  survey  paid  24/.  quilrent,  in  length  they  were  1  leuca, 
2  furldngs  and  10  perches,  in  breadth  1  leuca,  and  the  gelt  was  iOd. 

This  lordship  was  afterwards  granted  from  the  Crown  to  Robert  de 
Sellomont  Earl  of  Mellent  in  Normandy,  and  Earl  of  Leicester  in 
England,  and  given  by  him  io-the  reign  of  Henry  First,  to  the  Bene^ 
dictine  abbey  De  PrateUis,  {Dc  Preaux,)  in  Normandy,  founded  by 
bb  ancestors. 

In  the  14  of  Edward  I.  the  said  abbey  claim^  the  assise,  agallows^ 
and  many  other  liberties,  as  a  member  of  the  manor  of  Tofts,  as  en* 
joyed  by  the  Earl  Robert,  and  granted  to  the  abbey  of  St.  Peter  and 
St  Paul,  de  Preaux;  and  the  abbot  was  found  to  hold  two  knights 
fees  here,  and  in  Tojis.  In  the  parliament  a^  Leicester,  ao.  2,  Henry 
y.  this  lordship  with  that  of  l^ofts,  (belonging  to  Preaux,)  came  to 
the  Crown,  on  the  dissolution  ot  the  alien  priories.  Their  temporali* 
ties  in  this  town,  were  valued  at  74s.  Id. 

King  Henry  VI.  on  February  14,  ao.  19,  granted  it  to  the  college 
.of  St.  Mary  and  St.  Nicholas  in  Cambridge,  (now  KingVcolIege,)

Robert,  son  of  Corbun,  had  by  the  grant  of  KmgWilliam,  30  acres 
of  land,  with  3  bordarers,  and  a  carncateand  4  acres  of  meadow,  of 
which  Gifard,  a  socman  of  Stigand,  was  deprived,  who  had  under 
him  ^  socmen  with  4  acres  and  naif  a  carncate,  then  valued  at  5^.  at 
the  survey  at  eleven/ 

On  the  death  of  Robert^  son  of  Corbun^  this  came  to  the  Crown  as 
an  eschaet,  and  was  granted  by  King  William  II.  to  William  de  Jlbinif 
his  butler,  ancestor  of  the  Earls  of  Arundel;  and  on  the  death  of 
Hugh,  the  last  Earl  of  this  family,  this  part  of  bis  inheritance 
came  by  a  sister  and  coheir,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  to  Sir 
Robert  de  Tateshale;  and  Robert  Lord  Tateskale  held  the  6lh  part  of 
a  fee,  here,  in  the  31  of  Edward  I.  from  them  it  came  to  the  Caley» 
and  the  Cliftom;  Sir  Adam  de  Clifton  was  lord  in  the  time  of  Ed- 
ward Iir.  and  in  the  19  of  Richard  W.  the  prior  of  St.  Olaves  held  it 
of  Sir  Constantine  de  Clifton,  also  in  the  3d  of  Henry  IV. 

Roger  Bieot,  ancestor  to  the  Earls  of  Norfolk,  had  a  grant  of  1£0 
acres  of  lana,  one  borderer,  and  2  carucates,  pasture  for  80  sheep,  and 
9  acres  of  meadow,  6f  which  9  freemen  of  Stigand  were  deprived ; 
valued  at  }5s.  it  was  one  leuca  long,  and  8  furlongs  broad ;  paid  9d, 
farthing  gelt ;  and  Robert  held  it  under  Roger.  A  socman  of  Edrie 
de  Laxfidd  had  30.  acres,  3  borderers,  a  carucate  and  a  half,  and  ^6 
acres  of  meadow ;  there  were  also  under  him  4  freeman  with  19  acres^ 
Vulued  at  Id.  at  the  survey,  at  135.  4cf.;  here  was  pasture  for  50  sheep» 
This  socman  put  himself  under  the  protection  of  Afwin  de  Ted/brtf, 
ifi  the  time  of  die  Conoueror,  and  was  in  possession  of  it  when  that 
King  giite  it  to  Roger  iBigot. 

A  freeman  had  in  this  town,  one  acre  and  an  half,  with  one  bor* 
^rer,  valued  at  Sd.  Roger  had  a  grant  of  this,  and  Robert  held  it  at  the 
tfurvey  under  him,  that  is  Robert  de  Faux 

Here  also  a  freeman  of  King  Edward  had  40  acres,  6  bordarerSy 

Sasture  for  40  sheep,  with  half  a  carucate  of  meadow ;  Alwi  held  it 
I  commendation  of  the  King,  and  was  in  possession  of  it  (before 
Roger)  when  King  WiiHam  came ;  this  was  granted  to  Bigfd,  and 
Tnrold  held  it  under  him  at  the  survey;  valued  at  Id.  and  Stigand 
bad  formerly  the  soc' 

All  these  tenures  were  inherited  by  the  descendants  of  this  Roger, 
«nd  by  the  grant  of  Roger  Earl  of  Norfolk,  who  died-^s.  p.  came  to

Ralph  Lord  Bainard  bad  by  an  exchnnge  15.  acres  and' half  a 
canicate^  and  an  acre  of  meadow^  of  which  a  freeman  of  Stigand 
was  deprived ;  valued  ^at  ^,  and  the  soc  was  in  Siigandfi  This  seems 
to  have  been  held  with  BaynftnTs  manor  of  tVhttacre. 

Here  was  a  preceptorjr  of  Knights  Tempiai»,  to  which  King  Henry 
III.  was  a  considerable  benefactor:  and  in  the  5d  of  that  King, 
Thomat  Rosccline  conveyed  by  fine,  to  friar  Roger  Fitz^John^  master 
of  the  Templars  in  England,  15  acres  of  land^  In  14th  Edmofd  Ltbe 
master  of  tne  Templars  claimed  view  of  franjc  pledge,  the  assise,  flee. 
of  his  tenants,  as  King  Henrif  IIL  had  grantea  to  them.   In  the  said 

I  ear,  the  preceptor  set  up  crosses  on  the  houses  heft  and  in  Shelandp 
elonging  to  him-;  and  their  temporaiitis  were^ralued  at  \6s. 

In  the  £0  of  Edward  II  ThQmasde  St.  Omer,  late  sheriff  of  l/or;^ft 
and  Suffolk,  gave  an  account  of  the  late  lands  of  the  TemplarSi  till  be 
delivered  them  to  Henry  de  Segrave,  who  succeeded  him.

London,  giving  2000/.  and  at  her  death,  left  Hales-HaU  to  John  , 
Hoskins,Esq.  her  nephew,  (who  was  lord  in  1687,)  with  the  impropri- 
ated rectory  of  Loddon.

prior  and  convent  of  St.  Olavts  at  Herip^Jkte  in  Sajfolk  were  rectora

of  bis  court,  and  that  the  servant*  of  him  and  his  heirs  having  their 
habitations  in  the  parish  of  Loddon,  shall  pay  to  the  mother  chnrch  of 
LoddoH,  the  oblations  accostomedj  and  shall  receive  the  sacraments 
there.^  And  the  chaplains  administering  in  the  said  chapel,  were  to 
pay  yearlv  to  the  said  mother  charch,  in  acknowledgment  of  snb* 
jection,  all  the  oblations  and  obventions  ^ven  on  Easier^ay,  and  St. 
Andrew's  day,  and  two  wax  candles  of  a  oonnd  of  wair,  on  Trinity 
Sunday,  and  to  give  security  to  the  vicars  or  Locfafoft,  for  the  time  be- 
ing, that  they  should  not  say  any  anniversaries,  trentals^  or  any  masses 
for  any  parisnioners  of  Loddon.

OoDBic,  the  Conqueror's  steward,  had  the  ^rant  of  tlie  principal 
lordship  in  this  town,  held  by  Hagan,  undet  Sitgand,  the  Archbishop, 
in  the  reign  of  the  Confessor,  with  4  carucates  of  land,  6  villains,  6 
borderers,  and  one  servus ;  there  was  also  one  carucate  in  demean,  &c. 
and  £  carucates  of  the  tenants,  &c.  10  acres  of  meadow,  &c.  a  mill,  a 
marsh,  60 sheep,  &c«  4  cows,8cc.  with  a  church,  endowed  with  8  acres. 
Roger  Bigot  claimed  30  acres  of  land  out  of  this  lordship,  belonging 
to  AiesianU  manor  in  Hales,  (which  Roger  bad  the  grant  of.)  Seven- 
teen freemen  had  also  a  carucate,  with  another  that  was  held  by  corn- 
mendation  only,  and  4  carucates  of  meadow.  Ralph  Earl  of  Norfolk 
added  to  this  lordship,  in  the  time  of  King  William^  8  freemen  who 
had  a  carucate  of  land,  and  2  borderers ;  and  there  were  6  freemen 
nnder  them  witb  12  acres  of  land,  and  4  carucates  of  meadow.  In 
King  Edwards  time,  the  whole  was  valued  at  20f .  at  the  survey,  at  60s. 
and  what  the  freemen  held,  at  309. — The  town  was  one  lenca  long,  and 
8  furlongs  wide,  and  paid  \9d.  gelt.*

The  CnuftCR  was  a  rectory,  and  is  dedicated  to  Si.  Grmry;  la 
the  gtli  of  Henry  III.  a  fine  was  levied  before  Martin  de  PateiAMll, 
&c.  the  King's  justices,  between  William^  son  of  Rotcelyne^  and  Leda 
his  wife,  petents,  and  Ahm  de  Heckingham^  deforcients,  of  the  ad« 
Tbwson  of  this  church,  purchased  by  them,  and  the  heirs  of  Leda, 
who  afterwards  gave  it  by  deed  s.  d.  to  the  abbey  of  Langky}  Sir 
TAoma5,  her  son,  released  all  his  right  herein,  in  the  54th  of  that  King, 
as'did  WiHiam^  son  oi  Adam  de  neckingham  in  the  94th  oi  Henrtf 
HI.  to  the  said  convent,  and  they  covenanted  to  receive  him  and  his 
heirs  into  all  prayers  and  benefactions  to  be  made  in  that  abbey;  it 
WAS  after  appropriated  to  that  abbey,  and  a  vicarage  settled,  in  the 
reign  of  Emard  I.  the  abbot  and  convent,  as  rector,  had  a  manse  and 
two  carucates  of  land,  and  it  was  valued  at  8  marks,  the  vicaraige  at 
40f.  in  the  patronage  of  the  abbot,  Pe/er-pence  12^.  carvage  4£ob.

7ins  villaee,  now  accoanted  part  of  the  hundred  of  CUtverhgt  wa« 
part  of  the  hundred  of  HtntUa,  at  the  grand  survey;  where  we  find 
tbia  accoaat  of  it :  Alnohi,  a  freeman  of  Archbishop  St^nd,  w^  lord 
in  King  Edward^B  reign,  and  on  hi$  deprivation  the  Conqoeror  s^iaod. 
on  it,  and  Godric  his  steward  took  care  of  it  for  him.  In  AlnohVu 
time,  there  was  one  carucate  of  land,  with  12  villains,  and  one  bor- 
derer, and  6  servi,  2  carooates  in  demean,  and  B  among  the  tenants, 
paunage  for  40  swine,  and  2  acres  of  meadow,  4  cows.

lar  the  9th  of  King  John,  Roger  de  Hoo  eajoytd  it,  and  )faen  paid 
10  marks  for  the  Kiag^s  favour,  and  his  land  that  Was  aeiled  for  beati- 
ing  the  Kiag^s  servants;  Rabh  de  Hoo  was  living  in  the  d4th  of.

On  the  14th  o(  April,  J?.  33d.  of  Henry  VIII.  ihc  King  granted 
this  manor  belonging  to  Mettin^ham  college,  to  Sir  Anthony  Denny, 
one  of  his  privy  council^  who  died  possessed  of  it,  as  appears  by  his 
will,  dated  March  10,  ^^.  3d  of  Edward  VI.  leaving  Joan  his  wife, 
Henry  his  eldest  son  being  g  years  old,  and  Anthony,  Charles,  and 
Edwardy  vounger  sons,  also  lord  of  Mettin^ham  castle,  the  manors  o 
Jlketeshaie,  Bramford,  Sibeton,  Wenhaston  in  Suffolk,  8cc. 

In  \51\^  Anthony  Denny,  Esq.  was  lord,  and  tVilliam  Denny  in  the 
2l8t  of  James  I.  By  an  inquisition  taken  at  Thdtjbrdf  September  5, 
on  the  death  of  JoAn  Denny,  Esq.  he  was  found  to  die  seiaed  of  it 
May  2,  A"".  13  Charles  I.  and  the  advowson  held  of  theKing  tit  a^e, 
BXkd  Edward  was  his  son  and  heir^  (by  Anne  his  wife^)  aged  13. 


BURY  ABBEY  MANOR. 

Another  lordship  in  this  town  belonged  to  the  abbey  of  Bury,  and 
was  part  of  the  great  manor  of  Lodne,  which  extended  here.  Bald^. 
win,  abbot  of  Bury,  who  lived  in  the  reign  of  the  Conqueror,  enfeoffed 
Frodo  his  brother,  of  it,  &c.  and  Gosceltnt  de  Lodne  held  it  nnder 
Frodo.  In  this  family  it  continued  till  Caseeline  de  Lodne,  a  desceo* 
dant  of  the  aforesaid  Gosceline^  dying  without  issue,  his  inberiianoe 
was  divided  among  his  5  sisters  and  coheirs,  (as  may  be  seen  at  Iturge 
in  Loddon,)  and  this  lordship,  on  a  division,  cadie  to  Emma,  tha  fourth 
sister  and  coheir,  who  married  Ralph  de  H0W9  and  was  father  of  Itey* 
ner,  who  left  two  sons,  Ralph  and  Hiiliam;  Ralph,  ^it  bis  pari  or 
moiety  to  his  brother  William^  who. was  father  of  Juhn  de  HoWt  who 
in  the  50th  of  Henry  III.  eranted  by  fine  to  Magdalen,  prioress  of 
Carhoe,  by  Norwich,  the  advowson  of  a  moiety  of  tbct  church  of  Su 
Mary  in  this  town. 

.  Sir  Richard  de  Boyland,  the  jndge,  and  Maud  his  wife,  porchased 
of-**—  de  Howe.  In  the  14th  of  Edward  I.  this  manor,  with  lands, 
&c.  in  Shotesham,  Framingham,  and  John  de  Boylftnd  held  it  in  that 
dih  of  Edward  U.  and  in  the  4th  of  Henry  IV.  the  abbot  of  Bury 
had  a  quarter  of  a  fee,  called  Boylanfs..  Sir  William  de  NorwicA 
seems  to  be  lord,  and  so  was  united  to  the  other  manor,  and  came  to 
the  Dennys.

The  Church  of  Howe  is  dedicated  to  St.  ATa/y,  and  formerlv  con- 
sisted of  2  medieties,  or  rectories ;  one  belonged  to  the  manor  ofUow^ 
of  the  Arundel  fee,  the  other,  to  Bury  abbey  fee :  Ralph  de  How  was 
lord  and  patron  of  the  Arundel  fee  in  the  34th  of  Henry  III.  and 
Miles  his  son  in  the  44th  of  that  Kinir. 

In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  Sir  RalpUde  Howe  was  patron,  when  tbit^ 
madiety  was  taxed  at  G  marks  and  a  half,  and  the  rector  bad  a  manse 
with  30  acres  of  land  :  the  Pe^fr*pence  were  12<f.  carvage  6d.

1  ME  principal  manor  in  this  town  was  in  ihe  abbey  ot  St.  Edmund 
of  Bury,  to  which  it  was  given  by  Algiva  Queien  of  Engtand,  mother 
of  Edward  the  Confessor.  It  is  to  be  observed  here,  that  Emma  is 
by  historians  generally,  called  this  King's  mother,  who  first  married 
Etheldred  King  of  Enghfid,  by  whom  she  had  King  Edward,  and 
afterwards  married  Canute  King  of  England,  See. ;  the  Saxon  Chro^ 
liicle  calls  her  Mlgiva  Ymma  ;^  and  it  is  probable  that  she  gave  it 
about  the  vear  1020,  when  King  Canute,  her  lord,  was  a  great  bene- 
factor to  that  abbey. 

The  said  abbey  held  it  at  the  grand  survey^  and  Rqfrid  of  the  ab- 
bot, wiiu  ?  carucates  of  land,  a  villain  and  eleven  borderers;  there 
were  £  carucates  iu  df  ^^^Oy  ^  camcates  amon^  the  tenants,  and  14 
acres  of  meadow,  paunage  iGT  ^  swine,  the  motety  of  a  -mill,  8cc. ;  a 
church  endowed  with  20  acres  in  fre^  sW;  and  2  parts  of  a  dmrch 
endowed  with  14  acres ;  4  runci  belonged  to  th^  Jord^hip,  4  cows,  &c. 
and  100  sheep.  There  were  also  4  freemen  with  8  caruC2!«8  of  land^ 
and  4  camcates  and  an  half,  and  3  acres  of  meadow,  valued  at  40«p 
but  at  the  survey  at  6/.  and  the  20  acres  of  the  church  at  20dL — ^It 
was  nine  fbrlongs  long,  and  5  broad,  and  paid  lOfdf.  gelt.' 

Rafrid  was  succeeded  by  Godebald  de  Kirktbia,  most  likely  his 
son,  to  whom  Anselm,  abbot  of  St.  Edmund^s  Bury,  granted  this  lord* 
ahip  with  all. its  appertenances,  and  to  his  heirs,  to  be  held  by  one  fee, 
sans  date;  witnesses,  Gilbert  Blound,  Egbert  de  Wridntetl,  Osward  dt 
Thuston,  Ralph  de  Lodnes,  Richard  de  Cadomo,  and  this  grant  was 
confirmed  by  the  letters  patent  of  Henry  I.

TbU 
jitexander  left  a  daughter  and  beir,  Mary^  married  first  to  Gilbtri  d9 
Norfolk^  and  after  to  Waliep  de  Cam;  Robert  de  Norfolk,  ber  son, 
released  to  her^  and-^€i//er  bet  basband^  to  the  3d  of  Heniy  III.  aJl 
his  right  in  his  land  here,  by  fine.^ 

After  ibis,  the  lordship  seems  to  have  been  divided,  and  in  the  MA 
of  Henry  III.  Richard  de  Tkmaitf  and  fVUliam  de  Stockton  granted* 
by  fine  their  interest  in  the  advowson  of  this  church  to  Richard  de 
Cadofmoy  or  de  Caam,  who  gave  that  oanne  (as  lord)  to  this  town* 

This  Richard  was  descended  from  Richard  de  CadomOy  who  waa^ 
livinff^  as  is  above  shown,  in  the  time  of  King  Henry  I.  and  was  father 
of  fr alter  de  Cam,  King  Henry  IL  in  bis  30  year,  granted  to  -"•m^^^,^^, 
mm  of  Thomas  Fitz-Bernard,  the  custody,  ot  ifary»  the  daughter  of 
Walter  de  Cam,  with  Wabrigs^  (she  being  5  years  old,  and  in  the  cofrr 
tody  of  the  wife  of  the  late  Thomas  Fitz^ Bernard;')  this  Walter  bad 
a  younger  brother,  Richard,  who  was  living  about  the  same  time,  and* 
father  of  Walter  de  Cam,  who  married  Jfary,  daughter  and  heir  of 
Walter  aforesaifl ;  and  in  the  reienof  King  ./oAn,  ibis  Walter,  and 
Mary  his  wife,  let  to  Thomas  de  Longville,  a  mill  in  this  town^  that 
she  bad  by  inheritance ;  also,  a  lordship  here,  as  appeaii  from  ber 
deed^  sans  date,  whereby  she  confirmed  to  persons,  lands  held  of  hct 
ancestors^  not  to  be  aliened  by  them,  without  her  consent ;  and  thej^ 
held  it  by  the  9d  part  of  a  fee.

Roger  Gavel  was  son  of  Jahn  Gavel,  living  at  FaiwiaifM,  ao,  }0 
Edward  I.  son  of  .Jefrey  Gavel,  of  the  said  town,  by  Alice  his  wifi^ 
'daughter  ofRich.  Fastolf;  Roger  was  also  lord  of  Mettingham  in  S$if' 
folk,  in  the  5th  o(  Edward  III.  and  father  of  Ednumd,  by  Comtance 
his  wife.  Edmund  was  lord  of  Kirby  in  the  10th  of  Edward  III.;  in 
the  17th  of  that  King,  he  leased  the  manor  ofTo^How's  marsh  in 
Thatverton,  to  Jnselmde  Fordele,  nnd' William,  h\»  son  paying  him, 
dLper  ann.  and  finding  him  and  Mary  bis  wife,  diet  at  his  table,  &c.

nil  her  riffht  in  this  manor  and  advowson,  which  she  had  of  the  giti 
of  NichoJan  his  father ;  and  Catherine  his  mother  was  living  in  the  2d 
of  Henry  IV.  then  the  wife  of  John  Godfrey  of  Chedeston  in  Stjffolk^ 
Roberty  ny  his  will,  dated  February  ig,  1439/  was  buried  in  the  chapel 
of  St.  Mary^  on  the  north  side  of  the  chancel  of  this  chorch  ;  Maud, 
bis  wife,  survived  him;  her  will  was  proved  February  ig,  1454.

.  Bartholomew,  son  and  heir  of  Henry,  was  father  of  Thomai  Gavel, 
the  last  heir  male  of  this  family,  and  lord  in  the  12th  ofHentv  VIL 
by  Jnne,  bis  wife, slaughter  of  Henry  Everard,  of  Linstead  in  Stjfolk, 
he  left  four  dacighters  and  coheirs  ;  first,  Thomasine,  married  to  JLeo* 
nard  Copledike,  Esq.  2d,  Dorothy,  to  Francis  Clopton,  of  Luton  in 
Essex,  Esq.  3d,  Eleanor,  to  John  Bury,  Esq.  of  frorlingham  in  Stif- 
Jotk  ;  and  4th,  Elizabeth,  to  John  Cook,  Esq. 
.  This  Thomas,  bv  his  will,  dated  February  l6, 1522,  was  buried  i-n  the 
church  of  Kirkeoy^  and  was  proved  August  g  following.  To  7%o-  • 
masine,  his  eldest  daughter,  he  gives  this  lordship,  who  brought  it  by 
marriage  to  Leonard  Copledike,  £$q.^2d  son  of  Sir  John  Copledike  oi

Edward  was  son  of  Edward  Cattkdrp,  Esq.  of  Ludkamj^  and  J^e 
hh  wife :  in  the  4th  and  4th  of  Philip  and  Mary,  he  demisefd  to  John 
CopUdike,  Esq.  the  lile  of  this  manor,  which  he  held  for  life  by  the 
eourtesy  of  England,  after  the  decease  of  Thotm^nc,  \n%  wife :  John 
paying  to  him  90l*  per  ann.  in  the  hall  of  the  sa^d  house ;  Edward  wiis 
also  to  have  meat  and  drink  for  himself,  and  one  servant,  as  often  as 
he  shall  reside  there  ;  and  2  chambers,  one  for  his  own  the  other  for 
his  servant's  lodging  ;  with  convenient  feweii  the  k^ping  pfSffeU 
dings  or  mares,  in  snmmer-time  at  grass,  in  the  winter  in  the  stable^ 
with  hay,  8cc.  and  Edward  xoobj  U}John  lOLperann.;  in  1557,  he 
died,  and  was  buried  by  his  witein  the  ehnnpel  of  thischarch,  his  will 
being  dated  May  5,  and  proved  November  5;  gives  to  Edmund  hh 
•on,  all  his  goods  ;  and  to  Mary,  Grace,  and  Prudence,  his  daughters^ 
kgacies. 

John  Camtedike  was  lord  in  the  6  of  Elizabeth,  and  held  it  in  capite 
of  the  castle  of  Norwich ;  he  married,  first  £/i^Ji,  daughter  afid  heir  of 
John  Woodhouse,  Esq.  and  his  2i  wife  was  Maud,  daughter  of  John 
HiffkfUld,  Esq.  of  Calais,  who  died  s.  p.;  by  his  fifst  wife  he  leA,  n 
daughter  and  sole  heir,  Thoinaeine,  who  married  Humphrey  Capkdike, 
Esq.  of  Heiherset,  6th  son  of  Sir  John  Ckpledike,  bf  Horington  in  ' 
Lincolnshire.  By  an  inquisitbn  taken  ao  So  of  filixabeth,  the  above 
said  John  was  found  to  die  possessed  .of  it,  held,  of  that  Queen,  by 
knieht's  service. 

Humphrey  had  several  children  by  .his  wife  Tliomaeine  ;  but  \^ . 
sold  this  lordship  to  Thomas  Catelyn  of  Lakenhamhj  NotwUh.  The 
pedigree  of  this  family  is  as  follows.

Richard  Catelyn,  Esq.  was  sheriflTof  Norvic^,  in  1531,  and  alder* 
mjin  of  that  city ;  by  his  will  dated  Jugust  28,  155fi,  he  wills  hir 
body  to  be  buried  by  his  wife,  in  St.  Peter's  church  of  Norwich^  and 
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wife  \ntt\ei  ihete  <MI  Jf&vember  3  followiDg ;  his  wife  was  boried  thtfre 
io  Jugust  1556. 

In  ]55S|  bt  b^  a  pattot  to  bear  these  arms;  p»  cherroHj  azure  and 
IH^,  thtito  lions  passadt^  guardant,  in  pale^  countercbanged ;  on  a  chief 
Utgetft,  as  many  snakes  nowed,  iable^  stinged  gule$. 

AicKard  Catefyh,  Esq.  was  5th  son  vXBichard,  by  Elixabefh:  in 
lh«  4th  of  EdUmrd  VI.  he  was  aarunin-reader  of  LincMt  Inn,  ser* 
Jeent  at  law  May  ig,  ao.  155^ ;  steward  of  the  city  of  Norwich,  and 
King  and  Queen's  serJeant,  OctBber  l6, 1555  \  deputy  lientenant  and 
jastide  of  the  peace,  and  one  of  the  commissioners  to  try  the  rebeb  in 
the  reign  of  Queen  Mary ;  he  died  before  his  father,  in  ^t$gu8i,  1556, 
ind  was  buried  in  the  chancel  of  Hunitrgham  church  in  Norfbiky  and 
^BA  lord  of  Huftittgkam  Hall,  and  of  Wahaktn  Pcpenbow  in  Norjidk. 
Satbara,  his  widowj  erected  a  monument  to  his  memory,  which  being 
after  decayed,  another  was  erected  by  Thomaif  his  2d  son.— •He  had 
three  daughters;  Jnn^  married  to  Thomas  Derham, Esq.  of  fVe$i  Der^ 
htm ;  Elizabeth,  to  Thomas  Townsend,  Esq.  of  Teatcrion,  and  LeUice, 
io  IViHiam  Ovybim  of  Fincham.

IPttgfave,  Bart,  had  lUchard  his  son  and  heir;  Richard  bad  also  by 
Dionysia,  a  2d  son.  Sir  Nathaniel  Catelyn,  Knt  recorder  of  DuUm 
in  Ireland. 

Philip,  by  Dorothy,  was  father  of  Richard,  who,  by ,  daagh- 

ter  of Larke  of  Lincolnshire,  had  Philip  bis  son,  who  died 

unmarried. 

Thomas  Catelyne,  Es(].  2d  son  of  the  serjeant,  married  Judith, 
daughter  of  Edward  Elltngton  of  Theyihn  Bois  in  Essex,  was  lord  of 
Jfingfield  Hall  in  Suffolk;  in  1604,  was  lord  of  Hastings  Hall  and 
Jfhttfoot  Hall  in  Irmin^land,  and  he  purchased  of  Humphrey  Cople^ 
dike,  this  lordship  of  Ktrkeby.  * 

He  died  in  1636. 

Richard  Catelyn,  Esq.  son  of  Thomas,  married  first  Mary,  daoghter 
of  Sir  Robert  Houghton,  one  of  the  judges  of  the  King's  Bench ;  shfc 
died  s.  p.;  his  2d  wife  was  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  NevU  of

Sir  Nevil  Catelyne  was  knighted  by  King  Charles  II.  at  Sometsei^ 
house,  London,  in  166^,  lord  of  this  town,  and  tVinrfield  castle  ift 
Suffolk;  he  married,  first,  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Bedit^' 
fold  of  Darsham  in  Suffolk ;  and  his  2d  wife  was  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  Robert  Houghton  of  Raaworth,  Esq.  and  had  children  by  both, 
who  died  young ;  his  3d  wife  was  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  fViltiam^  and 
^ilHerof  Sir  Charles  Blois,  Bart,  of  Cockfield  Hyill  in  Yoxford,  Suffolk, 
^nd  of  Grundesburgh :  Sir  JVci;t7  was  buried  ia  this  church,  on  July

HWhi^  («ft  has  teen  ofasefml)  liridi  at  the  sarveirt  this  lardsbip  of 
the  abbot  of  Buty,  by  one  fee^  and  so  did  GodebaU  de  Kirkeby,  and 
j^UowiMfcr  liif  ton;  imt  aft*r,  tbifc  fee  was  divided  and  held  by  three 
4iSeiantiawIiM;  the  fumly^Dt  Cam  held  one  3d  part;  the  Bigoit 
Earls  of  Norfolk  bad  also  an  iateifest  ia  another  3d  tMirt  wiiich  camt 
to  the  B^ots  Lords  of  Stockton.  In  the  14th  of  Edward  I.  Sir  John

Si^ckion,  granted  by  fine^  in  the  39d  of  Mcnry  III.  their  iatoreat  in 
4lie advowaoa  df  thift  chnrch,  io  Biokmddc  Cam;  and  Imamu,  widow 
of  Ribhi6rd  di  Tbma^,  claimed  an  interest  herein,  in  the  15th  of  Ed^ 
mmd  L^^tVitiimfn^  tson  of  Bkhard  dc  la  Grene  of  Kirkeby^  confirmed 
to  Sh*  Sidiard  dc  Can^  and  Maud  fab  wife^  in  the  sixth  of  Edward  L 
for  S  aoaflts^  all  his  landb  in  this  town,  Stockton,  Hale$,  &c.  with  the 
services,  homages,  rents,  &c.  except  the  capital  messuage  in  Kirkcb^ 
Witness,  John  tk  fFtt&fM,iiiasterof  the  hospital  of  St.  ^rfAofaiasfitt,  in 
Jjondon;  this  3d  part  was  thus  united,  and  so  came  tb  GavcTsmanot, 
&c«  as  above. 

Ralph  Lord  Bainard  was  lord  of  a  manor  in  this  town.  When 
lionusday  book  was  made,  Ulmat,  a  freeman  of  Kin^  Edward,  held 
it  with  sio  acres  of  land;  jRo6er^,.son  of  Corbun,  laid  claim  to  this 
land^  and  had  lit^rv;  there  fcdonffed  to  it  C  borderera^  one  servas,  2 
caracates,  and  half  a  carucate  of  the  tenants,  &c.  with  S  acres  of 
■neadow.  There  were  also  8  frtonen  belonging  to  tfie  lord's  fold,  and 
under  his  protection,  with  £0  acred,  and  £  caruoales  and  half  an  acre 
bf  meadow  ^  valued  at  the  sortey  at  40s.  bat  tidfyre  at  £0f.  It  came 
to  Bainard  bv  an  exchange.' 

Bv  the  forfeiture  of  the  Lord  Bainard^  this  came  to  the  Lords  ffitz* 
Waiter,  and  was  called  Loofs  or.  ItJoM^s  fise,  being  held  by  John  Loot, 
of  the  Lord  Fitz^fValter,  in  the  Sd  of  Smry  III.  Roger  dc  Hakt  bad 
to  tnterast  herein  about  the  same  time^  and  Jchn  dc  Hak$  in  the  fid 
year  of  Edward  III.  this  was  soon  after  united  to  the  abovenentioned ' 
manors. 

About  1266,  William  de  Wendlinghnd  a  mesmage^  &c.  witbaeveral 
raits,  services,  'htre^  ib  Ra9enmgXam,  j^c.  which  Philip  Loot  had 
conveyed  to  him^  and  WiUiam  gave  tbetn  to  the  canon  of  Langley^ 
and  were  confirmed  by  Robert  Lord  JFiiz-Waker.  Henry  WalpSn 
bdd  ibis  Lime^'fkt,  aad  owed  to  the  abbbt  of  langky,  in  the  l£th 
of  Henry  VI.  10/.  4s.  2^.  arrears  of  rent  for  the  land  and  teacmento 
here  and  in  Stockton,  formerly  George  Fclbrigg'u 

Eustace  Earl  of  Bologne,  ia  France,  had  also  a  lordship,  of  which 
Osmund,  a  thane  of  Archbishop  Siigand  was  deprived;  RabA  dc 
Beaufoe  had  an  interest  in  it  after  Osmimrf,but  at  tne  aarvey^  Watinc 
held  it  under  Eustace.

Os.  6d  of  the  prioress  of  Campsey  3s.  5d.  ob. 

The  Chubch  is  a  rectory  dedicated  to  AU*Saini$,  and  the  patron* 
age  belonged  to  the  abbot  of  Bury's  manor. 

In  the  14th  of  Henry  ill.  fValter  de  Cam  and  Mary  his  wife,  coold 
not  deny  on  an  assise,  but  that  Roger  de  Tweyt,  and  Roger  de  Stock* 
ton,  were  parceners  with  them  in  the  advowson  of  this  church,  of  the 
inheritance  which  was  Alexander's,  son  otGodebald  de  Kirkeby,  there- 
fore  they  all  presented  at  this  time,  which  proves  that  they  had  it  by 
inheritance.  In  \290,  there  was  a  composition  between  the  monks 
of  St.  Ildtveri  of  Gumay  in  France^  and  Master  fValier,  dean  of 
Flegg  hundred,  of  the  tithe  of  some  sheafs  of  oorn,  out  of  the  abbot's 
manor,  held  by  Sir  R.  de  Cam. 

In  the  5&d  of  Henry  III.  Richard  dcThwait  and  fVilUam  de  Stocks 
ton  granted  by  fine  the  advowson  to  Richard  dc  Cam.

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/\  FBBEHAN  who  was  Under  the  protection  of  the  abbot  of  Bunt, 
aod  had  30  acres  of  land  with  a  carucate  and  an  acre  of  meadow^  and 
g  freemen  held  under  him  20  acres ;  at  the  survey  Goscelin  possessed 
it  as  a  moiety  of  a  carucate,  valued  at  5s.  the  soc  of  these  9  freemeii 
was  in  the  Kmg,  and  the  Earl  of  Norfolk;  here  was  a  church  en- 
dowed with  20  acres  of  free  land,' also  a  freeman  in  K'lQg  Edmard^i 
time  with  8  acres  of  land  and  2  bovates,  under  protection,  valued  at 
12d.' 

Gosceltne  abo^ementioned  was  also  lord  of  Loddon,  and  assumed 
his  name  from  that  town  ;"  the  last  of  this  family  o[  De  Loddon  dy- 
ing without  Issue  male,  his  inheritance  came  to  his  three  sisters  and 
coheirs ;  Jmieia,  one  of  them,  marrying  William  de  Beauchamp^  had 
an  intetcst  herein,  and  his  descendant,  John  de  Beauchamp^  orKsA- 
ycfe,  eranted  in  the  7th  of  Edward  II.  to  Simon  de  Herdeset  and  Ce» 
cilia  pis  wife,  the  advowson  of  this  church,  which  came  to  him  bj 
heirship,  on  the  death  of  his  father,  Roger  de  Beauchamp. 

Gosceline  de  Lodnet,  as  the  register  oiBuru  testifies,  was  enfeoffed 
of  on^  carucate  of  land,  5  villains,  and  5  bordarers,  by  abbot  Baldwin, 
io  the  reign  of  the  Conqueror;  and  in  the  8th  of  Richard  L  a  fine 
was  levied  between  Sampson,  abbot  of  Bury,  and  Ernafddc  Charneh 
of  a  manor  in  Norton-Subcross^  which  he  then  acknowledged  to  holi 
of  the  abbots  with  tbose  of  Ellingham,  Quidenham,  and  Tk»Uoih  by 
pne  fee^  and  by  castle^guard  to  Norwich,

In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  Sir  Jtoger  de  Hales,  as  one  of  Goscdine 
de  Loddon*sneifs  had  an  interest  in  it,  and  was  patron  of  a  moiety  of 
the  church.  In  the  25th  of  that  King,  Sir  John  de  Beauchamp,  and 
Roger  de  Hales,  levied  a  fine  of  the  advowson  of  the  church^and  agreed 
for  them  and  their  heirs  to  present  by  turns. 

Godric  had  the  grant  of  a  small  fee,  consisting  of  37  acres  and  an 
half,  and  a  carucate,  of  which  3  freemen  of  the  abbot  of  Bennet  of 
Hohn  were  deprived,  valued  at  5s.  On  Godric*s  death  it  came  as  an 
escheat  to  the  Crown,and  was  granted  with  the  manor  t>fHeckinghamp 
of  which  it  was  a  part,  to  the  Earl  Warren,  as  ma^  be  there  seen,  and 
Sit  Roger  deThurkellnf,B  judge,  gave  it  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  to 
Ijmgley  ab.bey.* 

In  14£8,  the  temporalities  of  this  convent  were  valued  at  13i.  Ad. 

On  the  Dissolution  it  was  granted  to  Thomas  Godsalve,  Esq. 

Godric  had  also  the  grant  of  16  acres  of  land,  of  which  a  freewoman 
was  dispossessed ;  this  is  placed  in  the  hundred  of  Loddon,  as  belonging 
to  1/e/g/ie/on  manor. 

Robert  Grenon  had  12  acres  of  land,  as  part  of  the  demean  lands 
belonging  to  his  manor  of  Loddon,  which  Usbert  held  of  him ;'  this 
was  the  manor  of  Bacon  in  Loddon,  to  which  I  refer  the  reader. 

Roger  Bieot,  ancestor  of  the  Earls  of  Norfolk,  had  the  grant  of  8 
acres,  out  of  which  Ulketel,  a  freewoman,  was  ejected,  valued  at  6dm ; 
this  is  placed  in  Loddon  hundred :  he  also  had  here  30  acres,  of  which 
Vlchetel  a  freeman  was  deprived,  and  2  tenants  held  it  at  the  survey 
of  the  fee  of  Ulchetel :  there  was  always  a  bordarer,  with  half  a  caru* 
cate  and  an  acre  of  a  meadow,  and  a  freeman  under  Bigot,  with  an 
acre.* 

The  whole  town  was  one  leuca  long,  and  half  a  one  broad,  and  p^d 
12J.  selt. 

John  de  Gernemuth,  in  the  7th  of  Edward  I.  had  a  grant  of  free 
warren,  in  this  town,  and  in  Heckingham,  and  in  the  2d  year  of  Ed^ 
ward  11.  a  fine  was  levied  between  Roger  de  Hales,  parson  of  North 
Wahham  church,  Ralph  de  Hales,  querents,  Roger  Gry^  and  Mirabel 
bis  wife,  deforciants,  of  3  messuases,  31  acres  of  land,  with  marsh 
ground,  and6</.  rent  here  and  in  Helmington. 

Ralph  de  Beaufoe  had  at  the  survey,  33  acres,  with  a  carucate  and 
an  acre  of  meadow,  of  which  2  freemen  under  the  protection  of  arch* 
bishop  Stigand  were  deprived,  valued  at  25.;'  this  was  part  of  Beau* 
foe^s  manor  of  Aldby,  or  Aldeburgh,  (of  this  see  there,)  and  held  by 
the  Roscelynes 

Ralf  Lord  Baynard  had  the  ^rant  of  SO  acres,  possessed  before  the 
conquest  by  a  freeman,  and  ol  2  acres  and  a  half  of  land,  with  a

2  bordarers  with  half  a 
carocate,  and  a  half  acre  of  meadow,  valued  at  4s.  and  Go$ceUne  d$ 
Norwich  held  it  of  the  King,  but  now  was  independant  of  any  lord.'  >

of  Campsey  priorv  I8d. 

The  abMt  of  St.  Bennetts  manor  of  Reidham  extended  into  this 
town,  and  in  the  dd  year  of  King  Henru  HI.  there  was  an  agreement 
made  between  S^epAfit  <fe  Redkam  nna  Robert,  the  abbot,  whereby 
Stephen  was  to  hold  the  abbot's  land  here  in  Norton,  by  half  a  mark 
rent  per  ann.  and  in  the  1 1th  of  Edward  I.  Nicholas,  the  abbot,  grant* 
ed  to  Sir  Bartholomew  de  Redham,  that  if  the  manor  of  lUdhant 
should  be  recovered  of  John  de  Ingham,  and  the  manor  of  Northon, 
of  Sir  Thomas  de  Roscelyn,  that  then  the  abbot  should  give  back  to 
Sir  Bartholomew  the  deeds  which  he  gave  to  the  abbot;  and  by  ano- 
ther deed.  Sir  Bartholomew  quit  claimed  to  the  abbot  the  homage  of 
Sir  Thomas  Roscelyne,  for  the  manor  of  Nbr/oii;  dated  A"".  11  Ed* 
wardL 

This  lordship  came  from  the  Reedhams,  to  the  Bemeys,  with  the 
town  of  Reedham,  and  so  continued,  till  sold,  about  the  year  171^  to 
Sir  James  Edwards.. 

It  was  valued  in  1428,  at  6s.  Sd.  apd  in  the  reign  o(  Philip  and  Mary 
there  was  a  rent  issuing  out  of  it,  of  45.  Sd.  tnen  belonging  to  the 
Bishop  of  Norwich',  and  formerly  to  the  sacrist  of  St.  Bennet. 

The  cellarer  of  Norwich  had  tuso  certain  renu  here  in  the  time  of 
Henry  VL  by  an  old  grant  (moat  likely)  of  the  Beaufoes. 

The  Church  is  dedicated  to  St  Margaret,  and  was  a  rectory.  la 
the  52d  of  HenryWl.  a  moiety  of  the  advowson  was  granted  by  Meiud, 
widow  of  Roger  de  Hales,  to  Roger,  son  of  Walter  de  Hales,  with 
lands  in  Hale  and  Loddon,  and  in  the  7th  of  Edward  I.  John  de 
Beau^hamp  gave  bis  moiety  to  Simon  de  Herdeset  and  Cedtia  his 
wife. 

The  rector  had  at  this  time  a  manse,  with  50  acres  of  land,  valued 
at  20  marks ;  Pe/er-penoe  2s.  2H.  carvage  Sd.  and  the  prioress  of 
BuMgey  had  a  pension  of  35.  per  ann.

iViLtiAM  DE  N01BR8,  at  the  grand  gurvey,  was  steward  of  thil 
lordship,  for  the  Conqaerori  on  the  deprivation  of  Sligand  AvchbiAiop 
of  Canterbury^  Who  was  lord  before  the  conquest,  and  held  it  as  a  lay 
See,  and  as  a  bernite  to  his  manor  of  Earskam :  consisting  of  £  ca« 
rncates  of  land,  3  borderers,  2  carucates  in  demean,  &c.  halfa  caracate 
among  the  tenants,  and  Id  acres  of  meadow,  8cc.  a  mill,  2  runci,  4 
CQWs,  &c.  and  30  socmen  had  3  camcates  of  land,  8  carucates  and  ]6 
acres  of  meadow ;  there  was  a  church  endowed  with  65  acres,  3  bor- 
derers, the  moiety  of  a  mill,  and  1%  socmen,  with  25  acres,  3  carucates 
and  6  acres  of  meadow.  There  were  also  in  the  said  town  10  socmen^ 
with  £  carucates  and  a  half  of  land,  and  6  borderers,  with  7  carucates 
and  a  half^  aiTd  8  acres  of  meadow,  &c.  and  21  socmen  in  Jerpestuna, 
who  had  1£0  acres  with  8  carucates  of  meadow ;  and  8  freemen  were 
added  to  this  lordship  who  held  12  acres,  and  half  a  carucate.  It 
was  2  leucas  long,  one  broad,  paid  5s.  4d.  gelt,  and  was  valued  in 
Earsham.^ 

It  remained  in  the  Crown  till  King  Stephen  granted  it  to  flti^A 
Bigot,  on  his  being  created  Earl  of  Norfolk;  Hu^k,  his  grandson. 
Earl  of  Norfolk,  married  Maud,  daughter  and  coheir  to  the  Mardiab 
Earls  of  Pembroke,  by  whom  she  hm  R(^er  Bigod  Earl  of  Norfolk. 
and  Sir  Ralph,  a  younger  son,  who  was  enfeoffed  of  this  lordship,  and 
held  it  under  the  Earl ;  to  this  Ralphs  Walter  de  Shipmeadow,  of  Suf^ 
folk,  conveyed  by  fine,  in  the  24th  of  Henry  III.  his  risht  of  fishing  iii 
|be  river  JVaveny,  betweien  the  towns  of  Stocton  and  skipmeadow,  and 
'  in  the  cutting  of  reed,  rush,  flag,  &c.;  he  married  Berta,  daughter  of 
the  Lord  Famical,  and  died  wiwout  issue,  as  did  Roger,  his  orother. 
Earl  of  Norfolk ;  so  that  the  inheritance  came  to  Ro^  Bigot,  eldesi 
aon  of  Hugh  Bigot,  who  is  said  to  be  chief  justice  of  England,  and  24 
won  of  EatI  Hugh. 

Roger  being  thus  heir,  and  Earl  of  Norfolk,  confirmed  to  his  bro* 

ther.  Sir  John  Bigod,  this  lordship,  and  in  the  15th  of  Edward  I,  was 

found  to  have  free  warren,  the  assise,  a  gallows,  &c.;  he  died  in  the 

jfC-  93^  of  Edward  1.  when  it  was  found  to  te  held  by  him  in  capite,  of 

/  the  King.     Rofer^  his  brother,  the  Earl,  having  no  children  mad^ 

\  the  King  his  heir,  and  disinherited  Sir  John  and  nis  children  in  some 

diigost :  Sir  Henry  Spilman  sajrs,  that  the  Earl  being  indebted  to  him,

the  rent  of  1500  herrings  in  Giselham,  Soierley,  &c.;  he  is  said  to  karo 
SDarried<Iibji<a,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Robert  ^ertjbrdi)f  L&kdoh, 
and  was  living  in  £  1st  of  Edward  III. 

Sir  John  Btgod  was  his  son  and  heir,  and  died  lord  aboift  the  yettr 
1390,  father  of  Sir  Ralph,  who  married  EUzdbeih,  dangfater  and  oolMr 
of  Sir  Thomas  Mortimer,  of  Jttlebursh,'hy  whom  he  had  a  dadgili'ter 
and  heir,  Elizabeth.  Sir  RaljpVs  will  is  dated  at  GMettm,  Fd^m&ry 
CO,  1415,  and  proved  in  1410,  September  10 ;  she  torvtved  liim,  afld 
inarried  to  her  2d  husband,  Henry  Pakenham,  Esq.  and  to  'b^  Sd, 
Tho.  Manning,  Esq*;  by  ber  will, proved  in  1463,  shewBs  burled  ift  fhb 
Jug^ine^fiiwn  church  of  Norwich,  and  gave  to  her  huriNHid  MtHt^ 
Ung.,  her  manors  in  Elingham  Magna,  kc. 

Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Ralph  BigtM,  broo^  4t  Bjr 
marriage  to  fVilKam  Gameys,  Esq.  son  of  Robert  Qameys,  Esq.  «nd 
Aveline  his  wife :  bis  will  is  dated  February  19,  tfo.'^  Henry  V.  wbere^ 
bv  he  gives  to  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  this  iordsbip,  and  the  sdke  df 
Stockton,  with  the  manor  of  Berys  in  Geldeston,  &c.  for  IHe,  and  tk 
}ier  death  to  Ralph,  his  son  and  hdr;  nanies  Robert  his  son,  and, 
Margaret  his  daughter,  to  whom  he  gives  legacies,  and  to  Peter  Gar^ 
neys,  Esq.  his  brother ;  also,  to  Ralph  his  son,  after 'his  wife's  death,

On.  the  altaiod^rof  Edmund  de  la  Pole  Earl  of  Suffolk,  i%  came  to 
the  Crawoj,  and  wa9  sranted  by  King  ffesi^ VIII.  to  Charlu  Brandom 
Puke  o(  Suffolk,,  Sim  on  his  death,,  to  Lady  J^  of  Cteves,  and  she 
held  it  10  the  second  year  of  King  Edward  VL  then  the  divorced,  wifo 
ofklpg^^wryVIU.

A  family  who  took  their  name  from  the  town,  were  enfeoffed  of  it 
by  the  Bigots,  the  capital  lords ;  Robert  de  Raveningham  was  lord  ia 
the  reign  of  Henry  II.  Thomas^  his  son,  held  a  whole  fee  here  and  was 
not  a  knight,  as  was  found.  In  the  6th  of  King  JoAii,  ^tV/uiin  </e 
Raveningham  (as  appears  from  the  Pipe  Rolls)  was  found  to  owe  20t. 
to  the  Kin^,  to  have  24  knijghts  summoned  to  convene  12  iurors  oa 
account  ofj>erjury  in  an  assise  of  presentation  to  this  church.  Roger 
de  Raveningham  was  living  in  the  20th  of  Henry  III.  and  in  the  Sdo( 
Edward  L  Kobert  de  Raveningham,  son  'of  Thomat,  conveyed  by  fine 
to  Peter  de  Beetles,  a  lordship  in  this  town,  which  was  conveyed  by 
the  said  Pe/fT,  in  the  9th  of  that  Kine,  to  Nicholas  deCastelb,  or 
Castell:  he  was  son  oi  Walter  de  CasteUo.  In  the  4th  of  EdzpardL 
he  was  clerk  in  the  King's  Exchequer,  when  the  Kinj^  wrote  to  the 
treasurer  and  chamberlain  of  the  Exchequer,  to  deliver  out  of  the 
treasury  to  his  beloved  clerk,  Richard  de  la  Leye,  chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer,  20/.  to  John  St.  fValery  and  Rag.  de  Northwood,  barons, 
20/.  each,  to  Richard  de  Hereford^  clerk,  10/.  and  to  Mr.  Nicholas  de 
Castello,  clerk,  10/.^  In  the  6th  of  U)at  reign  he  was  the  King's  remem* 
brancer  in  the  Exchequer,  and  delivered  out  14/.  and  half  a  mark,  for 
William  de  Penchester,  his  allowance  for  Easter  term,  as  keeper  of 
Dover  castle.

Jqhn,  son  of  Robert  de  Mortimer,  8cc. — ffilliam  de  Vermin  of  Ravew- 
ingham  gave  lands  in  this  town  and  Norton,  with  Eve  his  wife ;  she 
was  after  the  wife  of  Roger  de  Thaseburgh,  and  Robert  de  Vemun  her 
SOD,  confirmed  the  gift  of  his  mother  and  Roger  de  Thaseburgh,  s.  d. 

Their  temporalities  valued  in  1428,  at  2^6r.  Sd.  and  granted  at  the 
DissoIotioD  to  Thomas  Godsalve,Es({. 


DEAN  AND  CHAPTER  OF  NORWICH'S  FEE. 

Wil*UAM  BS  Beaufoe  BishopofrAe^itf  had  a  grant  from  King 
William  I.  of  30  acres  of  land,  and  half  a  carucate,  valued  at  the 
survey  at  3s*  held  by  two  bordarers,  of  which  a  freeman  was  deprived 
who  was  under  the  protection  of  Ailmer  Bishop  of  £/i7iAam,  which 
^Pishop  Beaiffoe  held  as  a  lay  fee,  nnd  gaVe  it  at  his  death  to  his  church 
or  see,  and  S9  became  part  of  the  revenues  of  the  dean  and  chapter 
at  this  time. 

In  1898,  ihfre  was  a  composition  between  the  prior  and  convent 
of  Norwich  for  two  pafts  of  the  ^reat  and  small  tithes  of  the  demean 
*  lands  of  Robert,  lat^.  son  of  Thomas  Baynard,  held  by  Nicholas  de 
CoUelh,  paying  vearly  to  the  almoner  40s.  and  was  farmed  by  the  rec- 
tor of  this  church.* 

The  temporalities  of  this  fee  was  held  by  the  Lords  Bardoif  of  the 
see ;  before  them,  by  the  fainily  of  De  Ages.  William^  son  of  Sir 
WilUaw^  de  Ages,  had  an  interest  ht  re,  as  by  a  deed  sans  date.  ^  Johfs 
'^'dges  gave  to  Jeffrey  de  Mortimer,  rector  of  this  church,  a  certata

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homage,  and  was  living  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  as  James  de  Age^ 
was,  who  held  a  quarter  of  a  fee  of  the  Lord  Bardolf,  and  Thomas,  Jk 
,Jgcs  had  the  same  in  the  20th  oi  Edward  III. — ^At  this  time  there  is  a 
lurdsh ip  that  bears  this  name. 

At  ine  grand  survey •  King  William  had  a  considerable  lordship,  oT 
which  G(3ric  was  his  sleward.'  O//^  was  lord  in  King^  EdwartTs  iime 
and  deprived,  and  after  him  Robert  Malet  had  an  interest  in  it ;  it 
consisted  of  3  carucates  of  land,  one  villain  and  2  borderers,  d  earn- 
cates  in  demean,  with  6  acres  of  meadow,  13  swine^and  200  sheep. 

Eleven  freemen  belonged  to  the  lord's  fold,  and  held  in  comnienda- 
^ion  64  acres  and  an  half,  with  4  carucates  and  3  acres  of  meadow. 
Three  socmen  had  4  acres,  valued  in  King  EdwanFs  time,  at  30t.  at 
the  survey  it  paid  605.  quitrent.  Ketelfreaa  bad  7  acres  with  a  marsh 
valued  at  12d. 

Tliis  lordship  remained  sometime  in  the  Crown,  and*  then  was 
granted  to  the  £arl  Warren  oq  an  exchange  for  other  lands :  the  an- 
cient fumily  of  De  AfoW/Wr  held  it  under  the  Earl ffarren.  Sii  William 
de  Mortimer  possessed  it  before  the  reign  of  Henry  II.  lord  also  of  Jt/e* 
bargh*  Sir  Robert  de  Mortimer  was  living  in  the  tim^  of  Henry  II.  and 
was  succeeded  by  his  son  ^^////am,  who  was  father  of  Sir  IZo&er^,  who 
in  the  5th  of  Kin^  John,  was  lord ;  and  in  a  plea  about  tl)e  right  of 
jtresentation  to  this  church,  was  found  to  be  the  grandson  of  Sir  Robert 
de  Mortimer  who  presented  the  last  rector  to  this  church. 

In  the  4lh  oi  Edward  I.  Sir  William  de  Mortimer  recovered  the  ad 
vowson,  against  Robert  de  Raveningham^  after  this  it  came  to  the 
Ro$ceIincs :  Sir  Peter  de  Rosceliue  was  lord  in  the  year  1313,  and  pre- 
sented then  to  this  church ;  Sir  Thomas,  his  son  and  heir ;  but  being  in 
the  rebellion  (as  the  Norwich  Institution  Book  declares)  in  1325,  the 
King  presented  then. 

Soon  after  it  was  conveyed  h^Sir  Thomas  Rosceline^  by  deed,  dated 
at  Norwich^  on  the  feast  oV  St.  iPabiam  and  St.  Sebastianp\n  the  6th  of 
Edward  III.  to  Dame  Katerine,  relict  of  Sir  Walter  de  Norwich^  and 
Sir  JbAn,  son  of  the  said  Waller;  and  io  Remigias  (de  Hederset)  bro- 
ther of  the  same  Dame  Katerine,  this  lordship,  and  the  homa&:e  and 
service  of  Sir  Gregory  de  Castello^  Knt.*  which  he  owes  to  him  for 
lands  and  tenements,  which  formerly  were  Roger  de  Raveningham'siti 
Ravenyngham,  Tibenham,  Thurton,  Lodiie  and  Norton,  togellier  with 
theadvoi^son  of  the  church  of  Raven^ngham,  &c.  Wtlnr  sses.  Sir 
Roger  de  Kerdeston,  Sir  An%elm  le  Mareschal,  Sir  Symon  de  Hedersei, 
Sir  Edwardde  Baconsthofp,  Sir  John  de  Caylly,  Sir  John  Fiiz-Sumon, 
knights,  8cc. 

Sit  Gregory  de  Castetfo,  and  Nicholas  his  son,  did  homage  to  the 
same  Dame  Katerine,  for  half  a  knight's  fee,  on  Ash  Wednesday,  ao.  7. 
Edward  III.  in  the  pre«^nce  of  Sir  St^mon  de  Hederset  and  others. 

Sir  Walter  de  Norwich  was  one  of  the  barons  of  the  Excheqoer,  con- 
stituted locum  tenens  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Exchequer,  in  the  Olh  of 
Edward  lU  till  the  King  could  provide  one,  and  in  the  said  year,  on

By  Chatherine  his 
wife,  he  had  Sir  John  de  'Norwich,  his  eldest  son  and  heir,  who  in 
1350,  tbanded  a  .college  here,  and  settled  this  lordship,  fcc.  on  it,  as 
will  be  after  shewn. 

Another  considerable  lordship  was  granted  on  the  conquest,  to 
jR^er,  son  of  Renardf  of  which  Ushcrn  was  deprived,  a  thane  of  King 
Eawardf  containing  2  carucates  and  2  acres  and  a  half  of  land,  2  viN 
latns,  2  servi,  one  caracate  iu  demean,  one  among  the  tenants,  8  acres 
of  meadow,  5  swine,  4  cows,  8lc.  5  socmen  had  IS.  acres ;  and  there 
was  a  church  endowed  with  60  acres;  the  whole  valued  at  the  sorvey 
at  40f.  before  at  20«.' 

The  son  and  heir  of  Fiiz-Renard  assumed  the  name  of  Hadtiton, 
formerly  a  town,  but  now  the  chief  manor  in  Bunwell,  and  was  held  by 
Chem  of  the  Earl  fVarren^  as  is  said ;  it  seems  that  the  Mortimers  had 
rather  an  interest  in  it,  and  were  enfeoffed  of  it  by  that  Earl,  and  con- 
tinued in  that  family  till  it  came  to  the  Roseelines,  and  Sir  Thomas  de 
JZosce/ifte  conveyed  it  to  Dame  Katcrine  de  Normchf  and  her  son  Sir 
John,  in  the  6th  of  Edward  III.  and  the  said  Sir  John,  on  his  found- 
ing  a  college  bere^  settled  it  on  that  college^  where  it  continued  till  its 
dissolution. 

Roger  B^ot,  ancestor  of  the  Enrfs  of  Norfolk,  had  a  grant  of  \t 
acres  of  land,  held  by  a  freeman,  of  which  Jlwin  was  seized,  when 
the  King  granted  it  to  Roger,,  and  was  yulued  in  his  lordship  of 
Haddesco.^ 

In  the  S5th  of  Edward  I.  John  de  Dunhedd,  and  habel  de  Haggele, 
held  in  this  town,  Wakeion,  Lodnt,  and  Kirkby,  &c.  3*  fees.  See.  of 
Roger  Bigot  Earl  of  Norfolk. 

Kahh  de  Beaufoe  had  one  socman  wHh  one  acre  of  land,  valued  at 
ltd.;  this  belonged  to  his  lordship  of  Aldby,  in  this  hundred:'^

Here  was  also  belonging  to  the  King's  ntanor,  a  freemaw,  who-  bc^ 
fore  the  conquest,  held  his  land  independent  of  any  lord  \.  this  free- 
man, called  Chetel  FHedm,  had  7  acres  and  a  borderer,  a  marsh  yalaed 
at  1^.  Ralph,  the  late  Eart  of  Norfolk,  held  it  wheit  he  was  out^ 
lawed ;  it  belonged  to  his  fee  then,  and  afier,  but  paid  no  service  to 
him  or  to  the  Kkig,.  at  the  survey,  as  he  jwrovea;'  this  was  for  the 
maintem^noe  of  the  lord.  Under  the  title  of  invasions,  we  find  that 
Ralph,laie  Evlt}  of  Norfolk,  had  a  freeman  who  held  3  acres  under 
him,  and  that  Nicfwhs,,  the  goldsmith  of  Hvgh  Earl  ol  Chester,  had

William  de  Naier$  took  care  of  30  acres  of  land,  with  a  caracal^ 
and  half  an  acre  of  meadow,  of  which  3  freenien  of  Archbishop  Sti^ 
gandyvere  deprived;  this  belonged  to  the  King's  manor  of  To/l,an4 
was  valued  with  it.^ 


RAVENINGHAM-COLLEGE 

Was  founded  by  Sir  John  de  Narwick,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Walter  de 
Normch,  and  Catherine  his  wife,  in  IS5O9  for  a  master  and  8  seculat 
priests,  to  ofHciate  in  the  church  of  Raveningham,  and  was  dedicated 
to  the  Virgin. Merr^;  in  his  foundation  deed  he  expresses  himself  ia 
these  words:  Callittg  frequently  to  mind  thai  saying  of  the  apoUUg 
that  what  teed  a  man  shall  sow ,  the  same  shall  he  reap,  S^c.  for  his  ows^ 
souCa  healthy  and  that  of  Margaret  ^  his  wife  for  the  honour  afOod  and 
his  mother  J  St.  Andrew  the  apostle^  and  ait  the  saints ;  he  founds  it  by 
deed,  dated  at  Thorp,  by  Norwich,  July  ^5,  1350. 

1  hiS'  Sir  JohnvrsLS  vice-Bdmiral  of  England,  and  had  by  Margarei 
his  wife,  Walter y  his  son  and  herr,  also  2  brothers.  Sir  Thomas  itnd  Sir 
Roger  de  Norwich,  and  a  sister,  Margaret,  who  married,  first  Sir 
Thomas  Cailey,  and  after,  Robert  Vffbrd  Earl  of  Siffolk. 

Sir  Rx>ger  afore:>aid,  by  his  testament,  dated  on  Wednesday  in  Whii^ 
tunday-v^eek,  and  proved  Jifitf  £6,  1:57},  app<itnts  to  be  buried  ia 
Raveninghum  church,  by  the  tomb  of  his  brother;  his  executors  to 
buy  a  good  piece  of  marble,  xo  be  ornamented  with  brass,  his  arms  in 
the  middle  of  it,  round  the  ver>;e,  his  name,  and  the  time  of  his  death f 

gives  to  the  master  of  Ravenineham  College,  6  marks,  to  find  a  chap- 
lin  to  celebrate  for  his  soul,  the  souls  of  his  father  and  mother,  and 
brother  Thomas,  for  one  year,  at  the  altar,  where  he  lies  buried  ;  Iq 
Sir  John  de  Norzaich,  his^iephew,  one  paltock  of  velvet  with  his  arras ; 
to  the  Lad  v  Margaret,  relict  of  Sir  Walter  de  Norwich,  2  silver  bowU« 
of  4  pound  weight,  and  2  silver  pots ;  the  residue  of  his  goods  to  be  at 
the  disposal  of  the  said  Lady  Marearet,  and  his  executors.  AikI 
further  orders,  that  the  apostolical  letter  which  he  had  for  a  plenal 
absolution  from  all  punishment  and  crimes^  be  placed  just  over  bis 
head  in  his  sepulchre,  on  the  day  of  his  burial. 

Sir  Walter,  son  and  heir  of  Sir  John  the  founder,  married  Marga^- 
ret,  daughter  of  Sir  Miles  Stapleton,  of  Ingharh,  and  was  father  of  Sif 
John  de  Norwich,  who  by  his  testament,  dated  at  Mettingham-Castle,^ 
in  Suffolk,  in  1373,  and  proved  .the  last  day  oi  February,  in  the  said 
year,  appoints  his  body  to  be  buried  in  Raveningham  church,  by  bta 
father,  Sir  Walter,  there  to  rest,  till  it  could  be  removed  to  the  aevr 
cbnrch  of  Norton^Coupe^Cors;  to  the  building  of  which  he  gives  450/1 
to  his  dear  mother.  Lady  Margaret,  her  heirs  and  assigns,  a  messuage

Bram^ldf  Wenhaston  and  RedcMham;  lands  in  Barsham  and  BeuU$i 
Ae  reversion  of  the  mlmor  and  advowson  of  Dalingho9t,  waA,  the  fifth 
part  of  the  lordship  of  ^/c/er^oii  in  i$u^o/A.

his  17th  year^  Sir  Milet  Stapleton,  &c.  febfiees,  diened  to  it  3  messa- 
ages,  86  acres  of  liihd,  6of  moor,  6  of  alder,  1£  of  reed,  and  4s.  Nail  in 
pfortdn,  Carlton,  How,  and  Perts-Hall  in  BanmM,  with  the  lands  in 
Hiugham,  KnaDton,nnd  Brinton,  8cc.  The  advowsooa'of  lyAaaAuM^ 
and  Carlton,  Bunwell,  and  How. 

On  the  death  of  Sir  John  de  Norwich,  ifae  last  hilt  mrie  of  this  fa* 
mily,  s.  p.  the  Lady  Catherine  de  BrewB  was  found  heir  to  Sir  John,  and 
<he  inheritance^  as  bis  tsoosin  ;  being  daughter  and  heir  to  Sir  Tkomas 
de  Norwich^  (son  of  Sir  Walter  and  Catherine  his  wifi%)  the  brother 
of  the  founder  Sir  John,  and  widow  of  Sir  de  BreWe;  to  thia 

lady,  Sir  Roger  de  Norwich  conveyed  the  lordstiip  of  Kimherky,  about 
1374,  who  was  her  uncle.  In  the  49th  of  Edward  III.  she  confirmed 
thegrantsof  her  ancestors  to  this  college,  and  settled  her  inheritanoe 
on  her  trustees,  Sit  John  de  Plaiz,  Sir  Robert  Howard,  8cc.  and  being 
a  nun  at  Dertford,  in  Kent,  in  the  first  of  Richard  11.  and  lady  of  the 
capital  manor  of  Great  Massingham,  in  Norfolh,  license  was  granted 
in  the  8th  of  that  King,  on  September  3,  to  her  feoffees,  JohnDaven» 
try,  parson  of  Bromc,  Walter  Berkley,  vicar  of  Kimberley,  &c.  to 
imbrtise  it  to  the  priory  of  Dertjbrd. 

On  July  5,  ao.6  of  Richard  II.  license  wtfi  grafted  to  Sir  Jtofartf 
Howard,  Sir  John  Plaiz,  Sir  JRoger  Boyes,  8cc.  to  remove  die  master 
knd  the  8  chaplains  of  this  college  from  Norton  tU  the  chapel  of  the 
eastle  of  Mettingham,  in  Suffolk,  and  to  increase  the  same  to  IB;  to 
endow  them  with  the  said  castle,  the  manor  of  Hketethallin  St^lk^ 
&c.  where  it  continued  till  the  Dissolution,  being  surrendered  to  King 
Hetuy  VIII.  on  April  8,  ao.  33,  and  on  the  14  of  the  said  month  and 
year,  was  granted  to  Sir  Anthony  Denney,  with  the  appropriated  reo* 
tories  of  this  town,  Norton,  8cc^  held  by  his  son,  Henry  Den^y,  Esq.  iu

Ralph  le  Butiler  occurs  rector  in  1290.  In  the  4th  of  Edward 
I.  Peter  de  Beccks  conveyed  his  interest  in  the  advowson  to  Wiiiiam 
de  Mortimer,  bv  fine. 

In  1312,  Robert  de  iMnsele,  presented  by  Sir  Peter  Rosceline. 

1325,  Gilbert  de  York,  by  the  King,  on  the  rebellion  of  Sir  Thomas

36t.  per  ann^  to  he  paid  to  his  see.  At  the  Dissolution  the  appropriated 
rectory  was  grantea,  as  is  abovementioned,  with  the  patronage  of  the 
«uracy»  to  Sir  Awthomy  Denny,  and  from  that  family,  to  B^ger  CatitU, 
Esq.  who  held  it  ao.  8th  Elizabeth,  in  which  family  it  continues^  and i< 
aenred  by  a  stipendiary  curate.    See  in  Norton.

:    The  church  has  a  nave^  north  and  south  isle,  with  a  chancel  covered 
with  lead,  and  a  round  tower  with  3  bells.

1  H  I  8  town  is  not  mentioned  in  the  grand  snnrey,  being  part  of 
Roger  BigoVs  manor  of  Hadesco,  and  part  of  Ralph  de  Beatfoe^s 
toanor  ofjldeby  in  this  hundred,  and  therein  accounted  for  ;  froip 
the  Bigots  ^x\s  of  Norfolk  it  came  to  Thomas  de  Brotherton  Earl  pf 
NorfoUc,  by  grant  of  his  brother  King  Edward  II.  and  so  to  the  Lord 
^Segraxe,  the  Mowbrays,  and  the  Howards  Dukes  of  Norfolk. 

In  the  £Oth  of  Edward  III.  Stephen  de  Catfield,  William  de  Thorp^ 
4alc3  iHfi.  held  a. quarter  of  a  fee,  which  Nicholas  de  Potter,  and  the 
tenants  of  Jo/m  de  Thorpdak  formeriy  held  of  the  £arl  of  Norfolk;

Hadesco^thorp,  to  Jlice,  his  wife,  for  life ;  remainder  to.  Richard  d^ 
Southewe/l,  Esq.*  (of  fVood  Riling)  who  had  bought  the  reversion  of 
William  Catfeld; — Nicholas  Catjeld,  his  brother,  mentioned  ;  proved 
July  }9, 1475  ;  the  Bigots  Earls  of  Norfolk,  the  Lords  Mowbray,  and 
the  Howards,  were  the  capital  lords  of  this  fee,  and  presented,  as  will 
appear,  to  a  moiety  of  the  church. 

Ralph  dc  Beat^oe^s  interest  herein,  as  lord  of  Aldhy,  came,  as  mi^f 
be  there  seen,  to  his  daughter  and  heir,  jignes,  married  to  Hubert  de 
Rye,  and  this  was  held  by  the  Rosceline^,  as  in  Mdby;  WillyMn  de 
Kosceline  was  lord  and  patron  of  a  moiety,  of  this  churcii.  in  tha 
jreigti  of  Edward  I.  under  the  Barons  of  Rye.  After  this  it  was  in  .the 
Marshals^  and  from  them  came  to  the  Lords  Morley,  the  Lovels,  aUd 
the  Parkers  Lords  Morley.  Edward  Lord  Morley,  in  the  reign  of 
Queen  Elizabeth,  conveyed  it  to  his  2d  son,  Henry  Parker,  Esq.  aflejr 
this  it  was  conveyed  to  the  Calthorps^  and  C/tristopher  Calihorp,  Esq. 
of  Jldeby,  presented  to  this  church,  in  the  Qth  of  James  I.  Sir  James 
Calthorp,  his  son  and  heir,  gave  it  to  his  2d  son,  Henry,  who  was  re- 
corder of  London  and  a  knight,  and  died  seized  of  it  jr.  1637*  and  of 
.Jmpton  in  Srfffblk;  and  his  immediate  descendants  Janus  Calthorp, 
Esq.  was  lord  in  1742.

WiLi.iA]t  BE  NoiVRS  was  steward  of  the  principal  msnor  in  this 
town  (at  the  time  of  mailing  the  book  of  Domesday)  tor  the  Conqueror, 
who  had  seized  on  it,  on  the  deprivation  of  Archbishop  Stigana,  who 
held  it  as  a  lay  fee,  in  the  reign  of  the  Confessor.  Four  earucates  and 
fiO  acres  of  land  belonged  to  it,  with  14  villains,  18  borderers,  and  8 
servi,  there  were  3  earucates  in  demean,  and  8  acres,  and  20  acres  of 
meadow ;  paunnge  for  80  swine,  1  runcus,  4  cows,  &c.  and  100  sheep ; 
5  socmen  had  one  carucate  and  a  half  of  land,  5  earucates  and  8  acres 
of  meadow,  and  valued,  &c.  in  Hadescoe,* 

It  remained  in  the  Crown  tifl  granted  to  Robert  de  Bellomont  Earl 
of  Mellent  in  Normandy  and  of  Leicester  in  England,  in  the  reign  of 
Kixiff  Henry  I.  who  gave  it  to  the  Benedictine  abbey  of  de  Pratellis 
(or  Freuux)  in  Normandy;  and  on  tliat  account  was  called  Monks->

'Ralbh  Lord  Bainard^  for  his  services,  was  rewarded  with  this  town, 
by  the  Conqueror,  on  the  expulsion  of  jTor^^  a  thane  of  King  Edward, 
and  was  held  by  Geffrey  under  the  Lord  Baynard;  it  conlained,  on 
the  Conqueror's  grant,  %  carucates  of  land^  6  villians,  12  borderers  with 
fi  serv'r,  2  carucates  in  demean>and  2  among  the  tenants,  &c.  30  acres 
of  meadow,  2  runci*  and  1 1  cows,  8ic.  l60  sheep,  &c.  and  6  freemen 
belonging  to  the  lord's  fold,  and  under  his  protection,  held  in  King 
Edwards  time  18  acres  of  land,  a  carucate  aod  a  half,  with  one  acre 
of  meadow;  and  there  were  2  churches  endowed  wtih  60  acres,  and 
valued  at  5s.  and  the  manor  was  valued  at  30s.  but  at  the  survey  at  50$. 
it  was  one  leuca  lon^,  and  half  a  leuca  broad,  and  paid  l6d,  gelt.^ 

Jeffrey,  who  held  it  under  the  Lord  Baynard,  was  a  near  rekition  of 
the  Lord  Bainard,  who  held  it  in  capite.  Juga,  widow  of  that  lord 
possessed  it,  and  was  succeeded  by  her  son  J^rey.  William,  his  son^ 
taking  part  with  Elias  Earl  of  Maine,  in  France,  and  other  conspira- 
tors against  King  Henry  I.  was  deprived  of  his  barony  of  Batnard 
castle  in  London,  which  was  granted  to  Robert,  a  younger  son  of 
fiickard  Fiiz-Gilbert,  whose  son  Walter  Filz-Robert  succeeded,  and 
the  descendants  of  Je^ry  abovementioned  held  it  of  him;  Thomas, 
son  of  Robert  Bainard,  holding  it  in  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  Robert 
Baynard  bad  a  charter  ^.  12,  Edward  H.  for  two  fairs  and  two  mer- 
cates  here. 

By  an  inquisition  taken  at  Norwich,  on  the  death  of  Robert  Baynard,^ 
of  IVhetacre,  on  April  l6,  ^^  4  Edward  111.  the  jurors  find  thai  be 
died  seized  of  a  capital  messuage  of  no  value,  besides  the  repairs,  a 
pigeon-house  valued  at  Md.per  ann.  180  acres  of  arable  land  valued 
at  4/.  lQ».6d.  per  acre,  100  acres  of  salt  marsh  at  100^.  per  ann.

John  fVentworth,  £sq.  wati  lord  of  both  manors,  and  patron  of  the 
two  charches,  September  %\,  J?.  16  James  I.  and  Sir  John  Weniwortk 
was  his  son  and  heir. 

Matthew  Biuck,  Bsq.  one  of  the  six  clerks  in  Chancery,  was  lord 
in  1673,  and  in  this  family  it  remained,  till  conveyed  to  fViUiam  Grm» 
s/oii,  £sq. 

The  Lord  Bainard  had  also  the  grant  of  another  lordship  in  this 
town,  of  which  a  freeman  of  Herold  the  King  was  deprived^  and  con* 
sisted  of  2  camcates  of  land,  10  villains,  5  borderers,  4  servi  *i  caracates 
in  demean,  and  2  among  the  tenants,  &c.  with  SO  acres  of  meadow  ; 
Robert,  son  of  CorAtifioit,  (or  Corbun,)  claimed  it>  and  had  livery. 
Here  was  pasture  for  200  sheep,  2  riinci,  7  cows,  &c.  6  bee  skeps,  7 
freemen  under  commendation  belonged  to  the  lord's  fold,  with  18  acres 
of  land,  2  caracates  and  an  acre  of  meadow,  vaiued  then  at  309.  at 
the  survey  at  45«.;  this  came  to  the  Lord  Bainard,  by  an  exchange, 
and  Frankus  held  it  of  him.'

John  Mwirtfy  Diike  of  Norfdlk^ 
died  tord  and'  patron ;  and  aftewards  the  Mowiardi  Dukes  of  Norfolk; 
sad  on  the  attainder  of  the  Duke  in  Queen  Elizabeths  feign,  it  camd 
to  the  Crown,  but  was  granted  by  King  James,  in  bis  first  year,  ti 
Henry  Howard  Earl  of  riorthampton. 

Sir  Nicholas  Bacon,  Bari.  was  patron,  and  gaye  it  to  bis  sixth  son, 
Nicholas  Bacon,  Ei^q.  who  died  August  17j  anno  17th  of  Charles  I. 
and  it  remained  in  the  said  family,  in  1742 ;  Sir  Edmund  Bacon,  Bart, 
of  Gillingham,  then  enjoying  it. 

This  rectory,  with  that  of  Windele,  was  valued  at  51.  6s.  6d.  and 
discharged,  and  both  united  to  Gillingham.

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NORTH  ERPINGHAM  HUNDRED. 


1  H  E  Conaueror,  at  tbe  time  oF  ttie  survey  had  the  soc  and  sac  of 
this  hundreoi  except  the  land  which  Siward  Bar  held  in  the  time  of 
the  Confessor,  in  Beckham. 

In  the  d4th  of  Henry  III.  the  hundred  was  valued  at  SLper  ann» 
and  in  the  Sd  ofJidward  L  Hugh  de  Parker  farmed  it  of  Queen  Jliam 
nore.  The  gallows  for  this  hundred  (and  every  hundred  had  one  be- 
lonffing  to  the  lord  of  it,)  was  at  a  place  called  Starti  Heg.  In  the 
15tn  of  that  King,  he  granted  to  the  Queen  all  fines  and  amercements 
belonging  to  it,  and  ordered  them  to  be  paid  to  John  de  Berewyk,  his 
beloved  clerk,  keeper  of  the  Queen's  (auri)  treasury,  who  was  prebend 
of  Holme  in  1294,  and  after  of  Fenton  in  the  county  of  York. 

William  de  Cursoun  of  Carleton  in  Norfolk^  accounted  for  3il.  and 
half  a  mark  arrears  of  the  farms  of  Jylshamy  Causton,  and  Hoboie 
manors,  and  the  hundreds  of  North  and  South  Erpingham;  and  \t\ 
the  4th  of  Edward  II.  Walter  de  Berminghnm  had  a  grant  for  life,  of 
these  two  hundreds.  In  the  S2d  of  Edward  III.  I$abel  Queen-dowager 
of  England,  died  possessed  of  them;  after  this.  King  Edward  III. 
settled  them  on  his  son  John  Duke  of  Lancaster ^  and  so  they  became 
part  of  that  dutchy,  which  being  in  the  Crown  on  the  accession  of 
Henry  IV.  so  remain  at  this  time. 

King  Edward  IV.  in  his  15th  year,  settled  them  on  his  Queen. 

In  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth^  it  appears  that  every  hundred  had 
a  particular  place  to  preserve  and  keep  safe  the  military  stores,  be- 
longing to  it,  and  that  this  hundred  had  then  in  store  400/6.  of  pow- 
der, 6(X)  of  match,  270  of  lead,  30  pickaxes,  SO  shod  shovels,  30  bare 
shovels,.  9  axes,  300  baskets,  and  5  betels.  The  hundred  court  seems 
to  have  been  held  at  Gunebt/'Gate,  probably  near  Guntou  town ; 
William  de  Falentia,  lord  of  Matlask,  was  sued  in  tbe  52d  of  Henry 
III.  for  withdrawing  a  suit  of  court  a  Gunegate,  to  the  King's  hundred 
of  North  Erpingham. 
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A  L  B  U  R  G  H. 

RooBB  Bigot,  ancestor  to  the  Bigots  Earh  of  Norfolk,  held  in 
Aldeburgy  one  bordener,  which  UbtOH  had  in  the  Confessor's  time, 
also  the  land  of  a  freeman  who  held  under  Ketd  in  that  Kins's  time, 
50  acres  of  land,  and  half  an  acre  of  meadow ;  and  of  another  free- 
man's lands,  vix.  20  acres  and  half  an  acre  of  meadow,  held  onder 
Jietel;  also  the  lands  of  4  freeinen  who  held  under  Herold  half  a 
camcate  of  land  with  6  borderers,  3  carucates  and  one  acre  of  niea« 
dow,  one  mill  and  the  moiety  of  another;  valued  in  King  Edwatffs 
time  at  1^.  after  at  50s.  and  had  been  let  at  40f.  per  anit.  but  the 
tenants  x;ould  not  pay  it/ 

Httgh  Bigot  Earl  of  Norfolk  was  lord  in  1140,  and  Roger  Bigot, 
Earl*Marshal  of  England,  was  found  in  the  3d  of  Edward  U  to  have 
free  warren,  view  of  franlcpledge,  assise  of  bread  and  beer,  It  fair,  and 
took  tollj  which  his  uncle,  Roger,  held  on  the  vigil,  the  feast  of  St. 
Peter  and  St.  Paul,  and  the  da^  after;  in  the  14Ui  of  that  Kin^,  he 
Recovered  damages  against  Jeffrey  de  Massingham,  &c.  for  fishing  in 
Ills  ponds. 

Ihis  lordship  was  held  by  the  Earls  in  capite,  and  under  them  by 
the  familv  of  De'Hereward.  Theobald  de  Hereward,  and  fVilli&m  his 
fon,  of  Alburgh,  aud  Robert  Heretpard,  were  witnesses  to  deeds  sans 
date;  Robert  Hereward  was  living  in  1376.  In  the  4th  of  Henry  IV. 
the  heirs  of  Robert  Hereward  held  it  of  the  Lord  Mowbray  Duse  of 
Norfolk. 

Clement  Herward,  Esq.  of  A  Ibnrgh,  by  his  will,  dated  November  i, 
1426,  requires  to  be  buried  in  St.  Mary's  churdh  of  this  town,  by 
Mafgaretjhis  mother;  nominates  Cecilia,  his  wife,  John  Bacon,  and 
fiichard  degge,  Esq.  his  executors,  and  appoints  them  trustees  of  all 
his  lands  in  Ibis  town,  Sufftld,  Wykmere,  Wolterton,  Matlass,  Bar^ 
ninghams,  8cc. ;  Cecilia,  his  wife,  to  have  all  his  goods,  and  Caleyt 
manor  in  Suffield,  till  Robert,  his  son,  came  of  age,  then  to  him  ;  re* 
inainder  to  Thomas  his  brother;  the  manor  of  JVykmer,  to  his  wife 
for  lite;  to  Margaret,  his  daughter,  100  marks;  and  to  Margery,  his 
daughter,  40/.     Proved  January  23,  following.^ 

Robert  Herward,  Esq.  by  his  will,  dated  on  Saturday  next  after 
the  decollation  of  St.  John  Baptist,  in  1481  •  desires  to  be  buried  b^ 
his  parents  in  this  church ;  Clement,  his  son  and  heir,  to  have  thid 
manor,  with  those  of  Suffield  and  Cromer,  after  the  death  of  Anne/ 
his  wife;  to  John,  his  son,  50/.  to  Robert^  his  son,  50/.  and  6s.  Sd.  to

Clement  Herward,  Esq.  was  buried'  in  the  chapel  of  St.  John,  of 
this  churchy  where  bis  great  grandfather  lieth ;  appoints  Elizabeth^ 
his  wife,  Robert^  his  son^  and  KoUrt^  his  brother,  executors,  and  Sir 
John  Heydouy  supervisor,^  gives  to  Henrtf,  his  son,  40/.  to  Anne,  his 
daughter,  100  marks,  and  wills  Philip,  his  son,  to  he  a  pryst,  and  to 
have  10/.  or  more  if  need  be,  to  purchase  a  license  £(>r  il,  and  for  plu« 
ralities;  he  died  in  I6O9.  • 

Robert  Herward,  £sq.  was  lord  in  the  33d  of  Henry  \  ill.  and  hud 
a  rent  of  73.  3d.  payable  to  this  manor,  out  of  landi  in  IVukmere.  In 
I55S9  and  in  the  beginning  of  Queen  Elizabeth's  reign,  Clement  Her^ 
ward  possessed  it.  The  arms  of  this  family  are^ — azure,  a  fess,  gobo- 
nee,  gules  and  vert,  between  three  owleis,  argent. 

Aner  this  it  was  in  Thomas  Parker,  Esq.  Mis  son  Gilbert  articled 
to  convey  it  with  all  its  profits,  rents,  &c.  and  the  mansion-house  or 
hall.  Its  barns,  stables,  lands,  orchards,  gardens,  Sac.  to  John  Palgrave, 
Esq.  of  Bammgham,  and  Clement  Palgrave,  Esq.  of  the  Inner  lempUp 
Landont 

' —  Thompson  was  lord,  who  conveyed  it  to  John  Grayk^ 

lector  of  Bitching,  who  died  in  1732. 

On  April  \7,  in  the  S6  of  Elizabeth,  William  Dyx,  Esq.  had  a 
grant  of  the  fair  of  Alburgh;  by  his  last  will  it  came  to  Thomas  Earl 
of  Arundel,  and  his  trustees,  who  by  deed.  May  28^  in  the  5th  of  King 
James  I.  conveyed  it  to  Robert  Dyx  of  Alby.

William  Earl  Warren  had  in  this  town,  at  the  survey,  60  acres  X)f 
land,  held  by  3  villains  and  4  bordarers,  with  one  carucate  and  a  half;

In  the  3d  of  Henry  III.  a  fine  was  levied  between  Robert  de  Basing* 
ham,  petenty  and  Roger  Bigod  Earl  of  Norfolk,  deforcient^  of  this 
advowsoo.

Roger  de  Antingham  was  lord ;  in  the  i5th  of  that  King, 
he  had  free  warren  here  and  in  Bradfields  and  was  the  Kins^s  valet. 
SeUea  observes  that  valet  was  anciently  with  us  (as  in  France,)  m 
name  specially  denoting  yoong  gentlemen  of  ereat  descent  and  quali- 
ty.* By  Jmitia,  his  wife,  he  was  lather  of  Bartholomew  de  Jntingham, 
and  in  the  S9th  of  Edward  III.

AmphilUs,  his  widow,  held  it  in  the  35th  of  the  said 
Queen;  and  afterwards  married' JbAii  Kenus,  2d  son  of  Sir  Roberi 
E^p,  of  Gissing  in  Norfolk ;  they  settled  it  on  Rob^t  Kemp  of 
Gusirtf ,  Esq.  who  was  lord  in  the '8  of  James  I.  and  in  1700,  Sir  Ro^ 
bert  Kemp,  Knt.  was  lord;  and  William  Kemp,  Esq^  2d  soa  of  Sir 
Robert,  in  1705.

ST.  BENNETS  MANOR. 

The  abbey  of  St.  Bennet  oi^  Holme  held  here  in  King  Edwards  reign^ 
and  at  the  survey,  a  lordship  consisting  of  2  carucates  of  land,  two 
villains,  and  6  borderers,  2  carucates  in  demean,  and  2  among  Uie 
tenants;  paunage  for  4  swine,  2  acres  of  meadow,  2  runci,  3  cows, 
&c.  (i  sheep ;  and  3  freemen  belonged  to  it,  who  could  either  give  or 
sell  their  land,  containing  half  a  carucate  of  land,  and  a  curucate  and 
an  acre  of  meadow ;  valued  in  King  Edward^s  time  at  30s.  at  the  sur- 
vey at  4(>s.  It  was  8  furlongs  long,  5  and  an  half  broad^  and  paid 
ISd.  halfpenny  gelt.* 

'  In  the  6th  of  Henry  I.  this  lordship  beloh^ed  to  the  chamberlain 
of  St.  Bennetts  abbey  ;^  and  in  the  reign  of  Henry  II.  the  abbot  bad 
a  precept  to  hold  ii  freely,  as  Adam,  the  steward  of  the  abbey  had 
acknowledged  it  to  be  freely  his,  and  held  of  the  abbey. 

Peter  de  Alto  Bosco,  or  de  Hautbois,  gave  to  King  John,  in  his 
12th  year,  20  marks,  to  have  seisin  of  it,  and  that  of  Thurgnrton,  with 
tim  hundred  of  Tunstead^  and  the  stewardship  of  the  abbey,  which  he 
claimed  of  the  abbot;  but  in  the  19th  of  Henry  III.  the  said  Peter 
released  all  his  righu^

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In  1857y  the  cbainberlain  held  it,  with  a  mill,  &c.  and  in  the  Sd 
of  Edward  I.  the  jury  for  the  hundred  present,*  that  the  abbot  would 
not  permit  his  brewers  and  maltsters  in  this  town  and  Antingham;  to 
appear  before  the  King's  hailifis  at  the  lete  for  the  hundred;  bot  the 
aboot  waved  his  right. 

In  1428,  the  chamberlain  held  it.  At  the  Dissolation^  on  the  ex« 
change  of  lands,  &c.  between  the  King,  and  the  Bishop  of  Nonfikk; 
it  was  granted  to  that  see;  and  in  toe  4lh  and  5th  of  Philip  and' 
Mary^Jioberi  Rugg  farmed  it  of  the  Bishop  at  6/.  17«.  2d.  per^^m. 
with  all  thc'  messuages,  lands,  fisheries,  liberties,  foldage,  &c.  in  Jn^ 
tingham,  Bradfield,jFelmit^hamf  and  Thorp,  and  had  a  lease  of  it  kk 
99years,  and  the  Bishop  is  the  present  lord* 

To  this  lordship  belonged  the  patronage  of  the  church  of  St.  Mar* 
garet  of  Antingham,  a  rectory  formerly  valued. at  6  marks;  the  abbot 
of  St.  Btnnet  had  a  portion  of  tithe  in  it  of  Ws.^per  ann.  and  the 
chamberlain  one  of  15s.  Ad.  the  present  valor  is  5/.*te.  Sd.  and  is  dis- 
charged from  first  fruits  and  tenths. — The  pension,  on  a  suit  with  the 
rector,  was  acknowledged  by  him  to  be  paid  on  account  of  £  parts  of 
the  tithes  of  the  abbot^  demean  lands,  and  all  the  small  tithe  of  the 
iaid  manor  that  belonged  to  the  abbot.

£  earncates  in  demean,  2  amongst  the  tenants,  8cc.  2  acres  and  a  half 
of  meadow,  one  nincus,  3  cows,  &c.  40  sheep,  60  goats,  and  the 
jnoiety  of  the  church,  endowed  then  with  10  acres ;  2  socmen  had  £0 
acres  of  land,  and  half  a  carucate  and  an  acre  of  meadow,  Tataed 
then  at  209.  but  after,  and  at  the  survey  at  40s.  it  was  g  furlongs 
long,  6  broad;  and  paid  Sid,  gelt;  this  manor  was  of  the  fee  of  Fre- 
deric, and  came  by  an  exchange  for  lands  at  Lewes  in  Sussex.'

Here  was  the  sepulchre  light,  that  of  Allhallows,  St.  Mary,  and  St.

In  the  l£th  of  Ed9ard  II.  the  moiety  of  this  church  was  settled 
with  the  hundreds  of  Gallow,  &c.  by  John  Earl  Warren,  on  Thomas  ' 
Earl  of  jLancos^erand  his  heirs,  and  so  became  part  of  the  dutchy  of 
hancasicr. 

There  was  a  light  in  many  churches,  called  the  plough-light,  main- 
tainedby  old,  and  youne  persons  who  were  husbandmen,  before  some 
image,  and  on  Plough  Monday  hed  a  feast,  went  about  with  a  plough,

Xh  B  Cooaoeror  had  alordship,  of  which  Seiard  J3«r  had  9  freemaq, 
Vfho  wasadaed  by  Ralph  Earl  of  Norfolk,  to  the  ndaoor  of  Jjfkham, 
ivitb  30  acres  of  land ;  and  one  Tillaia  in  Jylsham  belonged  to  it ;  n 
bordarer,  with  one  acre,  and  a  socman  with  one  acre ;  tbeie  wasalap 
a  canicate  of  land  valued  in  Jylsham ;  the  King  had  the  soc  and^ac 
of  ity  excepting  of  that  part  which  belonged  to  Seiard  Bar.^  Ralph 
liad  it  of  tne  King,  with  the  manor  of  Jylsham,  but  on  his  rebellion  it 
<!ame  again  to  the  Crown,  and  was  in  the  King's  hands  at  thesnrvej^

Gregory  de  Felmingham  died  lord  in  the  14th  of  Edward  IL  it  was 
found  that  he  had  a  messuace,  46  acres  of  land,  20  of  heath,  and  lOf. 
rent  belonging  to  it ;  in  £elmingham,  a  messuage,  80  acres  of  land, 
one  of  meadow,  and  22s.  Bd.  rent;  and  having  no  issue,  it  came  to  his 
listers  and  coheirs,  &c. 

James  de  Whitwell,  who  married  Jlice,  one  of  his  sistersi  and  .co- 
heirs, paid  to  (he  King,  165.  Sd.  relief,  for  this  part,  and  they  paid 
.also,  33s.  Ad.  for  the  parts  of  Christian  and  Joan,  2  other  of  the  sis- 
ters and  coheirs  which  they  had.  Oliver  de  la  .Mow,  who  ni^rried 
£/i2aieM,  another  of  the  sisters  and  coheirs,  paid  l6s.  Qd.  for  tus  re- 
lief; and  James  Rightwys,  son  of  Catharine,  sister  also  and  cotieir ; 
and  John,  his  hrother,  rector  of  Peln^iugham^  paid  their  reliefs.

acres  of  land,  lo  of  meadow,  100  of  pasture,  200  of  furze  and  heath, 
with  a  free-fold  here,  &c.  and  John  was  his  son  and  heir,  aged  30  ; 
he  was  son  of  Thomas,  by  EUanor,  his  wife,  daughter  of  WilHam  Berd* 
well,  of  West  Herling,  Esq.  John  died  about  the  22d  of  Eliznbeihp 
and  by  his  wife^  Bridget,  had  Thomds,  his  son  and  heir,  who  aliened 
it,  August  10,  in  the  14tb  of  James  I.  to  Robert  Fielding,  clerk,  find 
fVUliam  Paine,  Gent,  and  on  July  4,  in  the  16th  of  that  King,  Thomas 
Derham,  Esq.  conveyed  it  to  Sir  Samuel  Town,  Knt. 

After  this,  it  came  to  the  Windhams  of  Felbrigg;  and  William 
Windham,  Esq.  died  lord  in  1761,  leaving  his  son  and  heir  a  minor, 
lord  of  East  Beckham  IsaacVs,  and  East  Beckham  Marriofs. 

William  Beaufoe  Bishop  of  Thetjbrd,  at  the  survey,  had  a  lordship 
of  the  grant  of  tne  Conqueror,  which  he  held  as  a  lay  fee,  in  his  owa 
Tight,  of  which  a  freeman  (who  held  it  under  the  protection  or  com- 
mendation of  jilmar  Bishop  of  Norwich,  in  Kin^  Edward^s  rein) 
was  deprived,  who  had  80  acres  of  land,  with  2  villams,  and  5  bordar- 
ers,  &c.  and  a  socman  hnd  1 1  acres  and  an  half  of  land,  with  2  cara*- 
cates ;  and  there  was  a  church  endowed  with  2  acres  and  an  half  of 
land..  It  was  made  a  beruite  to  the  Bishop's  manor  of  Blickling,  and 
was  then  valued  at  7^.  at  the  survey  at  129.  whs  half  a  leuca  long  and 
i  furlongs  broad,  and  paid  4d.  halfpenny  gelt.' 

Bartholomew  de  Swqfield  held  lands  here,  in  the  reign  of  Richard  I, 
of  the  Bishop  of  Norwich;  Richard  de  Beckham,  and  the  prior  of 
Wayborn,  held  the  8th  pai  t  of  a  fee  of  Thomas  de  Felmingham,  and  be 
of  the  Bishop,  in  the  24tli  of  Henry  III:  and  Peter  de  Felmingham,  ia 
the  3d  of  Edward  I.  claimed  view  of  frank  pledge,  and  the  assise  of 
bread,  &c.  the  prior  of  Weyhorn  in  the  20  of  Edward  III.  held  it  of 
Thomas  de  Weston,  and  he  of  the  Bishop. 

Geffrey  Aleyn  of  Cromere,  and  Christian,  his  wife,  held  it  of  the

In  the  windows  of  the  church  were  the  arms  of  Beckham :  cheque^ 

or  and  sable,  a  fess,  ermin  ;  the  arms  of  Astley  Fastolf, and  vert, 

three  griffins,  segreant,  or;  gules,  a  cross,  or^  bore  by  Bigod  Earl  of 
Norfolk. 

Here  was  the  guild  of  St.  Helen,  to  whom  it  is  likely  the  church  waf 
dedicated.

Robert  de  Fere  Earl  of  Oxford,  held  it  in  the  3d  of  Edward  h  with 
Jtunion,  by  one  fee,  and  paid€Q«.  per  ami.  to  Dooff  caslle ;  had  wreck 
affainst his  lands,  assise  oi  bread,  and  frank  pledge..  'Ihis  Robert, and 
Jlice,  his  wife,  gave  it  in  the  13th  of  that  l&ing,  which  the  advowson 
of  the  church,  to  William,  son  and  heir  apparent  of  John  EarlfTarreii, 
in  marriage  with  Joa/i,  their  daughter,  and  it  was  settled  on  them  in 
tail ;  some  say  he  was  son  and  heir  of  John  Earl  Warren,  but  died 
tiefore  his  father. 

On  an  inquisition  taken  after  the  death  of  John  Earl  Warreh,  who 
died  July  IS,  in  the  91si  of  Edward  III.  it  was  found  there  was  in  tliift 
town  a  capital  messang^,  vahied  at  be.  per  ann.  900  acres  of  arable 
land,  valued  at  Sd.  per  acre  ;  autnmn  works,  at  ft.  8d.  rent  of  assise 
at  10  marks ;  pleas  and  perauisttes  of  court,  at  fo.  8d.  per  ann,:  thai 
there  was  a  meadow,  caliea  Runton  meadow,  valued  at  90s*  and  a 
windmill,  at  8  marks  pe;*ciitii.  and  Richard  Earl  of  Arundel  waahia  heir. 

In  the  99d  of  Richard  II.  Sir  Simon  Felbrigg  had  a  grant  of  h 
on  the  attainder  of  Richard  Earl  of  Arundel,  but  on  the  accession  of 
King  Henry  IV.  to  the  Crown,  his  son,  Thomas  Eat]  of  Arundel,  was 
restored  in  blood,  &c.  and  Thomas  Earl  of  Arundel  died  seized  of  it. 

William  Earl  of  Arundel  was  the  last  of  this  family  thai  presented  in 
their  right,  as  lords  in  the  year  1464,  find  Elizabeth,  Queen  coMOrtof 
Edward  IV.  presented  in  1476,  it  being  in  the  Crown,  and  settled  on 
her  for  life,  in  the  5ih  of  that  King  ;  and  in  ]591j  the  King-preseated. 
King  Henry  V  [H.  on  February  19,  in  his  dd  year,  granted  it  tor  Tho^ 
^oy  Wyndtiam,  Esq.  with  the  wards,  marriages,  reliefs,  8cc.  far  7  yean. 
In  the  reign  of  King  Charles  I.  it  is  said  to  be  valued  at  90/.  per  ann. 
it  remahis  in  tlie  Crown  at  this  time^  and  is  esteemed  as  a  part  or 
member  of  the  dutchy  of  Lancaster. 

Another  lordship  in  this  town  was  possessed  at  the  survey,  by  fTt?-

TON  BERNINGHAM. 

It  has  been  already  obserted,  that  this  town,  with  that  of  Bemingham 
Norihwockl,  made  up,  and  consisted  of  only  one  township^  called  firr- 
ningham,  at  the  survey ;  and  it  was  a  considerable  time  after,  before 
it  was  divided,  that  tliese  distinct  names  were  assumed ;  and  as  those 
tenures  before  mentioned,  which  were  granted  on  the  conquest  to 
Rt^er  Bi^Qt,  made  up  the  manor  of  Norwood  Btminghanij  so  they 
did  likemse  the  greatest  part,  if  not  the  whole,  of  JSerniiigAaiii- 
Winter. 

The  family  of  Curzun  wan,  soon  after  the  conquest,  enfeoft^  of  this 
lordship ;  nilliam  de  Curzun  was  living  in  the  reign  of  Henry  I. 
Ralph  Curzun  in  that  of  Henry  II.  $\t  Robert  Curzun  in  1239;^  in 
the  said  year,  Roger  Curzi  was  found  to  hold  3  parts  of  a  fee  of 
Richard  de  la  Rekele,  and  he  of  the  Earl  of  Norfolk,  in  Tone  Ber^ 
ningham  :  this  is  the  first  time  that  I  find  it  thus  called,  and  sometimes

Henry  Htvdon.  Tikis  Edward  married  &Tstj  Eiizabeth^  danjD(hter  of 
Richard  Landmrt,  Esq.  sheriff  of  LondoUf  who  dying  mijss  issue,  be 
married  Margaretj  daughter  of  Henrf  Bemey^  Esq.  of  Reedham,  by 
whom  he  had  Thomas  Paston,  Eso.  his  eldest  son,  who  died  before  his 
father^Sir  Edward,  who  lived  to  tneageof  80yeai««  and  died  in  l6M. 
This  Thomas  married  Jtfitify,  daughter  of  Sir  Georre  Brown,  of  Beptom 
in  Sussex;  who  was  afterwards  we  wife  of  Sir  Henry  ComptOHf  kol. 
of  the  Bath,  of  Brambkby^house  in  Sussex,  and  was  his  widow  in 
1624,  holding  then  in  jointure,  the  manor  of  Bemeyin  Norfblk;  and 
by  this  Mary,  Thomas  had  a  son  and  heir,  Clement  Paston,  Esq.  lord 
of  this  town ;  Binham,  Btmey,  and  Thorp  by  Norwich ;  by  his  first 
wife,  Jnne,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Compton  aforesBid>  he  bad  8 
dauffbters  and  coheirs ;  and  by  his  ^d  wife,  Dorothy,  daughter 
of  John  Plumton  of  Plumpton  in  Yorkshire,  Esq.  he  bad  his  son^ 
Edward  Paston,  Esq.  lord  of  this  town,  aged  14,  in  1674,  who  died  in 
October,  1713,  and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  Blofield,  in  Norfolk; 
by  bis  first  wife,  Mary,  daoghter  of -'^—  Eyre,  Esq.  of  Buhf^s  hall,  iu 
liak,  he  had  one  daughter,  Mary,  married  to  John  SotUhcote,  &q. 
son  and  heir  of  Sir  Edward  Southcote,  of  fVitham,  in  Entx;  and"  by 
Jane,  his  2d  wife,  daughter  of  Richard  Frampton^  Esq*  of  Morton  in 
Dorsetshire,  was  father  of  Edward  Pasion,  Esq^  who  married  Mary, 
daughter  and  coheir  of  John  Clerk,  of  Bale  in  Norfolk,  Gent,  by 
Lucy,  his  wife,  sister  of  Christopher  Bedingfield,  Esq.  of  fVighton  in 
Norfolk,  by  whom  he  had  r-  «  ■  Paston,  £q.  who  sold  this  lordship 
and  that  oi  Binham,  about  the  year  1756,  to  William  Russell,  a  whale- 
bone merchant  of  iCmg-street  in  London, 

In  the  hall  of  the  manor*hoose  were  tbe  arms  of  Winter;  checqu^^ 
or,  and  sable,  a  fess,  argent;  and  of  Erpingham,  Repps,  and  argent,  a 
maunch,  gula,  Tomf;  gules,  a  manuch,  or,Delamare.  In  the  parlour. 
Winter,  impaling  gales,  a  maunch,  ermin,  Berningham,  (as  I  take  it,) 
tbe  same  coat  being  quartered  by  Winter.  Winter,  impaling  Hanson, 
^§iUes,9i  feu,  argent,  and  a  file  of  five,  azure,  gules,  three  luoies,  han- 
riant,  argent,  Lucy.  Winter,  impaling  Hethtrset,  azure,  a  leopard^ 
satiant,  or.  Winter  and  Berningham,  quarterly,  impaling  Hetherset. 
Ermingham,  argent,  a  saltire,  sable,  ancf  over  all  on  a  hat,  gules,  three 
plates.  Gules,  a  fess,  between  six  billets,  or.  Winter  sua  Hampton, 
quarterly,  impailins  Herward,  of  Alburgh.  Winter  and  Woodhouse, 
of  Kimberky.  trinter,  and  Bedh^eQ.  Winter  and  Hemenhali. 
Winter  and  Reymetxif  Oxstrand.  Waiter,  and  argent,  fretty,  sable,  a 
canton,  gules.  Winter  and  Brampton,  of  Brampton.  Winter  an4' 
Moyden.  Mauteby  %odWinter.  Winter  and  Rookwood.  Bermjf.  Lucy, 
guUs,  three  lucies^  and  crnsily  of  cross  erosslets^  argent.   Winter  and 
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SfnumJkj  atartj  three  Ireibilti  slipped^  pr ,  axure,  a  feM  dattocy^  \ 
si^  escallops,  argent^  D*Engaine. 

. .  fVilUam  de  Bcmfoe  Bishop  otThetford^  held  At  the  survey,  as  a  laj 
fee,  by  the  gift  oi  ihe  Conqueror,  15  acres  of  laod  which  a  freemaa 
held  under  Wiulf^  in  King  Ediward*$  reign  ;  and  fVilliam  de  Noien, 
held  it  under  the  Bishop,  with  half  a  camcate  belonging  to  it,  valued 
at  l6d.per  ann.^  this  seenis  to  be  granted  afterwards  by  that  Bishop  to 
the  see. 

In  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  the  prior  of  Wahorne^  and  the  heirs  of  WiU 
Uam  Winter f  held  the  8th  part  of  a  fee  of  the  Bishop  of  Norwich,  and 
tlje  Bishop  of  the  King. 

Ill  the  27th  of  Henry  VIII.  Henry  Winter,  Esq.  fcc.  held  it  of  the 
Bishop,  as  of  hi^  manor  of  Gaywoodt  and  paying  to  the  ward  of  Nor^ 
wick  castle,  3e*  6c/.  every  SO  weeks,  (as  appears  by  the  Pipe  Rolls  of 
that  yeai»)  by  the  fourth  part  of  a  fee. 

X  Drogo  de  Beuraria  had  also  a  lordship,  of  which  Jiwin,  a  freeman, 
was  deprived,  who  held  it  in  the  reign  of  the  Confessor,  containing  a 
earucate  of  Innd  mlh  5  borderers,  paunage  for  JOO  swine,  one  acre  of 
meadow,  and  4  sheep ;  valued  then  at  20i.  and  so  at  the  survey.* 

Thi^  was  granted  by  King  iirjiry  1.  to  Walter  Tusard,  who  htid 
lands  in  Hemingham,  8cc.  bv  giand  8erjeanty,by  the  servic^^of  Hndng 
certain  cross  bowmen ;  and  Amicia  Tmaramid  it  to  Jiuger  fe  Bigot 
Earl  of  Norfolk*  who  lived  in  the  reign  oi  Henry  II.  and  so  was  uuiied 
to  his  iordbiiip  in  this  town. 

The  tenths  were  2/.  14s.  deducted  \^.Ad. 

The  Chubch  is  dedicated  to  St  Mary^  and  is  a  rectory,  valoed  in 
King  Edward  the  First's  reign  at  10  marks;  paid  Pe^^r- pence,  4^. 
Ralph  Curson  was  then  patron.  The  rector  bad  a  manse,  with  *;0 
acres;  and  the  abbey  of  St.  Bennet  at  Holm  had  a  portion  of  tithe 
valued  at  £  marks ;  the  present  valor  is  6/.  13f.  Ad.

SHIPDEN  AND  CROMER. 

1  H  s  town  of  Cromer,  is  not  mentioned  in  Domudaj/  Book,  being 
inclndedy  and  accounted  for  nnder  tbe  town  of  Shipden,  the  loidibips 
of  which  extended  into  Cromet. 

At  the  snrvey^  Godric  was  steward  of  a  manor  here  beloneine  to  the 
Conqueror,  it  being  a  beraite  to  the  Conqueror's  lordship  i^Jyleikam 
in  South  Erpingham  hundred;  it  consisted  of  one  carocate  of  land, 
4  villains  and  4  borderers^  1  camciite  in  demean,  and  1  among  the 
tenants,  with  half  an  acre  of  meadow^  and  paunage  for  8  swine.^ 

liatmodde  Bidon  was  found  to  hard  held  one  knight's  fee  here,  of 
the  gift  of  K\ng,Henry  I.  it  being  a  member  of  the  manor  ofi^/eiAam/ 
which  was  royal  demeans,  and  in  the  beginning  of  King  Henry  the 
Third's  reign,  William  dt  fForcefter  held  it  ny  the  fourth  part  of  a  fee. 

In  the  24th  of  Henry  III.  William  de  Wtyland  held  the  Sd  part  of  a 
fee,  in  SAipfeii,  of  Sir  Hugh  de  Oding^eb ;  this  Hugh  married  Basi/ia 
de  Lhnen,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of  Gerard  de  Umen, 
(great  grandson  of  Ralph  de  Umesio,  a  Norman  baron,  the  Con- 

Xueror's  nephew,  to  whom  he  gave  41  manors  in  England,)  hf  Amy, 
is  wife,  daughter  of  Trian  de  Homelodt  of  Bidum  Limen,  and  in  right 
of  BaUUttf  was  lord  of  Oxburgh  in  Norfolk,  and  of  this  manor.  Of 
these  femilies  see  in  Oxhureh. 

^  In  the  3d  oi  Edward  I.  Sr  Nicholas  de  Weylan^  was  lord ;  he  mar- 
ried JaAkifi,  dai:^ter  and  heir  of  Robert  Bumel,  and  held  it  by  the 
service  of  one  pur  of  white  doves,  and  performing  services  to  tbe 
capital  lord  :  in  the  12th  of  that  King,  he  had  a  grant  of  a  mercate, 
a  fair  and  a  free  warren  ;  in  the  12th  o? Edward  II.  SirWilliam  de  Wey-» 
land  was  lord,  and  it  was  valued  at  15/.  6c.  Bd.perann. 

Sir  Robert  de  Wetland,  held  it  in  the  20th  of  Edward  III.  by  the 
third  part  of  a  fee,  and  Sir  John  de  Wtyland,  in  the^  reign  of  Richard 
II.  whose  daughter  and  heir,  Elizabeth,  married  John  Baremell,  Esq. 
of  Warwickshire,  and  left  a  daughter  and  heir  Joan,  married  to  Jolim 
Sireiehe,  Esq.  In  the  ad  of  Henry  IV.  it  was  settled  with  Oxburgh  and 
Ryston,  on  John  Stretche  and  Joan  his  wife. 

After  this  it  came  to  the  Pastons :  Sir  William  Paston,  the  judse^ 
by  his  will  dated  in  the  22d  of  Henry  VI.  eives  it  to  Agnes  his  wife  for 
life,  and  recites  ihat  it  belonged  to  his  fether  Clement  Pastons^  In 
1611,  Sir  William  Paaton  was  lord  of  this  manor,  cdWeA  Weyland^s  in 
Cromer,  and  was  held  of  the  dntchy  of  Lancaster;  and  if  it  said  that 

Eeat  part  of  the  lands  belonging  to  it  were  swallowed  up  by  Uie  sea. 
\  Sir  William*^  time  the  rent  of  assise  was  64i.  1  \d.  per  ann. 
Robert  Ci^SfOfSparham,  Gent,  died  seized  of  a  manor  in  Cromer, 
as  appears  ^rom  his  will,  proved  May  11,  1535.

William  de  Brndenham,  and  Roger  <fe 
Reyma^  held  in  Shypden,  the  Sd  part  of  a  fee  of  Richard  dt  Ben^img^ 
ham,  and  heof  JSo^^r  Fitz  Otberi ;  in  the  36tl|  of  that  King,  Margtrj^ 
de  Cnyk,  then  a  widow,  and  Robert  de  Cre^k,  her  son^  had  an  inteseifa 
herein. 

.  Edmund  de  EMemere^  by  deed  tans  date,  confiroMd  to  Jihm  de. 
Qldiand,  Jands  wUb  a  messaage  and  villain, — witness,  Roger  Bigoi  atf 
J^rig;  in  the  Sd  ofJEdwam  L  he  had  view  of  frank  pled^  8tc» 
and  John  de  Eggemere,  in  the  14th  of  that  King,  had  an  inleiesk 
herein. 

In  the  34lh  of  £dvard  L  Edward  de  Pakenham  and  Roeia,  bit  wifia 
Robert  de  (Word  and  CeciHa^  his  wife,  consins  and  heirs  of  Sarahp 
^fcnghter  ofBariholomem  de  Creyk,  and  wife  of  Rof^r  FUx  Peier^ 
lilz  Otbert,  had  liverv  of  the  fourth  part  of  a  fee  (which  ffUtiam  de 
Bradenbam  held)  and  a  right  in  the  advowson ;  and  JoAis  deTherpp 
and  his  parceners,  in  the  following  year,  had  an  interest  heaeia,  and 
held  under  Roger  Bigoi  Earl  of  Norjolk. 

.  Roger  de  Rei/mee,  8cc.  held  of  John  de  Thorp,  the  fourth  part  of  At 
fee,  iu  the  17ch  of  Edward  [I.  and  Roberi  de  EKemere,  Roberi  Tebald, 
and  John,  de  Reymes,.  held  in  Shipeden,  of  Roo^ri  de  Benhede,.  the  8th 
part  of  a  fee,  and  he  of  the  Earl  of  Norfolk,  (which  William  de  Bra* 
derAam,  &c.  formerly  held)  in  the  fiOth  of  Edward  III.  and  Roberi 
Tebald  was  also  then  found  to  hold  the  8th  part  of  a  fee  of  John  dt 
Hedmee,  he  of  the  heirs  of  Roger  Fitz  Osbtrt,  of  the.Earl  oiNorfMee 
fee.

4  of  meadow,  2  of  pasture,  2  of  wood,  46  of  heath,  and  3Qf.  rent» 
in  this  town,  Oventrand,  Roughton,  &c.  to  C&mea/ for  life^  remaindec 
to  Thomas  de  Siandon,  and  CorutarUia  his  wife,  in  tail. 

in  the  3d  of  Henty  IV.  Wiiliam  James  held  the  8th  part  of  a*  fee^ 
(which  was  Roger  Fitz  OsberVs)  of  ihe  Earl  of  Norfolk;  and  the  said 
William,  and  the  heirs  of  Roger  Re^mes,  and  of  &AeH  Tebald,  held 
an  6th  part,^(lace  the  said  £oger  FiizOsberfs)  of  the  Earl  of  Norfolk. 

'Richard  Arnold,  Esq.  ^on.  o{  William  Arnold  and  Joan  bis  wife, 
died  lord  of  the  manor  of  Vfforis  in  Shepedene,  as  by  bis  will  dated 
December  30,  I47£f  and  proved  January  SB,  following;  mentions 
Margery  his  irife,  William  Edmund,  &c.  his  sons.'— iitcA.^nio/6(  held 
Uinthe8istof£/i2ii6r/A.— After  this  it  was  purchased  of  Jmoldbj

the  daogbters  j  and  FraneU  bis  son  was  lord  in  I69I9  and  married 
Francu,  daughter  of  SaThomaeDayrell,  otUllingionDeyrtU,  inBucki, 
hy  whom  he  nad  Franeu,  a  son,  &c.  lord  in  1752. 

Robert  de  Fe9$  Earl  of  Oxford  had  a  lordship  in  the  dd  of  Edward 
I.  which/ on  the 'taiarriage  of  bis  daaebter  Joan,  he  Mye  to  fViUiam, 
eldest  son  of  John  Earl  fVarrem,  wlto  died  before  his  father,  in  the 
14th  of  that  King,  leaving  John  bis  son  and  beio  aged  one  year,  at 
lerwards  Earl  IfarrenmiaSurrejfj  in  which  family  it  continoed,  till 
settled  by  the  last  Eart  Warren  and  Surrey^  on  the  Earl  of  Lancaster, 
and  by  the  marriage  of  the  Lady  Blanch,  the  heiress  of  that  famiiyt 
came  to  John  of  Gaunt  Duke  of  Lancaster,  and  by  his  son,  Hcnr^  1  r . 
King  of  Efigland,  was  united  to  the  Crown,  as  at  this  time,  being 
part  of  the  dutchy  of  Lancaster. 

In  the  4th  of  Henry  VI.  a  patent  was  granted  for  a  mercate,  now 
held  on*  Saturday^  and  a  fair.  It  is  chiefly  inhabited  by  dshermen. 

Robert  Bacon,  a  mariner  of  this  town  of  Cromer  found  out  Iceland, 
and  is  said  to  have  taken  the  prince  of  Scotland,  James  Stuart,  sailing 
to  France  for  education,  in  Kine  Henty  the  Fourth's  time. 

William  de  Beaufoe  Bishop  of  Thet ford  had  a  lordship  in  his  own 
right,  as  a  lay  fee,  in  this  town,  which  lordship  was  a  bernite  lo  hia 
manor  of  Grunton,  containing  one  carucate  of  land,  3  villains,  3  bor» 
derers,  and  a  carucate  in  demean,  with  one  amongst  the  tenants,  and 
an  acre  of  meadow,  then  valued  at  10s.  at  the  survey  at  5s.  4d.  was 
half  a  leuca  long,  and  4  furlongs  broad,  paid  6d.  gelt.' 

Bishop  Beaufoe  gave  this  amongst  his  other  great  beneiiictions,  ta 
bis  see,  and  in  the  24th  of  Henry  III.  Robert  de  Egtmere  held  beie 
the  fourth  part  of  a  fee  of  the  Bishop  of  Norwich,  ana  in  tho  SOth  of 
Edward  HI.

King,  that,  whereas  part  of  the  churchyard  was  by  the  flux  and  reflux  • 
of  the  sea,  so  wasted,  that  it  threatened  ruin  to  the  churchy  and  could 
not  be  defended,  the  King  grants  license  that  an  acre  of  land  in  the 
said  village  be  granted  to  the  said  Johu^  rector,  to  build  tbereon  a  new 
chnrcb,^and  for  a  church vard ;  dated  April  15.

The  old  church  of  Shipden  seems  to  ha\*e  been  destroved  by  the  sea^r 
in,  or  about  the  reign  oi Henry  IV.;  in  the  14th  of  Richard  If.  patent 
was  granted  for  5  years,  for  certain  duties  to  be  paid  for  the  erection 
of  a  certain  pier  for  a  defence  against  the  sea ;  and  in  the  l6th  of  that 
Kin^  Sir  niHiam  Beaachamp,  &c.  aliened  to  tlie  prior  of  the  Car^ 
ihusiam,  apiece  of  land  in  Shipden,  adjoining  to  the  rectory,  with 
lands  and  tenements  to  the  value  of  10  marks  per  ann.  90  that  about 
tliis  time  the  present  church,  called  Cromer  church,  dedicated  to  St. 
T^er  and  St.  Paul,  was  probably  erected,  and  is  a  vicarage  valued  at 
^l.^.9d. 

It  stands  near  the  sea,  and  is  an  handsome  regular  pile,  consisting 
of  a  large  body  and  2  isles,  covered  with  lead,  and  a  beautiful  lofty 
square  tower  imbattled  at  the  west  end  of  the  nave,  built  of  flints  and 
free*stone;  to  this  body  was  joined  a  large  cfanpel,  now  in  ruins.  In 
I6O8,  license  was  granted  to  Mr.  Gill,  lessee  of  ttie  Bishop  of  Ely,  to 
take  down  the  chancel  anif  vestry.

His  2d  wife  was 
Catherine,  daughter  of  J nketill  Mallory,  Esq.  of  Wiumick  in  Norths 
amptonshire,  widow  of  Ralph  Qrene,  Esq.  of  Drayton,  in  the  said 
county,  (who  died  October  4  in  the  5ih  of  Henry  V.)  the  said  Cathe* 
fine  survived  Sir  Simon,  vfho  made  his  will  several  rears  before  his 
deaths  dated  at  Fclbrigg  in  September,  in  the  10th  oi  Henry  VI.  ap-

By  her  will,  dated  February  14,  1459,  she  orders  her  body  to  be 
buried  in  the  choir  of  the  Friars-Preachers  of  Norwich,  by  the  body 
of  Sir  jSt/non  her  husband;  gives  to  Isabel  Lady  Morle^,  a  cross  of 
gold;  to  Joan  Toppe,  her  neice,  a  silver  girdle;  to  Elizabeth Copp/t'' 
Mike,  her  neice,  4Qs.  to  Ela,  wife  of  Sir  William  Yeherton,  the  judge^ 
a  silver  pix,  gilt  with  gold;  and  20/.  to  the  building  of  a  new  steeple 
to  the  Friars  church.  His  arms  were  or,  a  lion  saliant,  giJcs* 
*  Alana,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Simon  Fellbrigg,  by  bis  first  lady, 
was,  in  the  year  1431,  the  wife  of  Sir  Thomas  Wanton;  whom  I  take 
to  be  her  2d  husband,  and  Sir  William  Tyndalc  of  Dean,  in  Northtfmp^ 
tonshire,  to  be  her  first,  by  whom  she  had  issue ;  and  her  grandson. 
Sir  William  Tyndale  of  liockwold  in  Norfolk,  was  made  Knight  of 
the  Bath,  at  the  creation  of  Arthur  Prince  of  Wales,  son  of  King 
lienry  Vil.  and  declared  heir  (in  right  of  his  grandmother,  Margaret,^ 
to  the  kingdom  of  Bohemia,  Some  writings  say  that  Sir  Simon  had 
by  his  lady,  Margaret,  2  or  3  sons,  besides  the  2  daughters  abovemen* 
Honed  ;  but  it  is  certain  that  (if  he  had)  they  were  all  dead  at  the 
time  he  made  his  will;  in  the  2d  year  of  Henry  VL  he  is  called 
Maxime  Senex* 

To  this  account  of  the  elder  branch  of  the  Fellbriggs  I  shall  add 
that  of  the  younger  branch,  who  had  some  interest  in  tim  lordship,  as. 
is  apparent  from  the  will  of  Sir  Simon.  It  has  been  observed,  in  the 
pedigree  above,  that  Sir  Roger  le  Bigod  had  by  Cecilia  bis  wife,  ^ 
^oos,  S'k  Simon  the  eldest,  and  John,  oisSd  son,  Ycom  whom  descended 
the  Suffolky  or  younger  branch.

George  de  Fellbriggf  for  money  doe  to  the 
Crown,  for  lands  granted  to  hioi  on  the  forfeiture  ot  John  But  of 
Norwich^  dated  Sin  of  June.

plume  of  peacock's  feathers  issuing  out  of  a  ducal  coronet ;  and  ibat 
of  Maresehall,  a  chevron  between  three  crescents.     He  was  in  the 
King's  army,  when  he  marched  against  the  Scots,  in  his'  9lh  year  ;* 
was  knighted  by  him  on  bis  entrance  into  that  country,  and  had,  on 
Septem.  9,  a  grant  of  40/.  per  ann.  for  life,  pajable  oat  of  th^  issues' 
of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  by  the  sheriff ;  was  appointed  one  of  the  King's 
proetors  in  his  lOtb  year,  to  conclude  a  league  with  William  Duke  of' 
Guelderland,  and  by  Thomas  Duke  of  Gloucester^  and  constable  of' 
Eagland,  October  1i2 ;  in  the  15th  of  the  said  King,  one  of  the  lieu*, 
tenants  in  the  court  of  chivalry,  to  hear  and  determine  the  cause  be* 
iween  the  Lords  Morley  and  LovelL 

He  married  two  wives;  ^vicf, his  first,  was  the  relict  of  Edmund  de 
JteedoAtfifi,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Roger  de  Hales,  in  whose  right 
he  held,  by  the  courtesy  of  England,  the .  manor  of  Hales  HaW,  but 
had  no  surviving  issue  by  her. 

His  2d  wife  was  3f(riY^are/,  first  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  John  de 
Jspale,  widow  of  Sir  Thomas  Naftnton ;  she  occurs  bis  wife  in  the  Sd 
ot  Richard  U. 

'  Sir  GeorgeU  will  is  dated  February  3,  1400 ;  he  was  buried  in  the 
church  of  Si.  Mary  of  Playford,  in  Suffolk,  and  appoints  Margery 
his  wife,  and  Sir  Roger  Drury  his  executors,  proved  May  18  follow- 
ing »  Tlie  will  of  Margeti/,  his  widow,  bears  date  on  July  l6,  1419  \^ 
she  appoints  Richard  Pellbrigg  her  son,  executor.  In  a  window  of 
the  church  of  Playford,  which  was  built  by  Sir  George,  was  his  por-^ 
traiture,  and  that  of  his  lady,  Margaret,  and  the  arms  of  Fellbrigg, 
impaling  Aipal,  azure,  three  chevronels,  or.

JohnWiudham  was  his  son  and  heir  retained  by,  and  in  the  service  of 
Sir  John  Howard,  (vtfievwhrd^  Duke  of  Norfolk^  in  the  b^^atng  oC 
the  reign  of  King  Edward  IV,  and  in  lhe7tb  of  lhai^King#  married 
Mptganetr4th  daughter  of  the  said  Sir  John ;  in  the  treaty,  of  bis  mar* 
iiage»  It  w«s.  agreed,  that  Sir  John  should  piovide  and  find  all  toannet

He  married  to  his  first 
wife,  Alianore,  daughter  and  heir  of  Richard  Scroop,  lord  oiUpsaU  ia 
Yorhhircj  or  as  some  say,  of  Sir  Henry  Scroop;  bis  second  wife  was 
Elizalb^h,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  fVentworth,  of  Ifettksiead  in  5u^ 
folk,  widow  of  Sir  Roger  Darcy,  of  Danbury  in  Essex*  It  appears  by 
his  will,  dated  at  Feibrigg,  OUobeH  22,  1^21,  that  he  had  the  lord* 
^ip  of  Botleyt  Hanuak^oayt,  and  Wisiiton  in  Yorkdure*  Crowniharp, 
WicktetBood,  Hackford,  Ayhmrton,  jRungton,  Baningham,  Ingmorth^ 
^tipgton,  Colby  Brision,  Wolterton,  Meiion,  Melton  Cockf eld's  and 
^elbr^;  appoinu  his  Lady,  Elizabeth,  and.  Thomas  Earl  o(  Surry, 
bis  executor^ ;  ^ives  to  his  wife  500  marks  worth  of  plate,  as  she 
should  choose,  with  the  moiety  of  his  household  stujBT,  and  the  use  of 
the  other  moiety  fdr  life  only ;  to  Margaret  and  Elizabeth  Darcy,  his 
vrife'g  daughters,  each  2O0i.  appoints  bis  body  to  be  buried  in  the 
middle  of  the  chapel  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  in  the  cathedral  of  Nor^ 
^cA,  and  orders  a  tomb  with  bis  arms  and  badge,  and  of  his  2  wives, 
(if  his  mte  Elizabeth  will  be  there  buriedO  to  be  erected.  This  chapel 
was  at  the  east  end  of  the  cathedral,  now  in  ruins »  and  the  tomb

His  own  effigies  and  those  of  his  two  wives  were  on  it^  with  the  arms 
of  Wmdham,  argent,  a  chevron,  between  three  lions  heads  erased,  or, 
impaiingy  azure,  a  bend,  or,  with  a  crescent  for  diflPer^ce,  Scroop, 
qaarleringy  argent,  a  saltire  in^railed,  gules,  Tiptofi ;  the  arms  of  his 
nrst  wife,  as  appears  by  the  epitaph,  and  before  the  year  1502,  when 
be  was  knighted.  Also  Windham  impaling  Wentworth,  his  second 
wife,  and  her  quarterings ;  first,  sable  on  a  chevron,  between  three 
leopards  heads,  or,  a  crescent  for  difference,  PFentworth ;  2d,  Quarterly, 
argent  and  gules,  in  the  2d  and  dd,  a  frett,  or,  on  a  bend,  sabkf  three

2d  son  of  Sir  John,  and  brother  of  iSir 
Thomas,  married  Eilzabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  John  Sydenham, 
of  Orchard  in  Devonshire,  where  he  and  his  descendants  lived,  and  t 
from  whom  the  present  Earl  of  Egremont  descends.

'Francis  Windham,  Esq.  his  brother,  was  iudge  of  the  Common  Pleas, 
and  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon,  keeper  of  the 
great  seal,  and  died  s.  p.  leaving  his  estate  entailed  on  his  brother.  Sir 
Roger,  Thomas  Windham,  and  Jane  his  sister,  (wife  of  Humphrey 
Conyn^ye^  Esq.}  who  all  died  s.p.  thejudge  was  buried  in  the  church 
of  bt.  Peter^s  of  Mancroji,  where,  against  the  north  wall  of  Jesus

John,  who  was  brother  of  Sir  Thomas  Windham,  as  the  pedigree  sets 
forth.

John  Windham,  !&q.  his  son  and  heir,  had  4  wives;  first,  Jane, 

dauebter  of Godfrey,  Esq.  of  Hindringham,  who  died  in  1652, 

aged  25 ;— «d,  daughter  of  Sir  ICoger  Towmend,  Bart. ;— 3d,  Dorothy, 
daughter  or  sister  of  Thomas  Ogle  of  Bardmell  in  Sufolk ; — 4tb, 
Frances,  daughter  of  Arthur  Earl  of  Jnglesea,  and  afterwards  mar^ 
lied  to  John  Thompson  Lord  Haversham,  but  died  without  any  snr« 
vivinff  issue. 

Wuliam  Windham,  Esq.  his  brother-in-law,  inherited  this  lordship 
on  his  death,  and  took  to  wife  Catherine,  daughter  of  Sir  Joseph  Ash, 
Knt.  and  Bart,  of  Twickenham  in  Middlesex,  by  wbom  he  had  several 
sons; — Ash  Windham,  £s(|.  the  eldest,  William,  Thomas,  &c.  Wil* 
Ham  Windhum,  Esq.  died  in  1689 ;  AA  Windham,  Esq.  was  lord  and 
patrofi  in  1740,  also  of  Instead,  Beekham-East,  Wicklewood,  Aylmer^ 
ton,  Colby,  Crownthorpe,  Tuttinfton,  Ingworth,  Baningham,  Tojis, 
Metton,  Kunton,  Thurlton,  and  Dilham ;  William  Windham,  Esq.  was 
his  son  and  heir,  and  died  lord  in  1761,  October  dO. 

The  Windhams  are  a  family  of  great  antiquity,  and  took  their  name 
from  Windham,  a  considerable  market  town  in  Norfolk ;  Alward  de 
Wymondham  was  a  witness  to  the  foundation  charter  of  William  de 
Albini,  (Pincema  H^gis,)  founder  of  Wymondham  priory  in  the  reiga 
of  Henry  I.  as  were  Sichard,  son  of  Alward  and  Earick  de  Wymund^ 
ham.  Thomas  de  Wimundham  was  treasurer,  and  one  of  the  King*a 
council,  prascentor  of  Litchfield,  and  baron  of  the  Exchequer,  and 
died  in  1277. — William  de  Wimundham,  clerk,  was  overseer  of  the 
silver  mines  in  Devonshire,  in  1293.  John  de  Wimundham,  and  Bea^ 
trix  his  wife,  held  lands  in  Kirby-Bedon,  &c.  in  Norfolk,  in  the  28th 
of  Edward  IIL  William,  son  of  Ralph  de  Windham,  purchased  by 
fine,  rents  in  Norwich,  in  the  12th  of  Edward  J.  and  in  the  aistj^  he» 
and  Joan  his  wife,  lands  at  Redenhale  in  Norfolk,  by  fine. 

In  the  24th  of  Hetiry  111.  John  Rede  was  found  to  hold  here  the 
8th  part  of  a  fee,  of  Hugh  Lord  Bardolph,  and  he  of  the  Bisbop  of 
Norwich,  and  John  Rede  claimed  frankpledge  of  his  tenants^  ia  the 
Sd  of  Edward  L  and  was  summoned  to  show  his  right  ia  the  14th  of 
that  King,  before  the  itinerant  judges.  Sir  Solomon  de  Rochester^ 
Walter  de  Hopton,  Richard  Boylaud,  Robert  Fulco,,  Mr.  Thomas  de 
Sothyngton,  and  Walter  de  Styvecley.  In  the  20tb  of  Edward  III.  it 
was  held  by  the  Felbriges,  who  paid  5s.  scutage  for  it;  Sir  Simon 
Edbrijgg  had  it  in  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  and  Edmund  Windham  in  the 
S4th  of  Henry  VIII.  and  paid  every  30  weeks  lOc^.  ob.  castle  guard 
to  Norwich, 

William  Windham  was  colonel  of  the  Norfolk  militia,  and  author 
of  a  treatise  for  the  use  of  that  corps.  His  indefatigable  application 
to  study  accelerated  his  death  in  1761,  leaving  bis  soh  a  minor,  lord 
of  AySn&rton,  Sustead,  Metton,  Parnow  Hall,  Bamingham,  Tutine^ 
ton,  with  Crackiord,  Ingworth,  Runton^Hays,  East  Beckham,  Isaacs, 
and  EaU  Beckham  Harriot's;  Tofi  Ovcrhall,  and  Netherhall,  Thurl^ 
ton,  BainarSs,  Crownthorp,  Wickkwood,^  and  Felbrigg  in  Norfolk. 
.  Ou  the  pavement  of  the  church,  near  to  the  pulpit,  lies  a  large 
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marble  graVe-stohe,  whereon,  as  under  i^n  arcfi  of  6mdj^j-wor1c  fat 
brass,  is  the  portraiture  of  Sir  Simon  Felbrigg,  Knt.  of  the  GaVter,  ill 
complete  armour,  treading  on  a  lion  coucnant  with  his  hands  erects 
and  joined  in  a  prayina  manner;  between  his  right  arm  stands  erects 
on  a  staff,  the  standard  of  King  Richard  IL  thereon  the  arms  of  Ed^ 
ward  the  Confessor,  a  cross  flory,  between  five  martlets,  impaling 
rJFrance  and  England,  quarterly.  King  Richard  is  said  to  have  ac- 
counted and  esteemed  the  Confessor  as  his  tutelary  Saint ;  and  a  few 
years  past,  on  a  visit  that  I  paid  to  the  late  Dr,  Svmowds  of  Butif,  he 
shewed  me  a  lafge  shield  of  stone,  taken  up  lately  out  of  the  rtiins  of 
that  abbey,  with  the  said  arms  curiously  carved  on  it.  On  the  nppet 
part  of  each  arm,  near  the  shoulder,  is  t|ie  shield  of  St.  George,  ar- 

{\tnt,  a  cross,  gnlea;  on  his  right  side  hangs  a, dagger,  on  his  left  a 
arge  broad  sword,  from  a  belt  embossed  and  gilt,  as  his  spurs  are; 
and  on  his  left  leg  the  garter,  all  in  brass.  In  a  Tike  arch  with  canopy* 
inrork  curiously  wrought^  by  his  left  pide,  is  his  lady,  in  a  close  vest, 
and  a  cloak  over  it,  hands  erect,  &c.  about  her  head  a  sort  of  coronet, 
and  on  each  side  of  it  a  large  lustre  of  jewels  in  the  form  of  a  rose^ 
about  her  temples.  On  the  summit;  between  the  middle  of  the  pilla^ 
of  the  canopy-work,  are  2  shields,  one  with  the  arms  of  St.  Edipard, 
impaling  quartei;ly,  France  and  England:  the  other  St.  Edward,  with 
the  said  quartering,  being  the  arms  of  King  JRirAard  II.  impaling^ 
i|uarterly,  in  the  Ist  and  4th,  argent  a  spread  eagle,  with  two  heads, 
iabft,  crowned,  or;  in  the  2d  an'd  .Id,  a  lion  rampant,  being  the  arma 
of  his  Queen,  Jnn,  On  the  middle  pillar  of  the  canopy-wurk  are  the 
arms  of  this  knight,  a  lion  saKant,  impaling  a  spread  eagle,  the  arma 
of  his  lady,  and  below  that,  on  each  side  of  the  said  pillar,  is  a  fetter- 
lock, his  badge;  which  was  also  used  by  the  house  of  York,  and  by 
King  Edward  IV.  His  supporters  are  not  here,  but  are  said  to  have 
been  two  lions,  and  his  crest  a  plume  of  peacock's  feathers,  and  ^ome 
time  a  garb  argent,  banded  ermine,  in  a  coronet,  or;  the  family  also 
used  the  crest  of  a  lion's  head  erased,  in  the  bow  of  a  fetterlock,  as 
appears  from  a  deed  of  Sir  Simon  in  the  time  of  Henry  VL  and  t>ae 
of  Sir  George  Felbrigg.

It  is  to  be  here  observed,  that  no  date  either  of  the  day  or  year  of 
Sir  Simon's  death,  is  here  fixed ;  no  doubt,  when  he  laid  this  stone,  iii 
memory  of  this  lady,  his  design  was  to  be  buried  by  her ;  but  it  is  cer- 
tain, his  mind  was  afterwards  changed,  and  he  was  buried  in  the  choir 
of  the  Preaching' Friars  of  Norztich,  in  1442,  as  was  his  second  lady, 
Catherine,  by  him,  in  1459.  Hugh  Bjfgot  Earl  of  Norfolk,  who  mar- 
ried Maud  marcschall,  bore  on  one  side  of  his  seal,  himself  in  com- 
plete armour,  on  horsebak ;  on  the  other  side  a  lion  saliant,  the  field 
was  party  per  pale,  or  and  vert,  and  the  lion,  gules,  so  that  the  FeU

Several  towns  take  their  name  from  Fel,  a  river,  as  this^  and  the 
bridge  over  it;  tbus^  Felmingham,  Felton,  Fehtead,  &c* 
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1  BIS  town  was  granted  to  ffiHiam  Beaufoe  Bishop  otTheiford,  by 
the  Conqaeror,  and  held  in  his  own  right  as  a  lay  fee.  Agtlmar,  or 
Almar,  Bishop  of  Elmham,  bought  it  in  the  reign  of  the  Confessor.

sides  his,  valued  at  1^.'  and  accounted  for  in  the  Bishop's  manor  of 
Langham;  Agelmer  Bishop  of  Elmham,  who  purchased  it,  beins  de- 
prived by  a  synod  in  1070,  and  dying  probably  soon  afler,  WilUam 
Betnfoe  obtained  it  of  the  Conqueror^  and  on  his  death  gave  it  to  his 
-  see.  In  1 12^,  Matthew  dt  Gunton  was  lord  of  it ;  Sir  Roger  de  Gun-- 
ion  and  Thomas  de  Gunton,  probably  his  sons,  succeeded  him,  and 
each  held  a  moiety  or  manor  called  Overhall,  and  Neiherall,  held  of 
the  Bishop.  f^

His  seal  to  it  is  about  the 
size  of  a  crown-piece,  and  is  three  lozengy-buckles,  and  made  of  rve 
dough,  circumsi'ribed,  Sigilfum  Mathei  de  Gunton;  and  in  1323,  Sir 
Rogier  de  Gunton,  as  lord  of  a  moiety,  presented  to  this  church,  and 
John  de  Gunton  in  1343  and  1349.

Galled  Gunmngham  in  Domesday  Book;  the  Earl  Warren  was  Aen 
ford  of  it,  Ratho,  a  freeman,  being  deprived  of  it ;  2  caracatesof  knd 
belonged  to  tt|  12  villains,  eleven  borderers,  2  servi,  2  carucates  in 
demeaoy  and  4  among  the  tenants,  with  12  acres  of  meadow,  2  mills, 
2  runci,  that  is  horses  for  carriage,  8cc.  and  eleven  breeding  mares  in 
the  woods,  &c.  30  sheep,  SOgoaU,  and  36  socmen  had  48  acres  of 
land,  and  3  camcates  and  an  half ;  there  was  also  a  church  endowed 
with  28  acres.  Knapton  and  Stutran  were  ^ded  to  it,  under  which 
towns  see  the  valors  and  a  farther  account  in  Knapton? 

In  the  I4th  of  Edward  I,  John  Earl  Warren  and  Surry  was  lord, 
atid  claimed  free  warren,  assise  of  bread  and  beer,  view  of  frank  pledge, 
Egdlows,  with  wreck  of  sea,  here,  and  in  the  towns  belonging  to  the 
80C  of  this  capital  lordship,  which  extended  into  the  following  towns : 
Mondtdcy,  Knapton,  South  Repps,  North  Repps,  Sustrand,  Tmnch, 
Trimmingham,  all  which  used  to  pay  suit  and  service  to  the  sheriff's 
turn,  lor  the  King's  hundred  ot  North  Erpingham,  vthich  the  Earl 
had  withdrawn,  to  the  King's  injury ;  valued  at  \6s.perann. 

John  Earl  Warren  and  Surry,  in  the  12th  of  Edward  11.  granted  it 
to  Thomas  Eari  o{  Lancaster,  and  his  heirs,  with  many  other  lordships, 
reserving  his  own  right  therein  for  life;  and  on  his  death,  in  tfae2l8t 
of  Edward  III.  it  came  to  Heniy  Duke  of  Lancaster.  Of  the  Earls 
Warren,  see  in  Casileacre,  At  this  time,  there  was  a  capital  piessnage, 
a  park,  eleven  score  acres  of  arable  land,jand  was  held  in  free  socci^e, 
by  the  service  of  a  bell.  Henry  Duke  of  Lancaster  dying  without  issue 
male,  his  estate  and  great  inheritance  came  to  his  two  daughters  and 
coheirs ;  Maud,  the  eldest,  married  William  Duke  of  Zealand,  &c. 
and  had  this  lordship,  in  part,  (assigned  her)  of  that  inheritance;  she 
dving  soon  after  her  marriage,  the  whole  came  to  John  of  Gaunt 
Duke  of  Lancaster,  in  right  of  the  Lady  Blanch,  the  other  sister,  by 
marriage ;  and  from  the  said  John,  to  his  son,  Henry  IV.  King  of 
England;  and  continues  at  this  time  in  Uie  Crown,  having  its  proper 
officers,  a  chancellor,  &c.  belonging  to  it,  as  part  of  the  dutchy  of 
Lancaster.:

Tlie  Chubch  is  dedicated  to  Jll-Sainis,  and  is  a  recbiy ;  the  pm^ 
tronageof  it  was  granted  by  J^f//iam,  the  first  EbxI  Warren,  to  the 
priory  of  £^«es  in  SusteXf  on  his  foundation  of  it;  confirmed  by  his 
son,  8cc. ;  he  ^ave  also  40s.  of  soccage  rent,  to  the  said  priory,  in  this 
soke  of  Gimtngham ;  and  the  monia  of  Lewes  had  a  pensum  of  5 
marks  oer  awn.  out  of  the  rectory,  confirmed  to  them  by  Jeki^de 
Oxford  Bishop  of  Norwich. 

The  old  valor  was  15  mark?;  and  the  rector  had,  in  the  reign  ^ 
Edward  I.  a  manse,  with  24  acres  of  land,  and  paid  Pe^er-pence,  12a. 
In  the  year  1281,  there  was  a  controversy  between  tbe  rector  <^ihis 
town,  aod  that  of  Trimingkam,  about  the  tithe  of  fish  in  the  hithe  of 
TrimingAam  parish ;  the  tithe  of  the  venison  in  Gimingham  park ;  the 
tithes  of  milk,  cheese,  butter,  lambs,  wool,  pigs,  calves,  chickens,  &c« 
the  tithe  of  a  place  called  AleynSj  the  Sd  AieSiofliockland,  and  lands 
by  Crenel  fen,  which  was  submitted  to  the  Bishop.

of  frank  pledge,  &c.  he  called  on  JoAn  Earl  Warren  and  5tcrry  towar* 
rant  it,  and  the  said  Earl  showed,  that  his  ancestors,  and  ibey  who  held 
aode^  Inm,  bad  time  immemorial  enjoyed  the  said  liberties  in  this 
town,  asamember  of  Ccul/eacre;  this  iioier^  died,  as  appears  from 
the  escheat  rolls,  about  the  d4th  of  Edward  I. 

In  the  first  year  oi  Edward  K.  Edmund  Bacon  had  a  grant  from  the 
King,  o^  this  lordship,  and  all  the  lands  here,  late  Robert  de  Stutevite% 
escheated  to  his  father,  and  in  the  12th  of  that  King,  had  a  patent  to 
embattle  this  manor-house;  John  de  Catfieldf  clerk,  &c.  in  the  said 
year,  his  trustee,  settled  it  by  line,  on  his  wife  Margery;  and  Tkomat 
de  JtUingham,  with  Catherine  bis  wife,  conveyed,  in  the  said  year, 
lapds  to  bim  in  Gresham,auA  to  his  heirs.  This  EdnumdyifaB  a  knight, 
sob  of  Sir  jidam  Bacon  of  Oldton  ;  be  married  first,  Jp«ii,  and  lo  hit 
2d  wife,  Margery,  by  whom  he  had  2  daughters  and  coheirs i  iVotflc/^ 
married  to  John  de  Berghurst ;  and  Margery  to  Sir  Wilham  de  Molins^ 
who'had  each  a  moiety  of  this  manor,  on  a  division  of  it  abojit  the 
S5th  of  Edward  ill.  and  in  the  49th  of  that  King,  Jo&n  de  Carlton^ 
trustee,  settled  it  on  Sir  fVitliam  Molyns,  and  Margery  his  wife;  in  the 
JOth  of  Richard  II.  the  said  Margery,  then  a  widow,  possessed  it ;  and 
in  the  said  year  settled  it  by  fine,  after  her  decease,  on  Thomae  de  la 
Lynde  and  his  heirs.  Sir  WiUiam  Molyns  her  son,  resigning  all  his  right 
therein,  and  Sir  John  de  la  Vache  hel.d  it  in  the  ad  of  Henry  IV. 

Sir  John  Burghersh  was  lord  of  the  other  moiety,  in  right  of  his  wife 
Maud,  and  dying  in  the  19th  of  Richard  II.  his  daughter  and  coheir, 
Maud,  brought  it  by  marriage  to  I'homai  Chaucer,  Esq.  won  of  the 
Caoious  [>qel.  Sir  Geffrey,  who  in  the  7th  of  Heftry  VI.  granted  it  by 
fine,  to  William  Paston,  Esq.  of  Paston,  afterwards  Sir  William  the 
judged  into  which  family  the  other  moiety  also  came ;  and  in  the  year 
1740,  William  Paston  Earl  of  Yqpnouth  was  lord. 
*  Aboot  1608,  Sir  William  Pasion^s  manor  here  was  valued  at  120/* 
2».  one  poond  of  pepper,  and  12  comb  of  oats  per  ann»  and  was  sold 
with  the  Pastons  estate  to  Lord  Anson. 

Sir  Edmund  Bacon  bore  azure,  three  boars  passant,  or, — Berghershe^ 
gules,  a  lion  rampant  with  a  forked  tail,  or^^Molins,  sable,  on  a  chief, 
or,  three  lozenges,  gules, —  Chaucer,  per  pale,  argent  and  gules,  a  bend 
cuunterchanged. 

The  town  seems  to  take  its  name  from  some  rivulet  or  stream  here, 

anciently  known  by  the  name  of  Ger,  or  Gar;  thus,  Garfard  in 

'Bucks;  Garslon  and  Garret  in  Lancashire;  Garboldssham,  Gerveston, 

s^nd-Qmre^nUha  in  Norfolk. 

Roga  Bigol,  ancestor  of  the  Earls  of  Norfolk^  had  also  a  lordship 
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&ere,  wbich  Ahoard  possessed  in  King  Edward  the  Airstfs  teigs,  eort* 
abtiog  of  4  socmen,  who  held  Id  acres  of  land,  and  half  a  camcate 
with  an  acre  of  meadow,  and  were  rained  togelher  in  the  4/.  above* 
mentioned;  of  the  other  manor,  and  in  the  said  town,  a  fireeman  IumI 
50  acres  of  land,  and  one  borderer,  with  half  a  carucale.' 

In  the  Sd  of  Edward  I.  Koger  JBtgei  held  rt  in  capUtj  and  bad  ?iew  of 
frank  pledge,  assise,  &c. ;  bat  in  toe  14th  of  the  said  King,  dedined 
his  claim,  and  it  seems  to  have  been  held  after  by  the  lords  of  the 
other  manon.

FToftcr  Bishop  of  Norwich,  with  the  consent  of  Peter  Branch,  ther 
patron,  confirmed  an  agreement  between  the  prior  and  convent  of 
Castleaere,  and  the  rector,  whereby  it  was  agreed  that  the  rector  and 
hb  SQCcessours  should  hold  to  farm  two  parts  of  the  tithes  of  the  de« 
means,  late  Sir  Roger  Branched  son  of  William^  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
We.  per  aitn/    This  was  about  1£50. 
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In  1305,  Mr.  Walter  de  Islep  instituted  rector,  presented  by  the 
King,  as  guardian  of  the  lands  of  John,  late  Earl  of  Surry.

In  1331,  they  had  the  King's  license  to  appropriate  it,  but  they 
could  not  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  Norwich. 

In  1339,  they  had  the  bull  of  Pope  Bonijace,  to  appropriate  and  take 
possession  of  it  on  the  first  vacancy,  and  retain  all  the  profits  of  it,  on 
condition  they  served  it  by  one  of  their  own  canons,  or  any  secolar 
curate,  removeable  at  pleasure,  and  their  paying  all  episcopal  dues 
whatever,  but  the  Bishop  would  not  agree  to  this,  but  obliged  then  to 
endow  a  vicarafi;e.

In  a  north  window  were  the  arms  of  Paslon,  and  Fastolf,  Paston  and 
Berry,  Paston  and  Mautby;  also  of  the  Lord  Matrevers  aad  DaUbeny^ 
with  bis  crest,  a  plume  of  feathers;  here  was  riso  the  gild  of  Alt-- 
Saints, 
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RoGEE  Bigot,  aincestor  of  the  Earls  of  JVor/b/i,  was  lord  of  a  manor^ 
of  which  fFiVArt,  a  freeman,  was  deprived  on  the  conquest;  oontdin^ 
ing  4  carncates  of  land,  eleven  villains,  and  30 borderers,  S  servi,  4  ea» 
rocates  in  demean,  and  5  among  the  tenants,  pannage  for  60  swine^. 
with  6  acres  of  meadow,  a  mill,  one  runcus,  and  14  cowSi— »- 1 1  sheep, 
to  goats,  7  skeps  of  bees ;  and  Roughton  was  a  beruite  to  it ;  3  villaina 
in  AUtby,  tngworth  and  Calthorp  belonged  to  it,  with  3  borderers  in 
Alburgn,  Sasted,  and  Thurgarion  :->-9o  that  in  the  whole,  it  was  worth 
4/.  at  the  survey  5/.  &c.  was  8  furlongs  lon^,  5  broad/ paid  9^.  o6.  gelt ; 
tVithri  had  ibe  soc  and  sac ;  the  Ring  and  the  Ear^,  all  forfeitures.* 

King  John,  in  his  5th  year,  granted  to  Roger  Bigot  Earl  of  Norfolk, 
lord  of  this  town,  the  privilege  of  a  fair,  on  the  vigH,  the  day/ and  th6

Roger  Earl  of 
Norfolk^  and  Eari-Marahtil  of  England^  bad  ibe  lete,  the  assise,  and  a 
fair;  in  the  I4lh  of  the  said  King,  claimed  the  trial  of  any  robber  or 
thief,  taken  in  tbis  lordship  with  the  stolen  goods,  and  on  conviction, 
the  carrying  of  him  prisoner  to  his  manor  of  Colby,  by  AyUAam  in 
^uth  Erpinsham  bandied,  and  of  hanging  him  there. 

In  the  33d  of  that  King,  Simon  de  Hedcfsett  was  keeper  or  steward 
of  this  lordship,  and  had  the  King's  writ  to  cut  down  14  oaks  by  Haa- 
worth  wood,  to  repair  the  King's  noose  at  Burgh,  by  Ayksham.  £eri 
Roger  died  this  year,  and  he  was  found  to  have  had  140  acres  of  laad, 
a  meadow  called  Barkr\  in  Jleby,  pasture,  called  Bellows,  3  water 
mills, one  windmill,  part  of  one  in  Jleoy^  and  a  park  in  this  town. 

King  Eda^ard  II.  m  bis  first  year,  sent  his  writ,  dated  Jammry  16, 
to  Sir  ^Vmoa,  to  deliver  up  the  custody  of  this  manor,  end  ihat  of 
Formct  to  Johnde  Thorp,  late  Roger  Bigot's  Earl  of  Nor/b/A, deceased ; 
witnesses,  JoA/}  d^  Satidale,  locum  tetuus  of  the  treasurer;  this  John 
Vas  afterwards  Pisbop  off  riwc/f<r«ien  J 

This  Earl,  leaving  no  issue,  had  constituted  King  Edward  L  his  heir, 
to  the  greatest  part  of  bis  estate,  who  granted  it,  with  the  earldooi  of 
Norfolk,  and  the  marshalship  of  England,  to  Thomas  de  Brotherton 
his  dth  son ;  though  some  historians  say  he  was  created  Earl  of  Nor* 
folk,  by  bis  brother-in-law.  King  Edward  II. 

Thomas  de  Brotherton  left  Margaret,  a  daughter  and  coheir,  whd 
married  John,  Lord  Segrave,  by  whom  he  bad  a  daughter  and  heir, 
Margaret,  (Elizabeth  as  some  say,)  who  brongbt  this  lordship  and  the 
inheritance  of  Brotherton^  by  marriage,  to  John  Lord  Mowbray* 
This  Margaret  was  created  by  King  Richard  II.  Dutchess  of  Norfolk, 
her  eldest  son  dying  s.  p.  Thomas,  her  2d,  Earl  of  Nottingham,  and 
Earl-Marshal  of  England,  was  in  the  £Oth  of  the  said  King,  created 
Duke  of  Norfolk,  in  this  family  this  lordship  remained,  till  JIuMf 
daughter  and  beir  of  John  Mowbray  Duke  of  Norfolk,  married  to 
Richard  Duke  of  York,  2d  son  of  Edward  IV.  dying  without  issue.  Sir 
John  Howard,  Knt.  was  created  Duke  of  Norfolk,  and  Marshal  of 
England,^  in  right  of  ilftirgare^  his  mother,  (daughter  and  coheir  of 
Thomas  de  Mowbray  Duke  of  Norfolk,)  married  to  Sir  Robert  Howard, . 
father  of  the  said  Sir  John,  and  was  lord  of  this  manor.

On  the  attainder  of  Thomas  Duke  of  Norfolk,  it  came  to  the  Crown 
in  1572,  and  Queen  Elizabeth,  in  her  35th  year,  December  6,  demised 
Io  John  Lane  of  London,  Gent,  the  site  and  demeans  of  this  lordship# 
the  park,  Alburgh  fair,  all  courts  belonging  hereto,  with  messuages, 
houses,  mills,  and  barley  rents ;  viz.  92  quarters,  5  bushels  and  a  peck, 
at  the  rent  of  2?/.  \2s.l\d.  per  ann.  for  2 1  years,  which  Laiiesoon  after 
Assigned  it  to  William  Dix,  Gent. 

On  Thomas  Howard  Eari  of  JruudePs  being  restored  in  blood,  in 
the  first  of  King  James  I.  be  had  also  in  the  said  year,  June  17,  a  grant 
ut  this  manor,  &c. 

'    Roger  Bigot  had  also  another  lordship  in  this  town,  of  the  gift  of 
the  Concjueror,  of  which  IVithri,  a  freemuOjas  aforesaid,  wasdeprive^* 
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who  had  in  the  Coofessor't  lime,  3  freemen,  (bat  at  the  survey  there 
were  5  borderers  nnder  Roger  Bigoi,)  who  held  60  acres  of  land  with 
a  caracate  and  an  hietlf,  and  3  roods  of  meadow>  then  valued  al  10s.  but 
at  the  survey  at  1 8«.  per  ann} 

This  was  afterwards  (as  I  take  it)  called  the  manor  of  Bclhouse.  In 
the  9th  of  Edward  11.  William  Clarhon  was  returned  t6  have  a  lord- 
ship here,  probably  this. 

In  the  18th  ot  Henry  Vl.Thomas  Holland,  nndJgnes  his  wife, 
passed  by  fine,  to  Robert  Norwich,  and  tVilliam  Norwich/]M\\\oT,  the 
manor  ofBelhouse  in  Hanworth ;  soon  after,  Sir  William  Phelip  Lord' 
Bardolf  died  seized  of  it;  and  William  Viiconnt  Beaumont  held  it  in 
the  beginning  of  Edward  the  Fourth's  reign.  Stephen  Betr^t^e,  by 
his  will,  in  1490j  gives  it  for  life  to  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  and  auier  to 
William,  his  son.* 

The  Cburch  was  formerly  a  rectory,  valued  at  15  marks,  and  paid 
Peter-pence,  lOd.  and  dedicated  to  St.  Bartholomew.  The  prior  and 
convent  of  Thetford,  had  a  portion  of  tithe  in  King  Edward  llie 
First's  time,  valued  at3  marks  per  cr;m.  and  at  that  time  the  prior  of 
HiekUn^  held  it  appropriated  to  him  with  SO  acres  of  land,  when  there 
was  a  vicar  who  had  a  house,  but  no  land;  the  present  valor  of  which 
IS  5/.  U.  6d.  and  it  discharged.

In  the  9th  of  Edward  IL  Richard  de  Fiats  held  it  of  the  £arl  ffar^ 
rm,  and  in  the  18th  of  that  King,  he  and  Margaret  his  wife  settled 
it  in  tail;  in  the  said  year,  he  and  Richard  his  son  settled  lands  in 
Feltweli;  and  Sir  Richard  dc  PlaU  presented  to  this  church  in  \S%\. ' 

In  the  £Oth  of  Edward  III.  Richard  dt  Plays  held  one  fee  of  th^ 
Earl  Warren,  and  in  the  26tb  of  that  King,  levied  a  fine  to  J^hn  da 
Pibys,  his  son,  on  bis  OMirrii^  with  Margaret,  hi»  first  wife,  when 
this  lordship  was  settled  on  them  in  tail,  on  paying  lQl.per  ana.  to' 
Sir  Richard  for  life. 

Sir  Richard  died  in  or  about  the  34th  of  Edward  III.  beyond  sea,, 
MarMret,{\us  wife,  surviving  him,) on  October  14,  iii  the  37th  of  the 
said  King;  John  de  Bois,  cousin  of  Sir  Miles  Stapleton,  and  John 
Charman,  parson  of  System,  confirmed  to  Sir  John  de  Playt,  and 
Joan,  his  wife,  and  the  heirs  of  their  body,  this  lordship,  with  that  of 
Tofsrys  in  Norfolk,  and  Chebworth  in  Suffolk;  remainder  to  Miles 
^apleton.  Sir  John  de  Stttton^  senior  of  fVivcnhoe  in  Essex,  John  de 
€avendish,  8lc.  witnesses,  Richard  de  Holditeh,Thomas  Hountefisbern 
de  Moundrford,  senior,  John  de  Tydd,  &c.  this  was  on  his  <2d  marriage 
to  Joan,  daughter  of  Sir  ilfi7e9  Staplelon;  S\r  John  died  in  1389 ;  his  wiir 
was  proved  on  JululG,  in  the  said  year,  and  was  buried  in  the  priory  of 
BromehiU,  in  W^ng,  of  which  he  was  patron  ;  appoints  Joafi,  his. 
wife.  Sir  John  de  Burgh,  Sir  Richard  de  ISntton,  &'c.  executors ;  be-» 
queaths  to  religious  uses  many  legacies.  See.  and  to  his  wife  all  bis 
wardrobe,  and  silver  vessels,  all  his  utensils  and  ornaments,  belonging 
to  his  house,  not  before  bequeathed,  with  all  his  other  goods  and  chat* 
tels  in  his  manors  of  Knanton,  Toftrys,  and  Cheleatxforth ;  aud  to  his 
son.  Sir  Simon  Howard,  all  his  armour  and  furniture  of  war. 

Sir  John  Howard  married  Margaret,  his  daughter  and  heir,  by  his 
2d  wife,  Joan,  who  inherited  in  her  right  this  lordship,  with  that 
^Wetyns  and  Toftrys,  in  Norfolk;  Chebworth  io  Suffhlk;  Ohdy* 
Magna,  Hanstead,  and  Benefeld  Bury  in  Essex;  and  Foulmera  vpi 
Cambridgeshire;  and  dving  in  1437,  Eiizabeth,  his  grand  dan^htery* 
bv  John  his  s«j»n,  and  Joan  bis  wife,  sister  and  heir  of  Sir  lUchafd 
Walton,  (which  JoAn,  his  son,  died  before  him,)  was  heir  to  the  P/£^*. 
estate.    This  Elizabeth  married  John  de  Fere  Earl  of  Oxford,  lord  of 
this  town,  8cc,  in  her  right;  he  was  beheaded  in  1461,  and  she  pre- 
sented to  this  church  in  1465 ;  in  the  12th  of  Edward  IV.  she  settled 
this  lordship,  with  those  of  IVetin^  Chebworth  and  Walton-^hM  in 
Purtqi,  in  Essex,  8^c.  on  Richard,  Duke  of  Gloucester,  King  Edward 
theFoorth's  brother,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  her  heirs,  to  preserve  them  in, 
those  difficult  and  dangerous  times;  but  on  November  23,  in  the  IB* 
of  Edward  IV.  the  feoffees  of  the  said  Duke,  confirmed  to  the  dean  and 
chapter  of  the  collegiate  church  of  St.  Geor^f,  Kt  Windsor,  this  ma* 
nor,  with  those  of  Chebworth,  and  Benefeld  hall,  to  endow  a  chantry 
in  the  said  church. 

John,  her  son^  Earl  of  Oxford,  was  restored  in  blood  and  honour, 
t)nthe  accession  of  Henry  VII.  restored  to  his  inheritance,  and  was 
succeeded  by  John  Earl  of  Oxford,  his  nephew ;  and  d|iflg  s.  |),  in 
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lS9Sf  his  three  niters  were  his  coheirs ;  Elizabeth,  married  to  Sir  Jn* 
thorn  ffingfeld,  of  LetheriHgham/in  Suffolk;  Dorothtf,  {o  Johnr^Nevill 
I^rd  Latimer,  aod  Ursula,  to  Sir  Edward  KmgMley;  in  1^29, 4dnn, 
Countess  of  Oxford,  widow,  presented  to  this  cbarch. 

Ursula,  wife  of  Sir  Edward  Knightly,  djing  without  issoej  Xhfi  heirt 
of  Sir^n/Aony  fVingfeld,Md  the  Lord  Nevill,  held  this  lordship ;  Sir 
Robert  fVingjteld,  sod  of  Sir  Authoiiy,  had  livery,  of  a  moiety  about  the 
first  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  presented  to  this  chorch,  in  1564,  by  his 
assignees. 

Tne  moiety  which  the  Lord  Latimer,  .held,  came  to  the  Earl  of 
Exeter,  eldest  son  of  William  Cecil  Lord  Burleigh,  by  the  marrii^  of 
Dorothy,  daughter  and  coheir  of  John  Lord  LatUtur,  who  died  1671, 
and  jpresentea  to  thb  church  in  1613. 

After  this,  in  the  l6  of  James  L  Thomas  Blofitld,  Gent,  died  seized 
of  the  manor  of  Knapton,  on  February  7,  in  the  13th  of  King 
Charles  L  held  of  the  dutchy  of  Lancaster ;  Thomas,  his  son,  died  be* 
fore  him,  leaving  by  Ann,  his  wife,  a  son,  fViUiam,  who  was  heir  to  his 
grandfather.

John 
Fowle,  Esq.  held  it  by  lease  from  the  college,  or  a  moiety  of  the  ma- 
IKM*,  and  had  an  alternate  presentation,  in.  1740.

In  Domesday  Book  is  wrote  Muleslai,  and  was  the  Earl  WarretCs 
mapor;  Griketel,  a  freeman,  possessed  it  at  the  conquest,  and  had  30 
acres  of  land,  with  £  borderers,  and  a  carucate ;  and  the  said  Earl  ba4 
10  acres  and  a  carucate  of  laud,  which  3  freemen  of  Edric  held  in  t^Q 
time  of  the  Confessor,  and  was  valued  at  4«.  To  this  there  belonged 
a  church,  endowed  with  Id  acres.^      ^ 

This  lordship  belonged  to  the  soc  or  great  lordship  of  the  Earb 
Warren,  (of  Gimmingham,)  and  came  from,  them  to  the  Dukes  of  Lan^ 
paster,  and  so  to  King  Henry  IV.  as  Duke  of  Lancaster,  and  cpntiopes 
m  the  Crown  at  this  day,  as  part  of  that  dulchy,  i^s  may  b^  se?a  14 
Gimmingham;  wreck  of  sea  and  all  royal  fishes^  between  Mon^y^ 
Beck,  and  Loodyard^  belonged  to  it,  &c.

the  other  daughter  and  coheir  was  Maud,  and  died  without  issue;* 
William  was  son  of  Ralphs  who  was  the  son  of  Roger,  the  son  otRickes^. 
de  Rofmes,  who  lived  in  the  reign  of  King  Stephen. 

This  family  seems  to  be  descended  from  Roger  de  Reymes,  or  Reynes, 
who  came  into  England  with  the  Conqueror,  and  had  the  honour  and 
barony  of  Raines,  Reynts,  consisting  of  10  knight's  fees  in  EsuXp.

Edmund  de  Repps  was  living  in  the  52d  of  Henry  III.  Ralph  de 
Meppes  was  bailiff  of  the  manor  of  Gimmingham,  in  the  dd  of  £</« 
ward  I.     In  the  14th  of  that  King,  Edmund  of  North^Reppes  con«>* 
veyed  by  fine,  to  Rr^inald,  %6vi  of  John  de  North  Reppes  sevBral . 
messobges,  and  parcels  of  land,  with  a  mill  in  these  towns,  &c. 

Laurence  de  Keppes  was  querent,  and  John,  son  of  Edmund  de 
Jtepps,  impedient  of  a  messuage,  50  acres  of  land,  5  of  meadow,  15^ 
of  marsh,  50  of  heath,  and  40s.  rent  in  North  and  South  Repps,  ice  J 
settled  on  Laurence  in  the  30tb  of  Edward  I.  Besides  tbese^  I  finds 
Nicholas  Repps  to  have  lands  in  right  of  Avelyne  his  wife,  daughter 
of  Mr.  Henry  de  Hemesby  of  Ingworth  in  Norfolk,  given  to  her  by 
Peter,  son  and  heir  of  f^eter  de  Haubois,  in  Calthorp;  which  he  lost 
by  the  judgment  of  the  court  of  North  Erpingham  Hundred,  about 
the  30tn  of  Henry  III.  and  Roger  de  Reppes  was  witness  to  a  deed  of 
Thomas  BigoVs  confirmation  of  lands  to  the  priory  of  St.  Cross  of 
Bungty,  sans  date,  Roger  de  Reppes,  Bartholomew  de  Runhalt  &c. 
eave  in  1198,  the  rectory  of  Rttnhale  in  Norfolk,  to  the  priory  of 
Westacre,  on  condition  of  being  partakers  of  the  prayers  of  that 
priory,  with  Mabel,  wife  of  Roger.  Of  most  of  these,  the  pedieree 
of  the  family  that  I  have  seen,  makes  no  mention,  but  is  as  here 
follows.

Botolph,  the  abbot,  covenants  with  the  abbot  of  Coxford,  reciting. 
That  whereas  the  abbot  and  convent  held  the  watcrmili  of  TAoipMflr- 
^t,  with  the  pond,  pool  and  causeway,  situate  in  Tiorp  and  in  lio^gA- 
ton,  and  had  djt  the  grant  of  her  ancestors,  free  aoementation  of  watet 
fipon  ber'Iand'in  Roughtoh,hy  certain  bounds  on  tne  west  head  of  th^ 
pool  and  causeway,  to  mend  the  bank, paying  75.  per  afiis.  as  appears 
by  a  fine  levied ;  and  tliere  being  then  n  controversy  between  ber  and 
the  prior,  for  the  herbaee  growing  on  the  pool,  the  causeway,  and 
the  nsbing  of  the  pool :  sheyforthe  soul's  health  of  Sir,  Robert,  her 
late  husband,  releases  to  the  prior  and  his  successors,  all  ber  right  in 
the  herbage  and  soil,  within  certain  bounds  then  set  out,  saving  for 
herself  and  tenants,  a  free  way  over  the  causeway,  the  herbage  there- 
of, and  liberty  to  make  a  bar,  to  prohibit  carts  goingy  hut  the  prior's 
cart  to  go  freely ;  .«nd  if  the  waU^r  in  the'pbol  sboula  rise  higher  than 
It  ought,  her  miller  to  have  liberty  to  let  the  water  out;  and  if  her 
cattle  went  within  the  bounds,  they  were  not  to  be  impounded,  but  to 
be  drove  away ;  witnessess  Sir  John  de  Thorp,  Sir  Richard  de  Weyland, 
WiUiam  de  Peyvere,  John,  son  of  John  de  Repps,  &c. 

In  the  l6tb  of  Edward  IL  the  said  lady  settle«l  it  on  Edmund  dk 
Vfford,  her  younger  son;  and  Sir  Edmund  de  UffbrdheA  free  warren 
in  his  demean  lands  here,  in  the  6th  of  Edward  III.  On  the  death 
of  Sir  Edmunds,  p.  it  came  to  the  Earl  %}(  Suffvik;  William  Vfford 
being  lord  in  the  43d  of  that  King,  and  leaving  bis  3  sisters  coheirs ; 
Catherine,  the  eldest,  brought  it  bv  marriage  to  Sir  John  Willough^ 
Lord  Willoughby  of  Eresby;  William  Lota  Willoughiy died  s&wd  of 
it  and  of  Ed^ld  in  Norfi)lk,  in  the  1 1th  of  Henr^  IV.  and  Boberi 
was  his  son  and  heir.  In  this  family  it  continued  uU.  on  thedeililhof 
William  Lord  Willoughby,  in  the  18th  of  Henry  Vill.  itcaitie  to  bis 
daughter  and  heir,  Ctf^Amne,  who  had  livery  of  it,  in  the  26th  of  that 
King,  and  brottcht  it  by  marriage  to  Robert  Bertue,  Esq.  whose  «oo, 
Peregrine^  on  the  deatn  of  his  mother,  had  summons  to  parliament^ 
as  Lord  Willoughby  of  Eresby.  Of  these  lords  see  in  Edgfield.

Besides  the  lordships  abovementioned,  Robert  Earl  of  Morion, 
brother  to  the  Conqaeror  by  the  mother's  side,  and  made  Earl  of 
Cornwall  by  him,  had  the  grant  qf  a  lordship  here,  of  which  Ulnoth, 
a  younger  son  of  Earl  Go^tmin,  and  brother  to  King  JBTaroftly- was  de- 
prived; consisting  of  acarucate  of  land,  2  villains,  and  the  moiety  of 
another,  and  5  bordarers,  one  carncate  in  demean,  with  one  and  an 
half  among  the  tenants,  &c.  2  acres  of  meadow,  a  mill,  &c.  20  sheep 
and  12  goats,  always  valned  at  205.  it  was  9  furlongs  long,  and  5  broad^

The  said  Earl  had  onT^  another  manor  in  this  connly,  Glare^  in 
Tuntted'hvLTxAveA.

the  said  convent  wa^  found  to  bold  it,  and  to  be  patrons  of  the  vickr- 
u;e  which  was  founded  on  the  appropriation  of  it,  in  the  reign  of  King 
Mdwtrd  I.  when  the  vicar  had  a  manse  with  24  acres  of  land;  the 
impropriate  rectory  had  also  a  manse,  but  nolands,  the  vicarage  beiii|g^ 
ihen  valued  at  2  marks,  and  paid  Peff i^pence,  9^.

In  the  4th  of  Henry  \U.  a  fine  was  levied  between  Mary  de  Merfai, 
petent  in  dower,  And  Richard  de  Felbrigg  iensitii,  of  the  Sd  part  of  2 
rarucates  of  land  in  Felbrig,  and  40s.  in  land  in  this  town,  with  which 
William  de  Felbrigg,  (son  and  heir  of  Richard,)  late  husband  of  the 
said  Maryj  endowed  her,  with  the  consent  of  his  father;  and  Richard 
grants  the  rents  and  services  of  several  persons,  and  13  acres  of  land 
m  Runton,  which  Jeffrey  le  Neve  held,  together  with  the  said  J^rey, 
and  his  posterity,  to  Mary  and  her  heirs  for  ever,  paying  a  rent ;  and 
she  released  all  her  rieht  in  the  residue  of  the  inheritance.  In  the 
S4th  of  Henry  III.  mgel  de  Juondon,  and  Clementia  his  wife^  convey 
to  John  de  Merlai  the  5th  part  of  the  advowson  of  the  church  of 
Runton,  and  lands  there,  to  be  held  of  Higel  and  Clementia^  and  her 
heirs. 

On  the  death  of  Richard  de  Felbrigg^  his  inheritance  came  to  bis 
daughter  and  heir,  Maud,  who  married  Sir  Simon  le  Bigots  3d  son  of 
Hugh  Bigot  Earl  of  Norfolk;  and  in  the  56th  of  Henry  ill.  it  was 
agreed  between  the  said  Maud,  and  her  son  Roger,  and  Roger  the 
prior  of  Beeslon,  that  the  prior  and  they  should  present  alternately  to 
this  church. 

In  this  family  it  continued  till  the  death  of  Sir  Sitnon  Felbrigg,  in 
1443 ;  nrter  this,  it  was  sold  by  Tho.  Lord  Scales,  one  of  his  trustees,  to 
John  fVymondham,  Esq.  as  may  be  seen  in  Felbrigg,  and  it  remains  in 
the  descendants  of  the  said  John;  Jsh  Wymondham^  Esq.  being  late 
lord  in  1740,  and  patron,  as  was  his  son,  fVilliam  fVymondham,  Es(i.

Earl  Walter  the  second,  who  died 
sans  issue ;  King  Henrv  1 1,  granted  this  town  in  his  2d  year,  as  an  es- 
cheat, to  Richard  dc  Humet,  or  Humee,  with  the  lordship  of  Stamford 
in  Uneolnshire*  Richard  was  that  King's  constable  of  Normaftdy,  co» 
feunder  of  Julnay  abbey  there;  in  9th  of  that  King,  one  of  the 
pledges  in  a  100  marks,  on  a  leagae  between  the  King  and  Thcodoriek 
Earl  of  Flanders.  In  1164,  he  entered  into  Brela^  in  France;  took 
several  places,  and  is  called  bv  Lobineaux  in  his  History,  £srl  of 
Jiwnien '  By  Jgnes  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Jordan  de  Say, 
he  left  William  his  son  and  heir,  and  in  1181,  died  a  monlc  of  Aulnay^ 

The  said  King  by  patent,  sans  date,  ffranled  to  William  his  son,  the 
^sforesaid  constableship,  with  that  of  Stamford,  those  of  Keton,  and 
Dudington  in  Northamptonshire;  Wadon,  Wichendon,  and  Risinsbusjgh 
in  JBiicXs;  witnesses,  ^.  Bishop  of  Winchester,  H.  Bishop  ofBaieax^ 
Nichol  the  chaplain,  WalUr  Fitz^Robert,  Ralph  dc  Glanvil^  Hugh  dc 
Cressi,  tec.  dated  at  Caen  in  Normandy. 
^  King  Richard  I.  confirmed  it  to  him  by  patent,  dated  June  21,  in 
his  first  year ; — witnesses,  Godfrey  Bishop  of  Winchesier,  Hugh  Biahop 
of  Chester,  William  Fitz-Ralph,  seneschall  of  Normandy,  Pagan  de 
Rochester,  seneschall  of  Jnjou,  &c.  dated  at  Tours,  und^r  the  hand  of 
John  deJlencon,  archdeacon  of  Lysieaux,  the  King's  vice  chamber- 
lain. 

In  the  7th  of  Kioe  John,  this  lordship  descended  to  John  de  Humet, 
who  then  gave  the  King  100/«  and  a  palfrey,  to  have  seizin  of  his 
lands  in  &gland,  which  the  King  had  taken  into  his  hands,  by  reason 
of  the  war  in  Normandy. 

-  In  thie  7th  year  of  King  Henry  III,  a  writ  was  sent  by  the  Kins  to 
tAe  sheriff  of  Ih/br/b/A:,  to  give  possession  to  Richard  de  Grey  of  Codnor 
in  Derbyshire,  and  laicia  his  wife,  of  all  the  lands  which  John  de 
Mumct  her  father  (whose  heir  she  was)  held  in  capiie ;  and  that  if  he 
liad  seized  any  land  after  the  death  of  John,  be  would  restore  it ;  and 
likewise  to  enquire  diligently  by  lawful  men  of  the  county,  what  land 
lEe  said  JoAn  neld  in  capite,  in  his  bailywick,  &c.  and  to  return  the 
inquisition  to  Hubert  de  Burgo,  chief  justice  of  England,  under  his 
own  sebT,  and  the  seals  of  the  jurors;  witness,  the  King,  at  Woodstock, 
March  18.  This  seems,  as  if  at  this  time  there  was  no  officer,  as  feo- 
dar;^  or  escheator  in  any  county ;  but  that  the  King's  chief  justice  had 
thejurisdiction  over  the  King's  wards,  perhaps  with  the  barons  of  the 
Exchequer,  and  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  who  acted  in  this  affair,  and 
Ited  the  tmslody  of  the  lands.  This  Richard  had  a  charter  for  free 
i»rarren,of  a  weekly  mercate  on  Thursday,  and  of  a  fair  for  2  days  on 
&e  eve  and  the  feast  of  the  Ascension ;  also  at  Thurroek  in  Essex,  and

^bford  in  Kent,  in  the  23d  of  Henry  HI .♦  The  jury,  in  the  56  of 
thai  Kine,  find  John  de  Grey  to  die  possessed  of  it,  being  part  of  the 
barony  of  Giffard,  and  held  uf  the  King's  manor  otJylesham,  by  the 
payment  of  I2d.  per  ann.  on  the  gule  (1st)  of  Ausust,  and  that  Henry 
was  his  son  and  heir,  who  in  the  18th  of  Edward  L  recovered  dama* 
ges  (and  the  King  his  forfeitures)  against  William  de  Waborne,  for 
taking  3  hares  in  his  lordship  of  Sheringham ;  he  was  found  to  die 
lord  in  the  2d  of  Edward  IL  and  by  his  will,  made  fn  the  foregoing 
year,  was  buried  in  the  CarmeUU  friars  church  of  Elesham  in  Kent : 
be  ordered  his  horse  to  eo  before  his  herse ;'  gives  to  those  friars  40L 
his  cross  to  Rickardj  and  his  diamond  to  Ni(£olas,  his  sons ;  legaci^ 
to  the  cathedrals  of  Lincoln  and  Utehfield,  and  to  several  convents; 
this  manor  then  valued  at  26l.per  ann.  and  the  lord  claimed  wreck  at 
sea,  a  gallows,  &c. 

Richard  de  Grey  was  lord  in  the  4th  of  Edward  III.  and  had  m 
charter  for  a  fair  on  the  eve  and  the  feast  of  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul, 
and  a  mercate  on  Thursday;  and  in  the  13th  of  that  King,  Sir  John 
de  Grey,  son  of  Richard,  conveyed  it  to  Sir  Richard  fVilhwghbu,  of 
Wollaton  in  Nottinghamshire,  who  married  Joan,  his  sister ;  and  Sic 
Richard  died  seized  of  it  in  the  36th  of  the  said  reign.

Edmund  Earl  of  Stafford,  who  was  slain  at  the  battle  of  iSArem6|«fy»

tinued  till  by  the  attainder  of  Edward  Stafford  Duke  ofBasck$,  it  es- 
cheated to  King  Henry  VIII.  and  was  granted  by  him  to  Thomsu 
Howard  Duke  of  Norjolk.

On  the  attainder  of  Thomas  Duke  of  Norfolk,  in  1 572p.it  eaoneagMa 
to  the  Crown,  and  was  regranted  to  the  said  family  by  King  Jama  L 
and  Henry  Duke  of  Norfolk  is  said  to  have  conveyed  it  m  l6g4  to

Rooaa  Bigot,  ancestor  to  the  Saris  of  Norfolk,  had  the  grant  of

bem  bdMgiag  to  bit  manor  ^^H^moiftht  and  ISlMifdenii  vith  half 
a  carQcaie.  of  which  Jlward  wpa  powesaed.' 

By  the  nigots  Earls  of  Norfolk  the  ancienl  fatoily  of  the  Felbriggi 
were  enfeoflFra  of  it,  and  from  the  Felbriggs  it  came  to  the  fVJndhamM, 
as  may  be  seen  at  large  in  Fdbrigg;  and  in  1740«  ^sA  Windham^ 
£iq.  of  Felbrigg  wa«  lord,  and  snocaadad  by  his  son,  WilUam  Wiad- 
iam,  Esq.  who  died  in  1761* 

William  Earl  Warren  had  also  the  moiety  of  a  freeinan,  with  15 
acres  *6f  land/ and  a  borderer. with  a  rood  of  meadow,  the  moiety  of 
a  mlH,  and  half  a  carucatej  valoed  then  at  £«.  Gd.  at  the  survey  at  Si« 
per  ann.* 

This  was  held  by  the  family  o{ Damme.  In  the  igth  of  Henry  Vf. 
John  Damme  senior,  and Jo/m,  junior,  were  living ;  John  Damme  was^ 
Iprd  in  1462,  and  made  bis  will  on  Augmt  £d,  in  that  year,  which  was 
"fto^eA December  29»  iTollowing;,  and  desires  to  be  buried  in  the  church 
of  Susted;  names  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  Simon,  his  eldest  son,  which 
Elizabeth  was  the  daughter  (as  I  take  it)  of  John  Gresham,  of  Jyl' 
mertpnj^  and  Simon  Damme  died  lord  in  1498.  Robert  i>apime,  and 
Xsa&r/his  wife,  were  living  in  the  21st  of  Henry  Vllf* 

Thomas  Damme  was  livme  in  the  SSth  of  the  said  King.  In  the 
d5th  of  Elizabeth,  Nicholfu  Baldwyn,  clerk,  and  Martin  hyndsetf,  had 
a  prtEcipe  to  render  to  Henry  Stow,  and  Simon  Burgall,  the  manor  of 
Damms  in  Snsttde  ;  and  in  the  4 1st  of  that  Queen,  John  SmithyGent. 
and  Stephen  Drury  had  one,  to  render  to  Martin  Fountain,  and  John 
Dodman,  the  said  manor,  with  3  messuages,  200  acres  of  land,  40  of 
meadow,  100  of  pasture,  20  of  wood,  100  of  heatU,  and  KX)5.  rent. 

After  this,  it  was  possessed  by  the  Wyndhams,  and  William  Wind* 
ham,  Esq.  of  Felbrigg  died  lord  of  it  in  176 1,  leaving  bis  son  and  hei( 
a  minor. 

The  tenths  were  1/.  l6s. — Smled  or  Sutstod,  that  is  Southstede. 

The  Chubch  4s  dedicated  to  St.  Pr/er  and  St.  Paul,  and  was  a 
rectory^  valued  at  10  marks,  granted  by  William  Bigodi  (son  and  heir 
of  Roger,  and  steward  ofthe  boushold  to  King  Henri/  I,)  to  the  prior? 
of  Thetford,  and  appropriated  thereto.  In  the  reign  of  Edward  L 
there  belonged  to  it  a  house,  and  16  acres  of  land,  paid  Pe/er-pencei 
4d»;  on  the  Dissolution  this  rectory  was  granted  by  King  HenryVlH' 
to  Thomas  Howard  Duke  of  Norfolk,  and  is  served  by  a  stipendiary 
curate;  in  1542,  Nicholas  Prat  held  it,  nominated  by  the  Duke  of 
Norfolk ;  and  in  160S,  52  communicants  were  herein.  In  the  6th  of 
King  James  I.  Sir  Edward  Carrel,  knight,  Scc.filiened  it  on  the  first  of 
jipril,  to  Thomas  Blq/ield,  8cc.  and  in  .174.(>,  tb^  h«Us  of  Mr.  Leonard 
Blqfield  nominated  the  curate.

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VViLLiAM  Earl  Warren  had  this  lordship,  of  which  a  freeman  o^ 
Stigand  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  was  deprived,  who  had  a  caracate 
of  land,  8  villains,  one  servus,  a  carpcate  in  demean,  and  one  among 
the  tenants,  with  5  socmen  who  held  21  aqres  of  It^nd,  ^nd  ttjyere  \^as  a 
carucate  with  an  acre  and  half  of  meadow,  2  runci,  3  cows,  8^• 
^aleran,  gave  tbe  Earl  livery  of  it,  Ip  ipake  np  the  lordship  of  Gim^ 
irfgham;  Sistran  was  then  valued  at  205.'  after  at  60s.  and  this  ^nd 
Rnapion  the  Earl  had  livery  of,  as  one  manor,  and  together  were  2 
leucaslong,  with  8  perches  and  5  feet,  and  oneleuca,  wub  12  perches 
and  4  feet  broad,  and  paid  5s.  \d.  gelt.  The  Earl  had  also  in  Sistran,^ 
freemen,  one  of  Edric,  the  other  oi  Almar,  who  held  60  acres  of  Iqind 
^ith  5  villains,  5  borderers,  and  3  cari^cates,  and  one  acre  of  meadow^ 
&c.  valued  at  \0s^ 

Out  of  these  tenures  arose  two  manors,  jboth  belonging  to  the  Earl 
Warren,  who  held  them  in  capite,  and  each  of  the  lordships  bad  a 
nioieiy  of  the  advowson  of  the  church.  John  Earl  Warren  presented 
aa  lord,  io  1333,  from  the  Earls  Warren,  this  canie  to  the  Dukes  of

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Lancaster,  as  may  be  seeti  at  large  in  Gimmingham^  and  Henry  Earl 
of  Lancaster  premnied  in  1350,  and  John  of  Gaunt  Duke  oiLancaster^ 
and  King  of  Castile ^  in  1365,  and  1391 .  After  this  it  was  in  the  Crown, 
and  in  K06,  the  King  presented,  it  being  part  of  the  dutchy  of  ian- 
caster,  and  so  continues  part  at  this  lime. 

The  family  ofde  Plaiz  was  enfeoffed  of  the  other  moiety  of  this  town, 
or  a  lordship;  and  on  the  death  of  Richard  de  Plaiz,  in  the  53d  of 
Henry  III.

In  the  13lhof //ewry  Vlll.  Sir  Edward  Poininss  died  lord,  and 
Henry  E^Lvl  of  Northwnberland  was  his  cousin  andheir,  and  by  the 
aaid  Henry,  was  conveyed  to  Robert  Ratcliff,  Viscount  Fitz-Walter, 
in  the  21st  of  the  said  King,  and  in  1533,  then  Earl  of  Sussex,  pre- 
.aented  to  a  moiety  of  this  churchy  as  Thomas  Ratcliffl  Earl,  Bcc.  did 
in  156s.  In  ItiOS^  the  King  was  patron  of  one  moiety^  and  lord^  and 
Thomas  Kemp,  Esq.  of  this.

The  Chubch  is  dedicated  to  St.  Michael,  and  had  two  moieties  or 
inedieties ;  John  de  Ringsted  was  rector  of  one,  in  the  patronage  of 
the  Earl  Warren,  valued  at  10  marks,  aqd  ^\rLukede  Ponyngs  of  the 
other^  valued  at  5  marks  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  Pe/er-pence  4d^

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Vv  1I.UA1I  Earl  WarbJin  was  lord,  and  RalphhAA  of  kirn  at  the 
sarvey,  2  carucates  of  land,  which  a  freeman  of  Stigand  theArchbishop 
l^ld  m  the  reign  of  the  Confessor,  and  was  depriYeo  of  at  the  conquest, 
4  Vilhuns,  24  bordarers,  and  one  servus  belonged  to  it,  there  were  2 
camcales  in  demean,  3  among  the  tenants,  and  pannage  for  40  swine, 
2  acres  of  meadow,  2  taills,  one  sleep  of  bees,  2  runci,  3  cows,  20  goaU, 
^«  and  5  socmen  with  32  acres  of  land,  and  a  carucate ;  also  a  church 
endowed  with  10  acres,  valued  in  the  whole,  then,  at  40f.  but  at  the 
survey  at  8/.  The  said  Earl  had  also  here  and  in  Mundesley  and 
^»cA,  19  freemen,  3  of  which  were  only  under  protection  or  com- 
>Qendation,  but  the  rest  all  paid  customary  dues  in  King  Edward*s 
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time^  and  R,  Mallei  laid  claim  to.  these  men.*.  PauKjnt  Viyver  tfas 
lord,  and  a  judge  in  King  Edward  the  Third's  r.eign ;  built  al  Tudding' 
ton  \u  Bedfordshire  i^  magnificent  nianor-house,  &c.  of  stone,  with 
a  park,  garden,  &c. 

The  family  of  de  Peyvere  were  enfeoffed  of  this  lordship,  under  the 
JSarl  Warren ;  it  appears  by  an  o/igihal  receipt  pf  Sir  Johnde  Grey, 
lord  of  WraU  in  Bedfordshire,  dated  1257,  that  he  had.  the  wardbhip 
and  marriage  of  John  Peycere,  son  and  heir  of  Lord  PauUhe  Peyvere, 
and  Mr.  Peter  Peyvere,  one  of  Pauline^  executors,  paid  then  to  Sir 
John,  100  marks,  (a  very  great  sum  at  that  time)  by  way  of  release  of 
the  said  wardship  and  marriage,  and  for^certain  goods  and  chattels, 
late  Pauline^s. 

This  family  of  &  Peyrf  re  descend  from  Rog^r,  the  gre^t  Bishop  of 
Salisbury,  in  the  reign  of  King  Stephen,  who  had  a  son  by  Maua  de 
Jiam^itt/y,  his  harlot,  called  Roger  de  Paupere  Censu,  chahcejjor  of 
England,  whose  son.  Sir  Walter,  was  lord  of  Odin^ton,  in  Oxfordshire. 
— Kenneths  Parochial  Antig. 

Sir  JbAii  having. married  to  bis  8d  wife  Joatk,  widow  of  the  said 
Pauline^  by  whom  he  had  no  issue;*  but  by  bis  first  wife  be  Iwi  a 
daughter,  afterwards  married  to  John  de  Peyvere  the  mirtor.  The 
said  Pauline  died  in  the  aforesaid  year;  be  was  lord  of  Wendiebury 
in  "Oi/brcfcA/re,  and' one  of  the  King's  justices,  in  the  33d  o(  Hennf 
in.  when  a  fine  was  levied  before  the  King  in  person  present,  Ralph 
FitZ'Nicholas,  John  deLexington^  Pauline  Pcyrcre^  sefiesch^l,  fftn^ 
de  Bath,  Jeremy  9i  Caxton,  arid  Henry  de  Br^cton,  the  King'sjilstices 
which  Henry  was  author  of  the  famous  treatise — De  ConiuetUdinitiu 
Anglicnnis. 

,  William  de  Peyvere,  a  younger  son  (as  I  takfe  it)  of  Paw/i/ie^  wks 
lord;  ^nd  in  52  of /f^fti^  II [.  recovered  damag/es>  of  the  bailiff  of 
Gimmingham,  for  distraining  in  this  town,  and  in  Roughtoh,  which 
brdsbip  he  held  in  demean ;  in  the  Sd  of  Edward  I.  he  claimed  taykl 
privileges,  a  gallows,  assise,  a  mercate  and  a  fair,  and  died  before  the 
SOth  of  that  King,  when  Margaret  his  late  widow,  then  the  wife  of 
Gilbert  Hacon,  claimed  her  third's  in  this  town* 

John  was  son  and  heir  of  William,  who  in  the  30th  of  the  aforesaid 
King,  granted  by  deed,  on  Tuesday  next  after  the  feast  of  the  nativity 
of  the  blessed  Virgin  Mary,  to  Sir  Walter  de  Norwich,  some  pasture 
ground,  by  way  of  exchange,  and  in  Slstof  that  King,  a  piece  of  land 
called  Bygofs  in  Thorp,  for  30/, 

In  the  30th  of  the  said  King,  John  de  Broghton,  by  a  fine  levied  at 
York,  passed  to  the  said  Walter,  12  messuages,  57  acres  and  an  half 
of  l^a,  fi  of  meadow,  .5  and  an  half  of  wood,  4  of  pasture,  aad 
6ds.  id.  ob.  rent  in  Thorp  Mercate  arid  ^Brcr^e/rf,  with  ^«.  teiit  bat 
of  the  profits  of  the  mercate.

in  the  30th  of  Edward  III.  Richard  de  Kent,  and  Isabelt  his  wife^ 
conyey  the  3d  part  of  this  manor  to  Sir  John  Repps;  :and  in  the '3d 
of  Henry  IV.  Edmund  Reedesham,  Johnde  R^s^  S^c*  heU  the  maoor 
of  Thorp  Market,  by  the  service  of  one  fee  of  tncf  beir^.of  John  re^* 
vere,  and  he  of  the  Lord  Say,  who  held  it  of  the  dutehjf'Of  Ldned^ter; 
and  John  Repps  ot  Iterinspeet  had  the  3d  part  of  it  in  1473j  fromr' 
whom  it  came  to  his  son  Henry,  as  in  South  Repps. 

Sir  John  Heveningham^  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  settled  by.fine^ 
1441,  on  Robert  Rands,  and  Cecilia  bis  wife,  the  3d  part  of  the  manbr 
of  Redesham,  in  this  town.  This  Elizabeth  was  daughter  and  heir 
of  Sir  John  Reedesham,  by  Jllice,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir  Johnde 
Repps;  after  this,  it  came  to  ihe  Gresffams,  and  Sir  John  Gresham, 
Knt.  and  lord  mayor  of  London,  in  1547 /died  seized  of  it,  October 
9,3, 1556;  he  was  son  of  John  Gresham  of  Holt,  Esq,  by  Alice  bis

So  CALLED  from  some  ford  over  the  river  Eynt  which  was  (as  ia  said) 
at  Rqieham,  It  was  in  the  Crown  till  King  Richard  I.  on  his  return 
from  the  Hofy  Land,  granted  it  to  Sir  Balamn  de  Beiun  Carl -of  jil^ 
bcmark,  and  Hotderness,  with  the  lordship  of  FoUluun^  from  whom 
it  came  to  William  Mareschall  Earl  of  Pembroke ;  from  the  Jliar- 
shaU  to  Sir  Robert  de  Morky,  and  from  the  Morkys,  to  the  Lovells, 
and  Parkers,  Loris  Morley;  Edward  Parker  Lord  Morly  sold  it 
in  1582»  to  Sir  Thomas  Hunt. 

In  the  29th  of  Henry  VI.  I  find  the  hundred  court  to  be  kept  at 
Repeham,  and  there  also  on  Wednesday,  in  Easter  weekj  in  the  foorth 
year  of  Edward  VI.  when  the  villase  of  Wichingham  was  presented 
for  not  keeping  the  bridge  called  Stockbridge  in  good  repair  as 
they  ought  to  do.

Ctingon  held  this  lordship  under  Alan  Earl  of  Richmond,  of  which 
Ralph  Earl  of  Norfolk  was  lord  in  King  EdwartTs  reign,  and  after- 
**  wards  de|)rived  on  his  rebellion  against  the  Conqueror.*  It  contained 
4carncates  of  land,  9  villains,  and' 7  borderers,  2carucatesin  demenn,  . 
4  among  the  tenants,  &c.  6  acres  of  meadow,  paunage  for  30  swine, 
a  mill,  1  runcus,or  horse  for  carrij|ge,.8  cows,  8cc.  100  sheep,  3  skeps

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fequires  to  be  baried  in  the  church  of  Bylaw^  at  the  chancel  Aootf 
under  the  rood  loft,  and  to  have  a  eravestoo^  of  the  price  of  8  marks  ;* 
gives  legacies  to  the  poor  tenants  of  several  towns,  to  Anne,  his  daogh« 
ter  50  marks  for  her  portion,  to  Elizabeth,  the  same*  to  Catherine  20, 
jn(omashis  son  and  heir,  John,  William^  and  Edward  his  sons;  Jane, 
his  wife  (surviving  him,)  Itabel,  late  wife  of  William  Curson,  to  have 
an  annuity  of  40$.  for  life,  out  of  the  manor  of  Barrow  in  Suffolk j  And 
his  wife  the  manor  of  IngaldeUhorp,  and  Babingle  wood  for  life. 

Thomoi  Cunon,  Esq.  was  his  son  and'  heir  by  Jane,  daughter  of 

— ..  Bacon,  and  lord  in  the  16th  of  Henry  Vll.  by  his  will  dated 

November  20, 1611,,  he  requires  to  be  buried  in  the  church  of  Billing 
ford,  and  was  proved  Novembers,  1512 :  by  Dorothy  his  wife,  daugh- 
ter p(  John  Clapton,  Esq.  he  had  John,  his  son  and  heir,  aged  29  at 
his  death.* 

John  Curton,  Esq.  of  Beck  Hall,  in  Belagh,  died  in  ihe  first  year 
of  King  EdwardWl.  and  lei\  William,  his  son  and  heii*,  who  had 
livery  of  this  manor,  8cc.  and  died  seized  in  the  14th  of  Queen  Eliza" 
beth,  and  Thomas  was  found  to  be  bis  heir,  by  Tliomasine,  daughter  of 
Sir  Robert  Towmend,  chief  justice  of  Chester,  who  being  remarried 
to  William  Rugge,  Esq.  of  Felmingham,  was  lord  in  her  right ;  sbe 
died  here,  and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  Billingford. 

Thomas  Curson,  Esq.  had  a  pracipe  in  the  52d  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
to  deliver  it  to  Christopher  Crow,  Gent,  and  Robert  Tilney,  Gent. 

After  this,  it  was  conveyed  to  Sit  Edward  Cofce,  by  the  said  Tho* 
mas;  and  his  unmediate  htir,  the  Earl  of  Leicester,  died  seized  of  it 
in  1759f  and  his  lady  now  possesses  it. 

At  this  old  village  of  Beck  was  an  hospital  founded  by  William  de 
Beck,  for  poor  travellers,  who  were  to  be  entertained  one  night;  there 
were  13  beds  for  that  purpose.  It  was  valued  at  5/.  and  the  patron- 
of  the  church  of  Belaugh  paid  a  peiisiion  it(  \Ss.4d  perann.  to  it;  it 
stood  on  the  road  from  Norrcich  to  Walsingham  and  Lynn.

On  the  site  of  this  hospital  the  Cokes  built  a  good  seat,  as  appears 
from  their  arras  over  the  porch,  Sec.  and  it  was  esteemed  to  be  in  the 
parish  of  Billingford. 

'h  appears  from  the  deed  of  WiUiam  de  Bee,  the  founder,  that 
RichafJ,  his  chaplain  was  admitted  to  this  mastership,  by  Alan,  the 
Bishop's  official,  or  vicar-general,  presiding  in  the  consistory  court  of 
Norwich,  and  that  it  was  well  endowed,  for  him,  and  certain  chap« 
lains;  that  the  said  William  granted  to  Pandulph,  then  Bishop  of 
Norwich,  and  his  snccessours,  the  right  of  patronage  of  his  hospital 
of  St.  Thomas  the  Martyr,  and  St.  Paul  of  Bee,  by  deed,  dated  at 
London,  November  12,  1224. 

In  the  52d  of  Henry  III.  a  fine  was  levied  between  Friar  William^ 
masler  of  the  hospital,  petent,  and  Henry  of  Swanton,  tenent,  of  23 
acres  of  land  in  Hoo,  St.  Werburge,  granted. to  the  hospital.  The 
niaster  impleaded  John  de  Beck,  in  the  .l6th  of  Edward  I.  for  taking 
and  impounding  his  hogs,  in  Belaw,  and  Foxley,  in  a  place  collea 
l^enti,  and  the  jury  find  that  the  master  had  right  of  common  there.

In  the  Sd  of  Henry  III.  Jeffrey  Fregos  held  it  of  the  honour  of 
PeverelL  In  the  d4lh  of  that  King,  the  jury  find  that  Richard  de 
Bee  had  no  right  to  fish  unless  for  eels,  at  the  sluices  of  the  £  mills 
here ;  G^rcy  was  found,  in  the  40th  of  the  said  reign,  to  have  held 
it  in  capite,  by  ihe  fourth  part  of  a  fee,  and  Robert  was  his  son  and 
heir,  aged  84,  (EscA.)  which  Robert^  in  the  49th  of  that  King,  bad  a 
charter  for  free  warren  in  his  demesne  lands. 

Tho.  Fregox  had  also  lands  here,  but  King  Henry  tU.  on  his  taking 
part  with  the  rebellious  barons^  gave  them  to  Luke  de  Napier.^ 

On  an  inquisition  taken  in  the  Sd  of  Edward  I.  before  fVilliam  de 
GyneVf  Richard  de  Bellhous,  JVilliam  de  Merkeshale,  the  jury  &ni 
that  Geffrey  Frego^,  when  lord,  gave  to  Peier  de  Mealingt  60  acres 
of  land ;  that  'Nicholas,  son  and  heir  of  Geffrey,  sold  also  to  John  de 
Pakenham^  and  Isabel  his  wife,  five  men  cum  tot&  sequeli,  add  a  te« 
pement  of  the  J^earl v  value  of  45s.  for  the  service  of  one  pair  of  spuria 
Und  that  the  said  Nicholas  Fregoz  sold  to  the  master  of  ^ec  hospital, 
)8  acres  of  land  with  a  foldage  for  300  sheep,  and  7s.  rent  per  ann.

In  the  4th  of  Henry  V.  Edward  Lord  Burueli,  was  found  to  bt 
son  of  Sir  Hugh,  and  to  have  left  by  Jocosa  his  wife,  3  daughters  and 
coheirs ;  Joyce,  married  to  I^si^s  Erd^igton,  Esq. ;  Catkcfinct  aged 
nine;  and  Mary,  6  years,  after  married  to Hungerford. 

On  a  division  of  Uie  estate,  this  came  to  Catherine,  wbo  marued 
Sir  JoAjs  Batcijf,  ancestor  of  the  EqxIs  ot  Susses;  and  Thomas  Earl 
of  Sussex  had  hvery  of  it  in  the  4th  and  5th  of  Philip  wd  Mary. 

In  the  8th  of  Elizabeth,  William  Curson,  Esq.  was  lord  fuul  patron, 
and  his  son  I'bamas  conveyed  it  to  Sir  Edwar4  Coke,  ancestor  to  the 
Earl  of  Leicester,  the  late  lord,  wbose  lady  noj^r  enjoys  it. 

The  family  of  Charles  bad  an  interest  here,  and  p.resented  to  the 
church  in  1308,  and  l'd09« 

In  the  sad  of  Edmufd  I.  Joan  CharUjh  widow  of  WitHam  Charles 
of  Ketleburg  in  Stffialk,  was  found  to  die  seijsed  of  one  fee  hece,  held 
in  capite,  and  Edward  was  her  son  and  heir;  there  ^as  a  capital 
messuage  wiih  lands,  and  2  wateicmills  valued  ^t  WLperann^  in  xhe 
said  year  he  bad  a  grant  of  a  fair  ^  £nee  w^ijretn,  in  this  town,  and 
a  grant  .of  a  mece^,  a  f^,  and  fref»  warn^i,  ^  MUtqn  in  Horthampm 
tondnre;  be  paid  51.  relief  for  this  manor,  held  of  the  bpnqnr  of  Ho/w 
field  Peverel  io  jBitcy.  He  was  Iqr^  pf  thp*  fP«P  wd  of  fMand  in 
Norfolk,  in  the  first  yei|r  of  Edward  II.  w.hep  JT^mos  de  Spanion 
impleaded  several  of  this  lord's  tetQunts,  for  breakiog  his  fold  in  this 
lown,  4nd  it  .was  pr.oyed  th«^  ac^coidinff  to  tbe  ou^^m  aa^  practice 
of  Norfolk,  no  person  had  a  right  to  erect  a  fold  in  h's  pwn  l»v4, 
exoept  the  lord,  unless  for  soipe  partifsulfu;,  speeifd  reason  or  grant 
from  bin,  where  no  fpld  had  been  oped  ip  bfi  er^ct^d,  an(l  it  being 
proved. ttiat  the  said  Jq^,.and  bis  a^ee^cvfiu  never  b^d  any /old,  qn^ 
that  it  was  to  the  injury  and  prejudice  pf  tqe  lor^,  mid  contrnrv  tp 
the  custom  and  prjieUfce  9i  jioifiM,  the  said  Jo^ti  ,>vas  fiio^c^a  for 
80  doing. 

Edwatd  Charley,  soa  9i)$l  heir  pf  Edward,  was  lord  in  the  37  th  of 
Edward  III.  Sir  Jtoberl  Cli§rle^,  son  and  h^r  of  3ir  Edward,  was 
lord  of  this  town  and  Ketleburgh,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son.  Sir 
^homas  Charles,  and  Tham^  w^  «^n  waa  lord  in  the  Q}^  of  Edward 
JfV.  and  was  af(«r  united  io  the  id^QieiMid  lordship.

of  them  soon  after  come  to  Ralph  Pevereil,  and  this  was  by  that 
mean:!  joined  to  his  abovementioned  lordship  in  this  town;  there 
ivere  also  at  the  sorvey^  2  borderers  belonging  to  FoxUy  manor,  who 
lived  here. 


BRANDESTON  AND  GUTON.       . 

IjKANDEftTON  was  a  siiiall  lordship^  or  beraite^  belonging  to  King 
Hero/<f# great  lordship  of  Cawiton,  in  South  Erpinghatn  nnndted,  and 
at  the  conquest  was  possessed  by  King  fVilliam  f.  We  learn  from 
the  survey,  that  4  freemen  formerly  held  here  (under  Herald)  5% 
acres  of  land^  with  a  carucatt  and  a  half  and  8  acres  of  meadow^  8cc; 
and  that  it  was  valued  in  Caution,*  It  remained  in  the  Crown  many 
Tears;  King  John  granted  it  with  Caunion  to  be  held  in  capite  of 
Aim,  to  Hiihert  Burgh  Earl  of  Kent,  and  was  held  of  him  by  the 
family  of  De  Peccato,  or  Peche,  and  after  by  the  family  o(  de  Gynejf, 
as  I  shall  show. 

Cuton  was  a  considerable  town  and  lordship,  at  the  time  of  the 
sorvey,  though  now  depopulated,  and  included  in  Braudestou,  and 
was  wrote  Guthelutuna? — Leitan,  a  freeman,  was  on  the  conquest 
deprived  of  it,  and  .it  was  granted  to  Toheli  Brito  of  Briiague  in 
France,  who  attended  the  Duke  of  Normandy  into  England,  and  had 
also  the  manors  of  Calthorp,  and  of  Boton  in  South  Erpinghamy  be- 
stowed opon  him ;  and  Osiert  held  ibis  under  Teheli,  at  the  survey. 
In  Lesian*$  time,  4  canicates  of  land  belonged  to  it,  9  villains,  8cc.  17 
borderers,  &c.  t  servi,  2  carucates  in  demean,  and  4  among  the  te-' 
nants,  90  acres  of  meadow,  &c.  a  mill,  4  runci,  8  cows,  14  sleeps  of 
bees,  and  18  socmen,  and  there  were  18  socmen  with  112  acres  of 
hind,  and  one  borderer,  and  4  carucates  and  3  acres  and  an  half  of 
meadow ;  the  King  and  the  Earl  had  the  soc.  It  was  valued  before 
the  survey  at  4/.  and  then  at  6/.  per  ann,  was  one  ieuca  lvi"g»  ^Qd  half 
« Ieuca  broad,  and  paid  7^-  to  the  King's  gelt.

Tbi»  lordship  was  held  by  ibe  Manhah  Earls  of  Pembroke,  of  the 
lionour  o{  Clare,  aod  of  the  Marshals,  by  a  family  who  took  their  name 
fiom  this  town ;  all  G^arJtt  manors  came  to  Ibe  Earls  oi  Clare,  who 
were  the  capital  lords. 

Eborard  de  Bintre,  in  the  2d  of  Kine;  John,  complained  that  he 
had  been  impleaded  by  Hercbtrt  his  brotner^  in  a  court  christian,  on 
account  of  a  lay  fee ;  and  Bartholomew  de  Bintre  held  here,  and  in 
Ceyttweyt,  half  a  fee  of  the  Earl  of  Gloucester,  in  King  Henry  the 
Third's  reign,  and  Edward  I. 

In  the  nth  of  Edward  I.  John  leMarescall  held  of  the  Earl  of 
Gloucester,  the  advowson  of  this  church,  2  water-mills,  8cc.  as  appears 
by  the  escheat  rolls;  Roger  de  Bintre  was  in  the  8th  of  Edward  IL 
found  to  hold  one  fee  here,  &c.  in  the  lOlh  of  that  King,  lands  were 
settled  by  fine,  on  Richard  de  Byntu,  and  Rose  his  wife ;  and  in  the 
J9th,  Robert  de  Bintre^  chaplain,  conveyed  to  William,  son  of  John 
de  Byntre,  lands,  me8snase8,.&c. 

Tnomasdc'Byntre  vrsaiWin^in  the  18th  of  Edward  IIL  and  sealed 
wiUi  — 7-9  on  a  bend,  cottiseo, three  cross  crosslets,  with'Jfiir- 

faret  his  wife,  held  a  lordship  here,  with  one  in  Irminsland,  in  Norfolk, 
oth  which  after  came  to  William  Hastings,  of  jfylsham,  and  Sir  Jo^ 
de  Bintre,  son  of  Ralph,  had  an  interest  here  in  33d  of  Edward  III. 
Sir  John  Curson  of  Beck  hall  and  Below,  was  lord  of  Hastings  in 
the  4th  of  Edward  IV.  and  died  seized  of  it  in  the  11th  of  (hat  iTiug. 
John  Curson  of  Belaugh,  died  possessed  of  it  in  the  first  of  EdwardSX. 
and  William,  his  son  and  heir,  inherited  it ;  Thomas,  son  of  William 
Curson,  had  livery  of  it  iti  the  20th  of  Eizabeth.  These  all  held  of  the 
Marshals,  the  Morleys,  who  liad  the  patronage,  and  the  Parkers,  and 
was  sold  by  them. 

After  this,  it  was  conveyed  to  Sir  Thomas  Hunt,  Knt.  soap-boiler  of 
London;  William  Hunt  his  son,  and  Thomas \m  grandson,  inherited 
it,  and  from  this  family  it  came  to  Sir  Jacob  Jstley,  Bart,  whose

LANQETOT  MANOR- 

In  the  first  year  of  King  John,  Gilbert  de  Langetot  bought  of  William 
de  Beltomont  cf  Saxlingham,  2  knights  fees,  and  a  part  of  one  in 
Bintre*  Alexander  deliorfolk  gives  by  deed,  sunt  date,  with  the  assent 
of  his  Lady  Emma  de  Langetot,  and  the  Lady  Muriel  her  daughter 
and  heirs^  to  God  and  the  canons  of  Missenden,  in  Bucks,  all  his  land 
in  the  village  of  Binetre,  in  Norfolk,  which  Jeffrey,  son  of  William, 
and  the  saioEmma  his  wife,  gave  to  him,  for  his  services*  paying  \9d* 
per  ann,  Emma  de  Langetot,  with  the  consent  of  Muriel  her  daughter, 
.confirmed  the  same,  and  gave  l^.  of  the  tithe  of  Alan  de  Burjeld  of 
Bintre,  to  the  said  convent.*

tifler  this,  it  came  to  the  Ciirso»s,and  united  to  Ha$tings  manor. 

The  prior  of  Wabingham  had  lands  here.  Adelicia,  widow  of  Jeffrey 
Sa^nardf  of  Bynetre,  gave  rents,  as  did  Jlbinm  de  Standfoid,  and 
tVilliam  Smyth,  John,  son  of  Warine  de  Leiteytf  Robert  de  Gloze,  and 
William,  son  of  Richard  de  Thurston,  gave  lands.  Sjr  William,  son 
of  Sir  Robert  dt  Morley  9  confirmed  all  toe  lands  iu  Fohham,  Bjyntre^ 
Ceyst,  &c.  of  the  gift  of  Sir  John  Mareschall,  senior,  and  Ohva  his 
vfite,  and  to  have  court  as  they  osed  to  have,  in  the  £6ih  of  Edward 
III.  in  14i8,  their  temporalities  were  valued  at  12s.  8<f.  q. 

On  Jpril  1 1  th,  in  the  4th  of  Edward  VL  this  was  granted  to  Thmntu^ 
Sishop  of  Norwich,  and  his  successours.

In  the  parlour  window  of  Bintre  Curson^s  manoo  are  the  arms  of 
Soward  Duke  of  Norfolk ;  the  quarterings  broke.

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At  the  grand  sorvey,  Alan,  the  neat  Eail  of  Biekmond^  was  the 
capital  loid  of  this  manor,  of  whicn  Lord,  a  freeman  was  deprived, 
«pd  Godric,  the  King's  sewer  or  bailiff,  held  it  nnder  Alan :  it  then 
consisted  of  3  camcates  of  land  and  10  villains,  (3  of  these  lived  in 
Beck)  and  of  21  borderers^  two  of  these  lived  in  BilUngford;  there 
were  also  2  senri,  and  3  camcates  in  demean,  and  3  caracates  and  3 
acres  of  meadow  among  the  tenants,  pannage  for  300  hogs :  when

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How  it  passed  from  Godric,  or  when,  does  not  clearlv  appear^  bat 
this,  with  manv  other  lordships  held  by  him,  seem  at  his  death,  to 
have  eschaeted  to  the  Crown,  and  were  gfanled  by  King  Henry  II. 
^^h\t  William  de  Monte  Canisio,  or  Munchettsy,  grandson  of  Hubert 
Mmchensy,  who  lived  at  the  time  of  the  Conquest. 

Sir  fVarine  de  Munchensie  held  one  fee  here  in  demean,  in  the  SOlh 
of  Henry  III.  and  Sir  William  his  son,  was  found,  in  the  Sd  of  Ed^ 
ward  L  to  have  free  warren,  and  had  unjustly  appropriated  to  him 
the  said  liberties  in  Balderswell;  he  Was  also  found  to  hold  2  fees 
bere,  and  in  Cley,  of  the  honour  of  Richmond,  paying  90s.pera9»n. 
easlleguard  to  the  honour  of  Richmond,  which  were  extended  at  45/. 
per  am.  and  had  view  of  frankpledge,  assise  of  bread  and  beer,  &c. 
and  m  a  roll  of  gaol  delivery  at  Norwich,,  before  Richard  Boyland, 
Bud  Hervey  de  Stanhow,  and  Robert  Baynard,  knights,  justices  in  the 
11th  of  Edward  I.  several  malefactors  were  indited  for  trespasses  in 
Foxle^'park. 

This  Lord  William  left  an  only  daughter  and  heiress,  Dionysia, 
who  married  Hugh  de  Fere,  a  younger  §on  of  Robert  de  Fere  Earl  of 
Oxford,  and  dying  without  issue,  it  descended  to  Adomare  de  Fakntia

in  dower  at  whose  death,  without  issue,  it  came  by  marriage  of  Jsa- 
iel  (first  sister  and  coheir  to  Jymer  de  Falentia)  to  John  Hastings 
Lord  Abergavenny. 

John  de  Hastings  Earl  of  Pembroke,  lord  of  Wcy^ord,  and  de  Ber^ 
gavenny,  by  deed,  dated  March  2d,  in  the  43d  of  Edward  III.  con- 
•lituled  Walter  Jmyas,  parson  of  Framingham  in  Suffolk,  &c.  his 
#eoifi^e3  in  trust  for  the  manor  of  St.  Florence,  and  40/.  rent  per  ann. 
in  the  seignory  of  Castle  Martyn  in  Pembrokeshire,  in  Wales,  wit6 
the  lordships  of  Saxthorp,  Goderston,  Holckham,  and  Burgh  in  Vor^, 
folk,  held  in  dower  by  Mary  de  St.  Paul  Countess  of  Pembroke.  John 
Hastings,  the  last  of  that  name.  Earl  of  Pembroke,  dying  without, 
issue,  m  the  ISth  of  Richard  11.  Reginald  Lord  Grey  of  Ruthym 
was  found  to  be  bis  cousin  and  heir,  oF  the  whole  blood,  as  lineally 
I  \    J  Elizabeth,  sister  of  John  de  Hastings,  and  daughter  of.

In  this  family,  lords  of  Rutlyn,  and  Earls  of  Kent,  it  was  in  the . 
^h  of  Henru  VII,  when  George  Grey  Earl  of  Kent,  left  it  to  Richard . 
his  son  and  heir,  who  wasted  great  part  of  his  estate  in  gaming,  &c. . 
and  died  in  or  about  the  15lh  of  Henry  VII.  at  the  George  Inn,  in 
X^mftflrrf-street,  Loftdon,  and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  White* 
-Priart,  in  Fleet-zUeei:  he  sold  this  manor,  with  those  of  Sparham 
and  Baldeswell,  to  Sir  Charles  Somerset,  hatural  son  of  Henry  Beatt- 
fort  Duke  of  Somerset,  created  Lord  Herbert  ofGower,  and  of  Chep^ ' 
stone,  by  King  Henry  VII.  and  Earl  of  Worcester,  by  King  Henry 
VIII.  to  whom  he  was  lord  chamberlain:  by  his  will,  dated  JlfarcA , 
fil,  1524,  he  orders  bis  body  to  be  buried  in  the  collegiate  church  of 
Windsor,  hy  his  first  wife,  in  the  chapel  of  onr  Lady,  and  if  be  died 
so  tar  off  that  his  body  cannot  be  carried  to  Windsor  in  4  days,  then 
to  be  buried  in  the  next  abbey  or  priory:  gives  to  bis  wife,  Eteanw,, 
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fSOO  marks  in  plate,  and  all  his  jewels^  chainSj  8cc.  to  bis  son  Henryp 
his  harness  and  artillery;  his  goods  to  be  divided  into  3  parts,  one 

Eart  to  his  son  Henry,  another  to  his  son  George,  and  the  3d  part  to 
is  wife  Eleanor;  the  manor  of  Brickhiil,  in  Buckinghamshire,  to  his 
said  wife  fur  life^  and  after  to  his  son  George;  his  manor  oi  Bad* 
nmndrfeld,  and  Roydon  in  Suffolk,  with  those  of  Foxleu,  Baldemell, 
and  sjp^rliam,  which  he  bonght  of  Richard  Grey  Earl  of  Kent,  to  the 
said  wife,  remainder  to  the  children  and  heirs  of  him  and  her. 

i\bout  this  time,  this  lordship  was  valued  at  &5/.  per  ann»  and  9f« 
whereof  in  rent  resolute  to  the  King,  20s.perann.  and  the  bailiff's 
fee  3s.  Sd. 

Sir  George  Somerset,  3d  son  of  Sir  Charles  Earl  of  Worcester,  lord 
of  this  manor,  married  Mary,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Bore^ 
ley  of  Penhow  in  Monmoutnshire,Knirf  he  lived  at  Wickham^Brook 
lo  Suffolk.  On  an  inquisition  taken  post  mortem,  June  6,  in  the  2d  of 
Queen  Elizabeth,  he  was  found  to  die  on  May  10,  last  past,  leaving 
Charles  his  son  and  heir,  aged  24,  who  married  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  Sir  George  Griesley  of  Cotton  in  Staffordshire.   - 

After  this,  it  was  possessed  by  Sir  William  Cordel  of  Long  Melford 
in  Suffolkf  eldest  son  of  John  Cordel,  Esq.^  of  Long  Melfom,  (second 
SOD  of  Edm.  Cordel,  Esq.  of  Edmundt-on  in  Middlesex^  by  Emma  or 
fve,  daughter  of  Henry  Webbe  of  Kimbolton  in  Huntingdonshire;  Sic 
WiUiam  was  bred  a  lawyer,  was  speaker  of  the  parliatnent,  privy  coun- 
sellor, master  of  the  rolls  to  Queen  Mary*,  he  married  Mary,  daugh- 
ter and  heir  of  Richard  Clopton  of  Castelyns  in  Groten,  Suffolk,  and 
Ijiafy  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Richard  Botun  of  Lincoln^ 
Aire,  Knt.  but  died  sans  issue,  on  May  17»  in  the  23d  of  Elizabeth^ 
and  was  buried  in  the  church  of  Long  Melford,  under  a  fair  tomb, 
having  founded  an  alms-house  in  the  said  town,  and  endowed  it  well 
in  diet  and  clothes  for  the  poor.  On  bis  death  it  came  to  Francis  bis 
2d  brother,  who  died  before  he  had  livery  of  it;  then  to  Edmund,  bis 
3d  brother,  who  died  without  issue,  and  so  it  descended  to  Joan  their 
sister  and  heir,  married  to  Richard  Jllin^toth  Esq.  2d  son  of  Sir  Gi/es 
Atlington  of  Horseheath  in  Cambridgeshire;  the  said  Joan  dying  oa 
January  4,  in  the  first  year  of  King  James  I.  left  2  daughters  and 
coheirs;  Mary,  who  married  Sir  Jom  Savage  of  Clifton  in  Cheshire; 
Sir  Thomas  Savage  \f as  their  son,  created  Viscount  Savage,  and  father 
of  John,  who  was  created  Earl  Rivers,  and  sold  his  right  in  this  lord* 
ship,  Baldeswell  and  Sparham,  to  Sir  Ralph  fVinwood  of  Ditton-park 
in  Bucks,  secretary  of  state  and  privy  counsellor  to  King  James  h 
Hie  other  daughter  and  coheir,  Cordelia,  married  Sir  Jo/in  Stanhope i 
Philip,  their  son  and  heir,'  was  Earl  of  Chesterfield,  who  sojd  his  right 
or  moiety  in  the  aforesaid  lordship,  to  Sir  Ralph  fVinwood  above* 
mentioned ;  and  Richard  IVinwQod,  son  and  heir  of  Sir  Ralph,  con« 
veyed  them  to  Alexander  Pitjield,  Eso.  of  Crosiy-square,  in  London, 
who  sold  it  to  Edward  Lomb,  Esq.  of  IVeston,  in  >700,  who  presented 
in  171!^;  from  the  Lombs  it  came  to  John  Hast,  E^q.  who  presented 
in  1747,  by  Mary  his  mother,  sister  and  heir  to  John  Lomb,  clerk.

Walteb  Giffabd  Earl  of  Buch,  was  the  principal  lord  of  this 
town,  which  was  held  by  5  freemen,  who  were^  depiived  of  it ;  there 
belonged  to  it,  a  carucate  and  a  half  of  land,  with  5  bordarers,  and  4 
caracates,  and  6  acres  of  meadow^  there  was  pannage  for  8  swine^ 
^ned  then  at  iO$.  at  the  survey  at  40s.  per  ann.  the  spc  was  in  the 
kioflfs  manor  of  f^d&Aam,  now  in  Walter  i  it  was  half  a  leaca  long, 
and  half  a  one  bro^,  and  paid  syU  gelt,  whoeyer  possessed  it.^ 

Sir  Baloh  de  Geist  was  lord  in  the  reien  of  Kii^  Henry  II.  and 
hu  son  Eoorard  gave  this  lordship  with  toe  advowson  of  the  charch^ 
to  the  abbepr  of  Waliham :  Ebomrd  married  Mianore,  or  Julian^ 
daogfater  of  Reginald  de  St,  Martin,  by  whom  he  had  Moger  de  Grii 
who  confirmed  the  said  grant,  also  a  son  Je^ey,  who  cave  lands  ia 
Norton,  to  the  monastery  oiBromholm,  called  sJso  Jeffrey  Turpin,eh 
Geist.  Pope  Imoeent  confirmed  to  the  canons  of  tValtham,  their 
right  in  the  churches  of  St  Andrew  of  Geist,  of  JU-'Saints  Geist horp, 
^  and  St.  Peter%  ofGeistweyt,  given  to  them,  b^  EBorard  aforesaid^ 
with  the  consent  of  Roger  and  Richard,  8ic.  his  sons,  for  the  soul  of 
KiiM;  tienry  II.  Hubert,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  John  <^^ 
Ox^rd  Bbnop  of  Norwich,  granted  tnem  license  to  appropriate  ^e 
same. 

King  Henry  III.  in  Iiis  37lh  year,  granted  them  free  warren  in  all 
their  lands  io  Nor/b/ft,  return  of  writs^  view  of  frank  pledge,  to  be 
free  from  the  sheriffs  turn,  &c.* 

At  the  Dissolution  it  came  to  the  Crown,  and  was  granted  with 
the  advowson  of  the  vicarage,  and  appropriated  rectory,  to  Roberi

John  Sproo,  son  pf  Sichard  Sproo,  was  lord  of  South-Hall,  in  G^« 
den  Geyst  in  the  ISth  of  Richard  II.  and  Nicholas  Wychinghum  ap- 
pears by  bis  will  in  1434,  to  die  possessed  of  it,  with  a  water  mill. 

John  Banyardf  Esq  of  Norwich,  by  his  will  dated  in  1474,  Mmrck 
96,  and  proved  June  7,  gives  his  manor  of  South-hall,  in  Geysl^  to 
Ann  bis  wife  for  her  life,  after  to  be  sold  by  her  executors,  and  the 
liioney  to  be  distributed  to  pious  uses;  after  this,  Roger  Drury  of 
Hawsted  in  Suffolk^  and  Ann  his  wife,  had  an  interest  herein. 

In  the  6th  of  Edward  VI.  by  an  inquisition  taken  May  31,  Edward 
Briggs  of  Wood'Norton,  Gent,  was  found  to  die  seized  of  it  on  Janu^ 
ary  25,  last  past,  and  by  Catherine  his  wife,  daughter  of  Edward 
Cocket,  Esq.  lefl  George,  his  son  and  heir,  a^ed  21,  and  George  was

10/.  rent  of  assise  per  ann.  in  Geyst,  Geystwcyt,  B^ntre, 
Folsham,  Norton,  &c.  and  in  the  15th  of  Edwardh  the  jurv  find  that 
John  de  Save^  a  Norman,  held  it^  and  that  it  escheated  to  the;  Crown, 
and  King  Henry  granted  it  to  Aliu  de  Luton,  nurse  to  his  sou, 
Prince  Edward,  in  his  28th  year,  for  her  life,  and  that  Thomas  Ger^^ 
bcrge  then  possessed  it,  but  by  what  warrant  they  know  not;  and  in 
the  1st  of  Edward  III.  John  Gerbridge  wns  found  to  hold  half  a  fee 
here,  &c.  and  Sir  Thomas  Gerberge,  in  the  13lh  of  Henry  IV. 

On  December  IS,  in  the  36th  of  Henra  VII L  Sir  Robert  Towns-' 
end  had  a  grant  of  Luton  fee  manor,  ana  on  an  inquisition  taken  at 
Norwich,  April  26,  in  the  3d  and  4th  of  Philip  and  Mary,  he  wuf 
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c$  the  Lord  Motley ^  and  of  the  manor  of  FoUhamf  and  left  by  Alice 
hi$  wife,  daoghter  of  'Robert  Poppy,  Esq.  to  Thomas^  his  son  and  beir, 
^bo  in  tbe  1  lib  of  Elizabeth,  nassedit  to  Rowland  Hemard,  8cc.  Johm 
Chime,  Esq.  beld  it  in  the  S8tn  of  Elizabeth,  and  John  Grime,  Gent,, 
had  license  to  alien  it  in  tbe  7  tb  of  James  1. 1^  Thomas  Oxborough. 

Hagon^  who  was  one  of  the  Conqaeror's  reeves  or  bailiffs,  who 
managed  and  took  care  of  his  land  and  lordships,  bad  1(K>  acres  of 
land  in  Geisle^  with  2  villains  and  5  borderers,  and  there  were  2  ca^ 
racates  and  4  acres  of  meadow,  &c.  valued  at  208.  among  the  tenants.' 

This  came  soon  after  to  Walter  Giffard  Earl  of  Bucks^  and  so  waa 
united  to  bis  fee  or  lordship,  and  so  to  the  Earls  of  Clare. 

William  de  Beaufoe  Bisnop  of  Thetford,  had  also  a  little  tenure,  2 
socmen  witb  2  acres ;  this  belonged  to  his  capital  manor  of  Hilderston, 
wrbich  belonged  also  to  tbe  see  when  at  Elmham ;  Hugo  held  this  of 
the  Bishop,  witb  Norton^  Geistweyt,  &c.  and  was  valued  with  Hilders^ 
ton  at  tbe  survey,  at  19/.  8s.' 

The  Wi^eis  were  for  many  years  possessed  of  a  considerable  estate 
in  this  parish,  and  which  remained  in  tbe  family  till  1763,  when  Wil^ 
Uam  Wtggett  Bulwer  of  Heydon  Esq.  under  an  act  of  parliament,  sold 
all  his  lands  and  messuages  here. 

In  1680,  John  Wygott,  and  Jgnes  bis  wife  were  seized  of  lands  in 
Geist,  was  also  Roger  Wiggott  in  1590,  who  was  succeeded  hy  Peter, 
faia  son  and  heir,  who  married  Alice,  youngest  daughter  of  Simon 
Sulwere,  of  Wood-Dalling,  by  Joan  daughter  of  Peier  Alleyn.  He 
was  succeeded  by  Henry,  and  be  by  WilRam,  who  married,  the  20th

bad  7  sons ;  William,  John,  Thomas,  James,  Henry,  Peter,  and  Robert.. 

John,  the  2d  son,  was  citizen  and  alderman  of  Norwich,  and 
dying  in  1^,  was  buried  in  Whitwell  chmch^  under  a  marUe  stone^ 
with  tbb  inscription ;

Rice  fViggelt,  of  Geistwick,  Esq,  only  son  and  heir,  served  the  office 

of  high  sheriff  for  the  county  of  Norfolk,  and  dyine  September  1, 

749»  in  the  62d  year  of  his  age,  was  interred  near  bisfother,  at  GeiU; 

lo  whose  memorj^  a  mural  monument  is  erected  on  the  south  side  of 

the  chancel ;  which  is  represented  in  the  other  plate  annexed. 

He  married  Sarah,  the  eldest  daughter  6f  Ifiuiam  Bulmer  of  Wood* 
Dalling,  £sq.  by  Frances  bis  wife^  by  whom  he  had  5  sons  and  2 
daughters^  all  which  died  young,  except  the  present  Wiltiam  tViggett 
Bulwcr,  of  Ueydon,Eu\.  who  took  the  name  and^arms  ofBrnlmer  agree* 
able  to  the  will  of  his  uncle,  IVilliam  Bulwer  of  Wood Daltimt,  Esq.  {sec 
in  Wood'DuUing)  and  Dorothy.  Frances,  who  married  Dentenant 
F^wardFuUer. 

The  arms  of  Wigget,  or,  three  mnllata  sahle,  pierced  gisUs,  upon  a

We  find  the  town  to  be  called  Geggeset,  as  set  by  the  river  or  water 
and'  so  corruptly  ^eist,  and  Gitden  Geyst,  that  is  Geist  in  a  den 
or  vale,  by  the  Gill,^  that  is  the  river,  and  thus  Gilden  Morden  in 
Cambridgeshire,  and  there  is  a  town  neus'Hirsfield  in  Germany  of  this 
name;  ' 

The  Chubch  of  Gets/  is  dedicated  to  St.  Andrew,  and  there  was  a 
chapel  belonging  to  it  called  Geysthorp  chapel  dedicated  to  Jll^Saitits, 
a  hapalet,  as  1  take  it,  belonging  to  Geist;  It  was  anciently  a  rectory, 
After  that  appropriated  to  the  abbey  of  Waltham  in  Essex,  and  valued 
at  10  marks,  and  a  vicarage  being  settled,  that  was  valued  at  20s.  the 
Pftff-pence  waslOd.  the  present  valor  is  5/.

32d  of  that  King,  Reginald  Partrick  conveyed  to  Henry  Partrick  5 
messuages,  50  acres  ofland,  5  of  meadow,  3  of  wood  and  20t.  rent  in 
t^is  town,  Refham,  WhitweU,  &c.  for  life,  remainder  to  Reginald. 

WiUiam  dc  Thorpe,  and  Cecilia  bis  wife,  settled  in  the  35th  of  that 
King,  on  £«a/rir,  daughter  of  fFtV/iom  dt  Thorp,  9  messuages  and' 
lands  here,  in  Repham,  Kerdeston,  &c.  and  William  de  Thorp  had  a 
lordship,  and  a  risbt  in  the  advowson,  in  the  Sd  of  Edward  II. 

In  the  ]7ih  of  Edward  II.  John  de  Clavering  held  lands  here,  of  the 
barony  of  Moncheney,  late  the  Earl  of  Pembroke's,  ba  did  Walter  de 
CaUliorp,nxkd  the  heirs  of  De  Cressi,  of  the  said  Earl. 

Thoinas  de  Eggefcld,  clerk,  as  trustee  settled  in  the  4th  of  Edward 
III.  8  messtlages  and  several  parcels  of  land  in  Hackford,  WhitweU, 
Kerdeston  Bind  Sparham,  on  Roger  E$t  and  Joan  his  wife,  and  on 
their  sons. 

Nicholas  Wichingham  was  lord  of  Thorphatt  here,  in  the  «d  of ^ 
HetiryWl.  as  was  John  Wichingham,  Esq.  in  the  21st  of  Henry  VII. 

In  the  IQtb  of  Edward  IV.  John  Ifoydon  died  possessed  of  it,  called  * 
then  Haydon-hall,  and  in  the  4 1st  of  Elizabeth,  Sir  William  Haydon 
was  lord  of  it,  and  of  East's  manor  in  Hackford,  &c.  alias  Nugomfs.

of  tbe  said  King,  be  bad  a  charter  of  me  warren,  and  in  tbe  IStb  of 
JBdmard  L  impleaded  Jdam  de  Heveringtand  for  entering  therein^  and 
taking  bis  bares,  rabbits,  partridges,  ami  fish,  out  of  b»  ponds;  bw 
Margaret  bis  wife,  be  left  Sir  Jloger,  bi^  son  and  heir,  whom  the  15ta 
ol  Edward  I.  claimed  franic  pledge,  assise  of  bread  and  beer,  kc;'  and 
in  tbe  sgth  of  that  King,  bad  summons  to  attend  tbe  Kingat  Bermkkf 
^nat  tbe  &ol«,  and  in  tbe  9th  of  Edward  IV.  was  lord  of  Piekmrth 
in  RatlandMre^ 

He  wa9  succeeded  by  Sir  W^um  bis  son,  lord  in  tbe  l5ib  of  Ed- 
ard  II.  who  was  father  of  Sir  Roger  Gynejf,  by  EUxabetk  his  wife. 

Sir  Roger  occurs  lord  in  the  £lst  oS Edward  III.  in  which  year  be 
bad  grant  of  a  weekly  mercate,  (long  since  discontinued,)  and  of  a  fair 
on  the  lOtb  of  Augmt,  (St.  Luuren^s  day*)  which  is  atill  Itept  up.  Ha 
married  to  his  1st  wife,  EUtabetk,  and  to  his  2d  Margaret ;  bia  will  ia 
dated  at  Dilkam,jiprilO,  1 S7^  and  requires  to  be  buried  in  that  church  ; 
appoints  Margaret  hb  wife  executrix,  gives  to  John  bia  eon  Ibis  manor, 
with  that  of  DUham^  after  his  wife's  depease,  and  the  manor  of  Spix* 
wortk,  when  be  came  of  age.* 

Ifofgorer  bis  widow  was  livine  in  the  reign  of  Richard  II.  and  lad||r 
of  thia  manor,  and  John  Gffnof  kept  a  court  here  in  Ibe  Sed  of  Richard 
II.  and  by  the  name  of  Sir  John,  made  his  wilt  in  14M;  gives  his 
body  to  be  buried  in  the  church  of  tbe  Auguitine  friars  of  Norwich,  by 
tbe  grave  of  his  son  Roger;  orders  his  manor  of  Pickworth  to  be  sold 
to  Sr  Henry  IfigloH;  the  Lady  Alice  his  wife,  according  to  her  wiU 
dated  Sej^ember  SO,  in  the  17 tb  of  Henrjf  VI.  was  buried  in  tbe  chvtweik/ 
of  tbe  said  friars,  and  gave  a  tenement  in  the  parish  of  St.  Paufe  ioi 
Norwieh  to  the  friars,  to  pray  for  her  soul.' 

Tbe  will  of  tbe  Lad^  Margaret,  mother  of  Sir  John,  is  dated  EArm* 
arjf  24, 1398 ;  she  gives  him  sums  of  money,  several  silver  cops,  ke#

RoAeri  Ggnejf,  broUier  and  heir  (as  I  take  it)  to  Sir  John^  succeeded 
him;  be  married  Margpret^  daughter  and  heir  of  John  Faetolf,  retiefc

Robert  Bok,  baq.  oi  Ingham,  and  by  Gi/ney  bad  a  caoghtar  aod  beii^

of  Sir  Thomas  Comwaleys  (after  remarried  to  Richard  IVarren,  Gent. 
of  Ipswich)  be  bad  3  daughters  and  coheirs,  Margaret,  Catherine,  and 
EHzabethf  who  soon  after  their  father^s  death  conveyed  their  interest 
herein,  to  Miles  Corbet,  Esq.  and  Osbert  Mundeford,  Esq.  in  the  Brst  of 
Elizabeth;  Mary,  their  mother,  bavine  her  third  part  for  hfe;  and 
they  in  the  said  year  conveyed  it  to  Sir  Christopher  Haydon,  and  Henry 
Hobartf  Esq.  whose  son  and  heir,  James  Hobart  of  Hales^HaU,  Esq. 
passed  Us  right  to  Sir  Christopher,  who  was  lord  of  this  manor,  that 
of  Bilney'^or  Holveston*s  af\d  Montjoy  priory,  in  this  town,  in  Ibef  8tb 
of  Elizaoeth.-SiT  Christopher,  in  the  15th  of  the  said  Queen,  soU  to 
T^ofitasGaa^c/y,  ofC/ax^on,  seijeantat  law,  this  lordship,  and  that  of 
Holveston^sm  the  17th  of  that  reign,  who  conveyed  them  to  Henrtf 
Richers,  of  Swanington,  and  Edmund  bis  son,  who  in  the  1 1th  of  4hat 
Queen,  sold  ibem  to  Thomas  Hyme,  Esq.  knighted  at  Greenwich,  Jubf 
3,  l609f  citizen,  alderman  and  mayor  of  Norwich  in  1604,  Y609>''8nd 
I6l6;  son  of  Clement  Hume,  Esq.  mayor  in  1593,  by  Margaret  his 

wife,  daughter  of  John  frysse,  ana  relict  of JtftfiifAy,-Genl. 

of  Norwich f  and  Clement  was  son  of  Nicholas  Hyrne,  of  Drayton;  Gent. 
Sir  Thomas  was  sheriff  of  Noifolk  in  the  18lb  of  James  I.  and  by 
Sibilla,  his  wife,  daughter  of  Richard  Baker,  of  Cambridgeshire ,  was 
father  of  C/emeitf  Heme,  Esq.  who  married  two  wives,  Anne,  daugh- 
ter and  heir. of  JoAn  Thurston  of  Hoxne,  in  SufolkyEaq.  stud  Mary, 
daughter  of  Sir  John  Knevet;  by  Anne  be  had  I^homas  Hyme,^Esq. 
wt)o  left  by  Ann,  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  William  nobart,  of 
Twayt,  Esq.  relict  of  Nicholas  Bacon,  son  of  Sir  Robert  Bacon,  Cle-

Another  lordship  also  was  orranted  to  Revnaldf  ontof  which  Edrie^^A 
ejected  at  the  conquest,  held  of  Reynald  by  Herimne,  containing  100 
acres  of  land,  3  borderers^  one  servos,  a  carucale  in  demean,  &c.  and 
£  socmen  had  l6  acres  of  land  with  t6  of  meadow,  and  half  acara* 
cate,  &c.  valued  at  dOs.* 

In  the  fiOth  of  Henry  III.  William  deHenecoie  held  a  quarter  of  a 
fee  of  the  heirs  of  William  de  Nerford,  and  he  of  the  Earl  ^Gloucester 
and  Clare,  into  which  family  all  the  lordships  that  ReynaldheXA  at  the 
survey  came,  and  Peter  de  Narford  granted  lands  sans  date,  tg  Wilm 
Ham  reche, 

Simon,  son  o(  Jeffrey  Peehe,  granted  lands  here  to  Peter  de  Bjfbuy^ 
Ion  of  John,  by  deed,  sans  date ;  Peter  de  Bulney,  and  Roger  his  son, 
bad  an  interest  in  this  town,  in  the  42d  of  Henry  IIL  -  Sir  Bo^er  de 
Bilney  was  lord  in  the  Sd  oi Edward  1.  and  granted  lands  to  Richard 
de  Holaode,  pa^ine  2s*  Id^per  ann.  and  doing  suit  of  court  twice  in 
the  year;  and  m  the  8th  of  Edward  IL  Roger  de  Bilney  held  of  Sir 
George  de  Gyney,  by  knight's  service,  lands  and  tenements  here^  valued 
at  £0/.  per  ann. 

In  the  I6th  of  Edward  II.  Sir  Roger  levied  a  fine  of  9  messuages, 
140  acres  of  land,  13  of  meadow,  10  of  pasture,  30  of  heath,  o  of 
marsh,  and  60s.  rent  in  this  town,  Felthorp,  Causton,  &c.  settled  on 
Rwr  tor  life,  remainder  to  John  and  his  heirs ;  and  in  the  said  year, 
SitRoger  founded  the  north  isle  of  this  church,  and  a  chantry  there 
for  2  cbaplains,  and  had  license  to  settle  I0/«  per  ann.  in  lands,  for 
their  support. 

John  de  Holveston  died  lord  in  the  28th  of  Edward  III.  and  was 
buried  in  the  church  of  the  Friars^Aiistin  of  Norwich;  AmabiBa  his 

wife  remarried Maloysel,  and  was  buried  by  him  in  1383; 

Thomas  de  Holveston  was  their  son  and  heir,  aged  14,  at  bis  father's 
death  (afterwards  a  knight),  but  died  about  the  38th  of  the  aforesaid 
Kiner,  in  which  year  tne  Lady  Isabella  de  Holveston,  and  her  son 
Wiuiam^  leased  lands  in  this  town;  he  was  living  rn  the  43th  of  Ed" 
%oard  IIL  and  in  the  2d  of  Henry  V.  but  died  s6on  after,  leaving  3 
daughters  and  coheirs;  Anne,  Mary,  and  Catherine,  all  livine  in  the 
7th  of  Henry  V.  Catherine  married  William  Botiler^  and  in  the  17th 
of  Henr^  Vl.  they  conveyed  by  fine,  to  Sir  Henry  Ingloss,  their  gd 
part  of  tnis  manor ;  Robert  his  2d  son  possessed  it  by  his  father's  will,* 
and  his  daughter,  and  heir,  Catherine,  brought  by  marriiige  to  Richard

Sir  Thomoi  Hyme,  and  became  anited  to  the  manor  ofHevtriand.

Bainald  had  also  the  grant  of  a  lordsbin,  of  which  Ulketel,  a  freeman, 
was  (deprived,  and  held  at  the  survey  by  Ranulf:  half  a  canicate  of 
land,  belonged  to  itj  with  4  borderers,  one  carucate  in  demean,  and 
6  acres  of  meadow,  Sec.  valued  at  ^0$.  The  whole  town  was  one 
leaca  long,  and  one  broad,  and  paid  7d.  selt,  to  the  King.* 

It  was  foonded  by  William  de  Qjfney,  uurd  of  Heverland,  in  a  place 
there  called  Thwejft,  about  the  reign  of  King  Sichard  I.  Baldwim  d^ 
Cyney,  and  J  amende  Gyney^  were  witnesses  to  the  charter  of  its  foun* 
datiq'n,  and  R^er  de  Gyney  gave  2  parts  of  his  demeans  here  to  tht 
abbey  of  Bee,  \h  Hormandy.* 

TScwcourt  says  that  the  brethren  or  fraternity  of  Mountjoy  was  an 
order  of  knightnood  established  at  Jerusalem,  by  Pope  Alaofnder  IIL 
and  confirmed  in  1185,  under  St.  BasiFe  rule  :*  but  this  priory  is  ge* 
nerally  said  to  have  been  for  canons  of  the  order  of  St.  Austin^  and  ttio 
patronage  was  always  in  the  lords  of  this  manor. 

In.  the  £Oth  of  Henry  III.  John  Shelian  held  a  quarter  of  a  fee  of 
the  heirs  of  Ntuford,  and  gave  them  lands,  and  in  the  Ath  of  thai 
King,  Peter  de  Nerford  gave  the  rectory  of  Stanfield  in  SuffoOi;  in 
the  saidj^ear,*'  Pope  Clem.  IV.  granted  hcense  that  they  might  enjoy 
*'  all  their  goods,  lands,  tic.  which  they  already  held,  or  should  bo 
''  hereafter  possessed  of,  and  bestowed  on  them,  to  be  exempt  froni 
^  payment  of  titlies  of  their  plowed  lands,  newly  broke  up,  and  culti* 
f  vs^  by  them,  and  of  their  increase  of  cattle;  that  in  the  time  of 
^  interdicts  they  might  celebrate  divine  service  with  a  low  voice,  and 
^  their  gates  shut,  and  persons  excommunicated,  excluded ;  that  no 
^  person  might  erect  a  chapel  in  the  parish,. without  the  diocesao^s 
^  and  their  leave ;  that  no  archbishop,  bisbop,  archdeacon,  tie.  shool^ 
^  exact  any  customs  of  them ;  that  they  should  have  liberty  to  bury 
^  any  person  in  their  priory,  8cc.^'  To  this  boll  are  the  names  of 
several  cardinals.  Simon,  son  o(  Jeffrey  Peche,  was  a  benefactorA^sant^ 
date.

JoAis  de  Skelian  after  this,  sold  his  manor  to  this  priory,  reserving 
to  himself  1 1  marks,  and  a  stone  of  wool  per  tfitn.  for  life ;  and  in  toe 
17  th  of  Edward  III.  he  relea^MMl  to  them  5  marks  and  an  half  orr  «iMi. 
and  the  wool.  In  the  said  year  John  de  Hetdeuo,  and  John  Fode, 
chaplains,  had  license  to  amortise  8  messuaffes,  77  acres  of  land  and 
meadow,  10  and  an  half  of  pasture,  13  of  nealh,  and  7^.  7d.  rent  in 
this  town,  Felihorp,  &c.  the  gift  o(  Martin,  rector  of  Brandeeion,  and 
Thoautif  vicar  of  ntverland. 

Peter,  rector  of  Jrmin^land,  gave  them  lands  there,  and  the  advow- 
son  of  the  church,  with  lands  in  FdtHorp,  Brandettou,  &c. 

Tkomas  de  fVhitewell,  rector  of  Felthorp,  gave  all  his  lands,  rent^ 
and  services,  with  a  fold-course  and  heath  in  Felthorp,  for  a  pension 
paid  him  yearly,  for  the  souls  pf  bis  father  Sichard,  and  JHee  bis 
mother. 

In  the'SOth  of  Edward  III.  the  prior  was  found  to  bold  the  fourth 
part  tof  a  fee  of  the  heir  of  nomas  de  Neiford,  and  he  of  the  Earl  pf 
Ghueetter  and  Clare,  which  John  de  Shdton  formelfly  held;  and  in 
the  33d  of  that  King  bad  a  patent  for  tenements  in  this  town  an4 
Felthorp. 

Pope  Urban  by  his  bull  dated  at  Avignon,  d  of  the  nones  of  Majfp 
in  the  £d  year  or  his  pontificate,  and  38th  of  Edward  III.  granted  a 
special  privileffe,  that  whosoever  b^ing  truly  penitent  and  confessed^ 
inould  vbit  their  church  on  Cliristroas-day,  the  Circumcision,  Epi* 
pbany,  Easter-day,  the  Resurrection,  Ascension,  Pentecost,  the  Nati* 
vity.  Circumcision,  Purification,  and  Assumption  of  the  blessed  Virgin, 
nativity  of  St.  John  Qaptist,  St.  P^er  and  St.  Paufe,  or  St.  Laurenc^e 
day,  should  have  a  year  and  40  days  released  of  penance  enjoined 
them  f  by  another  biull  he  took  this  house  into  bis  immediate  protec- 
lioh,  and  by  a  3d  bull  gave  the  prior  of  EMley  in  Suffolk,  power  to 
ezoommuioicate  all  those  who  withheld  any  lands,  goods,  rents,  tithes^ 
be.  from  th^m ;  and  in'H^,  Pope  Martin  muted  a  bull  of  induU 
genee  to  the  repair  of  it/  •   .      .

,  It  was  suppressed  in  1588,  before  the  general  dissolution,  by  a  bull 
of  Pope  Clenuntf  in  order  to  iendow  Carainfil  fVobejfs  college  at  Ip^ 
ewich;  but  on  the  atuinder  of  that  Caidinal,it  was  seized  by  fftffionl 
fia/es,  lord  of  Haverland,  patron  of  it,  as  an  escheat  to  bim,  and  so 
was  united  to  his  k>rdship;  but  some  of  ^if  not  all)  tbe  lands  belong* 
ing  to  It,  were,  September  8,  ao.  17  of  Ehxabeth»  granusd  as  concealed 
lands  belonging  to  the  prioir  with  nessoa^,  &c*  in  the  loonre  of 
John  Daey.  Sir  Chritiopher  I/eydonhmithu  lordship  and  priory  be* 
torn  this,  and  had  conveyed  it  to  the  said  Davy;  and  on  this^  Sir

The  said  Bishop,  William  de  Beaufoe,  held  also  in  bis  own  right,  as 
a  lay  fee,  another  lordship,  held  by  Renold,  a  freeman ;  before  the 
survey  30  acres  of  land,  (of  this  Renold  Bishop  Ailmcr  was  only  pro- 
tector, or  had  the  commendation  only,)  S  villains,  3  borderers,  and  2 
carucates  belonged  to  them  and  the  tenants,  valued  at  10s.  it  was  one 
leuca  and  an  half  long,  and  one  broad,  and  paid  lid.  gelt.*

Rebecca,  their  sister  and  coheir,  married  FrancisJmfSon,  attorney,  of 
Norwich,  and  lord ;  Elizabeth  her  sister  married  Daniel  WesthalL

H^u^  de  KerdesiOi^  held  it  by  ooefeeand  an  half  of  the  barony,  of 
Bainard,  and  IVilliamde  Kerdeston  ip  the  26th  of  Henry  111.  in  the^ 
43d  of  Henty  III.  John  de  JEschaUn,  and  Jlicc  hh  mfe,  conveyed  by 
fine  to  JFulk  de  Kerdeston,  one  caracate  of  land  herei  and  in  Rejham. 

John  de  Kerdeston  was  livino;  in  King  Henry  the  Third's  reign ; 
and  in  Uie  15th  of  Edward  I.  Wxlliam  de  Kerdeston  claimed  free  wai^ 
ren  in  bis  demean  lands.  Roger  de  Kerdeston  died  in  the  1  ith  of  E^ 
ward  III.  and  Ifilliam  was  foand  to  be  bis  son  and  heir,  aged  SO ;  h^Q 
was  aknight»  and  died  about  the  35th  of  Edward  III.  apd  William 
was  his  son  and  heir,  by  Joan  de  Brews,  (daughter  of  Edmund  Baeon^ 
Esq.)  his  first  wife,  by  Margery  he  had  a  daughter  Maud,  who  was. 
the  wife  of  John  Burgherst,  father  of  Sir  John  Burgherst,  lord  of 
JEwelme  in  Oxfordshire. 

In  the  Sd  of  Henry  IV.  Sir  Leonard  de  Kerdeston  held  half  a  fee  of 
the  barony  of  Baynard,  and  8  parts  of  the  3d  part  of  a  fee  of  William . 
de  Clapton,  of  the  dutchy  of  Lancaster. 

Sir  Thomas  Kerdeston,  lord,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  were  liviniE  ia 
the  4th  and  in  the  14th  of  Henry  VI.  when  William  de  la  Pole  Earl 
of  Suffolk,  and  Alice  his  wife,  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas  Chaucer^ 
£sq.  son  of  the  famous  poet  of  that  age,  (and  late  relict  of  Sir  John 
Pmip,)  released  to  Sir  Thomas,  all  their  right  in  this  manor,^  (for- 
merly Sir  William  Kerdeston's,  son  and  heir  of  Sir  Roger;)  it  is  lo  be 
observed,  that  Chaucer  married  Maud,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Sir 
John  Burgherst  abovementioned.  Sir  Thomas  save  300  marks  to  the 
Aufnutine  friars  of  Norwich,  to  find  three  of  tneir  friars  to  celebrate 
forhis  soul,  and  of  Elixabethp  and  Philippa  bis  wife,  daughter  of  Sir 
John  Trussell,  Knt.  in  1448.' 

In  the  fiOth  of  Hemy  VL  this  lordship  was  settled  on  William  Mar- 

Jois  oi  Suffolk,  and  Alice  his  wife;  Sir  Thomas  Kerdeston  left  a 
anghler  and  h^xr,  Elizabeth,  married  to  Sir  Terry  Robsert,  but  I  do 
not  find  she  had  an  interest  herein  ;  John  Delapole  Duke  of  Suffolk, 
and  Edmund  his  son,  (as  heirs  of  William  Duke  of  Suffolk,)  enjoying 
it,  for  in  the  22d  of  Hemry  VILSir  John  Peche  had  a  grant  from  that 
King  of  this  lordship  of  Kerdeston,  valued  at  24  f>er  ann.  fon  June  5,) 
parcel  of  the  lands  of  Edmund  de  la  Pole  Earl  oi  Suffolk. 

Sir  Robert  Drury,Sir  JohnHaydon,  &c.  petitioned  King  Henry

.  Sir  John  de  Faux*s  lordship  of  Hackford  extended  into,  this  town ; 
he  obtained,  in  the  5tb  of  Edwqrd.  L  a  charter  for  a  weeklv  odertyite 
on  Saturday,  and  a  fair  on  the  eve,  day>  and  morrow  after  the  feast  of 
St.  Peter  and  St..  Paul.  It  is  a  little  town,  and  was  remarkable  fori 
churches  being  erected  in  one  cemetery,  vis.  of  Refham,  WhitwellphxA 
Hadford,  adjoining  little  villages,  two  of  these  are  still  staodiog,  bul 
that  of  Hadfford  has  been  long  since  burnt. 

The  church  of  Refham  serve3  also  for  the  village  of  KeTicslton»M

*  and  in  the  47th  of  that  King,  Sir  John  de  Norwich,  the  last  of  that 
family,  conveyed  to  Sir  John  de  Plays,  Sir  Robert  Howard,  Sir  Roger 
Boys,  &c.  this  manor  in  trust,  to  settle  it  on  his  college  of  J/e/^cng- 
ham,  in  Sj0olk,  and  Sir  Rjoger  Boys,  by  patent,  granted  in  the  5th  of 
Richard  if.  settled  it  accordingly,  and  it  was  held  by  a  quarter  of  a 
fee  of  the  honour  of  Richmond. 

At  the  dissolution  of  this  college,  April  8,  it  was  granted  by  King 
Henry  VIII.  in  his  SSd  year,  to  Sir  Anthony  Denny,  on  April  14, 
following,  and  in  this  family  it  continued  till  sold  to  the  Earl  of  Yar* 
mouth,  and  was  purchased  by  the  Lord  Anson,  who  presented  in  17579 
>K*hose  brother,  Thomas  Anson,  £sq.  is  the  present  lord :  this  lordship, 
in  Sir  Anthony  Denny*s  time,  paid  a  rent  of  25s.  per  ann.  (Richmond 
fee)  to  the  lord  of  Swajham,  in  Norfolk,  but  his  heirs  were  discharged 
by  letters  patent. 

Sir  Robert  Hovell  claimed  part  of  this  manor  and  patronage,  as  a 
gift  from  Sir  Hugh  Cressy,  and  granted,  by  fine,  his  right  of  patron- 
age of  the  church,  to  Richard,  abbot  of  St.  May  of  Sibeton  in  Suf 
folk,  with  land  called  Hodesaker,  in  the  53d  of  Ifenry  III.  hot  Walter, 
abbot  of  Sibeton  regranled  it  to  Robert  Fitz-Roger,  in  the  10th  of 
Edward  I.  and  after  this,  recovered  seizen  of  this  Sd  part,  valued  at 
10/.  per  ann.  against  Walter  de  Langton  Bishop  of  Litchfield  and 
Coventry,  and  Hugh  Hovel,  and  had  45/.  damages  allowed  hira,  and- 
the  deed  by  which  the  Hovells  claimed  was  proved  a  forgery.

Here  was  in  ancient  days,  a  religions  house  or  nunnery,  which  is 
said  to  have  been  removed  to  Thetjord,  about  1 176,  at  the  request  of 
John  of  Oxford  Bishop  of  Nojwich,  Jeffrey  Ridcll,  archdeacon  of 
Canterbury,  and  William  de  Camera,  sheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk, 
but  it  was  rather  after  this.  In  the  34th  of  Henry  III.  mention  ii 
made  in  a  pleading  of  the  house  of  the  nuns  at  Lingf  and  in  the 
15th  of  Edztard  I.  the  jurv  found  the  claim  of  the  prioress  of  St. 
George,  in  Thetford,  for  a  fair  at  Lyng,  on  ihe  feast  of  St.  Edmund 

Jrearly.  In  the  l6th  of  Henry  VI.  the  prioress  aliened  by  the  King's 
icense,  to  the  parson  of  Ling,  St.  Edmund's  chapel,  belonging  to  the 
late  nunnery,  with  several  lands  here,  paying  4  marks  per  ann.  viz.  G 
acres  of  land,  S  of  meadow,  5$.  Qd.  rent,  vvith  a  messuage ;  also  6  acres 
of  land  with  32s.  Ad,  rent,  in  Ftltwell;  a  moor  and  a  fishery  at  Hoek' 
wold,  held  of  the  manor  of  Southall  in  Feltwell,  with  lands  and  teue-* 
ments  in  Foulden.

William  Bsauvob's  lordship  of  Helmingham  extended 
into  this  town,  and  was  the  capital  manor  of  it,  being  that  lordship 
ivbich  he  held  in  his  own  risht,  as  a  lay  fee,  and  granted  to  him  by 
the  Conqueror,  on  the  expqlsion  of  Renold,  as  may  be  seen  there :  as 
the  same  lords  at  all  times  possessed  it,  I  refer  the  reader  to  that  town. 

Walter  Giffard  Earl  of  Bucks  had  also  a  small  fee,  out  of  which  3 
fireemen  were  e|ected|  who  had  60  acres  of  land  and  a  carucate,  with 
fi  camcates  ana  2  acres  of  meadow,  valued  at  \0s.  The  soc  belonsed 
to  the  KiQic's  manor  of  Folsham,  in  King  Edward^s  reign,  but  now  oe- 
lo^ged  to  Walter* 

J  dam  dc  Lions  held  part  of  this  in  the  rei^n  o{  Henry  III.  (see  Lions 
inanor  in  Weston,)  and  Simon  JSsf,in  the  said  reign ;  see  £asl'i  manor 
in  Helmingham.

William  Jtmere  paid  a 
fine  of  20/.  on  his  entnr  to  part  of  it,  and  Thomas  Almere  in  tne  22d 
of  Henry  VII.  paid  a  fine  to  John  Earl  of  Oxford,  high  steward  of 
the  honour  of  u/af^. 

fVUHam  Aimere  of  Bin^nd  paid  20/.  fine  on  his  entnr  on  party 
(on  the  death  of  his  father  rAoflMt,)  in  the  6th  of  Edward  Vl.  June^, 
and  Firmin  Neave  paid  his  fine  in  the  dOth  of  Elizabeth,  to  Nicholas 
Bacon,  Esq.  then  high  steward,  on  his  purchasing  this  part  of  TAoimt 
Atmere,  and  the  Lt  Neva  possessed  it  in  1640. 

Firman  Keve  and  Mary  his  wife  sold  all  his  lands  here  to  Franek 
Neve  of  WuMngham,  Esq.  on  March  14, 1634 ;  and  Francis  in  1640^ 
gave  them  to  Henry,  son  of  his  late  brother  Robert ;  and  Francis,  soa 
of  Henry,  gave  them  to  Oliver  It  Neve  of  fVichingham.

The  Chubch  of  Ringland  was  formerly  a  reciorf,  valued  at  9 
marks,  and  paid  Peter^nce  \1d.  Julian  de  Swatmeld,  lord  of  the 
manor  under  Bishop  Eeavfoe,  gave  this  rectory  to  the  abbey  of  West 
Dcrham,  which  was  confirmed  to  them  by  King  John  in  his  2d  year^ 
but  in  ihe  21\!ti  of  Edward  I.  an  assise  was  brought  by  27ioiniMdl^ 
Helmingham.  against  the  abbot  for  this  church,  wherein  it  is  set  forth 
that  Jukanae  Svathfield,  his  ancestor  held  it,  who  had  issue,  Thomas, 
who  had  fVilliam,  father  of  Peter,  who  had  Thomas,  the  present  pe- 
tent,  but  the  abbot  maintained  his  right,  produciujg;  the  grant  of  «/if« 
Uan,  and  the  confirmation  of  the  appropnation  ofthe  church  by  tha 
Bishop  and  prior  of  Norwich,  so  that  the  church  was  appropriated  at 
that  time,  and  probably  on  the  grant  of  it  in  King  John*s  time,  when 
a  vicarage  was  settled,  valued  in  1293  at  26s.  8d.;  the  present  valor  if 
OA'lfit.  and  is  discharged  of  first  fruits  and  tenths,

T^HB  principal  lordship  of  this  town  was  granted  at  the  Conmiesi  to 
Godrie  the  King's  sewer  or  steward,  and  was  held  b?  him  of  the  King,  M 
the  grand  survey,  of  which  Edwin,  a  freeman,  (as  the  book  of  Dom^dajf 
sets  forth)  was  lord  in  King  Edward^s  reign,  and  now  deprived ;  this 
Edwin  was  (as  I  take  it)  the  great  Earl  of  Mercia,  and  it  is  to  be  ob^ 
served  that  the  Conqueror's  resentment  was  so  great,  that  titles'  of 
honour  are  not  bestowed,  for  the  most  part,  on  the  greatest  English 
noblemen  who  were  living  and  held  estates  before  the  Conquest  i 
Harold  King  of  England,  Godwin  Earl  of  Kent,  his  father,  Sec.  are 
styled  freemen.  In  Edwins  time  here  were  two  crucates  of  land,  % 
villains,  16  borderers,  £.8er.Yi>  £  carucat^-  in  demean^  4  amiMig  the 
tenants,  with  6  acres  of  meadow,  the  moiety  of  a  mill,  paunage  foE 
100  swine.

AfterthedeathofGoJm,  this  lordship  came  the  Crown,  and  was 
granted  by  King  Henry  II.  to  Sir  WiUiam  de  Mantehensg,  grandson 
of  Hubert  de  Monte  CanUio,  who  came  into  England  with  the  Con« 
queror,  in  which  family  it  continued  till  Dumysia,  only  daaghter  and 
lieir  of  fVilliam  Lord  MoiUchenty,  brought  it  by  marriage  to  Sir  Hw^h 
de  Fere,  a  younger  son  of  the  Earl  of  (Jxford,  who  presented  to  thk 
church  in  1303;  on  her  death,  s.p.  it  descended  to  Jdomare  de  Fa* 
lentia  Earl  of  Pembroke,  son  and  heir  of  fVilliam  de  Faleniia  Earl  of 
Pembroke,  by  Joan,  his  wife,  sister  of  fVilliam  Lord  Montchensif,  and 
aunt  of  the  aforesaid  Diomsia.  On  the  death  of  the  sdd  Atfbner, 
in  the  I7th  of  Edward  IL  lAary  de  St.  Paul  Countess  of  Pembroke, 
his  late  wife,  held  it,  and  on  her  death  it  was  assigned  to  Isabel,  (first 
sister  and  coheir  to  Jdomare,)  the  wife  of  John  Hustings  Lord  Aber^ 
gavenny ;  in  this  family  it  remained,  till  4he  decease  of  John  Hastings 
£arl  of  Pembroke,  s,p.  in  the  13th  of  Richard  IL  when  Reginald 
Lord  Greu  of  Ruthyn,  was  found  to  be  his  cousin  and  heir,  lineally 
descended  from  £/i;ea^M,  sister  of  JoAn  de  Hastings,  and  dauffhler 
of  John  de  Hastings  Lord  of  Abergavenn^fhy  Isabm,  sister  ana  co« 
heir  of  Adomarc  w  Faleutia  Earl  of  Pembroke. 

The  lords  abovementioned  held  tn  capite,  and  this  lordship  was  held 
of  them,  by  the  family  of  De  Stivekejf,  ot  Stewkeu;  Bartholomew, 
•on  of  Hubert  de  Stivekey,  held  a  quarter  of  a  fee  in  the  80th  of  Henry

Halph  had  2  of  these  socmen  when 
he  forfeited,  and  they  held  IS  acres  valued  at  QOd.  the  whole  wad 
then  valued  at  5L  at  the  survev  at  ?/•  it  was  one  leuca  long,  and  half 
a  one  brdad>  and  paid  1  \d.  gelt  to  the  King.'  Ralph  here  mentioned 
was  Earl  of  Norfolk  and  lora  of  this  town,  which  be  possessed  till  he 
lost  it  for  his  rebellion,  and  ^as  granted  thento  the  Earl  fVarrt^lot^f 
as  we  find,  at  the  survey, 

A  moietv  of  this  town  constituted  what  was  afterwards  called  JTty- 
4foit,  (which  town  is  not  mentioned  in  Domesday  Book,)  and  the  other

The  ancient  family  of  LeJ2us  or  Rufus;  was  enfeoft  of  this  soon

Kins  Henry  III.'  in  his  1 1th  year  granted  to  Hugh  Rufus,  son  and 
tieir  of  Emald,  a  weekly  mercate  here,  on  Friday » with  one  at  WodC" 
bridge,  on  Wednesday,  and  the  said  Emald,  son  ofEmard  the  second, 
In  the  3d  of  King  John,  gave  by  deed  for  his  soul's  health  and  that  of 
lis  wife  Isabel,  and  his  ancestors,  and  all  the  fiiithftil  deceased,  in  pure 
alms,  to  God,  St.  Mary,  and  the  church  of  Wodebryge,  and  the  canons 
thereof,  all  the  thhe  of  Northaghe  and  Hvntemyk,  in  the  village  of 
4Siadbrook,  saving  a  pension  of  4>.  per  ann.  to  be  paid  to  the  m*ior  and 
convent  of  Eye;  dated  at  Wytingham,  in  1201 ;  and  this  Emald  is 
called  in  the  register  of  the  priory  of  Eye^  patron  of  Wodebrigge.

In  the  5th  of  Edward  L  Sir  Ridiard  de  Breu$e  and  Alice  bis  wife 

five  lands  in  Thurleston,  in  Suffolk,  to  the  canons  of  St.  Peter  and  St, 
aul  of  Iptwich,  and  in  the  15th  he  claimed  view  of  frankpledge, 
« assise  of  bread  and  beer  in  Salle ;  and  died  as  appears  from  the  eschaet 

*  rolls,  in  85th  of  the  said  King ;  AUce  his  wife  survived  him,  and  died 
in  the  ^th,  and  Gyles  was  her  son  and  heir,  aged  28 :  this  manor  was  - 
then  valued  at  18/.  lOs^pcr  ann,  and  was  held  of  WiUiam  de  Say,  by 
the  service  of  one  fee.

The  church  is  a  stately  pile,  built  chiefly  of  freeslone,  in  form  of  a ' 
cathedral,  consisting  of  a  nave,  a  north  and  south  isle  with  2- cross  ' 
isles,  and  a  chancel  covered  withJead,  and  a  lofty,  strong,  four-square 
tower  at  the  west  end,  on  which  are  cai  ved  the  arms  of  St.  Peter  and 
St.  Paul,  of  the  cruoAfixion,  &c.  of  Brews  and  Mauteby,  MorUy, 
Kerdeston,  &c. ;  benefactors,  no  doubt^  to  this  work,  which  was  built 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  VI. 

Over  the  south  porch,  and  on  the  battlements  of  the  south  cross 
isle,  are  the  arms  of  Brigg,^and  in  many  parts  on  the  church,  those  of 
Delapole  Duke  of  Suffolk,  and  Wingjield,  quarterly,  who  was,  as  I  take 
it,  principal  benefactor  or  builder. 

The  chancel  is 40  feet  long;  in  the  east  window  are  the  arms  of 
D.elapole  and  Wingjield,  Quarterly ;  and  Quarterly,  gules  and  argent^ 
in  the  first  quarter,  an  eagle  displayed,  or,  PhelipsL^xA  Bardolf^-^uid 
azure,  3  cinqueibils,  or,  in  the  2d  and  3d  quarter,  Bardol/Loid 
Bardolf.

^Jl  H 1 8  Tillage  is  not  mentioned  in  the  book  of  Domesdiw;  part  of  it 
18  accounted  for  under  the  King's  manor  of  FoUham,  of  which  it  was  a 
member^  and  valued  with  it ;  part  of  it  also  belonged  to  the  Earl  War* 
ren's  manor  of  Kerdesion. 

It  remained  in  the  Crown  till  KingRiekard  I.  granted  it  with  JFb/s^ 
ham  to  Baldwin  de  Betun  Earl  of  Albemarle  and  Holdenusi,  and 
from  him  it  came  io  fVilHam  Marshal  Earl  ofPembrpkt;  ahdJoAa 
de  lfar(&i/,as  lord,  gave  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  to  the  priory  of 
fVaUngham,  the  advowson  of  the  ciinrch  of  Themilthorpe, 

^  King  Henry  III.  in  his  28th  year,  granted  to  JHce  LiUon^  nnrae  to 
his  son  J  Price  Edward,  for  her  maintenance  during  life,  the  land  of 
John  de  Save,  a  Norman,  which  came  to  the  Kins  as  an  escheat,  John 
(asl  takeit)  beiiie  a  rebel ;  and  in  the  43d  of  that  King,  a  fine  was 
leviedbetween  nilliam,  son  of  William  o(  Great  Yarmouth,%nd  Johm 
fjiUQn,vcaA  JRce  hii wife,  who  convened  to  William  this  land  of  10/. 
perann*  called  Luion^Fee,  lying  in  this  town,  FoUham,  GeyMt,  Wood^ 
norion.  Balling,  &c. :  and  in  the  15th  o(  Edward  L  Thomae  Gerberge,

In  the  reign  of /feiiry  VIII.  Siix  Rjobert  Townsend  had  a  grant  of 
Luton-Fee,  &c.  as  in  Geisi. 

In  the  8th  of  King  John,  a  fine  was  levied  between  Muriel,  widow 
of  William  de  Bellomonie,  and  fVilliam  de  Bellomonte  her  son,  of  the 
dower  of  Muriel  in  this  town ;  and  William  de  Bellomonte  confirmed 
to  the  priory  of  Castleacre  2  parts  of  the  tithe  of  his  demeans  here, 
and  in  Kerdeston,  held  of  the  Earl  Warren;  and  in  the  14th  of  Henry 
IIL  Robert  de  Thymelthorp  bad  lands,  and  paid  half  for  a  writ  called 
apone^ 

Warine  Fltz-Hugh  had  an  interest  here  in  the  17th  o{ Edward  1. 
by  Alice  his  wife,  relict  of  John  de  St..  Clare ;  he  had  £  daughters  and 
coheirs ;  Mabil  married  to  Robert  de  St.  Ia/b,  aud  Alice  to  Walter  de 
Clopton,  who  contended  for  the  lands  of  narine,  in  Cowling,  Suffolk, 
this  town,  Kerdeston,  Repham,  and  East  JBarsham,  Norfolk;  and  on 
a  division  of  the  estate,  Mabil  had  Cowling,  and  Alice  me  other  towns 
and  lands. 

William  de  Clopton  held  here  and  in  Kerdestm,  in  the  £Oth  of  £c2- 
ward  IK.  the  3d  part  of  a  fee,  and  Hugh  de  Burgolion,  in  the  said 
towns,  a  3d  part  of  the  Earl  Warren^s  fee ;  Williafn  de  Kerdeston,  also , 
two  parts  of  a  third  part  of  a  fee,  of  William  de  Clopton.

jried  Ursula  Thorisby,  and  conveyed  it  in  or  about  i66Q,  lo  Erasmm

^w.  Earl,  Esq.  died  lord  and  patron  in  176-,  leaving  Brasmm  bis  soa 
ana  beir,  who  dying  unmarried, his  sister  and  heir  brought  it  by  marriaga 
to  William  Wigget  Bulwer,  Esq.  now  lord  in  1764.    oee  in  StisUon.

Ibis  town  is  not  mentioned  in  Domesday  Book,  being  accoonted 
for  under  the  lordship  of  Walter  Giffard  Earl  of  Bucks,  in  Bintre,  and 
tinder  the  lordship  of  Stpanton  in  Folsham,  then  in  the  Kin^s  hands ; 

i shall  therefore  treat  of  them  jointly,  and  in  order  of  time  as  1  find 
lem. 

Both  these  lordships  of  GWard^s,  in  Bintre  and  Svbanton;  wei^  held 
hy  the  Marshalls^  Earls  of  Fembroke,  and  the  family  of  De  BifUre  was 
soon  after  theconqnest  enfeoffed  of  this  lordship  of  Twyford,  tliat  be- 
longed to  the  Earls  c^  Clare,  by  the  MarshaUs,  who  held  it  of  that 
bonoor.

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X  H  B  principal  part  of  this  town  was  abernite  to  William  de  SeoKefe 
lordship  of  Wtchinghom,  eranled  to  him  on  the  deprivation  of  Hard^ 
mn,  a  treeman,  who  was  brd  of  it  in  King^  Edwaras  time ;  when  there 
was  one  carucate  of  land,  held  by  one  villain,  and  Id  borderers,  aad

William  de  Scohies,}kho  was  a  Norman,  and  not  a  Scot,  sold  all  hit 
lordshiDs  in  England,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  I.  to  Walter  Gi^ard,  the 
2d  Earl  of  Buckingham,  who  granted  this,  with  the  lithe  of  his  de- 
mean, and  the  church,  to  the  priory  of  Longavile  in  Normamdy,  of 
their  foundation,  and  where  Walter  his  father  was  buried ;  ffom  the 
Ciffards  it  came  by  marriage  to  the  Earls  of  Clare.

lates, earls,  barons,  &c.    In  the  21st  of  E&ard  III.  a  fine  was  levied

the  church  door  of  the  Holy  Trinity  of  Barsham;  bequeaths  to  Edy 
ward  Charla  her  son,  \0O%.per  ann.  out  of  her  manor  of  Kewkudami 
in  SujffhUc,  and  to  Sir  Rdbcrt  Tye^  her  son,  the  manor  of  Hoe  in  mane^ 
wedon^  in  the  said  county,  in  order  to  purchase  the  patronage  of  some 
church  of  the  value  of  fiO/.  per  ann.  to  appropriate  it  to  the  cathedral 
church  of  Norwich,  to  find  two  secular  pnests  to  celebrate  for  thesonb 
of  John  de  Hoo,  and  Dionyna  his  Vife,  William  their  son,  and  al|  the 
faithful.' 

Sir  Jio&er/,  son  of  Sir  Peter  de  Tye,  on  bis  passage  beyond  sea,  ma^ 
bis  will  at  Barsham,  in  the  6th  of  Michard  II.  and  desires  his  /eoflbea 
to  etifeof  bis  wife  Ettxabeth,  of  the  manor  of  Barsham  and  advowson 
of  Kemngland,  with  his  lands  in  Mutford,  and  IVangford  hundreds, 
/or  life,  except  the  meadows  called  the  park  in  Bar$ham,  which  he 

?'ves  to  Robert  Charles,  as  it  was  ordained  by  feoffees ;  his  manors  dt 
^  retingham,  Lenwade,  and  TitUthalt,  his  feoffees  to  take  possession  of, 
till  Dionyna  his  daughter  arrive  to  14  years  old,  then  to  marry  her, 
and  give  her  200  marks  portion ;  the  manors  then  to  ^  to  his  aon,  or 
sons  to  be  born,  bis  wife  being  then  with  child ;  but  if  she.8hdU  have 
daughters,  and  no  son,  then  the  eldest  daughter  to  have  the  manors  of 
BarAam,  and  Kessingland,  with  Lenwade  and  Titkshale,  and  lands  in 
Norfolk.  Laurence  de  Tye,  his  brother,  and  Sir 'JbAa  de  Hoo,  bis 
brother.

*  In  the  reign  of  Henry  HI.  Adam  de  Lions  and  his  tenants  held 
lands  by  knight's  service  here,  and  John  de  Feuiry,  the  moiety  of  a 
quarter  of  a  fee  of  the  manor  of  Xi»ge,  and  did  ward  for  the  same  ta 
toe  castle  of  Richmond. 

Robert  Vincent  of  Marlingford,  confirmed  in  the  4Sd  of  Edward 
III.  to  John^  son  of  IViomas  de  fVeston,  and  Thomas,  son  of  Join,  a 
messuage,  and  12  pieces  of  arable  land.  In  the  igth  of  Richard  II. 
Martin  de  Taverham  confirmed  to  Margarit  Stratton,  late  wife  of 
Thomas  de  fVetton,  all  the  lands,  tenements,  rents,  services,  8lc.  ia 
Weston,  and  Helmin^kam  for  the  life  of  the  said  Margaret,  remainder 
to  the  right  heirs  of  Thomas  de  Weston. 

In  the  eschaet  rolls  of  the  12th  vear  of  Edward  Vi.  it  appears  that 
Margaret,  sister  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Tudenham,  relict  of  Edmund 
Bedsngfieldy  Esq.  of  Oxburgh,  died  seized  of  a  manor  called  Asgafs 
in  Weston,  and  had  also  an  interest  in  the  lordships  of  Ties^hall  and 
Aldenham*s,  all  which  seem  to  have  come  to  the  Rookwoods :  see  ia 
Helmingham. 

Odo  Bishop  of  Bateaux  had  a  small  fee  here  as  a  beruiteJo.5;i«/es* 
ham,  60  acres  of  land,  and  20  acres  held  in  King  Edwards  time  bj  6 
borderers,  and  valued  in  Snetesham* 

This  with  another  small  tenure  held  by  Hacon,  at  the  survey,  who 
had  one  socman,  with  1&  acres  ^f  land,  and  half  a  carucate,  valued  at 
the  survey  at  1 15.'  and  came  afterwards  to  the  Rookwoods,  Sec. 
The  tenths  were  4/.  14s.  2£{.-- Deducted  l6s.

and  half  a  leuca  broad,  paid  5d.  gelt,  when  tbe  hundred  was  taxed 
at  20i.* 


WHITWELL,  ALIAS  GAMBON'S  MANOR. 

In  the  l£th  of  King  John,  a  fine  was  levied  between  Philw  de  Gyney, 
of  a  mill  in  Whitwell,  which  Maiidde  Gyncy,  mother  of  nilliam,  held 
in  dower,  whereby  it  was  granted  to  fFill.  and  Maud,  and  the  heirs  or 
tf'i/l.  who  granted  license  to  Philip,  and  his  brother  Frary,  to  build  a 
mill  in  tiackford,  with  a  Watercourse  to  it,  through  the  land  of  tbe 
said  William  in  Hackford,  and  Witewell,  of  the  breadth  of  six,  and  5 
feet  deep.  And  by  a  deed,  sans  date,  William  de  Gyney  confirmed  to 
his  brother  Roger,  the  grant  which  the  lady  his  mother  bad  given  him 
of  an  acreof  land,  with  a  messuage,  late  KalpKs,  by  the  chapel  of  St. 
Jiiokolas  in  Whilwell,  to  be  held  of  the  said  lady  during  her  life,  and 
lifter  of  him.

,  In  the  8th  of  Edward  U.  William  de  Whitwett  held  half  a  fee  of  the 
honour  of  Gloucester,  and  Roger  Gyney  4  fees  here,  &c.  of  the  said 
honour,  as  appears  by  the  escheat  rolls.  William  de  Whitwell,  and 
f^therine  his  wife,  were  living  in  the  19th  of  Edward  II. ;  and  in  the 
12th  of  £</trardIlI.  Nicholas  de  Hederset,  as  trustee, settled  on  William 
and  Catherine,  and  their  heirs,  this  lordship,'  with  3  messuages,  22 
acres  of  land,  3  of  meadow,  5  of  pasture,  ana  44f.  rent  in  Hackford^ 
Jllderford,  &c.  the  said  William  was  living  in  the  20th  of  that  King, 
and  father  of  Simon  de  Whitwell,  who  presented  to  the  church  of 
Skeyton  in  1367  :  by  his  daughter  and  coheir,  Cecily ^  it  came  to  fFi7« 
Uam  Gambon,  Esq.  who  was  lord  in  1378  aod  1396;  Richard  their  soi| 
died  young,  and  had  a  son,  Richard,  who  dying  sans  issue,  John  hiii 
brother,  succeeded,  and  died  possessed  of  it  in  1432,  leaving  Ellen  his 
wife  in  possession  of  it  for  life ;  then  it  came  to  Robert  Sterne,  Esq. 
lord  ao.  22  Henr^  VI.  son  of  Joan,  (sister  and  heir'of  Jolm,)  by  her 

husband, Sterne;  and  Thomas,son  of  Robert,  and  Marga^ 

ret  his  wife,  dyin^  without  issue,  July  3,  in  (he  first  year  of  Edward 
IV.  left  Henry,  his  brother  and  heir,  at  whose  death,  in  the  13th  of 
Jthat  King,  Henry  his  son  was  a  minor,  aged  4  years;  on  his*  death  he 
was  succeeded  bv  Simon  Sterne,  who  occurs  lord  In  1M8,  and  in  the 
4th  and  5th  of  I'AtVfp  aod  Maty,  sold  it  to  Thomas  and  Robert ^Coke, 
CSeot.  2.  brothers;  Thomas  dwiog,  Robert  held  it  during  the  minority 
of  George,  son  and  heir  of  Thomas ;  this  George  held  his  first  court  in 
X)ctober,  the  18th  of  Elizabeth,  and  gave  it  iu  the  7  th  of  James  I.  to 
fdugustine  Messenger,  Gent,  bis  brother-in-law,  by  Joan,  the  widow  of 
Thomas  Coke^  who  remarried  Henry  Messenger.

chelor,  left  it  on  his  decease^  in  1680,  to  Robert  Monsey,  clerk^  son  of 
Thomas  Mometf  of  Hackford,  by  Elizabeth  hb  wife^  daughter  aodi 
coheir  of  Thomas  Messenger ,  Gent. 

Robert^  by  Mary,  his  2d  wife,  daughter  of  Roger  CloptOHf  olerk^ 
rector  of  Downham,  in  the  Isle,  had  Messenger  Monsey,  M.  D.  phy« 
sician  of  Chelsea  college,  now  living.

ROSS'S  MANOR. 

The  part  of  Whitwell,  which  constituted  this  lordship,  was  a  bernite  to 
Cattston^  and  held  by  Harold  in  King  Ednfard^s  days,  and  after  whea 
King  of  England ;  on  his  death,  the  Conqueror  possessed  it,  contain* 
ing  one  carucate  of  land  ;  and  10  borderers,  one  carucate  in  demean, 
one  among  the  tenants,  &c.  five  acres  of  meadow,  and  was  valaed  in 
Causton.* 

This  lordship  was  held  of  the  family  of  de  Vaux;  Hugh  de  Faux 
conveyed  it  by  fine,  to  Jdam,  prior  of  Castleacre,^  before  Henry  de 
Bath,  John  de  Gatesden,  8cc.  the  King's  justices,  with  135.  per  ams.ao. 
35  Henry  III.  out  of  a  mill  here. 

In  the  1  f  th  of  Edward  I.  on  the^  death  of  Sir  John  de  Faux,  it 
came  to  Robert  Lord  Roos,  and  Maud  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir 
of  Sir  John,  and  from  the  family  of  the  Lord  Roos,  by  marriage,  to 
the  family  of  Manners,  afterwards  Earls  of  Rutland,  8cc« 

The  innabitants  of  this  manor  in  the  26tb  of  i2JcAiin;{  II.  claimed  a 
freedom  from  toll,  as  ancient  demean  of  the  Crown. 

Henry  Earl  of  Rutland  conveyed  by  fine,  in  the  33d  of  Henry  WW. 
this  lordship  to  Ralph  Symonds,  Esq.  and  Elizabeth,  his  widow,  held 
her  first  court  in  the  4  and  5  of  Philip  and  Mary ;  Ralph  was  descended 
from  John  Symonds,  Gent,  of  Suffield  in  Norfolk,  father  of  John  Sy* 
fnonds  of  Cley  by  the  Sea,  who  died  July  24,  149^,  and  had  by  Jmne 
his  wife,  John  his  son  and  heir,  who  died  January  14,  and  left  by  Jlnne 
his  wife,  who  died  May  31,  1512,  Ralph  abovementioned,  who  died 
February  2,  l557«  and  by  Elizabeth  bis  wife,  daughter  of  WilUam 
Bishop  of  Great  Yarmouth,  was  father  of  Gyles  Symonds,'9i\xo  by  00-- 
iherine  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Jnthony  Lee  of  Burston  in  Budcs,  had 
Ralph,  who  married  jinne,  daughter  of  Jeffrey  Cobb  of  Sandringham, 
£^q.  and  kept  his  first  court  in  the  S9th  of  Elizabeth,  and  was  tather 
of  John  Symonds,  Esq.  who  kept  his  first  court  in  the  first  year  of 

Charles  1.  and  left  by  Jnne  his  wife,  daughter  of Toothy  of 

Lincolnshire :  Gyles,  his  son  and  heir,  who  sold  it  to  jiugusiine  Ae^ 
seuger,  Gent,  in  September,  1678,  who  gave  it  to  Robert  Monsey, 
clerk,  lord  of  this  manor,  and  that  of  GambotCs  in  1707*

The  valor  of  the  rectory  was  15  mark).  The  church  is  leaded,  has  a 
•qnare  tower^  with  6  bells,  and  a  clock,  and  a  chancel  covered  with  lead.

Walter  Giffabd,  the  •econd  E&rl  of  Buck$,  oonfirmed  to  the  moDb 
of  St.  Faith*s  of  Lotrntmle  ia  Normandy  the  grant  of  his  father,  and 
all  that  he  pott^ssed  in  Wkhingham  (ezceptinR  the  fees  of  tfiiUam 
and  Ralph  de  Lions,  and  Botery)  tocether  with  the  church  of  St.  Mary 
and  all  its  apperteaances,  with  the  bihe  of  hisdemeao,  also  the  chorea 
of  St.  Faiihs  in  the  said  village,  with  all  its  apperlenanoea,  and  the 
fisheries,  &c.  witnesses,  Jioger  Earl  of  ClarCf  niehard  hia  brother, 
Hugh  de  BoUbec,  Ralj^  deljangetot,  alias  G^ard,  Hugh  de  Ncmertt 
WiSiam  de  Bedeham,  Uodjtty  Botery,  &o. 

In  the  19th  of  Edward  11.  PUUp,  the  prior  of  Lat^uevile,  and  the 
convent  of  the  order  of  Cluny  and  diocese  olRoan,  confirmed  to  John 
de  Dalling,  citizen  and  mercer  of  LondoHf  and  Joan  his  wife,  a  mes- 
.iuaffe antl?  acres  of  arahle  land :  the  convent's  seal  to  this  is  broke 
off,  oat  that  of  the  prior  remains,  which  is  oblong,  of  blae  wax,  with 
his  impress  or  fi^re,  in  his  robes,  standing  upright ;  the  legend,  SipU. 
Secret,  See.  Fidta  de  Longavile.  After  this,  in  the  French  wars  King 
^Edward  III.  seized  on  the  temporalities  of  this  priory,  as  an  alien, 
and  in  the  reign  of  Richard  I(.  Sir  Gilbert  Talbot  of  Waddehf  ia 
Berkshire  farmed  all  the  landd  of  this  priory  in  England  of  the  lung, 
and  Sit  Ralph  Rochford  in  the  9th  of  Henry  VI.  at  this  time  the 
temporalities  of  the  priory  in  this  town  were  taxed  at  10/.  4s.  Sd. 

In  1440,  King  Btenry  VI.  granted  this  lordship  to  New    College , 
in  Oxford,  at  the  instance  and  request  of  Thomas  Bekington  Bishop  of 
Bath  and  IVells,  who  in  the  college  evidences  is  styled,TAa.  fVellensis 
Episc.  Collegii,  Sustewtator  pradpuus. 

The  college  and  their  tenants,  plead  ^reat  privileges,  granted  and 
confirmed  by  the  Kings  ofEf^land,  viz. — Discharged  m>m  toll  ia 
fairs  and  markets  where  it  belonmd  to  the  Kioe,  or  granted  from  the 
Crown,  since  the  2d  year  of  RiJuird  II. — Dischargra  from  all  duties 
of  carriage,  and  of  bridges ;  and  for  landing  any  thing  on  the  King's 
keys  or  wharfs,  or  for  snipping  any  thing,  from  them ;  from  lastage, 
&c.  and  a  discharge  (irom  all  suits  and  services  of  the  King's  hundred 
courts,  wepenlakes,  letes,  &c. 

This  manor  is  still  in  new  college.  Oliver  Le  Neve,  Esq.  held  it  b^ 
lease  in  168O1  &c. 


WYCHINGHAM'S  MANOR. 

In  the  first  of  King  John,  William  de  Bettomonte  and  Muriel  his  wife 
conveyed  by  fine  to  Gilbert  de  Langtot,  the  service  of  two  knights 
fees,  and  the  third  part  of  one  in  this  town  SaiUngham,  Byntre,  Ike* 
burgh,  &c.  and  Sarade  WydAMtham  was  found  hi  the  51st  of  B(enry 
III.  to  hold  the  fourth  part  ofa  fee  here  of  Robert  Langtoft,  he  of 
the  Earl  Gloucester,  and  the  Earl  of  the  King  ,•  she  was  then  the  wi- 
dow of  Walter  de  fVichingham,  descended  of  an  ancient  family  who 
had  soon  after  the  conquest  an  interest  here.  William,  son  of  nychtr 
de  Wyehyngham,  was  living  in  the  reign  of  King  Stephen,  and  Roger 
de  WycUngham  was  father  of  Walter  aforesaid,  whose  son  Walter  wss 
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liviojB^  in  the  iSA  of  Henry  UL  when  Robert  de  Nen^tahy  «1ieriff  of. 
Norfolk  and  Suffolk^  receivedlOtJ  ad.  of  him  to  excaae  him  from  being 
a  kniffht;  and  the  said  WaUer  was  lord  and  kept  a  court  in  the  7tti . 
of  Edward  L^-^Roger,  ton  otfVatter,  was  living  in  the  said  reign,  and 
granted  messuages,  lands,  &c.  to  &raAj  widow  of  WaUer. 

Sir  William  de  tVychingham,  son  of  Richard  de  Wichififham,  was    ' 
lord  in  the  5dd  of  iMHirdlll.;  he  was  bred  to  the  law, of  which  he 
was  a  Serjeant,  aod  a  judge  of  the  Common*pleas  in  1363 ;  bv  his 
will  proved  March  2^  138 1,  he  was  burled  in  the  soath  isle  of  Wicking^ 
ham  St.  Marj/s  church,  which  he  had  built ;  gives  le|(aGies  to  Mar* 

faret  his  wife,s  to  ^chtr^  fiicholai,  and  William^  his  sons,  and  to 
ViHiam  Caley  and  Dum^da  his  wife,  who  was  his  daughter.  -<-* 

Of  tiiis  family  was  Kr  tilery  IVichymghamy^  lord  mavor  of  Lonclofi 
in  1346,  who  with  the  justices^  KoberiaeSaAfi^ion,  WiUiamde  Thorp, 
and  fVilHam  TrmseU  was  to  enquire  into  the  escapes  of  John  dt  Gra*i 
ham  Earl  of  Mdnteith^  and  Dtmctfii  Eatlof  i*|2F^,'Sa>lcAnobelmen, 
prisoners  in  England^  and  bore  for  his  arms,  as  SitlVilliam  did,  ermine, 
on  a  chief,  aabk,  three  crosses  pattte,  or. — ^Also  Hugh  de  fVychingham, 
brother  of  Sir  Geffrey,  a  merchant  of  London,  who  was  appointed  by 
patent  in  the  30th  of  Edward  ill.  exchanger  and  assajer  of  the  mint, 
which  office  was  held  before  by  Henry  de  Bride,  a  Norfolk  man. 

Richer^  eldest  son  of  Sir  tVuliam,  married  ^/ice,  and  died  urns  iesue, 
be  was  buried  according  to  his  will,  dated  in  1384,  in  the  church 
aforesaid,  and  proved  November  10,  following. 

Nicolas  de  tVyehingham  succeeded  his  brother  Richer,  aod  married 
first,^/ice,  daughter  of  R^j^Ffete^iAixzAO  and  draper  of  London,  and  ' 
was  seized  in  her  ri|;ht  ot  the  manor  of  Toiham  Parva,  m  Essex,  by 
whom  he  had  William,  hb  son  and  heir,  .^(An^  married  to  Sir  Rogers 
Harsike  of  Southacre,  and  Margery  to  SivTlobert'Tudenham  of Oj>- 
bofgh ;  his  £d  wife  was  Joan,  by  whom  he  bad  Edmund  of  Woodrising 
in  Norfolk,  who  married  Mice,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  Johh  Fa/sfolf 
otFishley,  bv  whom  he  had  4  danshters  and  coheirs;  Amy,  who, 
married  Richard  Southwell  of  Wood-Jiidng,  Esq.  Frances,  to  Sir  WiU: 
Uam  M^U  of  Harscomb  in  Gloucestershire,  Joan  to  Robert  Longstra* 
iher,  and  after  to  Robert  Boys,  of  Honing  in  Norfolk,  and  Elizabeth 
to  William  Bardwell,  Esq.  of  We$t  Herling. 

The  will  of  Nicholas  is  dated  at  Wood^jRising  in  1430,  and  he  wati 
buried  before  the  high  cross,  (by  his  first  wife,)  in  the  church  of  St. 
Masy  of  Wichingham ;  gives  legacies  to  that  church,  and  those  of  St* 
Faiik's  in  Wichingham,  Jlderford,  WhitweU,  Hmltford,  Salthous, 
Geysi,  Wood-Rysing,  Sotherton,  and  Antingham,  where  he  had  lord- 
ships or  lands ;'  to  Edmund,  his  son,  the  manors  of  Wood^RyssM, 
"  Sakhouse,  and  Kelling,  with  that  of  Geyst,  paying  an  annuity  ot8 
marks  to  William  Wuhingham  (brother  of  Robert)  bis  grandson;  to* 
Joan  his  wife,  the  manor  of  Antinffham,  who  was  his  executrix,  and 
proved  bis  will  in  1433,  and  dying  in  1459#  was  buried  in  the  church 
ii  the  Friats^reachers  of  Norwiich.* 

William,  eldest  son  of  Nicholas  aforesaid,  married,  and  left  Robert,

J^bert  de  fVychingham,  Esq.  married  Agnes,  daughter  and  heir  of 
Robert  Walton,  Esq.  br  whom  he  had  John,  his  son  and  heir,  and  died 
in  the  £9th  of  Henry  Vl.  ^gnes  his  widow  remarried  James  JrNaster, 
Esq.  This  JoAiidied  in  the  3d  o(  Henry  VIL  lord  alsoof  flisA/e  Burgh^ 
ball,  and  Reedham  Pari-halU  and  left  John,  his  son  and  heir,  who  bjr 
Ann  bis  wife,  daughter  of  ThjomoM  Brampton,  Esq.  of  Brampton  in 
Norfolk,  left  3  daughters  and  coheirs ;  Thomasbu,  aged  10  years^ 
EtizabetA  5,  andO/tW  4 ;  as  appears  from  the  eschaet  rolls  in  tbe^lst  of 
Henry  VIL  Ann  sunrived  him,  and  in  th  d4th  of  Henry  VIII.  was  the 
relict  of  Tkonias  Garnish.

On  October  14,  in  the  14th  of  EUxabeth,  Sir  Christopher  Hafdon 
paid  his  fine  for  entering  on  this  manor,  held  of  the  honour  ofCi/biiees* 
ter  and  Clare,  which  he  had  lately  bought  of  Henry  Horseman,  aon  of 
George;  and  Sir  Christopher  conveyed  it  in  the  18th  of  that  Qoeen, 
to  Christopher  Layer,  alderman  of  Norwich,  and  on  his  death,  Jiiit«  19, 
1000,  Thomas  Layer,  son  of  AvgUstine,  son  and  hair  of  Christopher,  was 
found  to  be  his  cousin  and  heir. 

fn  1649,  October  S,  Christopher  Layer  of  Baton  in  NorfoOf,  and 
Susan  his  wife,  B,nd  Thomas  Layer  of  Beecles,  Esq.  sold  it  to  OHter 
Le  Neve,  Esq.  who  bought  the  letes  (of  Mr  J  Hunt,  lord  of  the  hun- 
dred) of  Wichingham  Magna  and  Parva, 

.  John  Norris,  Esq.  of  nitton,  bought  privily  the  reversion  of  this 
estate  of  John  Neve,  a  blaeksmith  of  London,  Oliver  having  no  sons^ 
and  it  being  entailed^  came  to  his  brother,  Peter  Le  Neve,  Esq.  Nonroy, 
who  died  s.  p.  so  that  the  heirs  of  Norris  now  possess  it  in  the  right  of 
tbe-said  reversion  thus  purchased,  as  is  said. 

Peter  Le  Neoe,  Esq.  brother  of  Oliver,  was  Norroy  King  at  Arms^ 
sent  wilh  the  ensigns  of  the  noble  order  of  the  Garter,  by  King  George 
the  First,  to  his  brother.  Prince  ,Bishop  of  Osnabufgh  in  6er« 

many;  a  gentleman  eminent  for  his  judgment  and  skill  iu  all  parts  of 
history  andantiquit;^,  and  particularly  in  heraldry,  a  collector  and  par»- 
chaser  of  many  ancient  and  valuable  MSS.  and  records;  of  indefa- 
tigable pains  and  industry,  in  the  study  of  those  that  related  to  this 
eouoty,  as  bis  collections  that  he  left  sufficiently  testify. 

He  was  educated  at  Merchant^Tayhrs  School  in  London.  ,

d€  Middieton,  for  200  marks  of  silyer^  all  bis  manor  in  fViichinghtm^ 
by  Refhamf  with  the  apperteuaoces,  parks/ fisheries,  foldages,  &c»  by^ 
deed  sans  date — witDeases,  Sir  fVilUam  de  Kerdeston,  Sir  WilHam, 
Gynof^  Sir  Robert  Baynard,  &c.  aiod  fValier  de  Uiddleion,  and  WUHam 
his  son,  were  witnesses  to  the  deed  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I. 

William  dc  Hiddkton,  in  the  4tb  o{  Edward  L  was  one  the  keepers 
of  the  tallages  assigned  oo  the  Jews,  and  euUoi  bretdum  of  the  Com- 
mon-pleas, and  held  this  lordship  of  the  honour  of  Ghueetter  and' 
Clare.  Walter  de  Middieton  was  an  eminent  lawyer,  aitomatus  Uk 
Banco  Regis,  retained  by  Thomas^  abbot  of  Bwy^  a$  their  standing 
council,  by  pension  of  185.  ^.per  ann.  about  1310. 

In  the  «8th  o£  Edward  I.  fycUer  de  Middieton  and  Maud  his  wife 
parchaaed  by  fine  of  Simon  deKeUing,  &c.  7  messuages,  ci  mill,  63  acies 
of  land,  3  or  wood,  and26i.  rent,  in  the  towns  of  nicku^ketmt  Aldsr^, 
ford,  Sparham,  8ccw—ifiitftf  his  wife  survired  him,  and  married  William 
Gyne^,  who  granted  or  leased  the  manor  in  the  gth  of  Edward  IL  to 
T%omas  J thSwaU  of  Weston,  at  H  vasAMperann.  sterling  daring  the 
lifeof  JIfatiJ. 

In  the  «7th  of  Edward  III.  WilHam  de  Middieton,  and  Isabella  h\n 
wife,  had  grant  from  Thomas,  abbot  of  Wendiing,  and  the  conTen^  of 
a  messnage  in  Norwich,  in  Conegiforii-street,  on  the  north  side  of  St 
Clemenfs  church,  with  the  advowson  of  that  church,  for  Ihdr  lives  & 
this  William  sealed  with  a  fess  between  three  crosses. 

William,  son  of  Walter  de  Middieton  of  Wiekin^ham  St.  Mary^ 
grants  in  the  Sd  of  Henry  VI.  to  Thomas  his  son,  and  Joan  daaghtec 
of  William  Dyches  of  Saae,  and  their  heirs,  oo  a  marriage  thisuurd-* 
ship;  Joan,  widow  of  William,  (who  died  in  the  4th  of  the  aforesaid 
Kinff)  was  living  in  the  5th  of  the  said  King,  and  Thomas,  son  of 
WilUam,  was  fomid  to  hold  it  by  the  fourth  part  of  a  fee^  of  the  ho> 
nour  of  Gloucester  and  Clare* 

Thonuu  Middieton,  chapman,  of  St.  Cfemmt^s  without  Tesnj^bar^ 
Ixmdon,  son  and  heir  ox  Thomas  aforesaid^  released  it  to  Thomas 
Rryce,  citizen  and  mercer  of  London,  October  29,  in  the  31st  of  Henry 

VI.  and  Thwnas  Bryce  and  Margaret  his  wife  passed  it  by  fine  to  Sir 
John  Paston  and  James  Arblaster,  from  the  heurs  of  Margaret,  in  tb^ 
gthofJErfworilV. 

James  Arblaster,  Esq.  son  of  James,  was  lord  in  the  21st  of  Henry 

VII.  and  Ralph  bis  son,  in  the  llth  of  Henry  VIII. ;  but  in  the  17th 
^f  that  King,  Miks  Groos,  Gent,  and  in  the  first  of  Edward  VL, 
George  Horseman,  Esq.  of  Bo/on,  who  died  possessed  of  it  in  1558^ 
when  it  came  to  bis  eldest  son  Henry,  who  in  the  12th  of  Etizabeth, 
conveyed  this  lordship  and  that  of  ffichiitgham's  with  4  messuages,  4 
cottages,  8  tofts,  6  gardens,  8  orchards,  300  acres  of  land,  30  of  mea- 
dow, 100  of  pasture,  10  of  wood,  10  of  alder,  with  40s.  rent,  and  a 
foldncourse  in  the  Widunghams,  Alderford,  Hackford,  &c.  to  Sir 
Christopher  Haydon ;  from  Sir  Christopher  it  passed  to  Christopher 
*^Ser,  and  from  the  Layers,  to  Olixer  he  Neve,  as  may  be  seen  in 
fyichingham  manor,  and  so  to  John  Norris,  Esq.    .

of  John  de  Jula,  was  living  in  the  6th  of  Edward  III.  and  Gylet,  son 
of  John  de  Jula,  in  the  10th  of  that  King ;  in  the^6th  of  who8e'reign9 
Gyles  conveyed  it  to  Sir  WilKam  de  Wvchingham  ;  the  rent  of  assise

Took4ts  name  from  an  ancient  family.    Robert  le  Breton  was  Iiv* 
ingin  the  reien  of  Richard  I.  and  niUiam  Breton  in  the  ]8tb  of 
Henry  ill.  wno  was  made  a  juistice  of  the  Jews,  atid  associsUed  to  ' 
Henry  de  Bath,  and  Etias  de  Sunninse. 

Thorald  le  Breton  was  living  at  frichingham  in  the  Slst  of  that 
Kine,'  and  married  Aveline,  daughter  or  sister,  of  Ralfh  le  Vilechen, 
of  Holkkam? 

Robert  de  Norton,  sheriff  of  Norfolk  and  Suffolk,  received  in  the 
5Sd  of  the  said  reign,  109.  Sd.  of  fvilliam  le  Breton,  to  excuse  him 
from  being  a  knight. 

Edmund  de  Breton  of  Wiehingham,  by  Ermitrude  his  wife,  was 
father  of  William  Breton,  who  lived  in  tne  reign  of  Edward  I.  and  ' 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  coheir  of  ■  Yermmtth,  by 

whom  he  had  fVilliam  his  son. 

Of  this  family  was  also  John  Breton  Bishop  of  Hereford,  LL.  D. 
in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  and  died  in  1275,  who  wrote  his  tredtbe 
De  Jnribus  Jnglicanis,  at  the  command  of  the  King;  and  John 
Breton  who  married  Mary,  daughter  and  cohehr  of  Sir  Hamon 
Felion,  of  lAtcham. 

In  the  6th  of  Edward  III.  fVilliam  Breton  purchased  of  Robert 
Falst^,  lands,  &c.  in  fVinterton;  and  in  the  l6th  of  that  King,  he 
9LXid  Elizabeth  his  wife,  conveyed  this  lordship  to  fVilliam  his  son, 
and  Isabell  bis  wife,  daughter  of  John  de  Bemy,  or  (as  some)  of 

de  Kerdeston;  and  this  fVilliam  is  said  to  be  th^  fadier  of  John  * 

Breton  of  fVichingham,  who  married  Mary,  daughter  and  coheir  of 
Sir.  Hamon  Felton,  by^hom  he  had  John,  his  son  and  heir,  who 
married  Margaret,  daughter  oT  Ralph,  sister  of  Edward  Gerbridge 
of  nickhampton,  Esq.  by  whom  he  had  Edrcard,  his  eldest  son,  who

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married  Margery^  daughter  of  Simon  Bfyant,  and  dying  wUhoot 
issue,  was  succeeded  hj  his  brother  Robert,  who  died  in  the  5th  of 
Henry  VI.  and  left  by  EUzabeth  his  wife,  daughter  of  Thomas  Branmm 
ton  of  Brampton,  h^.  Thomas,  living  in  the  88ih  of  Henry  VltU  < 
who  bv  Margery  his  wife,  daughter  of  Thomas  Jermy  of  MetfieU^

he  held  his  first  court  in  the  3d  of  Elizabeth,  on  the  death  of  his 
motberj  Eleanor. 

In  the  8th  of  Elizabeth,  Robert  Rogers,  Gent,  was  lord,  and  kept 
his  Erst  court,  and  occurs  in  the  21st  of  Elizabeth ;  but  on  an  inqui* 
sition  taken  at  Norwich,  August  10,*  in  the  40th  of  that  Queen, 
John  Bendysh,  Gent,  was  found  to  die  July  16,  in  the  d8th  of  .the 
said  Quieen,  seized  of  this  manor,  and  lands  held  of  the  manor  of 
Longmile,  and  so  of  the  honour  of  Clare,  and  Rands  was  his  son 
and  neir,  ased  14,  and  lord  in  1621. 

Afterwards  it  was  possessed  by Edwards  of  Bdaugh,  who  sold 

it  in  1721,  to  Mr.  James  Peterston,  yeoman.

Bateman:  Catherifie  hia  £d 
wife,  was  daughter  of  Peter  de  Btdingfeld,  (by  the  first  he  bad  2 
sons,  Robert  and  Thomas,)  orders  dO/Tfor  his  funeral  expenses; 
gives  to  Wichingham^  St.  Mary\  church,  205.  and  to  St.  Faith's  lOf. 

Sir  Robert  his  son  was  a  knight  bachelor  of  John  of  Gaunt  Duke 
of  Lancaster,  sheriff  of  Noyfolk  in  the  reign  of  Henry  IV.  and  mar- 
ried Margaret,  daughter  of  John  Appleyard,  £$q.  or  (as  some  say) 
of  Walter  deWalcote,  and  widow  of  tloger  de  Welisham;  he  died  in 
1415.

Hicholas  cope —  a  vestment  of  crymsy  velvet,  with  images  of  cold— 
a  red  velvet  one,  a  black  velvet  one,  &c.  a  cloth  of  white  Jynen  for  the 
font,  2  hand  bells,  a  silver  censor,  &c.  for  every  altar  2  lalyn  candel- 
sticks,  and  for  the  high  altar  four,  a  stayned  x:loth  before  the  altar 
painted  of  the  assumption  of  our  Lady,  also  painted  cloths  to  bang  be^ 
fore  other  saints,  a  lynen  cloth  before  the  rood  loft^  and  one  to  cover 
the  rood — the  veil  cloth-^the  sepulchre  timber — 24  candlesticks  of 
latyn  for  the  rode  loft,  &c.

In  the  windows  of  the  church,  the  arms  of  the  Earls  of  Clare,  of 
Vffordy  Mortimer  J  of  Attlebur^h  and  Kerdeston. 
The  teniporaiities  of  St.  Faith's  priory  here  werd  2s, 
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Pabt  of  ihis  town  belonged  to  the  Bishops  of  the  East-Angles^  and 
to  tile  see,  when  it  was  at  tiorth  Elmham,  in  this  county,  and  when 
the  see  was  at  Thetford,  we  have  this  account  of  it  from  the  survey. 
-^tfofion  was  a  beruite  to  the  Bishop  of  Thetford's  manor  of  Hilder^

Was  the  3d  part  of  a  church  belonging  to  it,  endowed  with  2  acies 
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utid  a  half  of  laiid,  Talaed  at  4if.  and  8  socmen  bad  51  acr«i(  of 
land,  3  borderers,  2  caracates  and  4  acres  of  tneadowy  8&e.  and  fhc^D 
held  this  under  the  Bishop.  This  bemite  with  the  lordships  of  jHi/- 
derston,  Geist,  Geistweity  belonging  to  the  Bishop,  were  valued  to- 
gether at  IS/,  viiis.  per  anny 

Herbert  Bishop  of  Norwich,  on  his  foandation  ^  the  prior j  of 
Iforaich,  gave  this  lordship  to  it  as  part  4>f  their  endowment,  and 
also  granted  lands,  8cc.  to  EdricLe  Cat,  in  thb  town,  Geis^  and 
Jiilderston,  Godfrey  Le  Gross,  a  descendant  of  Edric,  aranted  all 
his  right  herein  to  the  aforesaid  priory,  in  the  Slst  of  Eqh^ardl.  as 
may  be  seen  in  Hilderston.  Sir  Alan  Le  Gross,  son  of  Roland,  was 
living  at  Wodenorton  in  the^  reign  of  Henry  III.  and  had  a  daoehrer, 
Christiana,  married  to  Andr.  de  Shamburn,  and  after  to  Edmund 
iie  Gelham,  and  died  the  lOth  of  Edward  I.  His  son  Adam  was 
fether  of  Robert  Le  Gross  cf  Geistweyt,  living  in  the  eoih  of  Edward 
III.  but  John  le  Gross  was  seized  of  this  lordship  in  the  9Sd  of 
Edward  I.  and  in  the  25th  of  that  King,  had  a  writ  ad  quod  Dam* 
nnm,  to  give  lands  to  religious  usesi 

Thomas  de  Gelham,  in  the  20th  of  Edward  III.  was  found  to  hold 
half  a  quarter  of  a  fee  of  the  Bishop  of  Norwich,  which  Edmund 
de  Gelham  formerly  held,  and  before  this,  in  the  11th  o£  Edward 
II.  a  fine  was  levied  between  Richard,  son  of  Edmund  de  Gelham, 
Reginald  and  Phitip  his  brothers,  querents,  and  Christiana,  widow 
of  Edmund,  deforciants,  of  a  moiety  of  this  manor,  settled  on  her 
fdr  joiAture,  and  rendering  ^l»Pf^  ^^n.  to  her  for  life  instead  of  it« 

In  the  11th  of  Richard  l\.  Thomas  Curson  of  Fohham,  John,  son 
of  IViHiam  Curson,  and  Henry  Curson,  parson  of  Folsham,  released 
to  William  Curson,  all  their  right  in  the  manors  of  Gelham  and 
Gerbridge  in  this  town.  < 

Sir  Edmund  de  Revnham  purchased  by  fine  the  manor  of  Gelham, 
of  John  Spoo,  and  fiichola  his  wife,  in  1394,  and  in  the  s«idyear. 
Sir  Thomas  Gyney,  &c.  were  querents,  John  Curson,  junior,  and 
Margery  his  wife,  deforciants,  of  this  manor  and  the  advowson,  con- 
veyed {o  Gyney,  and  in  1401,  Sir  Thomas  G^itey  presented  to  the 
church  of  St.  Peter's  in  this  town. 

John  de  Savers  manor,  which  was  granted  to  Alice*de  Luton,  in 
the  reign  of  King  Henry  HI.  and  called  Luton  fee,  extended  into 
this  town,  Geist,  and  ThemiUhorp,  (as  is  there  mentioned,)  and  came 
after  to  the  Gerbridges,  who  had  an  interest  also  in  this  lordship, 
of  the  Bishop  of  Norwich;  Thomas  Gerbridge  held  it  in  the  15th 
of  Edward  I.  John  Gerberge  presented  to  the  church  of  All- 
Saints  in  this  town,  in  right  of  this  manor,  in  1310,  and  in  1321 ; 
in  1355,  Roger  Gerbrig^e  presented,  and  in  1359^  the  Bishop  of 
Norttich,  Bs  guardian  ot  the  heir  of  Roger  Gerbrigg,  as  lord  of 
Ling-hall^ 

In  1374,  Sir  Thomas  Gerberge  died  intestate,  and  left  AKee  his 
widow,  and  William,  his  son  and  heir;  Alice  his  widow  released  in 
the  12ih  of  Richard  II.  to  Sir  Thomas  Hengrave,  Hugh  Curson,  &cr.

John  SmtUe  presented  to  it  in  1503,  In  right  of  his  wife,  s^nd  Sir 
Mabert  SwthmeU,  as  lord  of  the  whole  town,  to  JiUSaints  and  Si. 
JPeier^.s  churches,  in  15Q9;  Arom  the  Sauthvoelh  it  came  to  the  dean 
^and  chapter  of  Chri$t  church  in  Oxford,  who  presented  in  1552.; 
jibe  .chnrch.  is  now  consolidated;  the  presentation  is  in' the  dean  and 
iohapier  at  this  time,  ilords  of  the  town ;  apd  held  of  them  by  lease.

Mainaldj  son  of  Ivo^  had  a  lordship  held  by  St.  Edmund  in.  the 
Confessor's  time ;  2  carucates  of  land  belonged  to  it,  8  villains,  8 
borderers,  ope  carocate  in  demean,  S  carucates  among  the  tenants, 
and  8  acres  of  meadow,  paunage  for  30  swine, '6  cows,  &c.  12  goatdj 
valued  at  205.  at  the  survey  at  SOs.* 

Walter  Giffard  had  also  72  acres  of  land,  out  of  which  3  freemen 
vere  ejected,  held  by  6  borderers,  wFlh  2  carucates  and  4  adres  of 
ineadow,  &c.  valued  at  13^.  but  at  the  survey  at  20s.  and  one  of 
tjiese  freemen  was  under  the  protection  of  Almar  Bishop  of  Norwich'^ 

It  appears  from  Domesday  book,  that  even  religious  houses  of  the 
greatest  distinction  were  not  free  from  the  depredations  and  plunder 
of  the  Norman  invaders^  and  the  abbey  of  St.  Edmumd  of  Bury 
Was  deprived  of  this  their  lordship  here,  by  Rainald,  son  of  Ivo. 

Both  these  lordships  above-mentioned  came  to  the  Karls  of  Clare, 
from  the  Giffards,  by  marriage. 

H^o,  or  Hugh  de  Norton  was  lord,  and  father  of  Henry  f  Robert 
de  ffqrfn,  his  son,  by  Maud  his  wife;  was  father  of  Roger  de  Norton, 
who  by  Jlice  his  wife,  had  Robert  his  son,  sans  date« 

John  de  Norton  was  lord  in  the  S4th  of  Henry  ilL  and  of  Geysl- 
veyt,  and  John  his  son  was  living  in  the  14th  of  Edward  I.    In

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1308,  Philip  de  Norton,  lord,  presented  tb  the  clnirch  of  St  Pfie^^ 
in  this  town,  and  held  this  manor  of  Geysweyt,  of  th%  Earl  of  C/are, 
by  half  a  fee;  he  presented  also  in  1320,  and  Fincent  de  Nariom  iax 
1344  and  1349. 

William  de  Horion  was  lord  in  1364,  and  presented  to  the  afer^- 
said  thurch,  but  in  the  13ih  of  Richard  11.  it  was  found  that  ibis 
manor,  with  a  messuage,  210  acres  of  land,  50s.  teniper  atm.  with 
the  advowson  of  St.  Peter's  chnrch^  was  held  by  John  Rysipgy  as  of  the 
manor  of  Pencethorp,'  and  of  the  honour « of  C/ar«,  and  after  by  Sir 
Robert  Carbonell,  as  lord  of  Pencethorp ;  and  that  William  fioriom 
did  not  die  seized  of  it,  but  as  a  convict;  and  that  tiicholaa  his 
wife  was  n6w  married  to  JoAr  Spoo;  William  fled  beyond  sea  f<>r 
tome  crime,  and  the  manor  escheated  to  the  Crown,  and  John  J^xto 
and  Sichoha  were  in  possession  of  it^  and  presented  to  ^L  Peters 
church  in  1386.. 

After  this,  it  was  in  Sir  Thoniai  Geney^  who  presented  ^in  140I  ; 
Thomas  Geney^  Esq.  in  1416j  and  Sir  ThonuuGeney  in 
1416;  John  Brj/ston,  £^.  presented  as  lord  in  1424,  and  Join 
Crane,  Esq.  to  St.  Peter's  in  1428.  In  the  8th  of  henry  VI.  there 
'wafs  an  agreement^  dated  -^pn7  20,  between  WilHam^  prior  of  Nor-- 
wich,  &c.  and  their  tenants,  and  William  Paston,  one  of  the  Kibg*s 
justices,  Sir  Edmund  Berry,  and  John  Crane,  Esq.  seized  in  fee- of 
the  manor  of  Woodnorton,  and  Xyi^  Hall,  and  their  terfants;  aiKl 
William  Paston,  Esq.  of  London,  presented  to  St.  Peter's,  as  lord^ 
in  1485. 

John  Bernard,  Esq.  of  Norwich,  by  his  will,  dated  ManJi  16, 
.  1474,  bequeaths  bis  body  to  be  buried  io  the  church  of  St.  Michaelj 
of  Coslany,'  Norwich;  gives  sums  of  money  to  the  Friars-Austine, 
Carmes,  I)ominicans  there ;  to  the  nuns  of  Carhow,  Mettinghans 
collejge;  the  churches  of  Gcyst,  Gcystwayt,  Burgh  by  Wheiacrc, 
St.  Laurence's,  St.  Margaret,  and  St.  Johi  of  Ilketeshall,  io  Suffolk; 
to  Jnne  his  wife,  10/.  per  ann.  his  manor  of  Norton  hall,  and  rents 
called  Clere  rents,  with  a  water  millj  and  foldoourse  for  life,  aftcx 
to  be  sold  by  his  executors,  and  the  money  .^iven  to  pious  uses ;  his 
manor  in  East^Derham  called  Colbourns,  alias  Mowles,  to  be  sold, 
and  his  swan  mark  in  Norwich  river  to  his  wife  for  life/  after  to  be 
sold;  proved  June  7,  1474.  About  this  time  Norton-huU  maaor 
was  valued  at  6^  19*.  4d.  per  ann. 

In  1509,  Sir  Robert  Southwell,  as  lord,  presented  to  St.  Peter's,

there  belonged  to  it  one  camcate  of  land,  d  villains,  and  16  bordepers^i 
with  2  servi,  there  was  one  carvcate  in  demean,  d  among  the  teniuii^ 
and  2  acres  of  meadow ;  when  Peter  entered  on  it^  as  lord,  there  was^ 
<)ne  runcus,  6  cows,  6  swine,  lO  sheep,  and  SO  goats,  and  5  socmetu 
with  20  acres  of  laAd,  and  a  carucale.

Sir  JRalph,  son  of  Turald,  of  fVood-Dalling,  eave  to  the  monks  o£. 
Binham,  the  churches  of  thi*  town  and  of  Kyi^rgh  Patva,  with 
lands  here  for  the  soul  of  Peier  Lord  Valoint;^  witnesses,  £rguuW<^; 
dc  Warren^  and  -4ifcc  hi»  wife,  the  Lady  Jitfr»  his  own  wife,  jRoger 
bis  son,  William  de  Merlai,  dapifec  to' the  Eaii  of  Jrundtl,  Ralph  de 
Seaufoe,  dapifer  to  Repnaldy  &c. 

Roger,  son  of  Ralph  de  Dalling,  confirmed  the  aforesaid  grants,, 
and  the  Lady  Jgnes,  widow  of  Sir  A<jlam  de  Rattleadenf  confiroo^d 
lands  to  them  in  this  town ; — witnesses,  Sir  Gyles  de  Jlrgentom^  Sir 
Ralph  Gateley,  junior,  William  de  Hackford,  Richard  de  JBec,  &c. 

William,  son  of  Roger  de  Balling,  released  to  the  prior  all  his  ri^t 

'  in  a  windmill  and  watermill,  and  Richard,  the  prior  of  Binham,  cod- 

Araned  to  Sir  Ralph,  son  of  Roger  de  fVood-Daltii^,  the  watermill, 

with  the  site  of  a  windmill  at  Wenescote,  and  the  land  that  Roger  hiS:. 

brother  held' of  the  monks,  with  homages  and  serviices  of  divers  men. 

In  the  34th  of  Edward  I.  this  lordship  was  settled  by-  fine,  eo 
Simon  de  Rattlesden,  nnd  Maud  his  wife  in  tail;. remainder  to  the 
beirs  of  Simon,  by  Gilbert  Luvell,  &c.  trustees;  and  in  the  9th  of 
Edward  IL  Simon  held  the  Sd  part  of  a  fee  of  the  honour  of  raloius, 
and  was  found  to  die  seized  of  it  in  the  14th  of  that  King ;  in  the 
ttth  oTEdmard  Hi.  it  was  settled  by  fine  pn  Sir  John  de  Rattlesdea, 
and  Alianore  his  wife,  by  their  trustees  for  life  j  remainder  to  Fldtip. 
and  John,  their  sons,  in  tail. 

The  Dallings  had  yet  some  interest  here,  for  in  the  20tb  of  that 
King,  John  de  DaUing,  and  Maud  hia  wife,  conveyed  by  fine,  to 
John  Foxley,  &c.  5  messuages,  l60  acres  of  land,  12  of  meadow, 
16  of  pasture,  3  of 'wood,  and  75.  6d.  rent  in  this  town,  Themilthorp, 
Folsham,  &c.  who  reconveyed  it  to  Jolm  and  Maud,  for  life;  re* 
mainder  to  Williftm,  son  of  noger  <2&  Shimpling,  and  his  beirs. 

In  the  36th  of  the  said  King,  John,  son  ot  ^ir  John  Rattlesden, 
was  lord  of  this  manor  and  of  Fakenham  Jspes  in  Suffolk;  Joan  was 
found  to  be*  his  daughter  and  heir,  married  to  Robert  HovelL 
"  In  the  I7ih  of  Richard  IL  it  appears  that  Robert  Monceaux,  Skoi 
Joan  his^  wife,  held  (for  her  life,)  this  lordship,  those  of  Bradfield, 
St.  Clere,  and  Weston  Mercate  in  Suffolk ;  this  Joem  was  the  daughter 
and  heir  of  Rattlesden,  before  mentioned;  and  in  the  3d  of^Senry 
IV.  Robert  Monceaux  held  3  quarters  of  a  fee  here.  This  Robert^ 
\j  his  will,  dated  Jpril  tO,  1415,  was  then  lord,  and  married  2; 
wives;  Joan,  relict  of  Robert  Hovell,  and  Margaret Vfho  survived 
him ;  Robert  his  son  succeeded  him,  who  dying  sans  issue,  Thomas, 
bis  brother,  was  his  heir,  and  died  seized  of  it,  and  of  100  acres  of 
land  in  Geystweut,  Rcfham,  &c.  held  of  the  hundred  of  Eynford; 
m  the  2dth  of  Henry  Vl.  leaving  d  daughters  and  coheirs;  Margaret, 
married  to  WilKam  Lumner,  of  Manington,  Gent.  Lumnerhott, 
sable,  on  a  bend,  azure,  cottised,  ermine,  3  escallops,  gu/es;  and 
Monceaux,  or,  a  saltire,  gules,  and  on  a  chief  of  the  same,  3  escal- 
-lopsrurgeiff ;  Margaret,  Bis  widow,  was  the  wife  of  I'homas  Brigge^ 
Esq.  of  Salle,  in  1494,  in  which  year  he  made  His  will,  as  may  be.

Afkier  this,  it  was  possessed  by  Sir  Heniy  Heydan,  in  the  reign  of 
'Henry  VII.  and  in  the  year  155S»  Sir  Christopher  Heydon  was  lord; 
from  the  Heydons  it  came  to  the  Bulmers,  a  fiunily  of  good  antiquiiy 
in  this  town;  John  Bulwer  was  Jiving  here  Jo  the  2d  of  Henry  YI. 
Roger  Bulwer  the  elder,  by  hb  will,  dated  in  September,  IMS,  ds» 
sires  :to  be  buried  by  his  father,  >in  St.  TAomiifs's  chapel,  in  ^ooc^ 
DalHng  church  ;*  and  gives  the  manors  of  Halwood  ana  Hardegrey's, 
to  John  his/soD ;  William  Bulwer  was  liviug  in  1554 ;  see  in  Geist^ 
wick. 

On  May  l6,  in  the  ;8th.  of. CAarfes  I.  Richard  Bulwer  of  this  town^ 
•Gent,  and  John  Bulwer,  merchant  of  .XiOiK&wi,. convey  to  SirVoAis 
Hobart  of  Blickling,  the  manors  of  fVood-Dallifig^MiBS  Monqeiiux, 
Ualwode  and  Hardgrey*s,  io  this  town ;  and  in  this  family  it  remains, 
Walter  Giffard  £arl  of  Bucks  had  a  lordship  here,  of  which  5 
freemen  were 'deprived,  containing  70  acres  of  land,  2  carucates  and 
an  Jialf,  8cc.  of  meadow,  always  valued  at  lOf.  and  the  soc  was  in 
the  KingV  manor  of  Folsham 
This  came  from  the  Giffards,  by  marriage,  to  the  £arls  o{  Clare.* 
TAomtf 5,  son  of  Jordan,  held  io  the  8th  oi  .Edward  II.  two  fees 
and  an  half  here,  in  Laringset,  &c.  of  the^nour.  bf  Clare. 

Margdiret,ABte  wife  of  JSit  fVilkam  Wichingham,  died  seized  of 
Holwode^UaU,  be|d  by  the  8th  part  of  a  fee ;  .and  .Henry  Zftit^e  and 
his  parceners  were  found  to  hold,  it  .of  the  honour  of  C/are.m  the 
3d  of  Hiiiry  IV. 

Thomas  Jordan  held  a  4th  and  8th  part  of  a  fee,  of  the  said  honour, 
in  the  3d  of  Henty  VI^  Thomas  Brigge  of  Salle  died  lord  of  Har* 
degrey*s  manor  here,  in  1444,>  and  Thomai  Brigg,  Esq..  died  lord  in 
1494,  of  Holwood  Hall. 

Roger-  JBtfArer- the  elder  was  lord  of  Holwood  and  Hardmrej^s,  in 
•  1512,  and  left  them  to  JoAn  his  son,  Iield  of  the  honour,  of  Clare. 

In  the  8th  of  King  Charles^  I.  .Richard  Bulwer  was  lord,  and 
Edward  Bulwer  in  noo.        • 

The  Earl  Warren  had  a  lordship  here  and  in  T%iming ;  5  freemen 
were -deprived  of  their  labds  in  Dalling,  and  one  freeman  of  bis  in 
'  Tkirning ;  among  these  there  were  3  carupates  .and  an  half,  with 
2  acres  of  meadow,  &c.  valued  at  dOs.  at  the  survey  at  3Q«.  and  came 
'to  the  Earl  by  an  exchange  for  lands  at  Lewes  in  SussexA 

Thomas  froi/on  held  half  a  fee. of  the  Earl  Warren,  when  King 
Henry  the  Third's  sister  was  married  to  the  Emperor;  and Jn  the 
'Said  reign  a  6ne  was  levied  between  Maud,  late  wife  of  Roger  Nugun^ 
and  Ralph  de  Nugun  her  son,  whereby  she  grants  to  him  her  dpwer

Odo  Earl  of  Kent  Bishop  of  Baieux  in  Normandjf,  bad  a  ffrant  of 
it  from  his  half  brother,  Km^  William  I.  together  with  the  hundred 
t>fSm€thden,  on  the  <iepnvaUoB  of  S^^afidiSachbishop  ofCanttrburyp 
who  held  it  as  a  lay  fee,  before  the  conauest.  Odo,  on  his  rebellion 
against  that  King,  was  deprived  of  it,  wno  granted  it  to  William  de 
Jflbini,  his  (pineema)  butler ;  his  heirs  (Earls  of  Sussex  and  Arundel) 
chjoyedit;  on  the  death  oi  Hugh^  the  last  Earl  of  that  family,  in 
1^42,  on  a  division  of  his  estate  between  his  4  sisters  and  coheirs,  Uiia 
was  assigned  to  Six  Robert  de  Tateihakj  in  risht'of  Mabel  his  wife^ 
the  eldest  sister,  and  was  held  by  the  service  of  being  the  King's  butler^ 
and  paying  20  marks  per  ann. 

From  the  Lords  Tateshafe  it  came  by  Jmy,  a  daughter  and  edhenr^

fV.  let  it  With  all  its  profits,  to  Thomas  PtayteH,Es(\.  at  40  marks  per

VII.  Robert  Clifton  aforesaid  died  lord,  and  sun;  issue^  when  Sir 

William  K?kevet  hadlivery  of  it,  as  his  heir. 

In  the  reign  of  King  Henry  VIIL  Charles  Brandon  Duke  of  S^ 
folk  was  lord,  Thomas  Gretf  Marquis  of  Dorset  conveying  it  to  hin 

in  Hillary  Term,  ao.  21,  by  fine,  on  whose  death  it  was  granted  to 

the  Lady  Anne  of  Cleves,  late  wife  of  the  aforesaid  King. 

In  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  it  was  in  the  Crown,  and  farmed 

at  20/.  per  ann*  On,  June  15,  ao,  9  of  James  I.  Richard  Hovell,  Gent. 

in  consideration  of  ioo/.  had  a  grant  of  it,  with  (he  courts,  letes,  fines, 

rents,  &c.  and  was  held  by  one  fee. 
The  ancient  place  of  holding  this  hundred's  c^urt  was  at  jFS/cAnm- 

Burgh,  where  is  a  tumulus,  &c.  about  a  mile  from  the  town,  (of  which 
tei  there,)  on  the  road  to  Shamhum.  In  the  3d  of  Elitufbeth,  it  ap- 
Ipears,  from  a  rental  of  Sir  Richard  Southwdts;  that  his  manor  of 
jValsoken  paid  then  to  the  Queenfs  bailiff  of  the  hundi^,40s.per<inn. 
.auitof  court,  held  under  wi  oak,  9t  Gaywood^  neat  Lynn,  and  was 
.feaUedi.GctyvcW  Oak-fee. 

I  Afler  this,  the  court  was  held  at.  an  oak  at  Wigenhale,  St.  German\ 
called  FHton  Oak,  in  a  farm  of  that  name  belonging  to  the  town  of 
.Lynn,  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  being  lord,  but  it  has  b«en  discontinued 
abottt;^  years.

APPLETON. 

•I  HIS  name  is  partly  British,  and  partly  Saxon,  being  derived  from 
!Ab  or  Av,  which  sisnifies,  and  is  the  name  of  a  river  in  fVales,  and 
XheSaxon  Ton  or  Tun,  a  town  ;^  thus  in  the  Itinerary  of  Antoninus, 
Appleby  \%  wrote  Aballaba,  seated  on  the  river Ecirn  in  Westmoreland, 
and  Appledore  in  Kent  on  the  river  Rother ;  and  thus  the  river  Avon 
in  Northamptonshire;  Leicestershire,  Warrmchshire,  kc. 

In  Domesday  book  it  is  wrote  Apletuna,  and  Appletuna,  and  n^as

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tlieb  diyicted  into  2  lordships ;  Rr.  Sigdt,  ancestor  to  the  Earls  o^ 
J^/oJ|^/t  of  that  name,  was  lord  of  one. 

Tnii  was  held  in  King  Edward*s  time  by  Jba,  under  Stigand  the 
Afchbisbop,  for  a  manor,  and  had  2  canicates  of  land,  20  borderers, 
<  servi,  and  10  acres  of  meadow ;  there  were  2  carucates  in  demean, 
and  4  and  an  half  among  the  tenants,  &c.  valued  at  the  survey  at  50s. 
per  ann.  but  before  that  at  40i.  and  there  was  a  church  then  endowed 
with  12  acres^  valued  at  12 J.^ 

The  family  of  De  la  Rokele  was  very  early  possessed  of  this  manor^ 
held  by  them  of  the  family  of  de  FaUibus  or  P'aux,  and  tbev  of  the 
^^go{^  9  ID  the  time  of  King  Jokn^  Richard  de  Rupel/a,  or  Rokele^  was 
lord  in  the  22d  t>f  Henry  III.  Oliver^  Faux  granted  by  fine,  to 
Richard  dc  Rupella,  several  lordships  in  Norfoik  and  Suffolk,  to  be 
held  of  him  by  the  service  of  five  knights  fees ;  and  in  th^  43d  of  the 
said  Kin^,  Sir  Richard  de  Rokele  of  Jppleton  was  a  witness  to  a  deed 
of  iSir  Richard  de  la  Rokele  of  Wokendon  in  Essex,  of  the  manor  of 
Gattly  in  Norfolk. 

In  the  14th  of  Edward  I.  Richard,  soa  of  William  d^  la  Rokele,^ 
claimed  the  advowson  of  the  church  of  Jppleton,  from  the  prior  ot 
tVestaere,  who  is  said  to  hold  it  unjnsdy,  which  Richard  de  Kup^lla, 
grandfather  to  this  Richard,  gave  to  that  priory* 

In  th^  16th  of  the  said  King,  he  was  foqnd  to  hold  5  knights  fee§ 
here,  in  Wation,  Trouse,  Sic^  (on  the  death  of  John  de  Faux  in  that 

J  ear)  of  the  said  John.  This  Richard,  in  the  25th  of  the  si^id  reiffo, 
ad  the  King's  license  to  give  to  the  abbot  of  St.  Bennet  at  Holm,  nis 
itianor  of  Grangville  in  SioU  Crouch,^  in  exchange  for.  several  tenants 
in  Jppleian,  Newton,  Sandriftgham,  and  fVolfreton.  ^ 

Richard  de  la' Rokele  occurs  lord  in  the9ih  of  Edward  It.  when  the 
prior  of  Flitcham's  manor  was  found  to  extend  into  this  township;  but 
in  the  20th  year  of  Edward  III.  ffilliam  de  la  Rpkele  was  found  to 
hold  one  fee  here  of  the.  Lady  JSoss,  the  Lady  Margery,  relict  (as  E. 
take  it)  of  William  Lord  Ross  oxHainlake,  a  de^ciendant  of  William  de 
Ros,  who  married  Maud,  daughter  and  coheir  of  JoA/i  de  Faux. 
.  Afterwards  it  came  to  the  Copledikes;  Sir  John  Copledike  held  it  in 
the  9lh  of  Richard  11.  and  in  the  3d  year  o^  King  Henry  IV.  John 
Copledike  was  found  to  hold  it  by  one  fee  of  the  heirs  of  Lord  Ross. 
lind  they  of  the  KJine;  but  in  the  Ifitb  of  EdwardlV.  it  was  conyeved 
by  fine  from  John  Copledike,  and  Margaret  his  wife  to  John  Coket; 
md  Jnthony  Coket,  Esq.  conveyed  it  in  the  36th  of  Ife/iiy.VIlL  to 
John  Conysty,  with  the  manor  of  Neir/on,  m.  20  messuages,  1000 
acres  of  larid,  100  of  meadow,  200  of  pasture,  100  of  WQod,  1000  of 
lurze  and  heath,  and  6/.  per  ami.  rent,  in  Jppleton,  Newton,  S«»- 
dringham,  Flitcham,  &c.  which  Ann  Cocket  held  for  life ;  and  Hum^ 
phrey  Coninsby,  Esq.  was  lord  in  the  4lh  of  Elizabeth.  After  this,  it 
came  to  the  rastons. 

In  1571,  Clement  Paston  enjoyed  it,  the  famous  sea  captain  who 
l)uilt  Oxnede  halL  lately  the  seat  of  the  Earl  of  Yarmouth;  ^e  was 
4lh  son  of  Sir  William  Paston  of  Paston  in  Norfolk,  by  Bridget  his

his  Ladv  Jgfie$,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  John  Leigh  of  Jddin^ton  in 
Surry f  Knt.  this  Sir  Edward  built  JppUton-hall^  and  married  Mar^ 
garet,  daughter  of  Henri/  Berney^  Lsq.  of  Recdham  io  Norfolk,  by 
whom  he  had  Thomas,  his  eldest  8on»  from  whom  the  Pastons  otBerm^ 
ing/iam  io  Norfolk  are  descended.  William,  bis  second  sob^  had  this 
manor,  and  married  Jsnes,  daughter  and  coheir  of  William  Everard 
cf  Lyngstead,  in  Suffolk^  Esq.  by  whom  he  had  William  his  son^  lord 
cfJppleton  in  1664,  who  by  Mary  his  wife,  daughter  of  James  Lawson 
of  Brough  in  Yorkshire,  had  WilUam  Pastou  of  Jppleton,  Esq*;  in  this 
family  Jt  still  remains ;  William  Pojitort,  Esq.  oi  Horiou  in  nittslurc 
is  lord. 

The  seat  of  this  family,  a  very  agreeable  handsome  pile,  was  barnt 
to  the  ground  in  1707j  and  the  family  was  in  great  aanger  of  being 
burnt  in  their  beds,  if  a  shepherd  had  not  wakened  them ;  on  this, 
they  removed  io  Horton  in  Wiltshire^  and  in  1720,  John  Paston,  Esq. 
resided  there,  and  was  lord  also  of  that  place. — ^The  hall  seems  to 
have  been  built  in  15g6>  that  date  being  on  the  gate-house,  or  lodge 
leading  to  it. 

Another  lordship  in  this  village  was  granted  to  Peter  de  Faloias,  a 
Norman  chief,  who  held  at  the  survey,  Dersingham,  to  which  town 
this  was  a  beruite,  and  Babingley  in  this  hundred  ;  Culvcsthorp  in 
Smethden  hundred;  Patesley  And  GaUley,  in  LaundiUh  hundred^ 
Snoriftg^  Ryborough  Parva,  and  Saxlingham  io  Callow  hundred  ; 
Jiyborough  Magna,  Testerton  and  Rudham  in  Brothercross  hundred  ; 
Gunthorp  and  Edgefield,  in  Holt  hundred ;  Binham  EiduHetia, 
(Wells,)  Berlei,  (Berney,)  Waltingham  and  Holkham,  in  North-Green^' 
how  hundred,  and  Dal/ing,  in  Einsford  hundred. 

Turgis  held  it  under  Valoins;  there  were  then  2  carncates,  one  vras 
demean  land,  and  5  borderers,  7  acres  and  an  half  of  meadow,  oae 
fiervus  belonging  to  it,  and  it  was  valued  with  the  lordship  of  Derssn- 
ham,  where  see  further  of  the  Lords  </«  Vahints? 

Part  of  this  was  granted  to  the  prior  of  F/iVcA/im,'who  in  the  9th  of 
Edward  II.  was  found  to  have  a  lordship  here;  and  in  the  6th  of 
Richard  11.  Thomas  de  Flitcham  aliened  with  others,  to  this  priorya  a 
niessuHge,  4  tofts,  133  acres  of  land,  with  the  rent  of  455.  per  ann.  in 
this  iovrn,  Flitcham,  Hillingion,  &.c.  and  the  temporalities  of  tlie 
aaid  house  in  14'28,  were  valued  at  455.  in  this  village,  and  concealed 
lands  here  were  granted  by  Queen  Elizabeth  September  2,  ao.  2Q^  to 
John  Farritham  lately  the  prior  of  Flitcham^s. 

In  the  13thof  jLVt&ar//  11.  a  fine  was  levied  between  JoAndeJiisif/a, 
{VIsle,)  junior,  and  John  de  Birston  and  Margaret  his  wife,  of  a 
inessuiige,  97  acres  of  land,  and  6s.  rent  per  ann.  settled  on  de  Insula 
\nAppldon,Newton,Fhtcham,  &c. ;  and  in  the  \6\\\^i Edward UL  ano- 
ther was  levied  between  Ralph  de  Hynton,  and  Beatrix  his  wife,  and 
Thomas  de  Castle-Rysing,  John  Jttefnrth,  and  John  Maupas,  clerks, 
of  4  messuages,  211  acres  of  land,  15  of  meadow,  125.  and  Od.  rent 
here,  8cc.  which  Mary  deU Isle  held  for  life,  conveyed  from  the  heirs

Irt  the  SOth  oi  Elizabeth,  William,  son  q^  Jeffrey  Cobbe,  had 
livery  of  a  lordship  in  jippleton;  from  the  Cobbs  it  came  to  Sir 
Edward,  Atkins,  and  tp  Joseph  Host,  Esq.  and  so  to  Henry  Cornish 
Heneiy,  Esq.  as  in  Sandringham,  his  manor  of  Babingley  exteoding 
herev  • 

*  The  temporalities  of  the  prior  of  Westacre  in  thi«  town  were  valued 
in  1428  at  4U.  per  ann.  Robert  Dogget,  in  the  12th  of  Henry  III, 
granted  lands  by  fine  to  that  prior. 

Tn  this  town  (which  now  consists  of  about  4  or  5  houses)  a  coin  of

TheCnulteH  was  dedicated  to  St.  Maryt  the  rectory  was  appro- 
priated to  IVeilacre  priory,  and  valued  at  ol.  per  ann.  and  a  vicarage 
was  on  this  settled  ;  the  present  valor  of  it  is  81.  per  ann,;  the  patron*

The  chnrch  is  mostly  in  ruins ;  it  was  covered  with  lead,  and  bad

^kx>r  to  the  church.

Uno Aii«  a  Saxon  freeman,  was  the  principal  lord  of.  this  villi^^, 
before  the  conquest^  when  being  deprived  of  it^  it  was  given  to, 


chius  was  also  lord  of  Witchingham,  in  the  hundred  of  Eiwfordj^pt 
Neyland  in  that  o(  Humbltyard,  and  of  Thorp,  in  that  of  Depwade, 
and  was  probably  son  of  Eustace  Earl  of  Bologne,  who  married  a 
sister  of  Eelwarcl  the  Confessor.

Henry  Parker,  Knt.  of  the  Bath,  of  Erwarton  in  StffoUc,  who 
beini^  afterwards  married  to  William  Wodehome,  Esq.  thev  presented 
to  this  rectory  in  1534,  and  1560;  and  on  his  death,  to  Drue  Drury,

fVido  Angevin,  who  was  ancestor  of  the  family  of  the  Thorps  of  Ash^ 
well  Thorpf  was  lord  under  Eustace:  Sir  Robert,  his  descendant^ 
wrote  himself  sometimes  dc  Massin^ham,  and  sometimes  de  Thorj^ 
having  lordships  in  those  towns,  and  held  seven  fees  with  those  iik 
Anmere,  &c.  about  the  year  l^OO,  of  the  honour  of  Bd&gitf.  In 
the  «]8t  of  Eda>ard  I.  John  de  Berrford,  and  Sir  Walter  de  Calihorp 
ytere  found  to  hold  one  knight^s  fee  here,  &c.  of  WilHam  Pygoi.^ 
Robert  de  Hereford,  in  the  9th  of  Edward  11.  was  lord.  By  the 
escheat  rolls,  of  the  4th  of  Edward  III.  Johnp  son  of  John  de  Cam^ 
^dge,  was  found  to  hold  a  lordship  in  Anemere,  of  Robert  de  Thorpe 
and  in  the  20th  of  that  King,  by  the  inquisition  then  taken,  Jiihn 
George  is  said  to  hold  the  manor  which  John  de  Bereford  faekL 

In  the  23d  of  Henry  VI.  John  Scot  and  Henry  Bataile,  clerka^ 
demised  to  Jerome  Wodehouse,  Esq.  this  manor,  wnicb  they  had  of 
the  feoffment  of  WUUam  Herford  of  Lenne,  to  him  and  the  heirt 
of  his  body,  remaind^  to  his  brothers,  Thomas  and  John ;  and  in 
the  21  St  ot  Edward  IVl  Richard  Southwell,  Robert  Clere,  and  Bar^ 
iholomtw  ^Ai/e,  Esq.  appointed  Simon  White,  Robert  Wodehouse,  and 
Thomas  Wodehouse,  Gent,  sons  of  John  Wodehouse,  Esq.  th^ir  attor« 
xiiesj  to  receive  their  rents  due  to  them  from  the  manor  of  Bereford, 
late  Jerome  Wodehouse's,  by  deed,  dated  December  12.  Afterwards, 
in  \4Q6,  Henry  L' Estrange  of  /ftiiK/an/on  died  seized  of  it,  asap«  ^ 
pears  by  his  will ;  and  in  the  30th  of  Henry  Mil.  by  a  fine  between  i 
i>ir  Thomas  le  Strange,  Knt.  John  Wodehouse  of  Horsford,  Gent,  and  ^ 
Cecilia  his  wife,  Francis  Bedingfeld  and  Elena  his  wife,  it  was  con* 
veyed  to  Sir  Thomas,  with  10  messuages,  and  lands  in  Anmer,  Der» 
singham,  &c.  and  in  the  following  year.  Sir  Thomas,  and  his  Lady 
Anne,  conveyed  it  to  Thomas  Houghton,  clerk,  and  Thomas  Houghton 
died  lord  in  the  S5th  of  that  King ;  and  Robert  Houghton  was  then 
(fjund  to  be  his  brotlier  and  heir ;  and  George  Houghton  in  1570 

•Rot.  Fcodor*. 
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was  lord ;  after  this,  it  came  to  the  Norri$e$,  and  was  joined  to  their 
other  lordship^  and  so  to  the  Coldhams. 

_  fViUiam  £arl  Warrtn  had  also  a  .li^tle^  lordship,  to  which  there 

belonged  one  carucate  and  a  half  of  land»  held  by  4  borderers,  which : 

a  free  woman  possessed  in  King  Edward's  time,  and  his  predecessors 

had  only  the  protection  of  her;  it  was  valued  at  5$. per  ann.     Wido 

abovementioned  laid  claim  to  this,  as  delivered  to  his  uncle  Omtmd^ 

and  to  the  Earl  Eustace,  but  fVilliam  de  WarreiCs  men  disseized  them. 

Part  of  this  was  held  by  the  lords  of  Anmere  Hall,  and  of  JBere- 

fqrd;  and  John  de  Tithewell,  and  the  heirs  of  John  de  Milham, 

were  found  to  hold  in  the  20th  of  Edward  III.  the  third  part  of  a 

fee  in  this  town,  Snelesham,  Skarnbume,  &c.  of  the  Earl  Warren, 

which  John  de  Thorpf  and  Alice  his  wife,  formerly  held ;  the  heirs 

of  John  ie  Milham  were  hi&  ^  daughters,   Hawts  and  Elizabeth, 

who  were  in  the  ward  of  Sir  John  de  Norwich,  who  held  it  under 

•  the  Earl  Warren.

KsuRTC,  a  Saxon  freeman,  held  the  chief  Itnrdshipr  in  Withe,  or 
Wica,  (as  it  is  wrote  in  Domesday  book,)  in  the  reign  of  King  Ed* 
spard,  but  the  Conqueror  conferred  it  on  Rainold,  son  of  loo.  This 
Letiric  was  probabljr  the  great  EarJ  of  ^Coventry^  in  King  Edwards 
time. 

It  consisted  of  t^o  cajucates  of  land,  and'  JRoger  held  it  at  the  so^* 
vey,  under  Raihpld';  in  the  Cbn-fessor's-time,  12  villains  belonged  to 
it,  afterwards  but  7,  with  3  borderera  and  2*  servi,.  with  20  acres  of 
meadow  ;  at  the  survey-there  was  but  one  carucate  in  demean,  for- 
merly two,  and  one  amongst  the  tenants,  at  the  survey  but  half  a 
carucate  amonrait  them ;  seven  socmen  also  belonged  to  it,  who  held 
under  Roger  l^uitet  of  Ittnd^  2'of  meadow,  and  Qalf  a  carucate  of 
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i^ni,  do.'  IbnMKly  SOO  sheep  belooeed  to.  il,  at  the  sarvet  bot  dOy 
wth  the  nolely  of.  a  s^ltpit^  or  work ;  in  Laurie's  tiiue  tbe.  whole 
wa»  vabied^at  4A  pfir  dmh  at  the  survey  at  409.  per  antk.  aod  one 
cmrueate  might  l»e  recovered;  the  whole  was  6  furlongs  loag^  and 
buoady  and  .paid  6(i.  g^t,  when  the  hoadred  was  taxed  at  20f«  who- 
ever was  lord  of  it/ 

Alan  &rl  of  Richmond  had  also  a  small  lordship  here,  which 
CKtended  into  JRaapi^,  granted  him  by  the  Conqueror,  on  the  ex« 
pulsion  of  UlwiCf  a  Saxon  freeman,  w^ho  eojoyed  it*in  King  Edwardx 
days,  consisting  of  half  a  carucata  of  laud,  held  \j  7  horderers, 
with  9  acres  of  meadow^  also  half  a  caracate,  the  moiety  of  a  mill,' 
and  the  moiety  of  a  saltpity  valued  at  5s.  ptr  ann.  aod  Ribald  held 
it  of  Man.  Roiert  Maltt  had  seized,  la  Lmatc^  on  two  freeinea 
vho  bad  6Q  acres,  and  4  of  meadow,  wiih  a  caracate  and  a  borderer, 
andt  mill,  valued  at  53.  the  predecessor  of  Roger  Bigot  had  the  pro* 
tection  only  of  them.^ 

These  two  lordships  abovementioned  also  extended  into  two  little 
adjoinipg  towns  jLmai  and  UoU,yrh\ch  towns  are  accounted  for  under 
>this  town  of  ffjfhea ;  Le$^ate  is  still  a  distant  separate  parish,  and  has 
a  church  belonging  to  it,  but  HolU  or  Holthouse,  has  none,  and  is  now 
esteemed  as  part  of  the.patish  of  Lesiate. 

.  la  the  6th  year  of  Henry  III.  Hugh  de  Noiun  or  Nugun  was  lord  of 
Wyke,  Leziat€f  aad  Holt ;  aod  conveyed  part  of  the  said  townships  by 
fine  to  Odo,  abbot  of  Caen  in  NormanAf^  l^rd  of  the  manor  of  tVells 
or  Welli  priory  in  Geyton,  reserving  to  himself,  and  his  men  otfVyke, 
common  of  pasture  in  the  towa  wHolt ;  and  at.  the  said  time,  Ute 
abbot  graoted  to  Hugh^  7  acres  of  land  and  d  of  meadow,  with  several- 
parcels  of  marsh.  In  the  4^Uh  of  the  said  King,  a  fine  was  levied  be* 
tweea  Jokn^  then  prior  of  CastUacref  querent,  and  Nicholas  abbot  of 
Cuen^  of  lands  in  Wykcy  Lesyat,  HoUj  tVellf  Geyton,  &c.  and  in  the 
said  year,  Amabilia  de  fViken  was  found  to  hold  2  parts  of  a  fee  here, 
of  Ralph  Noiount  aod  the  fourth  part  of  one  of  Ratph  Cheney. 

Henry  Nugun  was  found  in  the  third  of  Edward  I.  to  hold  the 
lordship  of  JskewUcen,  8cc.  of  the  honour  of  Dover,  and  paying  ta 
the  castle  guard  90s.per  ann.  and  to  have  the  assise  of  bread,  beer,  tec. 
here  we  find  this  town  called  Jskewuken :  Wyke  or  Wykm,  signifies  a 
stream  or  run  of  water,  Wi,  Gui,  ana  £tf,is  often  added  to  places,  and 
expresses  alone  water :  Gvido,  Wido^  and  Eudo,  is  a  Christian  name 
also>  and  [  have  met  io  ancieat  deeds,  where  one  person  has  at  dif« 
ferent  times  wrote  hinlself  under  in  each  of  those  different  names ;  the 
adjnnct  Aske  or  Ash,  we  often  meet  with,  and  is  not  to  be  interpreted 
(as  is,  and  baa  heen.frequently)  to  signify  an  ash  tree,  or  plac^  of 
ashes,  but  an  aske,  uske  or  ousy,  that  is  wet  or  watery  soil.'    In  the

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)Olh  of  £dmri  Lit  18  wrote ^^enyib,  when  Robert  de  SiolM,  and 
Beatrix  his'^ife,  cooveyed  lands  to  Robert,  son  of  Comtantine  of 
fVatacre,  lying  in  this  town  ;  and  in  the  11th  of  Edward  II.  Hemry 
de  Holt  and  Thomas  de  Fransham  had  2  messuages,  with  lands  in  ^s^ 
kewykenf  Bawsey,Geyton,  MustoUy  &c.  conveyed  to  them  by  Walter 
Ryvel  of  Ikworih,  and  Margaret  his  wife. 

In  the  tOth  of  Edward  III.  John  de  fVyken,  &c.  was  foond  to  hold 
two  parts  of  a  fee  in  fVyken,  and  Geyton,  of  John  Nugon,  whioh 
Jmabi/ia  de  Wyken  formerly  held. 

The  priory  of  Welti,  in  Ueyton,  appears  also  to  have  a  lordship 
here  from  the  grant  abovementioned,  of  Hugh  de  Noiun,io  Odo,  ab- 
bot of  Caen,Sic.  and  their  temporalities  were  valued  in  1428,  at 
3/.  17«.  Sd.  per  antit  This  was  afterwards  granted,  on  the  dissolution 
of  the  prionesa/ieif,  together  with  that  priory,  to  John  JVodehouse,  £sq. 
who  had  the  rent  of  assise  in  Lysyate  and  Holt,  as  lord,  in  the  9th 
year  of  King  Heniy  VI. 

After  this,  John  Jenkin,  Gent,  conveyed  br  fine;  in  the  28th  of 
Henry  VIIL  the  3d  part  of  the  manor  of  Giosthorpe,  with  lands  in 
Wyken,  Legate,  Holt,  Geyton,  &c.  to  Thomas.  Thuresby,  Esq.  (as  in 
Ghsthorp)  and  the  said  Thomas  Thorisby  died  seized  of  the  manor  of 
Askwykcn,  with  its  appertenances,  in  the  S6th  of  Henry  VIII.    The 
Thorisbys  seem  to  have  lived  here  at  this  time.    Edmund  Thoreeby, 
Esq.  son  of  Thomas,  by  his  last  will,  daitdDecember  20, 1547,  desires  to 
be  buried  in  the  church  of  Ashwyken,  appoints  Ursula  his  wife  exe« 
cutrix,  and  mentions  his  brother,  rrands  Thoresby,  Esq.  proved  Janu^ 
ary  9  following.^    In  the  beginning  of  Queen  mizabeih's  reign,  2%o* 
mas  Thoresby,Esq.  had  livery  of  the  manors  of  Jshwiken,  jUamsty, 
Glosthorp,  &c.  beine  son  and  heir  of  Edmund.    In  this  family  it  re« 
mained  till  about  the  year  1700,  when  Francis  Thoredfy,  Esq.  of 
Geywood,  sold  it  to  John  Druiy,  Esq.  who  in  1675  presented  to  the 
rectory  as  lord. 

The  said  John  Drury,  Esq.  (a  branch  of  -the  Drurys  of  Roufham^ 
ifl  Suffolk)  married  Elizabeth,  one  of  the  daughters  and  coheirs  of 
George  Fowler,  Esq.  of  Weeting,  and  was  lord  oiHolt ;  firom  iheDrurys 
it  was  conveyed  to  the  Honourable  Roger  North,  Esq.  of  Rougham 
lo  Norfolk,  about  the  jrear  1700. 

In  1754,  George  Wright,  Esq.  died  seized  of  the  manors  of  Jsh^ 
wicken,  Glosthorp,  Lesyate,  and  Holt,  with  the  advowsons  of  Jskmikeu 
and  Lesyate ;  and  were  advertised  to  be  sold  by  a  decree  of  chancery, 

»  on  January  29,  1754.    He  waa  son  of Wright,  Esq.  of  Sandy 

Downham,  in  Suffolk,  and  married  a  daughter  oi  Roger  North,  Esq. 

The  Honourable  John  Spencer,  Esq.  bought  them,  and  his  widow 
now  possesses  them,  or  his  son  the  Lord  Spencer. 

In  the  l6:h  of  Richard  II.  Reginald  Farmer,  and  others,  aliened 
to  the  master  of  the  gild  of  St.  Mary,  in  Le  Baylle  de  Thetford,  one 
messuage  called  Chapel-Hall,  another  called  Chaterys,  and  26  acres 
of  land  in  Thetford,  one  messuage,  80  acres  of  land,  and  10  of  pas- 
ture in  Jskewyken,  with  lands  in  Mildeuhale  and  Croxton.

The  CuuBCH  of  Jshwyken  is  dedicated  to  All^Sa%nt%^  and  was  ap-' 
propriated  to  Westacre  priory ;  the  rectory  was  valued  at  5  marks  and 
HD  half^  and  the  vicarage  at  SOs.  and  paid  Pe^er-pence,  8<2.  and  stands 
now  charged  with  Lesyaie,  at  61. 155.  4d.  and  discharged  of  first  fruits 
and  tenths.

BAWSEY  AND  GLOSTHORP 


We  b  b  two  distinct  villiages  at  the  survey,  called  Glonsthoirp  and 
Bomeda^  or  Boweseia;  the  first  was  the  capital  manor,  and  the  other 
BawseVf  a  beruite  to  it,  both  held  hj  Roberi  Malet,  a  Norman  baron, 
loVd  of  Ef/e  in  Siiffblk.  • 

i^Gloresthorp  may  take  its  name  frcun  the  Britons,  being  .by.  a  Gib^ 
Re,  that  is  a  fair  water ;  thus  Glouchester  or  Glostjer,  from  Gky  m 
tVehh,  fair,  and  Chester,    It  consisted  of  two  carucates  of  land,  and 
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waslielcl  by  GoArin?  a  JFreeman,  in  ibe  time  of  Edward  the  Gonfessof^ 
then  there  were 8  villains,  now  3,  then  and  afterwards  S  borderers,  now 
5,  'always  3  servi,  and  30  acres  of  meadow,  2  camcates  always  in 
demean,  then  half  a  caracate  among  the  tenants,  or  men,  and  now^

of  another,  &c.  30  sheep  and  50  goats  ;  to  this  beroite  belonged  10 
acres  of  land,  insoccnge,  valned  in  all  at  309.;  these  two  manors  eon* 
tain  iMfo  leucas  in  length,  and  4  furlongs  in  breadth,  and  paid  112i.  to 
a  20s.  gelt.* 

Bawsey  takes  its  name  from  its  site,  on  a  winding  stream  or  water. 
William  Lord  Makt  was  with  the  Conqueror  at  the  decisive  battle 
of  Hastings,  and  sent  with  the  body  of  King  Harold,  thieve  slain,  t6 
see  it  decently  interred.  In  the  Conqueror^  charter  to  the  dean  and 
canons  ofSt.  Martin's  Le'Grdnd,  JLon^n,  he  signed  next  to  theearls, 
iand  had  then  the  title  of  Princeps ;  by  Hesilia  nis  wifb  he  had  Robert, 
to  whom  the  Conqueror  gave  the  honour  of£^f,  in  Siffolk,  and  about 
Z20  manors  in  that  coonty,  32  in  Yorkshire,  3  in  £sser,one  in  Hamj^ 
ekire^  fi  in  Nottinghamshtre,  8  in  lAncolnshire,  and  the  following  m 
Norfolk,  besides  Glosihorp  and  Bawsey:  Kiherston  in  Shrophaik 
hundred ;  Sasi/ingham  and  Shotesham,  in  HenstedhvLuireSi ;  Scoteford 
in  Earsham  hundred ;  Gissing,  Bttrston,  and  Thofj),  in '  Fringe  hun- 
dred; Reifdon,  Skimpling,  Thelton,^  atid  5em^e,  in  Diss  hundred; 
Wodeton  in  Lothmin^ham  hundred ;  Horsford,  Horsham,  Beofetot^ 
Tind  Sproton  in  Taverham  hundred ;  Bacton  and  Dilham,  in  Turnt^ 
hundred  ;  Fretton  and  Hardwick,  in  Depwade  hundred. 

This  Robert  was  great  chamberlain  of  England,  under  King  Henty 
I.  but  in  the  2d  year  of  that  King  was  banished,  and  deprived  of  his 
possessions  in  England,  for  adhering  to  Robert  Cur4ois,  that  Kingli 
eldest  brpther,  Duke  of  Normandy. 

As  these  manors  and  places  had  for  many  centuries  the  same  lords^ 
k  shall  treat  of  them  together. 

The  family  of  GlanvtUe  were  very  early  after  the  Conqueror'^  tim^ 
infeoft  in  these  lordships,  under  the  Lord  Malet.  In  the  sixth  year 
of  Richard  I.  Thomas  de  Afden^  and  Ralph,  son  of  Robert,  impleaded 
Sir  William  deAubervile,  and  Maud  his  wife,  for  their  portion  of  the 
inheritance  of  Ralph  de  Giahvile,  in  Bawsey  and  Glosthorp.    This

Glanville  accompanied  Kine  Richard  L  into  the 
Holy  Land,  and  was  at  the  siege  oi  Aeon:  and  bore  argent^  a  chief 
indented,  azure;  and  Auberville,  p.  fess^  danncy^  azure  and  or,  three 
annulets  counterchanged. 

The  family  of  Bovile  held  these  townships  in  Henry  the  Second's 
reign,  under  the  Glanviles;  and  in  the  year  1195,  William  deGlaU" 
vile  gave  100  marks  to  have  the  custody  of  the  heir  of  William  de 
Boyvillf  till  of  age,  with  his  lands,  &c.  in  Glosthorp  and  Bawenne.^ 
The  Bovilb  descended  from  Sir  Philip  de  Bovil,  who  cave  lands  to 
the  priory  of  Wykes  in  Essex,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  I.  wnich  was  con- 
firmed by  Geffrey  de  Mandevile  Eav\  of  I^sex;  Pauline  de  Bovill  lived 
in  the  reign  of  King  Stephen,  This  William  de  Bovile,  or  Boyvili, 
^^^_.the  heir  abovementioned,  was  that  William  (as  I  take  it)  who  married

In  the  7th  year  of  Richard  I.  a  fine  was  levied  between  Roger 
Golafre,  and  Beatrix  his  wife,  and  Robert,  son  of  Simon  of  Saham, 
who  was  to  hold  of  Roger  and  Beatrix,  and  their  heu^,  the  mill  of 
Glosebrts,  by  the  rent  of  lOs.per  ann.  and  in  124th  of  Henry  III.  Wil- 
liam  de  oovtle  was  found  to  hold  two  knights  fees  in  these  townships, 
and  was  impleaded  in  the  34th  of  that  Kmg,  for  making  a  new  war- 
ren in  Bawsey,  Glosethorp  and  Leziate,  and  was  constituted  keeper  of 
the  peace  in  Suff^olk,  by  the  aforesaid  King,  in  his  48th  year  by  let- 
ters patent,  during  his  captivity  after  the  battle  of  Lewes  in  Sussex, 
and  m  the  foUownig  year,  was  the  King's  justice  itinerant,  to  enquire 
of  misdemeanours  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,*    In  the  56th  of  the  said 
King,  a  fine  was  levied  between  John  de  Bovile,  querent,  and  William 
de  Bovile  deforcient,  of  the  manors  of  Creling,  Thorp,  Dfillingho, 
Letheringham,  and  Alder  ton  in  Suffolk,  with  those  oi  Bawsey  and 
Glosthorp,  whereby  they  were  conveyed  to  William,  for  lifie ;  remain* 
der  to  John,  and  the  heirs  of  his  bony;  remainder  to  the  right  heirs 
of  William ;  which  Join  was  probably  brother  of  William,  for  in  the 
5th  of  Edward  hJohn  de  Bovil  was  found  to  hold  these  towns  last 
mentioned,  of  the  honour  of  Eye,  and  to  have  agallows,  assise  of  bread 
and  beer,  &c.  This  was  that  JoAn  (as  I  take  it)  who  married  Petronilla, 
daughter  and  heir  of  Robert  de  Eccles  ;  Bovil  bote  quarterly,  or,  and 
sable;  and  Eccles  argent,  on  a  saltire,  gules,  two  crosier  staves,  sai- 
tirewise,  or,  surmounted  with  a  lion's  head,  of  the  first ;  and  it  appears 
by  the  escheat  rolls,  in  the  30th  of  Edward  I.  that  William  de  Amll 
held  7  fees  and  an  half  here,  in  iMheringham,  Creting  and  Thorp,  in 
Suffolk,  and  in  Leys  in  Essex.    In  the  7th  of  Edward  II.  William  de

Sovill,  and  Joan  his  wife,  should  hold  one  moiety  of  the  manors  of

Master  Richard  Clare,  esqheator  on 
this  side  of  Trent,  accounted  for  the  issues  of  these  lordshias,  and 
that  of  Badingham,  held  of  the  honour  of  £ye,  late  Sir  Wiuiam  de 
Bovilts;  and  it  was  found  that  William  de  Bovill,  son  of  Sir  William 
deceased,  and  Joan  his  wife,  lately  deceased,  held  them  at  his  death, 
jointly,  being  etifeoft  by  John  de  Catfield ;  this  William,  the  son,  also 
a  knight,  married  JlfunoffOy^aughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Mosel,  by  Ckris^ 
tiana  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Latimer,  who  was  first  married 
to  Sir  John  Carbonel,  of  Waldingftld  in  Suffolk ;  her  2d  husband 
was  Sir  Robert  de  Bosco,  or  Bois,  of  Fer^eld,  and  in  131 1,  she  mar* 
ried  Sir  Thomas  Mosel,  who  bore  argent,  a  chevron  between  three 
boars  heads,  couped,  sable. 

This  Sir  WiUiam  had  by  Mqriotta,  a  daughter  and  heiress,  Margery, 
who  was  married  first  to  Sir  William  CnrSontl,  Knt.  andi  £dly  to  Sir 
Thomas  Wingfield,  %d  son  of  Sir  John  Wingfield, 

Afler  this,  disputes  arose  oi»  account  of  the  settlement  of  these 
manors,  made  in  the  7th  year.  Sec.  of  Edward  II.  abovementioned ; 
and  in  Michaelmas  term,  in  the  5th  year  of  King  Edward  III.  is  an 
entry  of  certiorari  upon  the  fine  levied  in  Trinity  term,  in  the  7th  of 
Edward  II.  of  the  manors  of  Bawsey,  Glosthorp,  and  Badingham, 
late  William  de  Boviirs,  Viud  William  Carbonel,  and  Margery  bi%  wife, 
desired  a  writ  to  summon  Nicholaa,  then  widow  of  Thomas  de  Hin» 
dringham,  and  Richard,  son  of  Simon  Fitz^Richard,  (her  son,)  who 
held  the  said  manors.  In  the  14th  of  the  said  Kine,  Richard  Fitz* 
Simon  Fitz-Richard  brought  the  King's  protection,  he  being  then  .to 
sail  with  the  King  into  foreign  parts,  so  that  there  Was  a  supersedeas; 
but  in  the  following  year  they  were  conveyed  by  6ne  from  Sir  WUliam

Sir  Homo  de  FeUon  was  lord  of  Pai^$fjf  in  the  41s|;  of  the  ^aid 
jeigDf  |ind  wa^  sued  for  not  cWan^ing  the  seveiaj-water  called  BawMte 
HUf  aud  for  not  repairing  the  bridge  there^  which  was  hroJieii  dowD,^ 
ao>  ibat  ar  precept  was  issued  out  to  distrain,  in  St.  MicJmdmas  t^xm, 
About  the  second  of  Richard  II.  he  sued  one  JbAi^  Ignor^  for  huotiog 
^  his  free  warren  at  Glo&ihorpf  and  recovered  damages.^   In  the  2d 
^f  jRicAafd  U.^Sir  Koberi  de  Morky  impleaded  Sir  Robert  Knolls^ 
Kal.  VBd.Comtantia  his  wife^  Sir  Thomas  de  FeUon^  Sir  John  Strange, 
^parsons  or  rotors  of  churches,  one  chaplain^  one  vicar,  and  12  others, 
in  U|i^g  disseifsed  of  the  manors  of  Glosthorp  and  Bawse^y  with  lands 
ip  (jieyton,  Grimston,  North  and  South  notion  and  Rydofi,  and  by 
the  verdict  it  wa3  found  that  be  was  disseized  by  Walter^  vicar  of 
JUiiafe^  WiUiamf  parson  of  the  church  of  Lucha^n,  a^  Thomae 
f/loggf  cbaptain,  to  the  loss  of  £00/.  and  in  the  13th  of  that, King,  a 
$iie  was  levied  between  Sir  Robert  Carbon^l,  Knt«  John,,  parsou  of 
Wrattings  &c,  querents,  John  Spoo,  and  Nicholaa  hia  wife^  defor^^ 
fients,  of  the  manor  of  Bawsey,  and  Ptncethqrp,  conveyed  to  John, 
parson  of  Wratting,  &c.  quit  of  the  heirs  of  Hkholaa.    In  Uie  eist 
#f  the  said  reign.  Sir  Robert  Carbotiel  was  found  to  bold  at  his  death, 
irith  Margaret  hia  wife^  >the  manor  of  Bawsey:  und  John  was  his  aoa 
and  heir,  14  years  old;  and  the  heirs  of  Sir  Robert  Carbonel,  ^xi4 
$ir  Thomas  Mortey^  held  8  fees  in  Glosthorp  and  Bawsey,  of  the  Earl 
of  Sujblk^  of  the  honour  of  Eife,  as  aRpcaifs  by  the.  inquisition  tak^n 
ia  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.    In  the  3d  year  pf  Henry  V.  Sir  Robert 
liorky,  and  Petronilla  his  wife„  appear  from  the  escheat  rolls,  to 
have  held  the  manor  of  Glosthorp,  and  that  of  Framesden  ip  Stj^k, 
and  Thomas  was   his  son  and  heir,  aged  24.    This  Thomas  JLord 
Motley  h^d  a  daughter  and  heir,  Margaret^  (by  Ulizabeti  his  wife, 
daughter  of  Michael  de  la  Pole  Earl  of  Suffolk^  who  wsvs  married  to 
Thomas  Ratclifii  Esq.  by  whom  he  bad  Jeffr^  Ratctif,  Esq.  of 
Framesden  in  Suffolk,  who  on  the  death  of  nis  father,  Thomas,  qq 
December  20, 1487,  was  aged  9  yeara;  Jefrey  dying  in  14P4,  left  3 
daughters  and  coheirs,  and  was  then  found  to  bold  the  manor  of 
Cwkhorpy  of  the  honour  of  Eye.

The  lordship  of  Bawsey  was  held  hj  John  Comfers,  Esq.  (son  of 
Sir  Robert  Confers,  and  Maud  his  wife,  daaghter  of  Sir  John  Fitz- 
Italph,)  who  married  Eltanor,  sister  and  coheir  of  William^  son  of 
SitWiliiam  Yelverton,  (Knight  of  the  Bath^  at  Kin^  Edward  the 
Fourth's  coronation,  and  one  of  the  justices  of  the  King's  BencI),) 
bat  having  no  issue,  it  descended  to  Thonuu  Conyers^  hrother  of  JoAn, 
who  left  two  daughters  and  coheirs;  Ann,  married  to  Thomas  SpeU 
man,  Esq.  of  Eiingham-Magna;  and  Ela,  married  toSir  llo6er^  Lovell, 
2d  son  of  Sir  Ralph  Lovetl  of  Barton  Bendish  in  Norfolk,  tind  bro- 
ther to  Sir  Thomas  Lovcll,  Knight  of  the  Garter^  which  Robert  was 
knighted  at  Blackheath-field  in  1497. 

Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  Christopher  Spelman,JEsq.  of  Stow 
W  Breccles,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  one  of  the  coheirs  of  Jeffh^ 
Ratcliff,  Esq.  married  first,  Edmund  Dethick,  Gent,  and  afterwards 
John  Jenkvn,  Gent,  who  held  a  Sd  part  of  the  manor  of  Glosthorp, 
lo  the  22d  year  of  Henty  VIII.  being  then  the  wife  of  Jm^;  and 
they,  by  fine,  in  the  33d  year  of  the  said  King,  conveyed  their  part 
to  Thomas  Thorisbu,  Esq.;  and  in  the  said  year,  Osbert  Munjord^ 
Esq.  was  found  toliold  another  third  part  of  the  said  manor. 

In  the  30th  year  of  the  said  Kine,  Sir  William  Hussey,  Knt.  and 
Vtsula  his  wife,  conveyed  by  fine,  Uieir  part  and  right  in  the  mador 
of  Bawsey,  to  Thomas  Thoresby,  Eso.  This  Ursula  was  one  of  the 
donghters  and  coheirs  of  Sir  Robert  jLovell,  by  Ela  bis  wife,  daughter 
knd  coheir  of  Thomas  Conyers,  Esq. 

About  the  6th  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth^  Thomas  Thoresby,  son 
and  heir  of  Edmund  Thoresby,  had  livery  of  a  moiety  of  thp  manor 
of  Bawsey,  and  two  third  parts  of  the  manor  of  Glosthorp;  and 
Francis  Mount/ort,  Esq.  had  livery  of  a  3d  part  of  that  manor,  about 
the  2€d  of  the  said  Queen,  held  of  the  honour  of  Eye;  and  Jane 
Thoresby  presented,  as  lady  of  Bawsey^  in  1681,  and  WiUiam  Thoresby, 
Gent,  in  1719. 

After  this,  Mr.  Bodham  possessed  it;  his  dauffhter  and  heiress 
brought  it  to  Mr.  Roberts,  an  upholdsterer  m  London,  and  his  son^  a 
snrgeon  at  London,  is  the  present  lord.

awer  to  the  prior  of  CokesJorcFs  claim,  when  it  was  found  to  be  just, 
and  that  Henry  de  Stanhow  bought  the  mill  of  Jlbert;  from  Henry 
it  came  to  Hugh  de  Elmham,  then  to  John  de  Qeyton,  father  of  the 
aforesaid  Jseelina,  Jlice,  and  Margery.  WiUiam  de  Wirmegay  gave 
the  rent  of  5s,  per  ann.  out  of  Baws^  mill,  to  Castleacre  priory.

carucate  of  land,  with  4  villians,  15  borderers,  5  seirvi,  and  16  acres 
of  meadow,  &c.  there  had  been  2  carucates  in  demean,  at  the  survey 
but  one,  also  3  carucates  amongst  the  tenants,  at  the  survejr  2,  the 
moiely  of  2  mills,  and  5  salt  pits,' Sec.  7  socmen  belonged  to  it,'  who 
held  a  carucnate  and  6  acres,  and  of  these  Stigand  (the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury)  had  the  soc.  The  whole  was  valued'  at  409.  per  otM. 
and  was  2  leucas  long  and  one  broad,  and  paid  2«.  to  a  20s.  gelt,  anc( 
William  held  it  under  Peter.^ 

Sir  Henry  Spelman  observes^  that  the  town  is  seated  in  an  angle^ 
or  nook  of  land  between  two  rivers,  (called  by  him  the  Im  and  ihe 
Cong)  and  the  town  seems  to  take  its  name  from  Bab,  or  Be,  a  fine 
winding  river  ;^  thus  BavenburCy  now  called  Bawburgh,  in  Norfolk^ 
Babtoorth  in  Nottinghamshire,  Babington  in  Somersetshire,  &c.  and 
Ing  and  Ley,  as  lying  on  the  meadows.

Sir  William  de  Rudham  held  it  und^r  Valoim,  aad  wh^  VHetie 
Faloins,  in  the  reigo  of  Henry  L  focmded  the  priory  of  Binham  ia 
Norfolk^  that  knight  gave  two  parts  of  hi«  tilbe  her^  to  i|;^  ivhich  bis 
son  and  grandson  confirmed ; '  his  descendants^  according  to  the 
custom  of  that  a^e,  took  np  the  napie  of  De  Babingky :  J^ereyde 
Babingley  was  witness  to  a  deed  of  Rosier  de  Valmns^  grandson  of 
Peter  aforesaid.  Amanivicm  de  Babiagley  was  lord  in  the  9)b  of 
Richard  I.  and  John  de  BaUngle  had  a  charter  for  freewarDen  in  all 
his  demesne  lands  here^  in  fVolfretou  and  Sandriugbam,  in  the  49tli 
of  Henry  111 »  . 

After  this  it  came  to  John  le  Boieier,  by  the  marriue  of  Ua,  one 
of  the  daogbters  ptnd  coheirs  of  John  de  habif^ley,  which  John  w«a 
son  (as  I  take  it)  of  Sir  Ratph  le  Boteler,  who  held  lands  ai  GrimUan, 
as  appears  from  an  ancient  parchment  roll.  In  the  SOtb  of  £dbwrtf  !• 
Robert  de  Tateshale,  John  de  Tateshate^  und  KatherinehU  wife,  were 
summoned  to  answer  John  le  Butler  of  Babingley,  to  permit  him  to 
present  to  that  church  belonging  to  his  manor/  late  John  de  Bab^ 
tngle*$  who  left  two  daughters  and  coheirs^  Catherine^  and  Ida ;  John 
le  Butler  having  married  Ida,  Robert  de  Tateshale  replies  that  Kathe^ 
vine,  the  eldest,  had  enfeoft  him  in  her  part,  aud  he  had  enfeoff  his 
son,  and  the  said  Katherine  his  wife  in  tail,  and  therefore  it  was  their 
tight  to  present  first,  and  Ida  to  have  the  second  turn,  to  which  they 
agreed ;  by  this  it  appears  that  the  right  of  patronage  belonged  to 
this  manor :  after  this  the  manor  being  dividea  between  the  Taieshalf 
family  and  that  of  Butler,  thev  presented  for  some  time  alternately. 

In  the  14ih  of  Edward  11.  John,  son  of  John  de  Breeclesp  conveyed 
by  fine  to  John  le  Butler  of  BabingU^  and  AUce  his  wife,  II  messua* 
ees,  16  tofU,  a  thill,  £14  acres  of  land,  &e.  here  and  in  Sandringham, 
Wo^trton,  &c.  settled  on  John  and  AHce  in  tail,  being  JbAii  U 
Butler's  setdement  on  his  marriage  with  Aliee,  daughter  of  John  de 
Beetles. 

In  the  20th  of  Edward  III.  Robert  Karl  of  S^k,  John  Boider^ 
and  Robert  Chaopet  or  Shame,  were  found  to  hold  one  Knight's  feer 
in  Babingle,  Ifolferton,  and  Sandringham,  of  the  heirs  (as  then  said) 
of  Robert  de  Tateshale,  which  John  de  Tateshale  formerly  held ;  and 
soon  after  in  1340,  Robert  Earl  of  Suffolk,  and  Robert  Chame  pre* 
tented  to  this  church ;  lio6er^,.the  Earl,  held  in  right  of  Margaret 
his  wife,  late  widow  of  Sir  Thomas  de  Cailey,  which  family,  with  those 
of  Driby,  and  Orreby  were  heirs  to  the  Tateshalcs,  and  from  one  of 
these  Cnafjpe  might  have  a  right  or  part;  and  ia  1961,  WiUiasn  Scot 
presented  in  right  of  his  wife. 

In  \3lS9,^T  Adamde  Clifton  was  lord,  and  presented  as  heir  to 
Cailjf,  and. so  to  Tateshale;  and  in  the  45th  of  King  Edward  l\U 
Jofin,  late  the  widow  of  Jolm  Boieier,  was  found  to  hold  the  inanor 
of  Bottlers  in  Babingley^  of  the  manor  of  West^Hall  in  the  said  town; 
and  that  John  was  her  son  and  heir,  and  of  age,  as  appears  from  an

This  John  Bottler ,  ipo  otJohn  BottUr  and  Jaa»  bis  wife,  was  tho 
last  heir  male  of  his  fisroily,  and  was  afterwards  a  knight,  and  his 
daughter  and  heir,  Margaret  being^  married  to  Jfffrtu  Cobb  of  &m* 
drimham,  their  estate  here  came  into  that  family,  wherein  it  eoati«i 
nned  till  sold  about  1686,  to  Sir  EdmardAtkinif  who  conveyed  it  soon 
after  to  James  Host,  Esq.  and  fro9l  tbe  HoiUs,  to  Hemy  ComUk  Hen^ 
lQf,^sq.  as  ip  Saniirinsham.  The  Taii^kak  ^t  or  this  manor  of 
rafoinsj  being  in  Sir  j^m  Clifton,  cootinued  m  that  fsmily  till  the 
de|i)Lb  of  Sir  John  Clifton,  and  the  whole  right  of  patrooaga  apftafi 
after  the  year  ISGQ,  to  be  in  that  family. 

But  in  the  3d  oiliichard  IL  a  fine  was  levied  between  John  Hode 
otFlcte,  Sir  WiUiam  Hode,  Knt.  and  Margant,  iiidoit  oiThomoM 
Chappe,  of  Snetesham,  querents,  Jeffrw  de  Tolbot,  and  Sim.  Barrei, 
deforciants,  of  a  manor  here,  and  in  fVolfreion,  C^c.  settled  on'  Mmt^' 
Mret  Chappe,  for  life,  reqaainder  to  John  Hode,  Sir  William  and 
Margaret,  and  the  heirs  of  John ;  after  this  I  find  notbins  more  of  it' 
the  whole  being  conveyed  to  Thomas  JU>rd  Scales,  and  Nneelle,  as  I 
shall  show. 


WEST-HALL,  on  TATISHALETS  MANOR. 

Another  lordship  in  this  town,  held  by  Scuta,  a  Saxon  freeman,  in 
King  Edbvard^s  reign,  was  eranted  by  tbe  Conquensr  to  Eudo,  son  of 
l^rumn :  tOjg;ether  with  tordships  in  Hillington,  Dersin^ham,  an4 
massingham  in  this  hundred  of  Frebridge;  and  in  Docking,  in  the 
iiundrel  of  Docking,  or  Smethdon':  in  Denton,  and  Aldby,  in  Eardum 
hundred ; — ^in  Topcrofi  and  Wotton  in  Lothingham  {Clavering)  han^ 
dred  ;  and  in  Tibef^ham  and  Carlton  in  Depwade  hoadred. 

Eudo,  son  of  Spirutmn,  came  into  England  with  tbe  Conqaeror, 
and  merited  so  well  firoin  him  that  he  conferred  upon  faim  tbe  lord* 
ship  of  Tateshale  in  Unconbhire,  and  there  having  his  chief  seat  or 
barony,  he  took  up  the  name  of  Tateshale.  Geffrey  at  the  survey  heM 
it  under  Eudo,  consisting  pf  2  carucates  of  land,  held  by  four  viUaina 
and  25  borderers,  one  servus  and  16  acres  of  meadow,  there  werci 
then  2  carucates  in  demean,  afterwards  bat  ooei ;  and  one  amooffsl 
the  tenants,  paunage  for  60  swine,  also  60  sheep ;  there  were  aCio 
belonging  to  it  62  acres  of  land#  £  of  meadow,  with  one  carticatc^ 
a  mjn,  and  9  salt  pits  held  of  him  by  7  freemen,  valued  at  GOs.  per 
ann} 

In  the  3Sd  of  Henry  III.  the  jury  find  (as  appears  ffrom  the  eschaet 

roUs)  that  Robert  die  Tateshale  died  seized  of  it,  and  of  tbe  manors  of 

Tihenham,  Topcroft  and  Denton,  and  that£o6er/  was  bis  son  and 

heir,  age  26 ;  and  in  the  50th  of  that  King  Martin  de  Soutkm^re  was 

impleaded  by  Robert  de  Tateshale,  senior,  for  cattipg  down  his  woods

and  Eblt\  of  Leicester'f  by  which  it  appears  that  TatisheU,  was  on  the 
King's  side,)  and  sold  it  for  205.  but  it  being  proved  to  be  worth  one 
mark  more,  and  being  sold  when  he  was  in  prison,  Martin  was  ad- 
judged to  satisfy  hitn,  and  was  taken  into  custody  for  the  trespass* 

1  his  Robert  had  view  of  frankpledge,  and  assise  of  bread  and  beer, 
and  was  parcel  of  bis  harouY  of  Tateshale. 

In  the  Sd  of  Edward  1.  Robert  de  Tateshale  was  found  to  bold  half 
a  fee  here,  in  Sandringham  and  JVolverton^  and  Robert  de  TaieAalc 
dying  a  minor  in  1305,  his  inKeritance  was  divided  between  bis  5 
aunts;  Emma,  who  married  Sir  Osbert  de  Caily  ;  Joan,  wife  of  Sir 
Robert  de  Driby;  and  Isabel,  wife  of  Sir  John  de  Orreby;  and  io 
1315,^ Sir  Thomas  de  Cayly  and  Margaret  his  wife  had  a  charter  of 
fiee  warren  in  their  lands  here,  Wotfreton,  &c.  having  a  third  part  ; 
and  Alice  Dryby  appears  to  have  a  third  part  of  this  manor  in  thel7ih 
of  King  Edward  iL  being  daughter  and  neir  to  Sir  Robert  aforesaid. 
Tills  Alice  married  William  Btmak;  and  in  1560,  the  King  presented 
to  lilts  rectory  as  guardian  to  John,  the  heirof  fier/iaft ;  holBernak^t 
.  and  Orreby* $  parts  soon  after  centered  in  the  CUftons,  by  the  marriagie 
of  Margaret,  sister  and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  de  Caily,  with  Sir  Roger  dc 
Clifton ;  and  Sir  Adam  de  Clifton  presented  in  1369,  and  Consiantine 
de  Clifton  as  sole  lord  in  1400,  and  Sir  John  Clyfion  in  1435,  who  by 
his  will,  dated  Atisust  l6,  in  1447,  and  proved  &V/7^<mArr  8,  ip  the 
sfud  year,  ordered  this  manor,  with  thatot  Wolfreton,  to  be  sold :'  and 
it  was  purchased  most  likely  by  Thomas  Lord  ocales  and  IfuceUs,  who 

S resented  as  lord  to  this  church  in  1459,  and  on  the  marriage  of  bis 
aughker  and  heir,  Elizabeth,  to  Anthony  Woodvile  Lord  Scales,  and 
BsLii  Rivers;  he  presented  in  1467,  and  was  beheaded  and  attainted 
in  the  reign  of  Richard  111. 

In  1493,  the  Lady  Catherine  Gray  presented :  how  it  came  to  her 
does  not  appear. 

•  It  is  certain  that  soon  after,  in  King  Henry  the  Seventh's  reign,  it 
came  to  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  Sir  John  Howard,  married  to 
John  Fere  Earl  of  Oxford,  and  to  Sir  William  Tyndal,  as  heirs  to  the 
late  Lady  Elizabeth  Scales;^  and  in  154S,  and  ) 55^, Thomas  Tindall 
presented  as  heir  to  Sir  William;  and  on  default  of  issue  male  in  the 
Oxford  family  that  part  or  moiety  was  divided  between  two  of  his 
sisters  and  coheirs,  married  to  John  Nevill  Lord  Latimer,  and  Sir 
Anthony  Wingfield;  Tyndal  conveyed  his  moiety  ioJfffreyCobbe,  Esq. 
and  the  Wingfields  having  Latimer's  part  conveyed  to  them,  Ihey 
conveyed  the  other  moiety  also  with  the  advowson^  io  Jeffrey,  reserv- 
ing an  annual  payment  out  of  it  of  90  marks,  which  was  paid  for 
several  years,  and  after  bought  in  by  the  Cobbs ;  in  which  family  it 
remained  till  sold  in  or  about  J  686,  as  observed  above,  in  the  manor  of 
Buttersj  and  after  passed  as  in  Sandringham  to  the  Hosts,  and  so  to 
H.  Cornish  Henley,  Esq.  io  right  of  his  wife  Susan,  daughter  and 
heiress  of  James  Hoste,  Esq. 
'  Thfe  tenths  of  this  town,  with  Sandringham  and  Wolfreton,  were

The  Church  ptBabingky  is  dedicated  to  St.  Felix,  the  Apostle 
and  Bishop  of  the  Easi^Jngies,  whose  seat  was  alDunwUh  inSt^olk 
about  the  year  630,  who  is  said  to  have  converted  this  part  of  Norfolk 
to  ChrUtianiUf,  and  to  have  built  a  church  here,  the  first  in  this  neigh- 
bourhood ;  biiv  Henry  Spelnian  savs  that  some  adjoining  hills  bearing 
the  Dame  of  Christian-hilh ;  testi^  the  same:'  see  xnrlUcham. 

It  is  a  rectory,  anciently  valued  at*;6  marks  andlOf.  and  paid  Peter* 
pence  ^d,;  the*  present  valor  is  4/.  14s.  4£f.  and  is  discharged  of  first 
JhiitSj  &c. 

The  nave  or  body  of  the  church,  with  the  southnsle,  is  covered  with 
tiles^  the  chancel  is  dilapidated  ;  at  the  west  end  of  the  nave  stands  a 
square  tower. 

In  the  church  were  these  arms,  ULhUj  a  cross  ingrailed,  or,  Uffbrd 
Earl  of  Stiffblk ;  sable,  three  standing  cups,  covered,  arsent,  Boteler, 
or  Butler ;  jsules,  a  chevron^  or,  between  three  lions  faces,  argent^ 
Keroil^  or  Carvill,  impaling  Boteler;  Boteler  impaling  argent,  a  fess 
between  three  eaglets  displaced  sable,  Elmham,  Or  Elingham ;  and  in 
this  church  was  the  guild  of  St.  Felix. 

The  prior  of  Binham's  temporalities  here  and  in  Wolfreton  in  1488,' 
were  taxed  at  4s.  4i.;  prior  olW est acre^s  in  the  said  towns  at  2s.;  prior 
of  Shouldhdm*s  in  rent  and  salt  at  7s.  7d.  ob. 

The  spiritualities  of  Bitiham  priory  in  this  town  and  Wplfreton,9l 
one  mark. 

Sir  John  Carson,  by  his  will  dated  in  1471,  gives  for  life  to  the 
Lady  Joan  his  wife,  the  manors  of  Babingley  wood  and  Ingaldesthorp 
for  life.

WEST-BILNEY, 

Gallbd  Bendai  in  Domesday  boolc^  was  the  lordship  of  Btmdo^ 
(in  the  time  of  King  Edward  the  Confessor,)  a  Saxon  thane^  who 
bad  lordships  in  JstingioH,  Midleton^  Geyton^  Bodtiey,  Lanefard, 
South-Creak,  Bumham,  Reinham,  Helloughton,  Rot^hton,  ancLBees- 
ton,  oat  of  all  which  he  was  ejected  by  the  Conqueror,  who  granted 
them  to  Hmh  de  Montfort :  this  lordship  then  consisted  of  5  earn- 
cates  of  land,  20  Tillaius,  14  borderers,  and  5  servi,  with  20  acres 
of  meadow ;  there  were  2  carucates  in  demean,  and  3  among  Uie 
tenanUi  3  miils|  &c.  and  the  nkoiety  of  a  saltworks  &c«  81  sEeepj 
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haloed  tiiBL  pet  ann.  but  at  the  survey  at  6/.  per  ann.;  the  whole 
was  8  furlongs  long,  and  4  broad,  and  paid  6dl  to  a.SOs.  gelt.' 

WEST  BILNEY  MANOR  BELHODSE'S. 

Hugh  de  Manijhrt  was  a  Norman  lord,*  and  justiciary  of  Envland, 
and  held  it  of  the  family  of  De  Pelevite,  who  appear  to  be  the  old 
lords  of  it,  held  of  the  %lontfort8.  Thomas  de  Belhouse  held  it  ia 
the  8th  of  Henry  III.  of  Peter  de  Pefevile,  which  Peter  paid  for 
half  a  knight's  fee  here,  in  the  igth  of  that  King,  on  the  aid  granted  • 
on  the  marriage  of  his  sister  to  the  emperor;  another  of  the  said 
name  died  in  the  56th  of  the  said  reign,  lord  of  this  village,  and  was 
one  of  the  jurors  in  the  great  contest  about  the  cohBnes  of  Lincoln^ 
Mre,  and  Cambridseshire^  as  may  be  seen  in  the  register  of  SpaldU 
ingj  who'dying  witliout  issue,  fvilliam  de  Gyzney^  son  and  heir  of 
Joant  ftod  WUliam  de  fVhiston,  son  and  heir  of  Emme^  (his  sister,) 
iaberjted  his  estate;  and  of  these  Sir  Richard  de  Belhouse  was  found 
to  hold  it  in  the  Sd  of  Edward  I.  and  they  held  it  of  the  honour  of 
Hagenet  or  Haughley,  in  Suffolk,  and  paying  castle  guard  to  Dover. 

On  the  death  of  8ir  Richard  Belhouse,  in  the  99^h  of  Edward  I. 
Thomas  was  found  to  be  his  son  and  heir;  and  in  the  dth  of  Edward 
II.  the  King  brought  a  writ  of  quare  impedit  a»inst  Petronilla  de 
Harford,  in  ri^ht  of  presentation  to  a  moiety  of  the  church  of  North 
Tuaenham,  in  Norfolk^  as  guardian  to  the  heir  of  Thdmas  de  Belhouse, 
when  the  King's  attorney  proved  that  Belhouse  held  2  messuages,  a  . 
mill,  430  acres  of  land,  ana  30  of  itieadow,  in  this  town  and  Bodney, 
of  the  King  in  aupite,  and  Petronilla  pleaded  th|it  they  were  held  of  . 
the  honour  of  Bologne,  and  pertained  to  the  fee  of  Richard  de 
AmoundevU,  the  right  of  which  was  in  her. 

Sir  Richard  Belhouse  died  about  the  3Sd  of  Edward  III.  seized  of 
this  lordship  in  capite,  held  of  the  castle  of  Dover/nnd  paying  5i. 
per  ann.  thereto,  leavin]g  two  daughters  and  coheirs;  £01771^  married 
to  Sir  fVilliam  Oldhall,  father  of  Sir  Edmund  Oldhall,  and  Maud 
married  to  William  Bozun,  of  Wissenset. 

Id  tlie  40th  of  the  said  King,  a  fine  was  levied  between  Adam, 
prior  of  Pentney,  querent,  Thomas  de  Lexhatn;  parson  of  Feltwell, 
8lc.  deforctent,  of  the  manor  of  West  Bilney,  which  Jdam,  son  of 
Addm  de  Clifton,  and  Margery  his  wife  (held  for  life  of  Margery) 
settled  on  the  priorr  and  his  successours,  to  be  held  of  the  honour 
of  Uakenet,  which  he  purchased  for  200t.  sterling;  and  in  the  4dd 
of  the  said  reign,  the  prior  purchased  by  another  fine,  the  term 
which  Jdam  de  Cl^on,  and  Margery  his  wife,  hiid  bereih;  Margery 
was  relict  of  Sir  Richard  de  Belhouse ;  and  it  appears  by  a  deed,* 
dated  in  the  49th  of  King  Edward  III.  that  John  Bouson,  son  of 
WUliam  abovementioned,  had  sold  to  the  prior  aforesaid,  his  right' 
in  this  manor,  with  that  of  NotthTudenham,  called  Belhoase's  manor;

Thomas  fVun^hm^M  Esq.  son  of  Sir  Henry  Windham^  of  JMbrigg^ 
sold  it  to  Sir  Edward  Bullock,  Knt-W  Eijeo?,  ajid  he  conveyed  it  la 
Sir  Thomas  ftichardson,  |Cnt.vho  died  seized  of  it,  May  18,  ia  ihe 
iSth  of  King  Charles  1.  Thomas  his  aoa  and  heir,  aiort^^^  i4  to 
JR.  Freak,  &q.  who  bad  a  decree  for  closing  theeqait;^  of  red^optsoa. 

This  family  is  descended  from  Francis  Frsahtf  Esq.  who  wiaa  a 
person  of  good  lepujle  in  Somenetshire ; '  Ralph  Freaks,  Bsq.  his  ajMi, 
was  for  many  years  auditor  of  the  treasury,  in  the  reigns  of  King 
Henry  Vill.  ^od  Queen  Etizabeth^  and  died  worth  upwaids  of  one 
l^uadred  thousand  pounds,  leaving  S  sons;  fifst>  Sic  Tho.  Fteaht,  a 

Sirson  of  ^at  tri^st  and  authori^  in  Dorseidure,  in  the  reigas  of 
ueen  Elizabeth  and  King  James  I.  ancestor  to  tbe  liwJca  otHem^ 
ningtonf  l^o^  and  Farringdon  in  that  coaoty ;  his  secoad  son 
was  WWiam  Freake  qf  Sareen^  in  Hampshifef  £iq.  who  maroied  a 
daughter  of  4fthur  Smqine,  Esq«  and  removed  with  his  family  tc» 
ireland,  4rih^r,  bis  son  and  heir,  lived  near  the  city  of  Cork,  and 
married  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Sir  Piercy  Smith,  of  Yohab,  ia  tke 
county  of  Cork,  and  bad  bv  her  Piercy  Freakt,  Esq.  who  possessed  a 
fair  estate  there,  and  commg  into  England,  had  vA^FdizahOth  bia

CASTLEACRE. 

ViALLRD  in  Domesday  book.  Acre,  from  its  site  by  a  river  or  running 
water,  was  the  lordship  of  Toche,  a  Saxon  thane,  in  King  Edwarfs 
time,  and  granted  at  the  conquest  by  King  William  I.  to  William 
Earl  of  Warren  J  in  'Normandy,  and  after,  of  Surry  in  England,  who 
attended  him  in  his  expedition  into  England,  and  was  rewarded  also 
with  these  following  lordships  in  Norfolk:  Walton,  Geyion,  Grimston, 
Congham,  Hillinston,  Massinghdm,  Harpley,  Ahmer,  in  Freebridge 
hd. — Stanhoe,  Sharnbom,  Berwick,  ana  Frenge  in  Docking  hd. — 
Jlitcham,  and  Snetesham  in  Smethden  hundred ;  Wilton,  Feltwell, 
Methwold,  Northwold,  Mundford,  Colveston,  Keburn,  Santon,  Oter^

EARL'S  MANOR* 

This  manor  of  Acre  consisted ^at  the  survey,  of  9  carucales  of  land 
in  demean,  and  of  8  amongst  the  tenants,  two  villains,  48  borderers,' 
and  3  servi ;  there  were  also  8  acres  of  meadow,  2  mills,  the  moiety 
of  a  salt-work,  and  a  fishery,  8cc.;  there  were  two  freemen  who  held 
one  carqcate,  and  4  borderers,  who  held  one  carucate,  with  8  acres 
of  meadow,  valued  at  the  survey  at  9/-  but  before,  in  King  Edward's 
time,  at  51.  per  ann.  and  what  those  two  freemen  held  was  valued  at 
208.  per  ann.  The  whole  was  one  leuca  and  20  perches  long,  one 
leuca  broad,  and  4  feet  and  an  half,  and  paid  8<2.  to  a  eOs.  gelt ;  and 
here  was  a  church  then  endowed  with  30  acres.'  •     .    , 

Dugdale  says  this  Earl  Warren  was  nearly  related  to  the  Conquerorj 
being  nephew  to  the  Countess  Gunnara,  his  great  grandmother  ;^  but 
this,!  think,  is  scarce  probable:  Emma,  the  wife  of  Kin^  Etheldfed, 
and  mother  of  King  Edward  the  Confessor,  was  daughter  of  this 
Gunnora,  by  Richard  Duke  of  Normandy,  so  *that  he  must  theor  be 
first  cousin  to  the  said  Emma,  whose  father,  AtVAurd^  died  in  996.^ 
The  aforesaid  author  relates  that  he  married  Gtinrfre^tf,  sister  of  Ghen* 
bode,  a  Fleming,  to  whom  the  Conqueror  had  given  the  city  of  CA^i^er.

Sandford  and  Broeki  say  Ibat  hb  wife  was  the  5lhdaiiffhler  of  tll# 
Conqueror^  and  that  she  died  at  CaUleacre,  in  childbed^  May  %7^ 
1085,  and  the  £arl,  her  husband,  died  in  Jtaate  1069  ;*  be  bad  (reqaently 
bis  residence  in  this  town,  wber^  he  bvilt  a  castle,  and  began  the 
foundation  ef  the  priory,  (of  which  we  shall  afterwards  treat,)  a  abc^rt 
time  before  his  death. 

He  was  succeeded  by  WUliam  his  son,  the  second  Earl  Warremp 
who  married  Isabel,  daughter  of  Hngh  Earl  of  Fermandoii,  andxljing* 
.  in  1 135,  left  William  his  son  and  heir,  the  Sd  Earl  Warren,  &c.  who 
beintt  slain  in  the  Holy  Land,  in  1 148,  left  by  the  Lady  Ela  his  mfe> 
daughter  of  William  Talvace  Earl  of  Paitou  and  BelUsmy»  Itabel,  hia 
sole  daughter  and  heir,  who  married  to  her  first  btisband,  fvilL  de  Blois 
Earl  of  Morton  in  "Normandy,  (natural  son  of  King  Stephen,)  who  waa 
created  Earl  Warren  and  Surrf,  for  life,  and  dying  without  issue  in 
1160,  the  Lady  Isabel  married  Hameline  Plantagimt,  natural  son  of 
Jeffrey  Earl  of  Anjou ;  he  was  lord  of  Columbers  and  Berries,  in  Nor* 
fnandy,  created  Earl  Warren  and  Surry,  by  King  Henry  U.  and  died 
in  1201 ;  his  anniversary  was  kept  in  the  abbey  of  Beauchiefin  Dor* 
Iwshire,  on  the  nones  of  May.  This  town  was  about  this  time  called 
£asi'Jcre  and  Casileaere,  as  appears  from  ancient  deeds,  &c. 

William,  son  of  Hameline,  and  the  Lady  Isabel,  was  the  fifth  Earl 
Warren  and  Surry,  on  his  father's  death,  llie  reader  is  to  obaerrej^ 
that  I  omit  those  remarkable  actions,  8cc.  of  these  Earls,  as  mentioned 
by  Dugdale,  to  whom  I  refer  those  who  are  desirous  of  consultiog 
them,  and  confine  myself  chiefly  to  those  that  are  not  to  be  fonnd  in 
that  author,  and  occur  only  in  authentic  records  and  deeds. 

In  the  year  leud,  this  Earl  William  owed  King  JoAii  a  pidftejr, 
as  a  fine  for  not  being  a  justiciary  of  the  dnque-ports ;  and  in  the  9th 
of  that  King,  be"  and  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  paid  a  fine  liiafc 
Iheir  knigbts  should  not  go  over  into  Poietou.  In  the  1st  of  Henry 
til.  tliere  being  some  differences  between  the  King  and  him,  a  truce 
FAS  made  between  them  lor  8  days,  from  the  feast  of  St.  T^erime 
and  Valerius  before  the  Pope's  Iwate,  and  several  noblemen  of  the 
Kingj's  council,  at  Chiebesier ;  and  he  was.  apcKunted  in  the  4th  of 
Ibat  King,  to  meot  the  King  of  Scots  at  BerwisK,  and  to  conduct  him 
to  York,  where  the  King  of  England  would  meet  him  ,*  and  in  hia 
Qth  ^Fear  he  accounted  for  the  wofi4s  of  the  county  of  Surrey,  as 
sheriff.  He  married  S  wives;  brst,  Maud,  daughter  of  the  Earl  of 
Arundel,,  who  died  without  issue ;  secondly,  MomI,  sister  of  Ansebne 
Maresehal  Earl  of  Pembroke,  widow  of  Hugh  Bigod  Earl  of  tiarfolky 
and  left  by  her,  John  Plamtaginet,  his  son  andsuccessotfr,  in  IMO, 
in  which  year,  Maud  his  motner  bad  5  knights  fees  and  an  balfi  ia 
JturaAaaijictf  the  fee  of  diis  Earl,  assigned  to  her;  8  held  by  Bedpk 
de  Menn^,  one  by  J^ey  Glaweile,  and  4  by  Peter  de  Aenet,  aa 
part  of  her  dower ;  and  in  the  said  year,  the  Kine  ordered  the  Barons 
«f  the  Exeheqwr,.  that  this  Earl  should  baive  the  3d  peony  of  the 
profitiB  of  the  county  of  Surry,  which  his  ancestors  held. 

He  claimed  the  privilege  of  return  of  writs,  in  this  his  manor  o 
Castleacre,  and  would  not  permit  the  King's  bailiff  to  enter;  bn^ 
in  the  49th  of  Henry  III.  a  non  omiUas  was  awarded  to  distrain

In  the  4th  year  of  King  Edmard  L  he  was  foond  Io  have  a  fair^  li 
mercate,  and  a  toll  in  bis  manor  of  Ctutieaattf  and  ra  the  following 
year,  was  summoned  to  attend  the  King  in  his  expedition  into  Waini 
u  his  18th  year,  was  one  of  those  barons  who  aiffned  the  lettet  to 
Pope  akkom^i  against  Ins  obllating  to  bejieSce^  and  olhev  BsnnMitions 
in  JS»g/a»dL  On  September  3,  in  the  Sist  of  the  said  King,  he  wns 
made  costos  of  Scqtktnd,  by  letters  patent ;  and  on  the  Slst  of  Jofw 
Qrjf,  1S97,  King  Edward  1.  was  entertained  by  him,  ai  his  caslle  hera^ 
as  appears  by  many  writs  of  tit  exeas  reguum,  hese  dated,  and  .sent  to 
the  sheriflk  of  counties,  and  bailifis  of  the  sea  norta»  and  died  in  Stpm 
Umber,  in  the  S^d  of  Edwivrd  1.  Gerard  de  Orum,  WiOiarn  dc  Oute^ 
Wjfchef  and  Nicholas  de  Hugford^  his  exeeatecs,  had  that  King's 
license  in  the  following  year,  to  implead  his  debtors  at.  the  £xchec|uer«

by  the  mother,  to  King  Senry  IIL  Who  in  his  .d3th  ytar^  oideied 
Phil^  Lovell  his  treasurer,  )o  receive  of  her  (then  wifr  of  thii  Earl) 
f  old  c0ap€riQria,  and  to  have  2  other  made  new,  with  lobes,  iewek, 
and  silver  vessels,  for  the  ornament  of  the  chapd;  by  his  lady  hehadl 
a  son,  WUUam%  whom  he  empoweied  in  the  li^eiiMdmatd  L  to  give 
dower  on  his  marrii^e  with  Joan,  daughter  of  RiAen  Veer  Earioi 
Oxford,\n  the  manor  of  Scubiorpe^  in  Ivor;^,  &c.  bul  IFj2&riiB.dyiM 

S1286,  John,  bis  son,  by  the  lady  Joan,  became  heir  to  his  graoo^ 
tber. 

This  John  £arl  Warren  and  Surrey,  soon  after  his  grandfatbes^» 
deaths  married  in  the  SSd  of  King  £dmard  I.  Jo«»  €ie£arr,dattghtar 
of  Henry  Earl  of  Barr  in  Fvam^  by  JEfainor  bis  wife,  daughter  o0 
tbe  aforesaid  Kinjg,  and  was  deputed  by  tbe  Eacl  otHtrafoad,  constat, 
ble  of  I^njgknd  ,v  in  tbe  gtb  year  of  £m.  U.  he  gave  ^seat  part  of  hia^ 
estate,  with  his  castle  and  manor  here,  to  t^ie  said  Kmg,  .who  in  the 
next  year  r^ranted.it  to  him,  and  bad"  in  tbe  saine  year,  license  to 
pursue  his  divorce  from  the  abovementioned  lady  hia  wif<^  before  cer-- 
tain  ecclesiasticks  delegated  for  that  porpose,  and  sold  about  iJie 
sam^  time,  this  lordship  and  caadei  wiln  that  of  Caetleacre  fVj^c^h^

'  Dugdale  relates*  that  Joan  Countess  of  Warren,  wife  to  this  Earl, 
being  to  ^  beyond  sea,  in  the  }9th  of  this  King,  on  some  special 
employment  for  the  King,  had  protection  for  all  her  lands,  &c.  and 
that  soon  after  she  died,  and  the  Earl  married  a  £d  wife,**  bat  it  ajv- 

Sars  that  the  6rst  survived  him  ;  he  was  married  indeed  to  Isahel  de 
ouiand,  as  is  proved  by  an  indenture  made  between  him  and  the 
King,  in  his  20th  year,  June  2,  and  by  his  last  will,  whereio   he 

5 Ives  a  ring  with  a  ruby,  &c.  to  the  said  Isabel  his  wife,  and  died 
une  90,  ]d47>  in  the  ^Ist  of  Edward  III.    Whereas  Joan,  his  di« 
▼Orced  wife,  had  the  said  King's  license,  in  his  24th  year,  to  travel 
beyond  sea,  to  visit  the  shrines  of  several  saints ;  and  Dugdale  has 
ej^ressly  said  in  another  page,  that  she  was  abroad  in  the  26th   of 
that  King,  and  did  not  die  till  ld6l. 
The  Earl  Warren  bore,  checque,  or  and  azure. 
On  thedeath  of  this  Earl  John,  Richard  Fitz-Jlan,  son  of  Edmund 
Titz^Aian,  Earl  of  Arundel;  by  Aliee,  sister  and  heir  to  John  Earl 
Warrenj  &c.  succeeded  him,  was  lord  of  this  manor,  and  Earl   of 
Surry  ejxA  Arundel,  on  whose  death  in  1375,  Richard  his  son  and 
heir,,  by  Alianore,  daughter  to  Henry  Earl  of  Lancaster,  relict    of 
Henry  iA>tA  Beaumont,  inherited  the  said  honours,  to  whom  Kin^ 
Riehard  II.  in  his  llth  year,  and  to  Henry  Em\  of  Derby,  Thomas 
Earl  of  Warwick,  Thomas  Earl-M^rsbal,  and  Thomas  Duke  of  Glou^ 
eeUer,  granted  .20000/.  out  of  the  subsidy  raised  for  the  King,  as 
charges  and  expenses  they  had  been  at  for  the  honour  of  the  Crowoy 
and  The  safety  of  the  kingdom,  in  acting  against  the  Duke  of  Ireland; 
bot  in  the  21st  of  the  said  King,  he  was  beheaded,  and  his  estate  and 
this  manor  granted 'to  Thomas  iHomiriiy  Earl-Mari>hal  and  Earl  of 
H^ttinghim^  and  after  Duke  of  Norfolk,  who  married  his  daughter, 
and  is  said  to  be  so  inhuman,  as  to  bind  up  his  eyes  and  become  hts 
executioner. 

On  King  Henry  the  Fourth's  accession  to  the  crown,  Thomas,  son 
and  heir  of  this  Hichard  Earl  of  Surry  and  Arundel,  by  Elizabeth, 
danghter  of  William  Bohuu  Earl  of  Northampton,  was  restored  in 
blood,  made  Knight  of  ttie  Bath,  on  that  King's  coronation^  and  Earl 
of  Surrey  Hud.  Arundel ;  he  married  Beatrix,  an  illegitimate  daugh- 
ter to  the  King  of  Portugal,  but  dying  without  issue^  left' 3  sistere 
and  coheirs,  in  1416;  when  this  manor  and  castle  came,  by  virtue  of 
an  entail. made  by  Ricltard  Fitz  Alan  Earl  of  Arundel,  in  the  Slsl  of 
Edward  III.  to  Sir  John  Filz^Alan,  commoniv  called  Sir  John  Arun^ 
del,  cousin*  and  iieir  maie*.  to  the  last  Earl  Thomas,  and  grandson  to . 
Earl  Richard,  who  dying  in  1421,  King  Henry  V.  granted  the  custo- 
dy of. this  manor  and  castle,  then  in  the  King's  hands,  (as  guardian 
to  John,  son  of  John  Earl  of  AruudH  and  Surrey,  by  Alianort, 
daughter  of  Sir  John  Berkley,)  to  Sir  John  X^rnmayl,  Knt,  with  the 
mairiage  of  the  said  minor,  who  was  afterwards  retained  by  King

his  father's  brother,  inherited  tne  estate  and  honour;  which  William 
had,  by  Joan  his  wife,  daughter  of  Richard  Nevitl  Baii  of  Sali$6uri/, 
ThamaSy  his  heir  and  successonr,  in  the  3d  of  Henry  VIU'  who  had 
livery  of  all  his  father's  manors  and  lands,  on  May  the  91st,  wa^  Earl 
of  Jmndel,  and  on  his  death  in  the  l6lh  of  Henr^  VHL  left  William 
Ijord  Matravers,  his-soq  and  heir,  hy.HIarsar.et,  daughter  of  Richard 
ffidviie  Earl  Rivers,  and  sister  to  King  ^ward  the  Fourth's  Queen, 
which  marriage  was  settled  in  October,  1464,  at  Reading. 

K     This  William  Earl  of  Arundel  married ,  daughter  of  Henry 

£arl  of  Northumberland,  and  on  his  death  in  1543,  was  succeeded  by 
Henry  Rtz-Alan,  his  son  and  heir,  who  married  Catherine,  daughter 
of  Thomas  Grey  Marquis  Dorset,  by  whom  he  had  2  daughters  and . 
coheirs ;  Jane,  who  married  John  Lord  Lumleu,  and  Mary,  to  Tho, 
Howard  Duke  of  Norfolk,  by  whom  the  earldom  of  Arundel  was 
brought  into  that  family;  but  the  manor  of  Castleacre  was  sold  by 
the  aforesaid  Henry,  in  the  first  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  to  Sir  Tho^ 
tnas  Gresham,  Knt.  from  whom  it  was  conveyed  to  Thomas  Cecil, 
who  was  after  Earlof  Exeter;  artd  Sir  Edward  Coke,  lord  chief 
justice,  bought  it  of  William  Cecil  Earl  of  Exeter,  whose  sister  £//• 
zabeth  he  married,  and  in  this  family  it  remained,  the  Right  Honour- 
able Thomas  Coke  Earl  of  Leicester,  the  late  lord,  dying  possessed  of 
it  in  1759. 


FOX'S  MANOR. 

JSir  Fredrick  de  Chervill  was  found  to  bold  one  fee  in  this  town,  in 
the  reign  of  He^ry  III.  (when  an  aid  was  granted  to  that  King,  on 
the  marriage  of  his  sister  to  the  Emperor)  ot  the  Earl  Warren. 

In  the  4th  of  Richard  U.  a  fine  was  levied  between  William  dc 
Tyllington,  querent,  John  Staple  and  Hawisia  his  wife,  deforciants^ 
ot  one  messuage,  100  acres  of  land;  4  of  meadow,  one  fordcourse, 
and  4s, 5</.  rent  in^lhis  town,  Westatre,  &c.  conveyed  to  WUliam/ 

John  Fox  of  Castleacre,  by  his  will,  dated  on  the  feast  of  St.  Mich'aet, 
1434,  died  seized  of  it,  apd  left  it  to  his  eldest  son,  Thomas,  and  was 
buried  in  the  priory  church.' 

^ *  By  an  ioqiiisition  'tal^en  tX'Wahingham  Parva,  April  11,  in  the 
2d  and  3d  ot  Philip  and  Mary,  John  Cahtlmt,  £sq.  was  found  to  die 
sejzed  of  this  manor,  and  a  tenement  csuled  Sanders,  in  this  town,

By  an  ioqnisition  taken  at  Norwich  October  23,  in  the  14th  of 
King  Charles  I.  — — —  Becke,  Gent,  was  found  to  die  seized  of  the 
'  manor  of  Foxes,  JuguMt  21,  I6s6,  held  of  Sir  Robert  Coke,  in  soccagei 
of  his  manor  of  Castleacre ;  and  Jeremy  was  his  son  and  beh*. 

After  this,  it  was  possessed  by  the  Doves  of  Upton,  in  NorlAasralaa- 
shire,  and  sold  in  the  reign  of  King  George  i.  bv  ■  jDove, 

Esq.  to  Sir  Thomas  Coke  Earl  of  Leicester.  It  probably  came  to  tbe 
Doves  by  the  marriage  of  Mrs.  Frances  Beckf  in  1633^  (to  Thomas 
Dove,  E!sq.)  daughter  of  William  Becke  of  Castleacre. 

This  town  was  anciently  charged  for  tenths  at  1^. 

Here  is  a  fair  Icept  yearly  on  St.  Jameses  day. 

Tbe  town  takes  its  name  from  the  river  Aa,  and  Re.  j/a  k  n 
river  at  Munsier  in  Germany,  and  Jix  la  Chapelle,  or  Jken,  a  river 
in  Germany. 

The  Church  is  dedicated  to  St.  James^  and  was  a  lectory,  valoed 
at  26  marks^  and  being  appropriated  to  the  priory,  a  vicarage  was 
endowed)  valued  at  7  marks^  and  paid  Pe^er-pence,  Sd^ ;  the  present 
talor  of  the  vicarage  is  51.  &.  Sd.  and  itf  dischai^  of  fiisi  ftoiu 
and  tenths.  It  is  alarge  regular  building,  consisting  of  a  nave,  » 
north  and  south  isle,  covered  with  lead,  and  a  chancel  thatched ;  at 
the  west  end  is  a  lofty  four-square  tower,  with  5  bells. 

At  the  bottom  of  the  nav^  lies  a  gravestone.

I  have  seen  a  note  of  Gybbon  Goddard,  Esq.— '^  that  Old  Paine 
of  CasiUacre,  standard-bearer  to  King  Henry  V  III.  had  a  daughter 
married  first  to  Hoogan,  next  to  Audiey,  and  after  to  Humphrey 
Gvybon,  who  all  lie  buried  in  this  chancel.''  In  the  east  window  of 
it,  are  the  arms  of  the  Earl  Warren,  checque,  or  a^  amre,  and  about 
the  church  also  in  the  windows,  were  the  arms  of  the  Eails  of  Arun^ 
del,  gules,  a  lion  rampant,  or;  Le  Gross,  quarterly,  argent  and  aznre, 
on  a  bend,  sable,  tliree  martlets^  or;  Mortimer  Earl  of  Marsh; 
Bohun  Earl  oi  Jiorthampton ;  Haetings  and  Falentia,  quarterly^  Earls 
of  Pembroke;  Beauehamp  Earl  of  Warwick,  &c. 

Thomas  Candeler  of  Castleacre,  by  his  wilt  dated  in  1514,  was 
buried  in  the  church,  and  gave  two  closes,  called  Costing  and  West* 
gate,  to  Thomas  March  and  bis  heirs,  '^  on  the  condition  of  keeping 
a  light  in  the  bason  before  our  Lady  in  the  chapel,  with  5  waxe  ' 
cancels  to  be  light  at  ev'ry  principal  feste,  in  every  aobil  feste  2,  and 
every  single  feste  1 ;  on  a  neglect  whereof,  then  the  church  reeves 
to  take  the  closes,  and  to  keep  the  same."  * 

Henty  Scottyng  of  Castleacre,  by  his  will  in  1525,  was  buried  in 
the  chapel  of  our  Lady  in 'this  church,  and  gives  to  his  executors,  8 
acres  in  Castleacre  field,  called  Candelers,  and  land  in  Suiherofeldee, 
viz.  one  acre  and  half,  a  close  called  FaxwelFs,  5  roods  and  an  half, 
and  half  an  acre  at  the  end  of  the  said  close;  Item,  another  dose 
called  ChefwelUe  Mylle  of  3  roods,  and  3  acres  in  Newton  field, 
called  Zankyns,  to  keep  his  yereday  perpetually  in  the  said  churchy 
to  the  value  of  &.  Si.  to  the  rodeloft  light  6a.  to  our  Ladv  and  St. 
Christopher,  called  the  Bokks,  6d.  to  our  Lady's  lisht  od.  to  Si. 
Nicholas  perke  6d.  to  the  common  lieht  6d.  perpetually,  and  on  re- 
fusing so  to  do,  the  churchwardens  nen  to  nave  the  sdd  lands,  to 
keoe  nis  yereday  and  the  aforesaid  lighu.

V4S7,;  John  de  JValton^  admitted  by  Henry  de  Holkham,  official 
to  tHe  archdeacon  of  Norwich,  oh  the  presentation  of  the  prior  and 
convent :  the  vicarage  then  consisted  in  the  whole  allara^e;  confes- 
sions in  Lent,  and  legacies,  the  lithe  of  lamb  and  wooI>  ncmp  and 
flax ;  (that  of  the  mills  was  then  excepted,  belonging  to  the  priory^ 
as  rectors^)  the  vicar  had  also  his  daily  prebend*,  vit.  his  provision 
from  the  priory,  with  a  pension  of  105*  8rf*  another  of  4«.  \0d.  per  ann^ 
and  was  to  bear  all  ordinary  dues^  and  lo  give  10^  pounds  of  wax  in 
the  octaves  of  Easter-week.

CASTLEACRE  PRIORY  AND  MANOR," 

Was  founded  by  William  de  Warren,  to  whom  the  Conqueror  gave 
the  lordship  of  this  town,  (the  first  Earl  Warren  and  Surrey,)  ancT de- 
dicated io  God,  St.  Mary,  the  Apdstles,  St.  Peter,  and  St  Paul,  and 
was  a  cell  to  the  Cluniac  monks  of  St.  Pancrace  Ht  Lewes  in  Sussex, 
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a  priory  -feanded  by  the  said  Earl.  Authors  generally  agpree  that  it 
was  in  the  year  1 19O,  but  William,  the  first  Earl  Warren  and  Surrey^ 
died  before  this  year,  in  1]89>  as  Bishop  Tanntn  in  or  before  1085.  ' 

In  a  charter  granted  to  this  priory,  William  styles  himseif  Earl  of 
Surrey,  and  for  the  salvation  of  his  own  soul,  ana  that  of  his  father 
and  his  pother,  and  his  heirs,  giv^s  to  this  priory  the  church  of 
Jlcre^  the  church  of  Metlidwold  and  advowson  thereof,  the  church 
o£  Leadeti  Roding  (in  Essex)  and  advowsotr,  with  those  of  Wickmere 
and  Trunch,  and  two  parts  of  the  tithes  of  his  demeans,  in  Grimnton 
in  Norfolk;  witnesses  William,  his  son,  Wimer,  his  sewer,  William 
jSranche,  Walkelin  de  Roset,  Hugh  de  Wand^  Robert  dc  Mortimer,^    { 

Herbert  Bishop  of  Norwich  confirmed  the  grant  of  the  founder, 
and  certified  that  the  monks  of  Hacra  had  entered  on  that  chufcli 
with  his  consent,  and  that  the- monastery  there  built  was  built  by  his 
provision. 

Williams  the  2d  Earl  Warren  and  Surrey,  confirmed  the  aforesaid 
granty  and  that  of  2  carucates  of  land  in  Acre^  given  by  his  father, 
and  ail  the  heath  land  belonging  to  Wick,  and  gave  also  to  the  priory, 
part  of  his  own  heath  land  by  Wick,  the  land  of  Ring,  25.  per  ann. 
m  (he  land  which  Osbern  of  Gloueesire  held  of  him  in  Jcre,  2  orch- 
ardsy  and  all  the  ploughland  from  those  orchards  to  his  castle,  in 
which  they  have  founded  their  new  church,  because  that  which  th6y> 
lately  had  was  too  little  and  inconvenient;  all  the  moor  by  the  water- 
under  the  same,  a  little  part  also  of  another  moor  which  Wimer,  his 
sewer,  gave,  the  moiety  of  a  mill  by  Sudacre,  and  Ss.  rent,  in  land 
at  Unn;  Ulmar,  the  mason,  in  Jcra,  with  his  garden  and  15  acres 
of  land,  2000  eels  in  Meleold  {Methwold)  for  ever,  5s.  per  aim.  in 
landy  a  garden,  and  24  acres  of  land,  to  build  their  church,'  and 
whatever  land  bis  tenants,  in  his  father's  audinhis  timej  gave  by  . 
his  consent,  or  shall  give  in  tithes,  or  in  churches  without  his  con- 
sent, whatever  his  sewer,  Geffrey  his  nephew,  and  chaplain,  held  of 
him  at  Wesneham  (JVesenham)  and  at  Chersingejiales  (Gressinghale) 
the  tithe  of  the  wood,  mills,  and  land,  at  Chersingehall,  and  of  the 
priest  of  the  same,  of  the  said  village  20d.  of  Ortmar,  23.  of  Jnsche-- 
tine,  5s.  the  tithe  of  Wiresfeld,  the  tithe  o(  Foeldone  {Fouldon)  6s. 
which  Roger  gave  for  the  soul  of  his  father  at  the  day  of  his  burial ; 
the  lithe  of  Gejff.  de  Congham,  the  tithe  of  Grimston-hall  Siud  mill,  the 
tithe  of  Lechesham-hall  and  mill,  and  the  church  of  the  said  village,

The-stte  of  the  prioiy^diarch  lies  west  of  the  castle,  was  a  acaeraUi 
kupge<}othic  pile,  of  freestone  flint,  Sue.  and  built  in  a  caibederal  lav 
o^airentaal  manner ;  great  |)art  of  the  fimvt  or  west  end  of  k  iaatill 
remaittiog,  where  tbe  prineipal  entraace  was  tbioaffh  w.giealareb> 
0ver  iwhidi  was  a  stately  window ;  on  each  side  of  tbe  greaft  door 
wenettoors  to  enter  krto  ihe  north  and  soatb  aisles,  ander  the  lower^ 
SB  "tbe  grand  doer aet^^  for  an  entraace  into  tbe  nanre  or  body;  aft 
Ike  BOfftb  nnd  senili  ends  of  this  firont  or  west  end,  stood  t  towwm 
ai]m>ortcdby  strong  arches  ^nd  pillars;  the  nave  or  body  bad  Wgseat 
fmmtB,  makyig  7  ardiesoir.eacbaide,  the  lowest  joiatng  to  the  towers  ; 
on  the  east  end  of  the  nave  stood  the  grand  tow^r,  sopportediby.  foor 
great  pillars,  through  whieh  was  the  entrance  into  the  ehoir  ;  on  the 
south  and  north  side  oi  this  tower  were  2  cross  isles  or  transepts; 
and  at  the  end  of  the  north  transept  thbre  seems  to  have  been  a  cha« 
pel  or  vestiary ;  the  ehoir  was  ot  equal  breadth  with  the  nave  and 
isles,  but  much  shorter,  and,  at  the  eaiK  ^fad  of  it,  was  lu  fonn  dC  a^ 
chapel,  and  here  stood  tbe  high  altar,  as  I  take  it.

.  it  appears  that  this  window  was  built  by  John  Winchebey,  prior  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  VII.  or  VIII.  afterwards  it  might  be  converted  into 
a  dining  room,  but  tbftt  it  wa»:  originally  a  large  chapel,  and 
this  room  was  only  the  west  end  of  it;  is  apparent :  it  extended 
to  the  south  tower  of  the  church,  wliere,  at  the  east  end  of  it,  is  a  large 
window,  as  in  a  chapel,  and  a  step  or  ascent  here,  as  to  an  altar;  and 
on  the  south  wall,  near  to  this  ascent,  is.  an  arched  Carved  seat:  of 
'stone,  rising  in  form  of  a  pyramid,  with  the  shield. of  the  Earl  Warrtm 
alone,  which  testifies  it  to  be  an  antique  pile,  built  in -their  tisle 
before  the  patronage  of  the  priory  came  to  the  Earls  of  jfrundeti^ 
and  at  the  north-east  comer,  near  to  the  altar-place,  is  a  door-place 
with  a  stone  arch ;  and  here  was  a  stone  stair-case  which  led  dowa 
into  the  cloister. 

In  another  i-oom  was,  a  few  years  past,  in  a  window,  the  broken 
portraiture  of  one  of  the  Earls  of  Arundel,  in  armoor,  with  a.  broad 
sword  in  his  hand,  and  on  his  surcoat  the  arms  of  Arundel,  Matrevere, 
and  C/tin,  as  above  and  part  of  a  legend.  My  trust  ys»  <  '  ;  also 

on  a  chapeav,  gule$<t  an  oaken  slip,  Vf it,  acorned  or.^-There  are  two 
prints  of  the  ruins  of  this  priory,  one  by  i/Lr.Buck,  who  dedicatedit  Co 
$he  Lady  Margaret,  Lady  Baroness  of  Clifford,  and  the  other  by  Mr. 
MUlicent.  The  site  of  it  took  in.  several  acres;  the  grand  entrance 
was  north  of  the  priory  church,  where  is  now  standing  a  large  and 
stately  gate^rhottse  of  free-stone;  over  the  arch  as  you  enter,  are  the 
arms  of  the  Earl  JVarren^  of  Arundel  and  Earl  Warren  quarterly^

Thomas  Mailing  admitted  prior  ift  June,  1519,  sometimes  called 
Thomas  de  Castleacre;  he  was  presented  and  nominated  by  the  Bishop 
of  Nbrri'icA,  with  JoA»  SalisburVf  late  prior  of  St.  Faith\  at  Horskam 
in  Norfolk,  to  be  sufiragiin  Bishop  of  ![%etford,  when  Archbishop 
Cranmer  chose  Salisbury. 

Many  persons  of  quiiiity  were  here  buried,  espeoiallv  those  who 
held  lordships,  (and  were  benefactors  to  this  priory)  undfer  the  J^b 
^£rrrm.— ^if/ice,  widow  of  Sir  Eudo  de  Arsic,  daughter  of  Hervef 
Canis,  lord  of  Dunham  Mama,  gave  6s.  rent  per  anu.  out  of  lands  in 
the  tenure  of  Alianore  and  Alice,  her  daughters,  to  be  paid  to  the  sacrist 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  lamp,  before  the  cross,  where  the  body  of  her 
hnsbarid  rests ;  witnesses.  Sir  Alexander  de  Arsic,  her  son  and  heir. 
Sir  Fre4rick  de  Capravill,  Reginald  de  GeytOfn,  then  senescal  QfAcrp.

A  little  towards  the  east  of  the  priory^  stood  the  casde^  ia  a  suiDg 
ground,  from  the  south  to  the  north,.  isicludinKf  wUb  all  its  outworks 
and  fortifications,  about  18:  orr^  of  gju^uooi  in  a  circular  form ; 
<ii<iMh'  this  thcM  is  m  way  €«  street  c^le4  now  the  BayfyrS^reet, 
with  bouses  on  each  side,  runniiig  diiMct^y  nor.;^  i^nd  4outh.  ;^  at  the 
entrance  of  this  street,  on  the  north,  fftanfi^  ^  stone  gate^hottse^  with 
two  round  bastions,  and  had  2  doors,  an  inward  and  outward  oDe, 
with  a  portcullis  in  the  middle;  and,  no  doubt^  there  w^s  another  at 
the  entrance  of  this  street,  on  the'  ^ootli  sid^^j  a^  you  coine  from 
Swaffham^  as  appears  from  lomeuiari^s  4ti,U  r^mainiug.    Near  the 
north  gate,  on  the  east  side  of  the  stre^t^  wa^  #  ciiapel  for  the  castle,  the 
walls  of  which  are  still  standing,  and  is  now  a  (lweUing-hou$e ;  and  on 
the  east-side  of  the  said  street,  near  the  middle  of  it,  was  a  strong  stone 
gate*house,  leading  into  the  outward  court  pf  |t^  gr^4»t  castle,  which 
was  circular,  enclosed  with  a  strong  and  lofty  wall  of  iree-stone,  flint, 
fcc.  and  embattled  7  feet  thick,  a  considerable  part  of  which'  is  still 
remaining,  with  a  deep  ditch  or  entrenqhoaentt,  aAd  a  lofty  embattled 
wall  round  it ;  within  this  was  the  k^ep )  ^nd  eross^  this  deep  ditch  or 
entrenchment,  are  S  lofty  walU  Qt  j^ipper  di^apces,  which  join  the 
castle  wall,  as  buttresses,  8cc»    The  whole  area  of  this  castle,  W\^  its 
entrenches  and  ditches,  and  an  outward  wall  embattled  as  aforesaid, 
includes  about  18  acres  of  ground,  and  reaches  near  the  river ;  where, 
under  this  embattled  outward  wall,  is  a  terrace  walk,  which  affords  a 
pleasant  and  agreeable  prospect  over  the  country,  and  water  to  sup^ 
ply  and  fill  the  ditches.    The  other  part  of  the  fortifications,  lying  on 
the  west  side  of  this  Bayly-Street ,  is  called  the  Barbican,  and  contains 
jabove  10  acres  of  land,  and  was  enclosed  by  de^p  ditches,  entrench-

This  castle,  no  doubt,  was  as  agreeable  fpr  ftf  appartmenta  as  its 
strength,  and  it  appears  that  King  Edward  I.  was  entertained  herein 
by  Earl  Warren,  in  January,  1207 :  and  one  thing  i<  further  ]:emark<* 
able  of  it,  that  the  Earl  Warren,  the  founder,  tboijgh  he  had  140 
lordships  in  Norfolk,  chose  this  far  bjs  chief  gi eat  honour  or  lord- 
ship, and  a  residence ;  and  his  other  lordships  were  dependant  on  it ; 
kmi  tn 'this  castle  was  n  chapel  with  BEK)iiks  therein,  before  the  death 
«f  t)M  first  ]Sarl  Wurren  in  1089,

in  tord  ixH^r  afterwards  Ead  of  l^^ic^ter.

CLENCH  WARTON. 

At  the  snrvey  it  is  wrote  Ecleuuartuna,  k  word  ccfrnponnjed^  Wcl 
bespeaks  a  town,  seated  on  a  moist  watery  soil,  by  a  river  :^  Uughdt 
Mantfwrfs  manor,  df  which  we  have  treated  in  Islington,  extended 
into  this  village,  and  of  this  manor  the  family  of  Sca/e«,  and  that  of 
Ingaldesihorp,  held  each  a  moiety.'  The  lownwas  divided  (as  appeals 
Jrotn  ancient  recdrds)  into  North  and  South  Gknchwatton.  Robert 
de  Scales,  in  the  firi»t  of  Edward  L  held  one  fee  and  a  qoarter^id 
eapiic  here,  in  Islington f  Tylnejf,  Ilc.  and  had  the  assise  of  bieidj 
&c.' 

In  the  18th  of  Edward  II.  Robert  and  I^elina  his  wife  Wb« 
found  to  hold  of  the  King  in  cafitt,  a  moiety  of  the  advowfoo  of  this 
church,  whi^h  dways  went  along  with  the  lordship;  from  the  Scaiee'e 
it  -came  to  fVoodvile  Earl  Rivers,  afterwards  to  TyndiUc,  as  may  be 
seen  at  large  in  Middleton;  John  Tyndal,  who  was  lord  in  the  Sd  and 
4th  of  Philip  and  Mary,  alienated  it  to  WiUiam  Tyndalr  together 
with  the  advowson  of  the  church. 

•  About  the  20th  of  Elizabeth,  Francis  Southwell  was  possessed  of  it, 
and  on  his  death,  in  the  24th  of  that  Queen,  it  descended  to  his  son 
itft^es  Southwell,  Esq.  who  conveyed  4 1  in  the  30tb  of  that  reign,  to 
Sir  J^phn  Willov^hby;  and  hisson.  Sir  Henry  fVilloughby,  on  Novem* 
ber  19,  in  the  9th  of  King  James  I.  had  license  to  alienate  it  ta 
WUUam  Gybon,  Esq.  and  his  heiri,  (as  may  be  seen  in  Isltngton} 
sloffether  with  the  patronage  of  the  church.

•kvied  hetween  Thomas  son  of  Thomas  de  Ingaldesthorp,  and  Raberi 
de  Scales,  petents,  and  William  son  of  Jlan  of  Clenchwarton,  whom 
the  si>boti>f  Derham  called  to  warranty  of  the  advowson  of  this  chnrdi^

Rosrid  had  possessed  it,  but  Ralph 
Earl  of  if orfolk  desseized  him  of  half  of  it,  and  held  it  on  his  being 
attainted ;  and  UrvM,  a  man  of  Rotrid,  held  it  at  the  survey  of 
&oAfVs  fee,  and  claims  it  by  the  King's  patronage ;'  from  Scok»€$  it 
came  to  the  Giffards  Earls  of  Bueh,  and  from  them  to  the  Earls  of 
Clare. 

Sir  John  de 
tVigenhale,  and  their  tenants,  beld  $  parts  of  a  fee  in  Clenchmmrion, 
TUney  and  fVigenhale^  of  Richard  FiU-Simon,  in  the  reign  of  Henry 
lILof  the  honour  of  Clare;  and  John^  son  of  John  deWodenortqn^ 
impleaded  John,  son  of  Thonku  de  Reynham,  for  6o  acres  of  lafidv  30i. 
lentf  and  the  moiety  of  a  messuage  in  South  Cknchwarfon,  TUney,  and 
fVigenhale,  as  his  right,  in  the  octaves  of  St^  Hillary,  14  Edmnd  I. 
and  in  the  said  year,  Jlke,  widow  of  Walter  Fenne,  impleaded  fViUuun 
de  Undesley,  for  the  moiety  of  mill  in  this  towo« 

In  the  7tb  of  Edward  IL  a  fine  was  levied  between  Robert  de 
fVatervikf  and  Jlice  his  wife,  Jlan,  parson  of  IVashingle  church,  and 
WiUiam  BeUt,  of  3  mesuages,  2  mills,  100  acres  of  landi  7  of  meadow, 
in  this  town,  Wigetihale,  Seche,  and  Soiifh  Lynn,  conveyed  to  Robert, 
<cc.;  and  in  his  Sth  year,  TAo.  de  WarUinp&n  was  founds  as  appears 
from  the  escheat  rolls,  to  hold  here,  in  Mtddteton,  TUne^,  fVigenhak, 
SechVfSadlebowe,  South  Lynn,  West  Winch,  and  JfardwiVA,  half  a  fee 
of  the  honour  of  Clare ;  in  the  following  year,  John  de  FUton  waa 
presented  to  have  a  lordship  in  Clcnchwarton ;  and  in  the  recoid  it  is 
said  to  be  an  hamlet  to  South  Lynn,  together  with  West  Lynne,  and 
North  Lynne,  of  which  the  Bishop  of  ^y,  and  the  Lord  Scales  weae 
also  lofds ;  tn  the  17th  of  the  said  King,  Gilbert  de  Say^  and  his  ten- 
ants, were  found  to  hold  5  fees  in  this^town,  MidUton,  Wirhans,  Stoke, 
Boketoti,  Gtyton,  Cokesford,  &c.  as  belonging  to  the  Earl  cX  Surry, 
bnt  really  belongine^  to  the  honour  of  Clare,  after,  ae*  9  Henry  Vl* 
held  by  Elizabeth  Lady  Say.

At  an  assise  held  at  Lynn,  on  Tkursday  in  nentecost  week,  in  the 
SOth  of  Edward  I.  before  R.  de  Rockefora  ana  Henry  Spiganel,  the 
jury  found  Ralph  de  Congkam  to.  hold  a  messnaffe,  2  carncates  of 
Jand,and  the  advowson  ofa  charch  of  tbe  prior  of  CaUleacre,  by  the 
aervice  of  50f.  per  ann.  and  tbe  rent  beine  in  arrears,  the  prior  strained 
for  the  same,  and  Adam  de  Congkam,  with  others  unknown,  reeovered 
'the  seizure,  so  that  the  prior  recovered  damages  to  Uie  value  of  9/.

Eaq.  ae- 
eond  son  of  Sir  John  Spelman,  Knt.  ofNarburgh,  dd  judge  of  the 
King's  Bench,  by  jBiisn&crA,  daughter  and  heir  of  Hernu  Frowick  of 
Ounner$hury,  in  Middlesex.  Sir  Henry,  by  his  wife  Heanor,  eldest 
daughter  and  eoheir  of  John  L* Estrange  of  Sedgfford  in  Norfolk,  Es^ 
iNid  ^\t  John  Spelman,  his  son  and  heir,  and  Clement  ^Unan^  his  2d 
soil,  a  eursitor  baron,  8lc. — Sir  John,  bis  eldest  son,  markied  Anme* 
daughter  of  Sir  Join  Townsend  of  Rainham  m  Norfolk,  was  edocaled 
at  Cambridge,  (probably  in  Trinity  College,  where  his  fadier  Was  a 
student,)  and  wrote  several  learnedtreatises,  as  may  be  seen  in  WnoJto 
J&i.Ox.  vol.'ii.  and  when  Ring  Charles  I.  retired  to  Orford,  about 
1642,  he  followed  him,  died  there  in  Brasen  None  college,  of  the  camp 
disease,  July  M,  and  was  buried  on  the  26th  of  the  said  tnoiitii^ 
|64d,  in  the  church  of  St.  Mary,  at  Oxford^  leaving  this  character^ 
that  he  was  Fir^icerrimijudidi,  summi  ingenii,  el  primtissinus  wsormm 
tuavitaiis.

The  mafior  of  Grimston,  held  by  the  Earl  of  Suwes^  and  Arundel  e» 
tended  into  thh  town.*  In  the  27th  of  Henry  IIL  WilHamde  Musiengh 
held  of  the  honour  of  Rysingy  on  knight's  fee  assigned  in  dower,  to 
Isabel,  widow  of  Hvgh  £arl  of  Arundel.  This  family  was  cariy  en« 
teofi  in  this  lordship ;  several  of  them  gave  lands,  &c.  by  deeds,  otmi 
<iate,  to  the  priory  of  Wimondham,  soon  after  its  foundation.  Nigel 
de  Ru^ienden,  or  Rasteyn,  and  Robert  de  Ruxieyn,  gave  them  a  aaanh 
in  Snetesham,  and  40  acres  of  land  in  Sharnboum,  for  Ms  own  sou)^ 
and  that  of  Aldreda  his  wife;  and  Roger  de  Rusiein  gave  a  mili  ia 
Snetesham :  he  lived  about  the  rei^n  of  tfenry  II.  and  married  Bihqi^ 
dreda,  daughter  of  JZo^^r  de  Dersit^ham,  refict  of  Jefrey  de  Shetrnf 
bourn ;  William  Rusteyn,  lord  of  this  manor,  accompaaied  ^iittoai

Tharpy  R^n,  8cc.  held  of  the  honour  of  Tateshdle,  by  kntght'b  ser^ 
^€e,*leavnlg  Edmund  his  ^n  and  heir,  as  appears  fr6m  the  escheat 
roHs;  and  7%om&s  Thursbye  was  lord  in  the  beginning  of  Queen  jEii« 
taiet^s  reign;  but  in  the  39  th  of  Elizabeth,  Henry  Sptbnan,  Esq.

TATISHALE'S,  PBTEGAR'S,  or  BELETER'S. 

fivBO,  son  of  Spiruwin,  ancestor  of  the  family  of  the  Tatishaks,  hai 
ftlaoa  manor  here,  that  of  HHUngton  extending  into  this  town  ;  part 
e^  ihk  was  held  by  J<^  de  Thorp^  in  right  of  Alice  his  wife,  in  the 
8l8t  of  Edward  I.  of  Robert  de  Tateshdie,  by  thr^e  quarters  of  a  fee ; 
the  church  of  St.  Mary^s  of  Conghdm  belonged  to  this  fee  of  Ta/w- 
hate,  w%iich  afterwards  descended  to  his  heirs  ;  for  in  1329;  the  King 
presented  to  that  church,  as  guardian  to  John  de  Orreby,  md  came 
to  that  family  by  the  mamaee  of  Isabel,  one  of  the  coheirs  of

In  the  4th  ^f  Edward  III.  Robert,  son  of  John  de  Thorp,  wai 
feund  to  hold  of  John  Congham,  in  soccage,  a'  messuage;  and  lands 
fcew;  anditt  thcl4th  of  that  King,  John,  son  of  Robeft  de  Thorp,  Knt; 
was  found  to  hold  of  Richard  Belhouse,  by  homage  and  the  service 
ef  3i»  per  ann.  a  messuage,  and  lands  here ;  in  the  preceding  year^ 
this  JoAn^  granted  to  the  abbess  of  St.  Clare,  in  the  Minories,  without 
AUgate,  London,  and  her  successours,  an  annuity  of  20  marks  bur  of 
bis  lands  here,  and  20  marks  out  of  his  lands  in  Comb$,  and  Helming^ 
Ai#i  in  Suffolk;  as  did  Robert  de  Mart^am  a  like  annuity  out  of  his 
lands  in  Martham,  Repps,  &c.  in  Norfolk,  during  tlie  life  of  Catherine 
widow  of  John,  son  o^  Sir  Otiver  de  Ingham..   .

But  though  the  principal  part  was  thus  conveyed,  yet  a  part  of  the 
TatishaU  manor  which  was  in  iheThorps,  in  the  reign  of Eaw^rdLre* 
niained  till  conveyed  by  them  to  the  L' Estranges ;  .Henry  UEOmngc 
of  Hunstanton,  £sq.  died  possessed  of  the  manor  of  Congham,  aod 
Massingham^Parva,  in  l483.  John  V Estrange,  his  Sd  son,  died  lord 
in  1517,  and  by  the  marriage  of  Barbara,  his  only  daughter,'  came 
to  Robert  Mordaunt,  in  which  family  it  still  remains ;  Sir  Charles 
Mordaunt,  Bart,  being  the  present  lord,  as  may  be  more  fully  seen  ia 
Massingham'Parva. 

This!  take  to  be  the  manor  called  corruptly  at  this  d^y  Petegar*s, 
probably  from  Beleter,  who  was  lord  in  Henry  the  Fourth's  time. 

There  was  also  another  lordship  held  by  Berner,  captain  of  the 
cross-*bowmen,  in  the  Conqueror's  army,  consisting  of  60  acres  of  land, 
and  3  acres  of  meadow,-  held  by  a  freeman  and*  a  borderer,  and  half 
a  carucate  held  by  4  freemen,  with  3  acres  of  meadow ;  the  whole 
Talued  at  105.  per  ann.  these  freemen  he  claimed  by  the  gift  of  the 
Conqueror ;'  and  the  suid. Berner  had  lordships  given  him  ia  Grms^ois 
and  Hillington,  in  this  hundred  ;  in  Shamburn,  in  Docking  haodred ; 
itK, Askell, and  Scoulton.\u  fVeyland hundred ;  in  Overstrandy  in  North 
Erpingham  hundred;  in  Pikenham,  in  South  GrfeiiAott^hondred^and 
in  i/ar^rd  in  £^Mes/brc7  hundred.  <  * 

This  was  most  prooably  held  by  Pycot,  then  by  Burdeliz,  and  the 
lords  of  Alhon*s  manor,  (as  may  l>e  seen  in  Hillington,)  and  probiibly 
WHS  sold  in  Henry  the  Sixth's  time,  by  the  frminglands,  to  the 
L' Estranges,  it  being  now,  as  I  take  it,  part  of  the  estate  of  Sir  Charles 
Mordaunt,  Bart,  in  this  town.

PAKEMHAM  MANOR.

W  St»  Mban*s  in  ffertfhrdshire,  and  gave  two  parls  of  bis  tithes  here,  | 
with  l|?nd4  tbereito.  Moster  de  Fcdoines  was.  his  son  and  heir,  aod  about  i 
thia  time,  WUHam  d^e  uudham  appears  to  baire  held  it  of  this  faiaily*  i 
Bo^sr  ha^d  by  Jgi^es  ijis  wife,  Peie^^  fiobcrtj  Geffrey,  Jobn,^*  Peten 
the  eldest,  married  Gundreda  de  Warren,  (probably.c^.tbe  family  oi  the 
Basis  Warren  aajd  S^rr^y)  but  dying  witboot  issue  was  succeeded  by 
Bobert  bis  brother,  who  in  tbe  leth  of  Hmry  11.  certified  biakn^bts 
fees  to  be  thirty,  and  a  third  part  of  one  de  veim/evffammUo,  and 
four  de  n09o;  and  by  de^  satu  date,  gave  to  tbe  priory  of  ffff^aiRy 
Ibe  rectory  ofX^singham^  wi^  90  acres  of  land,  for  the  soul  of 
Jlfffie$  his  mother,  with  the  tithe  of  all  his  manor  here,  tbe  moiety  of 
St.  Peter's  church  in  Wakingkam  Magna,  the  chantry  and  land  wliich 
Humphrey  held  of  him  there,  tbe  fee  of  GuMhorp,  bis  lafid  in  Well, 
which  Roberf  Godchild  held.' .  By  Helewisia  his  wife  he  left  a  daugh* 
and  heir,  Gunnora,  and  dieid  in  the  dOth  of  Henry  II. 

Gundreda  de  Watren^  for  tbe  soul  of  her  lord,  Pet^  de  Vabnrn 
aforesaid,  released  all  her  right  in  this  churchy  by  deed  miisdaf^;

time,)  and  that  in  ihe  gib  ofKing  John,  she.  had  livery  of  lands  that 
descended  to  her,  as  heir  to  her  uncle,  Geffrey;  it  is  probable  hef 
first  httsband  was  Durandus  de  Sliel,  or  Smtely,  the  King's  cbamber* 
kfn;  he  and  Gunnora  his  wife,  by  deed  sctns  date,  confitrriiing  the 
abovementioned  grant  of  Robert,  of  this  church,  8cc.  to  the  priory  of 
Jiinham ,- — witnesses,  Richard  Aguillon,  Riogtr  jFurneaux,  .&g.  . 

It  appears  that  Peter  de  Faioins  was  dead  in  the  Idtb  of  Hentff  \h 
and  Guhdreda,W\%  widow,  was  at  the  King^s  disposal  in  BMUtiage, 
holding  lands  in  capite  to  the  valoe  of  30/.  oer  ann.  Robtrt  his  bro«

of  Eiux,  and  snnriving  him,  married  Esmond  de  Burgo,  and 
ajDweced  for  14  fees  in  the  reign  of  Henry  Ul.  and  Gdj^^de  Sna^ 
rimgt.  iras  fonnd  to  hold  tlie  fonrth  part  of  a  fee  of  her  fether,  Roberi 
Fitz  Walter,  of  the  honour  of  Fabnnt,  which  Robert  died  in  the  igib 
of.  the  aforesaid  King  Heftrv  III. ;  tind  in  the  ^7th  of  that  King. 
Isabella  de  Faloim,  wife  of  Vatnd  Comn,  who  was  one  of  the  coheirs 
jof  ChrietUna  aforesaid,  died  seized  of  the  Blh  part  of '«  feein  tbia 
4owny  9xA  William  Comj/n  was  found  to  be  her  son  and  heir,  then 
under  age,  and  enjoyed  it  in  the  Si  of  Edward  L  It  maybe  here  obr 
served  that  ladies  in  their  widowhood,  often  retained  the  names  of 
iheir  fathers,  as  GundreiB^  de  Warren,  Isabella  de  Faltrinfi  above.

Pakenkam  byfine  4/.  oer  ami.  rent  in  this  tomn^  Bdbbingk,  and 
tVu^reion,  ail  that  Wiluam  had  in  homages,  services,  ftc  of  freemett 
and  villains,  wards,  reliefe,  esoheaU,  fcc.  in  those  towns,  saving  only 
to  himself  the  homages  and  services  of  all  bis  tenants  living  oiit  c£ 
the  said  towns,  aiid  thaA  he  and  his  heirs  might  hold  their  court  tn 
the  said  foreisn  tenants  in  Uie  place  where  they  before  did,  add 
aaTing  a  pinfold  to  impound  those  foreign  tenanu'  cattle  in  the  same 
place  where  the  old  pinfold  used  to  be. 

John  d^  Faloini  succeeded  his  brother  Robert  in  this  barony,  as  heir 
male,  and  by  Isabella  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  de  Creke,  of  North 
Creke,iu  Norfolk^hed  Robert  his  son  and  heir,  who  by  Roeeia,  one  of  tfab 
Slaters  and  coheirs  of  Sir  WilUam  le  BJkmd,  (who  was  slain  in  the  battle 
of  Lewes  in  48tb  of  Henry  III.)  left  RtAert  de  Faloins  his  son,  who 
tcK>k  to  wife  Eve  de  Criketot,  and  was  lord  otlxwortkin  Suffolk,  en 
heir  to  Blund,  and  had  issue  two  daughters  and  heirs ;  Roese,  married 
to  Sir  Edmund  de  Pakenham,  and  CecUy  to  Robert  de  Ufford  Earl  of 
Suffolk :  this  lord  Fn/otni  died  about  the  flOth  (d  Edward  I.  and  bore 
argent,  three  pallets,  uodde  gules,  or  (as  some)  •^ -- paly  of  six,  ^f 
mid  gules. 

In  Uie  d5th  of  Edward  III.  the  lady  Rohesia,  then  widow  of  Sir 
Edmund  Pakenham,  settled  by  fine  on  Hervey  de  Pakenham,  hit 
son,  rector  of  Berdwell  In  Stffolk,  the  moiety  of  the  mahor  df 
ixwortk,  for  life,  remainder  to  the  prior  of  txworth,  except  oi|e 
penny  rent,  and  the  moiety  of  the  advowson  of  that  priory; 
4ad  JSdoitM^  de  Pakenhmn,  her  eldest  son,  w^  foood  in  the  said 
ftar,  to  hcid  at  his  death,  in  right,  and  by  the  inheritance  df 
ilfa^  his  wife,  daughter  and  coheir  of  Edmund  Comynf  the  manor 
of  j^AenAoiai  ^»ei  in  Suffolk,  and  that  of  this  town,  Behugh,  &c. 
in  Norfolk,  and  Thomas  was  his  son  and  heir,  aged  99;  and  ttie  said 
Thonm,  on  October  10^  ia  the  «7th  of  the  said  King»  paid  homage

ofBynham;^  Sir  Jddmde  Clifton,\ord  ot  Frebri^e hundred;  and  of 
part  of  this  town,  consenting  thereto,  saving  to  •  himself  jind  heirs  the 
rent  and  service  of  the  whole  lete  belonging  to  the  hundred,  and  suit 
of  court  to  his  manor,  for  lands  held  thereof ;— witnesses  Sir  Richard 
Walkfare,  Sir  WUliam  de  Cayley,  WiUiam  Shambimm,  Symon  Bar- 
ret,  &c.  this  lordship  then  including,  as  I  take  it,  that  of  -Robert 
Vfforcts  also. 

it  afipears  that  (he  whole  of  this  lordship  was  not  conveyed  to  the 
said  priory^ 

In  the  4th  year  of  Henry  IV.  a  fine  was  levied  between  Thmm 
Neve,  parson  of  Eresweli,  and  Sir  William  Berdewellt  Knl.  and  Mar- 
garet his  wife  (who  was  daughter  and  heir  of  TheoBald,  or  John  de 
Valoins  and  Agne$  his  wife)  of  Pakenham^hall,  and  60  acres  of  land 
in  Babingley,  cMtil  the  Ker,  conveyed  to  Neve,  from  Margaret  and 
•her.  heirs. 

In  the  Sd  of  Henry  VII.  Sir  John  Windham  granted  by  fine  the 
manor  of  Pakenham-haU  to  John  Fox  and  Catherine  his  wife,  for  the 
use  of  John  Fox  his  son ;  and  William  Rogers  had  an  interest  herein, 
and  held  it  in  capite,  in  the  1st  of  Queen  Mary,  and  gave  it  (as  is 
said)  by  his  last  will  to  the  poor  of  Norwich ;  and  before  this  in  14«5, 
JoAii  Church  of  Baisingboum,  Esq.  and  Joan  his  wife,  confirmed  to 
Heftr^  Walpole  of  Houghton,  and  William  Ydverton,  Gent,  the 
manor  of  Pakenham  in  Dersingham,  which  came  to  them  by  the 
dea  b  of  William  Jdderton,  Esq.  her  father,  ^nd  Joan  his  wiie,^ 

Aflenyards  it  cameto  the  Cobbs  of  Sandringham,  who  were  lords 
iu  the  7th  of  Elizabeth,  and  to  the  Hosts,  as  may  be  there  se^n,  and 
Thegdore  Host,  Esq.  second  son  of  James  Host,  &q.  of  Sandringham, 
is  the  present  lord,  and  also  of  5iian>/g-Aa// herein  mentioned^  and 
hs^  the  l^te  6f  the  town* 


BINHAM  PRIORY  MANOR, 

Peter  de  Faloins,  on  bis  foundation  of  that  priory,  when  he  ga»c 
lands  and  two  parts  of  his  tithe  to  it,  gave  rise  to  this  lordship^ 
to  which  gift  Hugh  de  Dersingham  and  riccotus  his  brother  were 
Mritpesses. 

Christiana  de  Mandeville,  Countess  of  Essex,  for  the  souls  health  of 
William  de  Mandeville  Earl  of  Essex,  and  of  Reymund  de  Burgo,  her 
Ute  husband,  gave  40s.  rent  per  ann.  in  land  and  heath,  wi^^  certaia 
homages,  &c. ;  ?  and  she  demised  to  perpetual  farm,  a^  ca|Mtal  mes- 
suage, with  60  acres  of  land  here,  to  the  priory;  the  prior  agreeing 
tp  Ray  17  marks  perann.  to  the  chaplains  ot  St.  Nicholas,  in  the 
court  of  Sheerivg  (in  Essex)  where  she  then  lived.  Edward  I.  granjed 
license  to  ali^n  the  Jands  to  that  chapel  whiph  Alexander  de  Baliol, 
son  of  Henry,  had  granted  to  Christiana  Faloins,  his  aunt,  after  the

William,  son  of  William  de  Derham,  gave  a  marsh  called  Chaholm^ 
and  nomas  Lording  of  Demnffhamf^Auds;  Isabella  de  Derham  held 
the  dd  part  of  a  fee  of  FaloinSf  in  Henry  the  Third's  time. 

Bichard  de  Secford,  prior  of  Binham,  and  the  convent,  exchanged 
lands  here  with  Sir  Thomas  de  Gelham,  lying  near  the  chapel  of  St 
jindrew  in  Dersinghqm ;  in  the  deed  is  ai^  account  of  86  acres,  &c' 
of  land/  108  of  pasture,  8  acres,  &c.  of  meadow,  demean  lands  be- 
longing to. the  prior,  with  rents  and  customs,  by  deed  sans  date;  and 
in  the  SSth  of  Edward  IIL  a  considerable  part  of  the  miinor  ofPa* 
kenhamy  as  has  been  observed,  was  conveyea  to  it. 

The  temporalities  of  this  priory  in  this  town  were  valued  in  1428, 
at  4/.  135.  8J.;  at  the  Dissolution,  King  Henry  VIIL  granted  it  in 
his  SSd  year,  to  Sir  Thomas  Pasion,  who  had  license  to  alienate  it 
in  his  d6th  year  to  John  Bookwood,  and  his  heirs;  but  -in  the 
following  year.  Sir  Thomas  Paston,  and  Jgnes  his  wife,  Richard 
Heydon,  Esq..  ^nd  Nicholas  Rokewood, Gent,  conveyed  by  fine,  tht# 
manor,  with  400  acres  of  land,  60  of  meadow^  i200  of  pasture^  6  of 
wqpdf  200  of  marsh,  with  liberty  of  a  fold  in  Dersingham,  and  Ingt^ 
ihqtVj  with  \00s.  rent  pcrann^  and  the  advowson  of  the  vicarage, 
to  Koberi  Read,  Gent,  who  dying  February  %7,ao.  I  Maru,  Thomas 
Mead  his  son  succeeded,  wl^o  had  license,  17tU  of  Elizabetn,  to  alien* 
ate  a  messuage,  180  acres  of  land,  with  a  foidage  called  EaUUng 
Course,  to  Clfristopher  Walpole,  and  the  manor  to  Jeffreff  Cobb^  Esq. 
and  so  came  to  Host,  as  above. 


GELHxiM.HALL 

So.  called  from  a  family  who  held  lands  of  the  capital  lords,  the  Fa^ 
loinf,  and  in  ancient  deeds  are  found  witnesses  to  several  of  their 
donations.  Sir  Thomas  de  Gelham  of  this  town  had  license  to  build 
a  free  chapel  in  Dersingham  churchyard,  in  May,  1264,  and  to  ap^ 
point  a  master  or  chapTain,  from  Adam  de  Mota,  then  prior  of  fitiip 
Aam;  witnesses.  Sir  William  Rustein,  Sir  Hubert  Hacon,  Sir  John  dt 
Sabingley,  Geffrejf  de  Say,  Andrew  de  Sharnburne,  &c.  John  dc 
Gelham  had  a  qmctus  in  the  56th  of  Henry  III.  for  two  years,  when 
he  was  to  take  the  order  of  knighthood,  and  one  of.  the  sagie  nama 
was  lord  in  the  gtb  of  Edward  li.  William  de  Gelham  seems  to  be 
the  last  of  that  family,  and  died  in  the  reien  of  Edward  ill.  when  it 
.was  divided  amongst  his  daughters  and  coheirs. 
;  In  the  27th  of  the  said  King,  a  fine  was  levied  between  Sir  Richard 
'Walkfar,  Knt.  and  John  de  Reps  and  Elizabeth,  who  conveyed  to 
^icmrd  a  third  part  of  this  manor,  and  Richard  de  Brews  and  Ka-

de  Poley  and  Margaret  his  wife,  another  moiety;  aivd  in  the  3 1st  of 
that  King,  Arnold,  son  of  Arnold  de  Mounteney^  had  conveyed  to  him 
by  fine^  from  William  de  Newton,  tgLndEHzabeth  his  wife,  the  6th  part

It  ia^Mars  from  th^  D&Mesday  book  of  the  (3ohq(iei<dr,  thiit  Emh, 
Mm  orSptntcrfn,  litieestor  off  the  Lords  TateskaU,  lords  of  ihis  nbanory 
held  by  Schett,  a  freeman^  before  the  conquest,  and  Rinold  held  it 
under  ^do :  it  consisted  of  one  earocate  in  dem^av,  find  one  amongst 
the  freemen,  one  villtilA,  4  borderers,  one  servus,  7  acres  and  an  hall 
of  meadow,  and  a  sbltwoilc ;  four  freemen  hefd  also  44  acres,  whom 
he  look  in  to  make  up  his  manor,  and  there  was  also  a  freeman  with 
fiO  acres  and  half  )a  c^mcate,  and  4  borderers,  the  whole  valued  al 
€0f.  per  anil/ 

The  ancient  family  of  the  Dersin^kams,  who  lived  here,  probably 
held  lands  of  this  Idrdshi|> ;  Goimtne  de  Dersii^hdm  lived  in  King 
Henry  the  Second^s  reign,  and  owed  that  Kin^  a  mark  for  the  freight 
of  certain  jhips  ;  Roger  and  Maurice  de  Derstngham,  had  lands  here

Sir  Robert  de  Tateshale  was  fonnd  in^the  3lsl  of  Edward  I.  to  have 
held  in  capitCf  one  fee,  which  the  prior  of  BtnAam  held  of  biax;  and 
in  the  33d  of  the  said  King,  •  '  '  Pakenham  held  the  Sd  part  of  a 
fee  of  the  heirs  of  Sir  Robert. 

Of  Sir  John  de  Pakenham,  who  was  steward  to  the  Bishop  of  Ely,, 
there  is  a  rem^kable  account.  That  coming  in  the  Escchequer  court 
where  th6  King  {Henry  III.)  himself  was  setting,  in  the  39th  of  that 
King,  he  claimed  a  monstrous  fish  taken  on  the  land  bf  one  of  the 
Bishop's  wards,  whi[>se  ancestors  claimed  wreck  at  sea;  the  King 
himself  made  answer,  and  ordered  him  to  produce  the  charter  by 
which  he  claimed,  which  being  done,  it  was  tnen  asked  if  the  fish  was 
taken  on  the  land  or  in  the  sea,  and  it  was  answered  in  the  sea,  not 
far  from  the  land,  and  taken  alive,  six  boats  being  overturned  in  the 
tea  bjefore  be  could  be  caught ;  then  the  Kin^  replied,  that  since  it 
was  acknowledged  that  the  fish  was  taken  alive  in  the  sea,  it  could 
pot  be  wreck,  and  he  would  further  consider  of  it  '*  and.  the  cause  wa» 
adjourned  to  the  parliament. 

i  mention  this,  as  it  contains  some  thin^  worthy  of  our  observation. 
First,  that  the  King  himself  sate  in  the  Exchequer  at  this  time,  asked 
questions,  eave  answers  and  jud^ient ;  secondly,  that  no  person  could 
claim  wreck  but  by  charter;  and  thirdly,  that  the  cause  Was  adjourned 
to  the  parliament :  quere  may  be  made^  if  this  word  parliament  occurs 
in  any  record  before  this  time. 

In  records  before  this,  and  till  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  the  word  was 
Concilium,  et  Magnum  Concilium ;  but  Matt.  Paris  says  this  King 
called  Parliammtumgeneralissimumy  ao.  30.  p.  696^ 

In  the  reign  of  Edward  I.  Sir  Edmund  Pakenham,  and  the  prior' of 
Binham,  held  the  fourth  part  of  a  fee  of  the  Tateshales;  Robert  Lord 
Tateshale  dying  a  minor  m  1303,  his  inheritance  was  divided  amongst 
bis  father's  sisters,  Emma,  married  to  Sir  Osbert  de  Caley,  Joan  to 
John  de  Driby,  and  Jsabel  to  Sir  John  de  Orreby ;  and  in  the  reign 
of  Edward  III.  the  Pakenhams^  and  the  prior  of  Binhum,heii  the 
same ;  and  William  de  Gelham  held  a]^  a  part  of  this  lordsbipj  as  his 
ancestors.

The  family  of  Brokedish  were  anciently  lords  of  this,  under  the  Tatei^ 
halls;  Thomas  de  Brokedish  possessed  it  in  the  beginning  of  King 
jtfe'w/y  the  Third's  reign  ;  and  in  the  3 1st  of  that  King,  Rich,  le  Butler 
had  the  custody  of  lands  here,  belonging  to  Stephen  de  Brokedish, 
Isabella  de  Uldhalt  held,  in  the  3 1st  of  Edward  1.  half  a  fee  of  thcf

WalUr  GQrge»,  who  died  in  the  6th  o( Edward  IV.  had  a  part  of 
it ;'  Sir  William  OldhaU  forfeited  his  right,  being  attainted  of  high 
treason^  and  it  was  granted  afterwards  to  Sir  William  Capeli  lord, 
.na^or  of  London^  and  ancestor  to  the  Earl  of  Essex,  who  died  seized 
of  It  November  S,  ao.  7  Henry  Vlll.  and  Sir  Giles  Capel  was  bis  son 
and  heir ;  he  conveyed  it,  in  the  S2d  of  the  said  King,  to  John  Pell, 
Gent,  by  fine,  in  which  family  it  continued  as  in  SRouldham  priory 
manor^  till  left  to  the  Walpoles,  the  Earl  of  Orford  being  the  present 
lord.

The  Chubch  otDersingham  was  dedicated  to  St.  Nicholas,  si  first 
a  rectory,  in  the  gift  of  the  Lord  Peter  de  Valoins,  who  gave  2  parts 
of  the  tithes  of  his  fee  here;  and  Roger  de  Valoins,  non  oi Roger, 
gave  the  tithe  of  all  his  fee,  to  the  priory  oi  Bynham,  by  deed,  sam 
date,  together  with  this  rectory,  and  80  acres  of  land,  8cc.  for  the  soul 
of  his  mother  Agnes,  which  was  coofirmed  by  Pope  Clement  III.  and 
Urban  III.  by  their  several  bulls.^  Ln  12£9f  there  was  an  agreement 
made  between  John  de  Blundevile,  Bishep  of  Nortsieh,  and  the  priorj 
on  the  settling  of  the  vicarage ;  that  the  vicar  should  have  7  marks 
ptr  ann.  to  be  presented  by  the  prior  and  instituted  by  the  Bishop; 
and  the  prior  cited  in  1^32,  before  the  official  oi  Norwich,  the  master 
and  brethren  of  the  order  of  Sempringham,  for  the  tithe  of  the  pasture 
of  the  Countess  of  Maudevile,  which  was  witheld  Unce  the  master  had 
obtained  it,  and  it  Was  ordered  that  the  master  should  pay  the  prior 
a  sum  of  money,  for  the  purchase  thereof.  This  rectory  was  formerly 
valued  in  the  King's  Books  at  38  marks  per  ann,  and  the  vicarage  at 
6  marks,  f  e^er-pence  SOd.  iait  was  the  guild  of  the  Trinity,  and  the 
image  of  St.  John  Baptist. 

On  the  dissolution  of  the  priory,  it  was  granted  to  the  see  of  Nor» 
mch,  where  it  remains  at  this  time.  It  was  farmed  by  Thomas  Rtoe^ 
in  the  3d  and  4lh  of  Philip  and  Mary,  at  lUL  per  ann.  of  Bishop 
Hopton. 

The  advowson  of  the  vicarage  was  granted,  November  16,  in  the 
5dd  of  Henry  VIII.  to  Si|r  Thomas  Paston,  who  in  the  37  th  of  the  said 
King,  had  license  to  aliepate  it  to  Robert  .Read,  Gent,  and  Thomak 
Reed  conveyed  it  to  Jeffrey  Cobb,  in  the  17th  of  Elizabeth,  after  to 
the  Hosts,  and  Theodore  Host,  Esq.  is  the  present  patron.

Thomas  Zarletf,  cletk,  gave,  about  1495,  bis  messuage  and  lands,  for

Doctor  Reynolds  Bishop  of  Notwich  settled  £6c.  per  ann.  oat  of  this 
tnupropriated  rectory  for  ever,  on  the  yicar. 

The  church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Nicholas,  and  is  avery  large  pile  of 
flint,  boulder,&c.  as  most  of  the  churches  in  Norfolk  asa,  with  a.  large 
chancel ;  tbe  nave  and  two  bles  covered  with  lead,  and  the  cbanod 
with  tile.  At  the  west  en(l  of  Ihe.nave  is  a  strone  four  square  tower 
with  5  bells,  on  that  a  lantern,  with  a  bell,  and  a  Tittle  shaft  covered 
with  lead.

EMNETH,   OR   ENEMETH, 

So  called  as  lying  in  ihe  meads,  or  meadows,  is  an  hamlet  in  the 
parish  of  Elm  in  GmbriiguhiTtt  and  the  isle  of  £/y  >*  bat  this  hamlet 
being  in  Ftttbriigt  hundred  and  in  the  county' of  Norfolk^  it 
becomes  requisite  to  give  what  account  thereof  has  fallen  into  out 
hands. 

.Part  of  this  hamlet  belonged  to  the  great  manor  of  the  prior  of' 
Lemis,  in  West  WaUon,  which  extended  here. 


HACKBEACH  MANOR. 

la  the  5th  of  King  Jahn^  it  appears  that  there  was  a  place  in  the 
aforesaid  hanilet  called  Hagebech,  which  g^ye  name  to  a  wnily,  then, 
as  it  seems,  lord  of  it.  dUxander  de  Mamces  then  sued  Agnk,  widow 
of  Jeffrey  de  Hagebeck  and  Jlan,  son  of  Jgnes^  for  a  carucate  of  land  * 
^there,  and  Jdam  de  Hakebech  and  Mariotta  his  wife,  were  living  in 
the  5th  of  Hen.  III.  probably  son  of  Alan  f  SvvAdomdtHdkbuk^feA  in

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1277t  8OD9  as  I  .take  it,  of  Jiam  aforesaid,  and  then  held  the  msnor 
of  Hakebech,  of  the  prior  of  Lewes,  as  belonging  to  the  prior's  manor 
of  fVe^  IVekon,  which  extended  itself  here ;  and  the  said  Sir  Adam 
had  wreck,  assise  of  bread  and  beer,  &c. 

Sir  Robert  Hakebeeh,  John,  son  of  (Mert  deDenever,  and  EgeUna 
his  mo^her^  and  Sir  Robert  Howard,  held  in  the  21st  of  Edward  I. 
here,  in  Walpole  and  Walton^  half  a  fee  of  the  dutchy  of  Lancaster* 

Robert  de  Hakebe€he'Oci*liTs  in  1£95»  son  of  Adam,  and  one  of  the 
same  name  in  13^3 ;  and  in  the  8lh  o( Edward  II.  William  de  Stake* 
beche  and  Florentia  his  wife  conveyed  lands  by  fine  to  Jdam,  soa  of 
Peter  de  Enemethe^  in  the  said  town. 

In  ihe  lOth  of  Edward  III.  Roger  de  Hakebeche  was  a  commissioner 
to  see  to  the  repairs  of  the  banks  and  sewers  in  Menheland;  and  ia 
the  !20th't>f  that  King,  Sir  Robert  de  Hakebech  gate  by  deed,  dated 
at  Qmpplode  in  Lincolnshire,  October  Sd,  lands  there,  to  Sir  William 
de,  fhorpey  Knt.;' witnesses,  John  de  CUtappelode,  &c.;  to  this  deed 
hangs  ft  seal  about  the  bigness  of  a  common  shilling,  two  bars;  and 
circumscribed,  Sigillum  Kobi  de  Hakebech.  One  of  the  same  name^ 
and  a  knight,  lited  in  tlie  reign  of  Henry  VI.  A\  14,  whose  widow 
Margaret  died  in  the  34th  of  th^  said  King,  and  Reginald  de  Hake* 
bethe  was  a  commissioner,  as  aforesaid,  in  the  1  st  year  of  l{icAar<f  II. 

But  this  lordship,  on  the  death  of  the  last  Sir  Robert  de  Hakebech, 
in  Ki|)g  Henry  the  Sixth's  time,  seems  to  have  come  to  Sir  Andrew 
Ogard,  Knt.  who  was  found  to  die  possessed  of  it,  Buckenham  castle. 
Sec.  in  the  33d  of  that  King:  Sir  Andrew  Ogard  was  a  famous  gene- 
ral in  the  wars  of  France^  Baron  of  Denvate,  of  Beaujoe,  Caux,  lord 
of  the  castle  of  Favillers  in  jMou,  of  the  castle  of  Mervyle,  by  St. 
Savory,  of  Yffe,  by  Towke  in  France,  and  had  to  the  value  of  lOOO/. 
per  ann.  in  lands^  &c.  add  in  a  chest  of  French  gold,  at  the  house  of 
Robert  Whitingham,  about  7000  marks  of  English ;  he  marfiedJtfar- 
garet,  only  daughter  of  Sir  John  Clifton  of  Buckenham  castle/ 

Afterwards  it  came  to  the  family  of  Hewar.  and  on  an  inquisitioQ 
taken  September  2,  1579f  Thomas  Htwar,  Esq.  vras  found  to  die 
sliced  of  this  manor,  on  Mav  \5,  in  the  said  year;  which  ejttended 
itself  into  Walsoken,  Vpwefl,  and  Outwell,  held  of  PhOip  Earl  of 
Arundel,  of  his  manor  of  West  Walton  in  soccage,  and  the  rent  of 
5/.  6s.  6d.  ob.  per  ann.  and  of  87  acres  of  land,  meadow  and  pastarei 
heM  of  the  King,  fcc.  in  soccage,  and*  the  rent  of  44f .  dd.  per  ann. 
By  Winefred  his  wife,  dau^ter  of  John  Itepns,  Es(|.  of  West  Wufioss, 
relict  of  William  Ogard,  £99.  of  Emneth,  he  had  Sir  Thomas  Hewar  : 
this  lordship  (as  I  take  it)  came  to  the  Hewars  on  the  marriage  of 
OgardTs  widow.  Sir  Andrew  Osard,  abovementioned,  left  at  hia 
death  Henry  Ogard^  his  son  and  heir,  aged  4  years ;  and  Andrew 
Ogard,  Esq.  and  George  and  Henry,  sons  of  Andrew,  were  fi^offees 
to  Sir  Andrew  aforesaid ;  ttom  some  of  these,  this  manor  passed  and 
came  to  William  Ogard.  Esq. 

Sir  Thomas  Hewar,  by  bis  will  dated  Januarjf  21,  in  the  5th  of 
King  Charles  L  left  it  to  his  nephew,  Lawrence  Oxburgh,  (and  died

In  this  family  it  remained  till  Htmar  Oxburgk^  Esq.  sold  the  ma- 
ilor-house  to  Sir  Thcfmas  Peyton,'Bkrt,  (Hackbeach  kaU)  and  his  son 
conveyed  the  manor  to  the  said  Sir  TAomnf,  who  is  the  present  lord. — 
It  came  to  Lawre$kce,  his  elder  brother,  Hemar  Oxburgh  dying  in 
1628.

BELLASIS,  oB  INOALDESTHORP'S  MANOR. 

The  ancient  family  of  Ingaldcthorpe  held  a  manor  here  of  the  prior 
of  Lewes,  as  heirs  to  the  Burghs  of  Cambridgeshire :  in  the  16lh  of 
fidward  I. Thomas,  son  of  John  de  Ingaldestnorpf  settled  the  manor 
of  Bellasis,  in  Enemethf  on  I'homds  Bishop  of  Rochester,  for  life, 
^hich  Thomas  was  of  the  name  and  family ;  and  in  the  I  at  year  of 
EdwardllL  Thomas  de  Ingaldesthorp\9as  found  to  hold  it  of  the 
prior  in  fee  farm  at  47s  v5d.  rent;  in  this  family  it  continued,  and 
Sir  Edmund  de  Ingatdesthorp  died  seized  of  it^  in  the  35ib  of  Henru 
YI*  leaving  one  daughter  and  heir,  Isabel,  who  married  John  NevM 
Marquis  Montacute,  by  whom  'she  had  12  sons  and  5  daughters,  and 
9n  the  death  of  Geqrgj^  "Nevill  (their  brother)  Duke  of  Bedjfbrd,  s.p. 
were  fonnd  to  be  his  sisters  and  coheirs.  On  a  division  of  his  inhe« 
ritancej  this  manor  came  to  Elizabeth^  one  of  the  said  sisters  and  co* 
heirsii  who  married  Thomas  Lord  Scroop  of  Upsml  and  Masham,  who 
by  her  will  dated  in  the  5lh  of  ffe/iiy  Vllf.  ordered  that  if  her  niece, 
jLif^  ^Brotrn,  daughter  of  Siv  Anthony  Brown  by  her  sister  Lik^^ 
(his  wife,)  did  not  agree  to  marry  John  Cuiis,  she  should  have  none 
of  her  lands. 

John  was  son  and  heir  of  Sir  John  Cutis  of  Childerhif  in  Cambridge^ 
shire;  under  treasurer  of  England,  This  marriage  being  effectecT  it 
came  ipto  that  family^  and  John  Cutts^  Esq.  a  descendant,  was  lord 
in  the  1  Slh  of  Elizabeth. 

In  the  £Oth  of  Henry  VU.  a  fine  was  levied  between  Sir  James 
Hobart,  Sir  Richard  Southwell^  Sir  Henry  Ogard,  Knts.  and  Aichard 
^r^tunche,  Esq.  querents,  Thomas  Sutton,  and  Elizabeth,  daughter 
and  heir  of  Robert  Godard,  deforciants,  of  the  manor  of  Dfnrrrs  and 
lands  in  Walpole,  Tilmy,  Terrington,  &c.  See  in  fValpole. 

,  BISHOP  OP  ELY'S  MANOR. 

The  manor  of  Elm  belonged  to  the  see  of  Ely,  but  the  manor  which 
the  Bishop  held  in  this  hamlet  of  Emneth,  was  that  which  belonged

Muschet  held  160^  and  TAoma^  de  tnglethorp  had  lands  Mlongi^g  Ux 
the  see  of  Eiy ;  it  continued  in  the  see  till  granted  to  the  Crown  in  the 
leign  of  Queen  Elizabeth^  by  act  of  parliament. 
>     in  the  6th  of  Henry  II L  a  fine  was  levied  beiwen  Bartholomew  de 
V   Glanviie,  and  Isabella  his  wife>  petents,  and  Richard  de  Berkingt  ten* 
ant,  of  80  acres  of  land  here,  as  the  dower  of  Isabel,  from  Jeffrey  dc. 
Berking,  her  former  husband.    Hubert,  mti  of  Jeffrey,  is  there!  q 
named,  which  was  released  to  Richard ;  and  in  the  6th  of  Henfy  Vlf .' 
passed  by  fine  to  Sir  Robert  Drvry,  and  Sir  Henry  Haydon,  &c.  with 
the  mahor  of  Fitz-John*s,  and  several  lands  here  and  in  fVahoken, 
with  the  advowson  of  the  free  chapel  of  Berking  in  this  place,  tHiich 
was  likely  what  was  held  by  Hubert,  son  of  Jeffrey  de  Berkin^. 

A  manor  which  belonged  to  the  nunnery  of  Nun-Eaton,  m  fVar- 
mckshire,  extended  into  this  hamlet,  held  of  this  see  in  UpwetL 

Adam,  scin  of  J  dam  defVisebtdch,  gave  by  deed,  suns  date,  to 
.Ralph,  son  of  Lemar.  de  Well,  all  the  land  which  ffa/tor  his  brother 
held  of  him  in  Broken,  (quere  if  not  Bcrhin^,)  in  Ebn,  viz.  n  acres 
and  an  half  of  the  fee  of  the  nuns  of  Eton,  tor  one  pound  of  cnmin^ 
to  him,  and  6s.  and  gd.  per  ann.  to  the  $aid  nuns  at  the  beginning  of 
Lent,  also  an  acre  of  the  Bishop  of  Ely*s  fee,  where  the  bnildines  are. 
paying  to  the  said  Adam  3d.  per  ann., — witnesses,  Alan  the  bailiffj^ 
J^ey  deHasbech;  seal  of  white  wax,  about  2  inches  and  an  half 
diameter,  with  a  man  in  armour  on  horseback,  but  very  rude. 

The  manor  of  Lovells  in  Elm,  &c.  extended  inro  this  place ;  in  the 
SSd  of  Edward  111.  a  fine  was  levied  between  John  Warin,  8cc.  and 
Sir  Hugh  Lovell,  and  Joan  his  wife,  when  it  was  settledf  on  Sir  Ht^k 
and  his  lady ';  and  after  their  lives  on  the  heirs  of  them  ;  this  aftor- 
vards  was  held  by  Gilbert  Haultoft,  Baron  of  the  Bxchequer,  in  the 
reign  of  King  Edward  IV.  and  by  the  marriage  of  Alianor  his  S4 
daughter  and  coheir,  came  to  5tmoii  Bachcroft,  and  tVilKam  Baehe^ 
croft  of  BexKcll,  died  possessed  of  it  in  1518;  and  John  Repps,  90Ji 
of  Henry  Repps,  Esq.  had  livery  of  it  about  the  22d  of  JS/iraisfA, 
being  then  called  the  manor  of  Clare,  alias  Loveli's.

.  To  this  hamlet  belongs  a  large  chapel,  larger  than  most  chorohei^

jLVim  is  the  molfaer-cburch,  has  a  rector,  and  a  vicar,  both*  in.  the 
patronage  of  the  see  of  Ely;  the  rectory  is  a  sinecure ;  the  valor  of  the 
rectory,  with  the  portion  of  the  prior  of  leeteSp  io'l€9l/Was  80  matks; 
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chc^  rectory  {p  now  dialled  at  7/.  I0s.0d|»  and  tlie  ficai^ge  at  M/. 
159.  lOd.  ahd  pays  first  frQiit  and  tenths. 

At  the  eiMt^end  of  the  sooth  isle  of  this  ehnipel of  Enmeth,  enclosed 
with  iron  rails,  is  a  snmptnous  monument  erected  altarwisey  on  which

Mitcham-Aotue, 
late  the  site  of  the  priory,  with  all  the  appertenances,  and  the  mahor»  ' 
called  P^ain^s,Cockfield^s,£emardeston%  Ea$t^HaU,  and  Snoring, 
the  lands,  fohU^urses,  w^Ektermills,  Ac.  thereto  bebngin^,  in  the 
tenure  of -the  said  Hovel,  for  15  years,  at  the  nnnnal  rent  wQSfL  6f» 
Bd.  he  paying  filso  to  the  Bishop  of  Norwich,  6$.  Sd.  rent ;  to  the  dena 
and  chapter,  ds.  Ad.  and  to  the  archdeacon,  9$.  7d.  ob.  per  ann:  also 
to  provide  a  curate  for  the  church  of  FUtcham. 

'This  Earl  being  found  guilty  of  high  treason,  anddying.a  prisoner 
in  the  IWer  of  London,  it  came  to  the  Crown,  and  King  James  I4 
on  February  14,  in  his  first  year,  gi^anted  the  priory-house,  and  aH 
the  aforesaid  manors,  with  the  impropriated  rectory,  toJSichard  Lock* 
smiih,  and  Robert  Bolleyn,  they  paying  170/«  1 1s.  5d.  fee-farm  r^nt 
per  vmr.  In  his.  sixth  year,  it  was  granted  on  February  12th  to  Henry 
Beck,  Robert  Bolleyn,  &c.  on  the  request  of  Sir  Christopher  Hatton^ 
After  this,  the  said  Kin^  gave  it  to  the  Earl  of  S90blk,  in  feo^farm, 
and  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  Coie  purchased'it  of  him,  and  the  fee-farm 
rent  of  the  Crown,  and  so  descended  to  Thomas  Coke,  the  late  Earl 
of  JLeicester.  ^

About  the  year  1350,  ERtabeth,  wife  of  S\/ Andrew  LuiiereU,  had 
a  grant  of  free  warren  in  the  manors  of  Flitcham  SackvilFs  in  Nor^ 
foik,Moulton,'Derbenham,  &c.  in  Suffotk;  she  was  the  daiigbt^r  dl 
Hu^h  Courtney  E^x\  of  Dtoonshire,  hy  Margaret  his  wife,  aanghter 
of  Humphrey  de  Bohum  Earl  of  Hereford-;  and  married  first,  Sir  Johss  ^ 
Fere;  3d  son  of  John  Earl  of  Oxford,  was  a  lady  of  great  wealth,  and 
pofobased  this  lordship,  with  the  advowson  or  patroni^  of  8  canons 
in  the  priory  here,  of  Sir  Jotm  de  Chetersion,  in  the  44th  ofEdwafd 
IlL;  she^died  in  th«  18th  of  Richard  LI.  and  Sir  Hugh  LuticreU,  lord

By  the  marriage  of  Jgatlut^  one  of  the  4  daagbters  and  ccAtiasof  Sir 
JKe(«ii  J^lbtt,  and  Agatha  his  wife,  with  Emt  A^bxm  da  Cocl^kH 
this  lordship  was  assigned  to  hitn ;  he  died  in  the  beginning  of  the 
leign  .of  King  Edward  I.  and  Robert  was  his  son  and  heir,  on  whose 
death,  tans  is^ne,  it  came  to  his  sister  Joan^ao.  2d  of  JBdoiani  I4  .^m 
was  the  wife  of  fVilHam  de  Bcamhattp,  and  held  by  him  in  the  Tib  of 
Edward  II.  by  whose  daughter  it  oanie  to  Sir  Joim  da^Chffssrmicm, 
who  was  made  by  King  Eaioard  III«  on  his  taking  of  Ctf&oi,  the  first 

Eovemor  or  captain  of  it;  by  his  first  wife,  Thonuuinei  hehad  J#Aw 
is  'son  ^od  heir,  and  Hugh  bis  second  son,  on  whom  bo  setMed  ibis 
manor,  by  fine,  in  the  ^ih  of  the  said  King;  but  in  the  44tb  of  iImI

To  those  who  search  truly  and  deepj?  into  sacred  antiqoity,  it  witl 
freqnently  appear  how  the  charch  of  Aome  has  for  many  centarief 
past,  even  in  the  Saxon  times,  imposed  on  the  credulity,  the  wealuiessy 
and  ignorance  of  mankind,  by  their  puc/raaiei,  inventions,  and  tra- 
ditions, false  and  spurioas  to  the  last  degree,  as  will  appear  in  tb6 
following  instance* 

Pdlhf,  who  is  said  to  be  the  first  Christian  Bishop  of  the  EaU^AngUtL 
to  have  his  seat  at  Dunanch  in  Su^olk,  and  to  have  died  in  or  aboni 
the  year  647,  is  made  by  the  charch  of  Rome,  to  be  the  founder  of 
this  townji  to  P\^  name  to  it,  to  have  converted  these  parts,  andt^ 
have  erected  the'  fifst  Chrbtian  charch  at  Babin^fy,  (a  town  adjoiniog 
to  Fliicham,)  arid  that  he  was  assisted  iq  this  building,  &c.  by^  Thoke^ 
a  powerful  man,  lord  of  many  townships  in  the  neignbourhoodj  whom 
he  had  made  a  convert  to  the  Christian  faith. 

In  answer  to  this,  I  am  to  observe,  that  ttH  tbwns'in'ihe  times  of  tlie 
Briioni,  (many  centuries  before  the  time  of  Bishop  FcUm)  took  their 
names  fiom  their  site,  as  this  did  from  the  FUpes,  that  is  the  fiete  ice^ 
^pring!B,and  cosiness  of  its  soUias  I  have  already  observed.  Many  of  these 
,  ancient  British,  and  old  Saxon  names,  were  ^^hariged  by  the  tlomisi 
chnrcb,  for  the  names  of  their  fictitious  saints ;  (bus  Slept  in  Himti^g* 
ionshire,  was  changed  and  called  St.  Ives;  thus  Eynsbury,  was  caltea 
St.  Neoi's;  thus  old  Ferulam  was  changed  to  ^t.Jlban\  and  ibpf 
Bcvidericksworth  to  St.  Edmunds  Bury. — As  for  fhoke,  said  to  be  4| 
convert  of  St.  Falix,  he  was  lord  offVest  Walton,  Harplejf,XSressin^* 
half,  ScuUhorp,  Bumhiim  Thorp,  and  many  other  towi^s;  was  a  m> 
ble  Sa^^on  lord,  or  thane  in  Kins  Edward's  reign,  and  deprived  of  al} 
on  the  conquest,  as  the  book  ofDomesdajf  will  testify.

This  church  was  anciently  a  rectory :  Daniel  de  Jiff r/oy  was  rector 
in  1199,  when  a  fine  passed  between  him  and  Philip  FitzKobert,  of  8 
acres  of  land,  bought  of  Philip,  by  Robert,  father  of  Daniel,  and 
conveyed  to  him,  being  given  to  this  church.^ 

'  John  de  Merlai,  rector  inl229f  gave  to  the  monks  offVimunda*  two 
parts  of  the  great  and  small  tithes  of  the  Earl  of  Sussea^s  land,  the 
Arundel  fee ;  who*  b^  i^nothet  deed  Was  to  enjoy  them  for  his  life ; 
this  seems  to  be  originally  granted  to  that  priory  by  the  founder,  with 
liberty  of  fisbitig  here,  8cc.  and  John  of  Oxford  Bishop  of  Norwich. 
jn  the  reign  of  Henry  II.  made  an  agreement  between  the  prior  of 
IVymonham,  and  the  rector,  to  have  the  tithes  of  the  fee  of  the  Carl  of 
Sussex,  on  his  payine  2  marks  and  an  half  p^ r  ann.  pension,  which  was 
confirmed  afterwards  by  Thomas  de  Bhindevile,  Bishop,  and  the  spi- 
ritualities of  the  priory  aforesaid,  in  this  church,  were  so  taxed  in 
Y428>^Two  parts  of  the  tithes  of  the  fee  of  William  Earl  tfarren, 
were  given  by  him  to  the  priory  o(  Castleacre,  in  the  reign  of  King 
iSt(tph6n, 

'Afterwards,  the  rectory  was  appropriated  to  the  priory  here  and  a 
vicarage  settled,  and  that  was  united  and  consolidated  to  the  rectory, 
for  which  the  pribr  had  a  patent  in  the  17th  of  Richard  II.  upon  this 
ihe  cure  was  probably  served  by  one  of  the  canons  here,  ana  on  the 
dissolution  i|  was  grdnted  with  the  priory,  &c.  to  £c/.  U>rd'Clinton, 
January  9i  in  the  ^Oth  o(  Henry  vill.  and  soon  after  to  Richard 
fViUit^m,  alias  Cromwell^  who  iq  the  next  year  alienated  it  to  Sit 
William  Holfis,  i^nd  so  passed  as  the  iqanor  of  Poynings,  an<t  is  aq 
impropriation  belongif^e  to  the  late  Earl  (^Leicester. 

The  rectory  was  vafued  and  taxed  at  17  marks,  4f.  6tf.  and  tho 
Titarage  at  8^  marks,  es.  lOd.  Peter-fence  to  the  Pope  }6d.  and  a 
pension  of  65.  Qd.per  ana.  was  paid  \o  the  Bishop  of  Nun^scft,  oi^t  oJf 
ihareclorjf.

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FLrrCHAM  PRIORY 

Was  founded  by  Sir  Robert  JguHton^  in  the  beginning  of  the  reigii 
of  Henry  III.  tboush  some  have  said  by  Damietta  aforesaid ;  but  it 
appears  on  record  that  Jguillon  was  the  founder  and  patron  of  it^  in 
a  suit  between  Andrew  de  Saukevileoid  fVilliam  de  Anemere,  wherein 
Andrew,  as  heir  to  Aguillon,  recovered  his  riaht  of  presentation  of  it, 
in  ISOO.*  It  was  a  cell  to  the  priory  of  nabingham,  in  Noffolk, 
canons  of  St.  Augustine,  dedicated  to  the  Virgin  Mary,  and  not  a 
nunnery,  as  Speed,  Weaver,  &c.  have  said  ;  and  was  surrendered  to 
King  Henry  Vlfl.  together  with  Walnngham  priory,  hj  Sichard, 
prior  of  IfaUngham,  on  August  4,  in  the  50th  ot  that  King ;  valued, 
according  to  Speed,  at  69/.  10s.  &2(.  according  to  others  at  551.  5s. 
6d.  ob.  q.  on  the  9th  of  January  following,  it  was  granted  with  all  iu 
appertenances,  the  priory  manor,  rectory,  vicarage,  and  all  other  mes- 
suages, lands,  &c.  in  Norfolk,  beloneing  to  it,  to  Ed.  Lord  Clinton  f 
soon  after  this  it  came  to  Bichard  friltianU,  alias  Cromwell,  who  h^ 
the  next  year  the  Kin^s  license  to  alienate  it  to  Sir  fVilliam  HoUis 
and  his  heirs ;  from  Sir  Thomas,  his  son,  it  came  to  Pain,  and  the 
Duke  of  Norfolk,  &c.  as  in  Poynings  manor^  and  so  to  the  Earl  of 
Leicester, 

It  appears  that  in  the  3d  of  Edward  I.  the  prior  held  one  carucate 
of  lana  m  pure  alms,  of  the  gift  of  Robert  Aguillon,  the  founder,  and' 
was  lord  of  a  manor  here,  in  the  9th  of  King  Edward  II.' 

In  the  iSth  of  Edward  II.  the  prior  had  a  patent  or  license  to 

IUTchase  land  to  the  value  of  lOl.jper  ann.  and  in  the  44th  of  Edward 
11.  Thomas  Balk,  and  Nicholas  Airoun  gave  to  the  prior  a  messuage 
and  120  acres  of  land  in  Anemere,  held  of  the  heirs  of  John  Irvye, 
Edmund  de  Thorp,  hudfVilUamDurant,  by  knight's  service  ;*  and  there 
remained  (as  it  is  said)  to  the  said  Thomas  and  Nicholas,  lands  and 
tenements  in  Flitcham,  held  ofThomas  dePoynings,  by  knight's  service, 
valued  at  AOs.per  ann,  • 

Thomas  de  Flitcham,  8cc«  aliened  to  this  priory  a  messuage^  4  tofts, 
133  acres  of  land,  and  the  rent  of  45s.  in  Flitcham,  Applcton,  Hilling'^ 
ion,  &c.  in  the  sixth  year  of  Richard  II.;  and  in  the  3d  of  Henry  IV. 
the  prior,  Simon  Bamt,  John  Kirkman,  Nicholas  Bacon,  &c.  were 
found  to  bold  a  knight's  fee  and  an  half  here ;  and  the  prior  of  St. 
Mary  of  Flitcham,  in  the  igth  of  Henry  VI.  bad  a  confirmation  of 
allgrants,  liberties,  &c.  belonging  to  his  priorjr. 

The  temporalities  and  spiritualities  of  this  priory  in  this  town,  were 
taxed  at  43/.  17 s^  3d.  in  the  year  1428. 

Brother  Fulco  de  Briton,  a  canon  here,  seems  to  be  presented  to 
the  priory  in  1300,  by  William  Anemcr,  but  his  right  of  presentation 
being  set  aside,  it  may  be  queried  if  he  continued  prior. 

The  patronage  of  it  came  from  the  Cockfields,  kc.  to  the  Chevere^ 
stons,  and  then  to  Elizabeth,  widow  of  Sir  Andrew  Luiterell^  who  on

p8troi]a|e  of  this  priory^  together  with  the  manor  of  Cockfield,  at 
vrhich  time  there  were  six  canons  here^  sometimes  called  Prior  et 
Cofsfrdtres,  also  Prior  et  Canonici  Ord*  Set.  Augustim. 

llie  temporalities  of  the  prior  of  fVestacre  here  were  valaed  at  St.' 
per  ann.  in  1428. 

Those  of  the  prior  of  fVahingham  at  90s.  per  ann.* — ^The  prior  of 
Fakenham\  at  45.  per  arm. 

Jdhn  deAlneto  is  said  to  have  given  lands^  and  common  of  pasture 
here  to  the  priory  of  Windham. 

Sir  John  Godsalve  had  a  pension  out  of  tins  house  of  ISs.  4d.  in 
King  Edward  the  Sixth's  time  paid  him. 

In  this  parish  was  the  remkriGable  hill  or  tumulus,  where,  in  the 
Saxon^  age,  the  hundred  court  was  held,  in  the  time  of  fVilUam  Rw 
/ia,  in  order  to  decide  a  controversy  about  lands  at  Holm,  who  issued 
out  a  commission  to  H.  his  chamberlain,  to  call  together  3  hundreds 
and  an  half  at  this  place,  called  Fiicceham  Bur$h.  It  is  upon  an  hill 
about  a  mile  above  the  town  of  Flitcham,  in  the  hundred  of  Freebridge 
citra  Lennfy  on  the  west  side  of  the  way,  leading  from  that  town, 
to  Shambome,  being  a  square  piece  of  ground  about  an  acre,  ditched 
about  with  ^n  old  large  ditch,  about  8  miles  from  Holm,  where  tht 
lands  lay>  which  were  then  claimed  by  the  abbot  of  Ramsey. 
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1  H I  s  town  and  lordship  belonged  to  the  Bishops  of  the  EasUAt^les^ 
in  the  time  of  the  Saxom,  and  was  given  by  some  of  their  Kings.  In 
the  reign  of  King  William  I.  William  (Beaufoe)  Bishop  of  Thetford 
held  it  in  right  of  that  see ;  and  Almar  Bishop  of  Elmham  held  it  in 
Kins  Edward  the  Confessor's  time,  by  the  same  right :  this  Almar 
was  orother  to  Stigand,  and  succeeded  him  in  this  see,  on  his  tranda- 
tion  to  Winchester,'m  1047. 

Before  the  survey  the  Bishop  had  3  carucates  of  land  in  demean, 
there  were  dways  two,  and  one  amongst  the  tenants,  and  16  villains ; 
ia  the  time  of  Bishop  Almar  there  were  £8  borderers,  but  in  Beaufoe^s 
24,  always  one  servus,  40  acres  of  meadow,  paunage  for  l60  hogs, 
one  mill,  and  32  acres  of  land ;  in  Almat^s  time  30  salt  pits  or  salt 
pans,  or  works,  at  the  survey  21,  and  3  socmen  who  held  29  acres,  4 
of  meadow,  8ic.  and  I90  sheep.'    In  Almar^s  time  it  was  valued  at

Herbert  Bishop  of  Norwich  gave  to  the  priory  of  that  churcb  «k 
carncate  of  land  in  this  town  and  Myt^/ing/ as  will  be  there  farther 
observed  ;  and  from  the  register  of  that  charcb,  it  appear^  that  fVii* 
liam  Turbui,  or  Turberviltf  Bishop  in  the  reign  of  King  Stephen  md, 
Henry  II.  who  had  bc^n  sab-prior  of  that  monastery  i  was  a  great  friend 
to  those  monksy  confirming  all  their  former  grants,  and  amongst  theoa^ 
the  chnrch  of  St.  Magartt  9\J^ynn^  with  the  soc,  men,  fair,  and  all 
their  salt-pits  or  pans  in  G^ytvocfe,  excepting  those  which  belonged  to 
the  Bishop,  and  wherein  his  own  lands  were,  and  belonged  to  the  farm 
of  his  manor  ;^  and  John  de  Grey,  Bishop,  confirmed  to  them  the 
charters  of  his  predecessors,  the  church  of  Myntlyng,  and  all  the 
tithes  of  his  manor  of  Gaywode,  excepting  those  belonging  to  the 
church  of  St.  Faith  olGaywode,  by  deed  dated  the  eleventh  of  the 
Kalends  o(  April,  in  the  5th  year  of  his  pontificate.  This  Bishop 
erected  or  rebuilt  a  sumptuous  palace  here  for  himself  and  successours, 
/wherein  he  much  resided ;  and  the  priory  of  Norwich  released  to  him  all 
their  right  in  the  profits  of  the  fairs  ofif/nn  and  Gaywode,  with  the 
Saturday  market  at  Lynn  ;  all  their  salt  pans,  lands,  rents,  and  houses^ 
with  the  lay  fees  belonging  to  the  priory  otLynn,  (which  was  a  cell  to 
the  prioryofNortrtcA)  for  which  he  gave  them  in  exchange  alibis  right 
in  the  manor  of  Seehesford,  (by  Snetesham,)  with  the  manor  of  Great 
Cressingham,  excepting  the  patronage,  and  the  service  of  the  knighta 
fees,  reserving  to  himself  and  successors  the  same  authority  that  they 
had  in  the  other  manors  of  th^t  monastery 

In  the  24th  year  ofHenfylL  the  Qishop  of  Norwich  was  found  to 
hold  this  lordship  with  Lenne^  in  capite ;  and  in  the  34th  of  that 
King,  he  would  not  suffer  the  Kind's  bailiff  or  coroner  toenter  into  it, 
having  a  coroner  of  his  own  ;  and  m  the  following  year,  had  a  charter 
of  free  warreti  here,  8tc. 

'  •  tVilliamde  Raleigh^  Bishop,  made  a  park  here,  and  a  warren.  .  In 
a  composition  made  between  nim  and  Hwh  de  Jlbini  Earl  of  Arundel 
and  Sussex,  about  1240,  he  granted  to  that  Earl,  (who  was  lord  of 
the  hundred  of  Freebridge,  and  of  Rising)  common  of  pasture,  and  to 
his  men,  (but  without  the  liberty  of  taking  any  wood  or  fewel,)  firona 
the  park  of  Baf^sey^  to  the  bridge  of  Geymde,  and  the  causey  betwixt 
.  the  river  of  Bawsey,  and  the  wood  of  the  said  Earl. 
•  In  the  3d  of  Edward  I.  the  Bishop  of  Norwich  was  found  to  have 
the  return  of  all  writs,  a  gallows,  assise  of  bread  and  beer«  and  other 
royalties  ;  and  in  the  Qth  year  of  that  King,  he  was  presented  on  ac- 
count of  his  water  mill  here,  having  drowned  the  high  way,  to -the 
damage  of  the  people  passing  by. 

Heptry  Spencer  Bishop  of  Norwich  had  license  in  the  1  Ith  of  King 
Richard  II.  to  embattle  his  palaces  of  Geywode  and  Nort,h  Elmham* 

it  continued  in  the  see  ot  Norwich,  till  it  was  granted  by  an  act  of 
parliament,  February  4,  in  the  27th  year  of  Henry  V ill.  to  the  Crown, 
with  otherof  the  Bishop's  manors  and  barony,  by  way  of  exchange 
.  for  the'  abbey  i^anors  and  lands  belonging  to  St.  bennet  of  Holiii.

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WiiKam  Ruggf  the  last  abbot  there,  being  nominated  Bishop  of 
ifarwieh,  this  manor  being  thus  in  the  Crown,  it  was  conveyed  away 
on  January  1»  in  the  36th  of  King  Henry  Vlll.  under  the  great  seal 
of  England,  having  the  King's  marl^  at  the  top,  and  underneath  sign<^ 
ed  by  the  Duke  of  Norfolk fljoxd  Rutsell,  Lord  Rich,  Sicliard  Souih* 
well  and  Walter,  officers  of  the  Court. of  augmentation,  by  way  of 
exchange  for  other  lands,  to  Thomas,  Duke  of  Norfolk,  for  life  with« 
out  impeachment  of  waste;  remainder  io  Henry  £arl  of  Surry,  his 
son  ana  heir,  and  the  lady  Franeeshis  wife,  and  theirs  heirs,  to  be  held, 
by  the  20th  part  of  a  fee,  and  the  rent  of  4/.  18«.  per  frnn.  payable  at 
St.  Michael,  mto  the  court  of  augmentation. 

Henry  Earl  of  Surry  was  afterwards  attainted  in  his  father's  life 

time,  but  on  biR  death  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Mary,  an  act  passed  to 

confirm  it  to  Sir  Thomas  Howard,  Knt  son  of  Henry,  late  Earl  of 

Surry,  who  being  restored  also  to  the  dukedom,  was  lieheaded  in  the 

.  15th  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  it  being  again  in  the  Crown,  that 

'Queen,  in  her  20th  year>  bv  letters  patent,  dated  at  Hampton  court 

January  15,  ff ranted  it,  with  the  advowson  anddearoeans,  the  manora 

of  £iM/.and  IVeit  Rudham,  and  the  site  of  the  priory  of  Coxford  in 

Norfolk,  (parts  also  of  the  late  Duke's  possessions)  to  Edward  Earl  of 

Osford,  who  in  her  22d  year  had  license  to  convey  this  manor  of 

CaytDood,  with  the  advowson,  to  John  Pepys,  Gent  and  he  soon  after 

sold  it  to  Thomas  Thoresby  of  Havekss-hall,  in  MiniGng,  Esq,  in  which 

.family  it  continued,  tillsold  by  Francis  I^ursby,  Esq.  about' l607» 

*to  Sir  Cyril  fVyche,  Knt.  of  Hockwold'hall  in  Norfolk,  whose  grand* 

son,  Cyril  Wycht,  Esq.  is  the  present  lord. 

The  famifv  of  the  Thoreshtfi  took  their  name  from  the  town  of 

-  Thoresby  in  Lincolnihire,\n  Idndsey  division  ;  Jeffrey  de  Thoresby  and 

Juliana  his  wife  levied  a  fine  in  the  reign  of  Edward  III.  of  the  manor 

'oflteynton  in  that  county,  and  John  de  Thoresby,  son  of  John,  son  of 

the  aforesaid  Je/Trey  and  Juliana,  died  in  the  20th  of  Edward  IV. 

Of  this  family,  probably,  was  John  dc  Thoresbu,  who  was  mayor  of 
Jjynn,  in  1425,  fether  (as  I  take  it)  of  Henry  Thoresby,  who  was  al- 
derman of  Trimly  guild  in  Lynn,  in  1447i  and  mayor  in  1458,  &c.

Sir  Cyril  had  a  grant  in  the  10th  of  William  IIL  for  two  fairs  in 
the  year,  in  this  town,  on  the  1  Uh  and  ISth  of  June,  and  on  the  6th 
and  7th  of  October,  for  cattle,  and  all  merchandise.

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The  temporalities  of  the  priorv  of  Noranch  were  in  1488>  taxed  at 
S/.  13^.  7d.  now  in  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Norwich.

(de  Monte  Gaudij)  Mountgqy  at  &•  6a. 

The  Chubch  is  dedicated  to  St.  Faith,  the  Virgin  and  Martyr;  it 
consists  of  a  square  steeple  of  brick^  in  which  hang  three  bellsj  a  nave, 
with  north  and  south  cross  isles,  covered  with  thatch. 

It  was  anciently  valued  with  the  vicarage  belonging  to  it,  at  6  marks, 
and  was  not  visited  by  the  archdeacon,  being  a  peculiar  of  the  Bishop 
of  Norwich,  and  in  his  patronage,  and  manor;  the  present  value  ia 
the  King's  books  is '5/.  13s.  4(2.  and  the  patronage  has  always  gonc^ 
with  the  lordship.

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Gallbd  in  Domesdw  Book,  Meltinga^  was  then  the  lordship  of 
fVilliam  de  Beaufoe  Bishop  of  Thetford,  which  he  held  in  hb  6wQ 
right,  .as  alemporal  fee,  and  not  in  right  of  bis  church,  by  the  C09* 
qacror^B  grant  and  expulsion  of  15  freemen,  who  held  here  40  acres  of 
land ;  and  6  borderers  had  half  a  carucate  valued  at  SOi .  per  ann.;  his 
predecestor  had  the  protection  only  of  these,  and  Sti^and  had  the 
aoc.^— This  Bishop  on  his  death  ^ve  this  and  many  other  lordships 
^to  his  church,  and  it  continued  in  the  see  of  Norwich  till  grante4 
with  Gaywode  by  King  Henry  Vlil.  to  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  and  so 
came  (as  in  there  observed)  to  the  Thunhys,  and  was  sold  by  iFiranc. 
Thunby,  JBsq.  to  Sir  Cyril  Wyche,  and  Cyril  nyche,  Esq.  is  the  present 
Joid. 

Some  conceive  that  it  takes  its  name  from  a  mint  that  the  Bishope 
of  Norwich  had  here  for  coining  of  money,  a  privilese  which  many 

Seat  sees  both  in  England,  and  beyond  sea,  were  endowed  with ;  but 
is  is  a  mistake,  it  being  so  called  long  before  the  see  at  EbnhamM 
Thetford,  or  Norwich,  hud  any  right  or  interest  in  it;  Jtfe/is  to  be

Herbert  Bishop  of  Norwich,  who  succeeded  Beattfoe,  gave  (as  ap- 
pears from  a  pleading  in  the  25th  of  Henty  III.)  to  the  prior  of 
,  Mormich  a  carucate  of  land  lyins  in  Geywodcund  MyntU$ig,  which 
was  Hugh  Clavee.  and  paid  half  a  mark  yearly  to  the  Bishop,^  and 
was  then  esteemed  as  a  oerewic  or  hamlet  to  Geywode ;  and  there  was 
A  family  who  assumed  their  name  from  it ;  Peter  de  Mentling  was  m 
vritness  to  a  charter  of  Eborard  Bishop  of  Norwich,  in  the  mgn  of

Jfilliam,  son  of  Richard,  gave  to  the  monks  ofCatilcaere,  bis  land 
at  Jgonalosa,  which  tbey  formerly  held  of  him,  with  one  Rodnlf,  to 
which  deed,  Uohert,  son  of  fViUiamMHo  Basset,  Walter diChet^Mla, 
Rain,  de  Marham,  Robert  de  Wibravitla,  &c.  were  witnesses.* 

John,  prior  of  Norwich,  and  all  the  convent*  by  deed,  gave  to  lb6 
aforesaid  monks,  land  at  Mintlinghct  called  Oggesland. 

Henry,  prior  of  Castleacre,  gave  to  William,  the  prior  of  Unn,  talAtn 
Hagnehsam,  to  be  held  for  24  years^  at  the  yearly  farm  rent  of  £0s. 
and  all  their  land  in  Mintlingis,  which  is  held  of  the  chorch  of  Sl 
Margaret  of  Unn. 

This  deed  is  dated  on  the  day  after  the  feast  of  St.  Margaret  1 182 ; 
witnesses,  WiUiam  de  Merlai,  Ralph,  the  Bishop's  chaplain,  Ralpk 
capdlane,  of  Jcre,  Mr.  Walter  de  Candue,  Mr.  Steph.  de  Binham, 
Mr.  Roger  de  Norwic,  William  de  Gernemue,  &c.— fiy  totam  Hagnelo^ 
-  eam,  no  doubt,  was  meant  what  was  afWrwards  called  Havelea  in 
MimiUnf,  where  the  seat  of  the  Thorsbyz  was ;  and  the  prior  of  Lynm 
was  obheed  to  pay  eor .  per  ann,  at  CattUaeref  on  the  feast  of  Easter, 
and  for  default,  a  distrain  might  be  made  at  Haclose,  and  MiniHmg* 

In  the  I4tb  year  of  Edward  I.  mention  is  made  of  William  and 
.  Henry  de  Havetose  of  Mint  ling. 

Jttce,  formerly  wife  of  Gibert,  son  of  Richard,  gave  to  the  priory 
of  Castleacre,  all  her  land  in  Mintlinges,  in  exchange  for  6  solidates 
of  land,  which  they  hold  in  her  manor  of  Socingam,  of  the  gift  of 
Ingdnulf  de  Sereres ;  witnesses,  Hugh  Francigetia,  Ptter  Sdngham, 
William  de  Tunewaird,  Aria.  Parlett,  Odo  de  Wella,  8cc. 

The  Church  is  dedicated  to  St  Michael,  and  valued  at  4&.  8d[. 

Bishop  Herbert  gave  this  church  to  the  monks  of  Norwich,  residing 
at  Lynn,  and  it  was  appropriated  by  John  de  Grey  Bishop  of  Norftich, 
about  1205,  saving  to  himself  and  snccessours  ail  episcopal  and  paro- 
chial rights." 

It  b  not  visited  by  the  archdeacon,  bein^  a  manor  of  the  Bishop, 
and  paid  no  Peter-pehce ;  it  is  now  a  donative  or  curacy,  in  the  gi^'i 
of  Ci^iV  Wyche,  Esq.  of  Hockwold-hall,  in  Norfolk.

GEYTON  WELL-HALL. 

Near  to  Geyton,  (and  now  inchided  in  Geyton  town,)  when  the  book 
of  Domegday  was  made,  was  a  town'caIle€rfre//e,  from  its  watery  site. 
atigand  Archbishop  o( Canterbury  was  lord  of  it  in  the  reign  ot  King 
£tward :  10  villains  b?lon6;ed  to  it,  with  2  carucates  of  land,  6  bor- 
clerers,  with  one  servus,  and  SO  acres  of  meadow ;  there  were  then  S 
carucates  in  demean,  8cc.  and  t  among  the  tenants,  2  mills,  14  soc* 
men  held  98  acres,  &c.  valued  then  at  9/.  at  the  survey  at  10/.  per 
ann.  Well  and  Geyton  together  were  one  leiica  and  an  half  long,  and 
half  a  leuca  broad,  and  paid  iGd.  gelt,  whoever  held  it.*  In  Wellalso 
were  5  furlongs  of  pasture  in  lengtn,  and  4  furlongs  broad,  valued  and 
included  in  the  account  above. 

Of  this  town  or  lordship,  Stigand  (who  held  it  as  a  lay  fee)  waa 
deprived  bv  the  Conqueror,  who  gave  it  to  William  de  Itschoies,  or 
Scohies,  who  possessed  it  but  a  short  time,  and  gave  it  to  the  abbey 
of  St.  Stephens  at  Caen  in  Normandy^  The  autiior  of  Netutria  Pia 
cn\h  him,  William. dt  Streis,  und  gives  us  the  foundation  deed  of  the 
said  abbey,  by  the  Conqueror,  wherein  this  grant  is  mentioned,  and 
.  confirmed;  and  it  appears  that  William  Bishop  o{ Durham  was  one 
of  the  witnesses  to  the  King's  erant;  so  that  it  was  about  the  year 
1081,  when  he  was  consecrated  Bishop  of  that  ^e. 

The  generality  of  t^is^orians  are  mistaken  in  supposing  this  WcUa 
to  be  the  town  of  Welle,  by  the  sea-coast,  in  the  hundred  of  North 
GreenhQw^ 

On  this  grant,  the  abbey  of  Caen  had  a  cell  here.  King  Richard  I. 
confirmed  the  aforesaid  ^rant  of  WelU,  with  its  appertenances  in 
Geyton,  that  church  and  tithe,  and  many  royal  privileges,  as  King 
Henry  IL  had  done,  and  Willianf^^  !{• 

,  In  the  5th  ot  Henry  IIL  the  abbot  of  St.  Stephen  gave  a  mark  to

wardL  the  abbot  was  found  to liold  this  manor  in  pure  alms^  to 
hare  free  warren,  weyf  and  stray,  assise  of  bread  afid  beer,  agallowa^ 

The  prior  of  this  cell  paid,  in  the  lSth,o[  Edward  III.  34  marks 
^r  ann.  to  the  King,  for  the  farm  of  this  priory,  and  that  ofPanfield 
in  Esiex^  a  cell  also  to  St.  Stephen^  abbey,  that  King  haying  seized 
on  all  the  lands,  &c.  of  the  priory  aliens,  on  account  of  his  war  with 
Trance;  and  on  the  14th  ot  December,  in  the  47th  of  that  King,  the 
custody  of  this  priory,  and  that  of  Paunjield,  was  granted  on  the 
manucaption  of  Robert  Cafy  of  Norfolk  and  Gyles  de  Wenlok  of 
Shropshire,  to  Sir  Hugh  Fastolf,  with  all  their  possessions,  from  the 
feast  of  St.  Michael  last  past,  to  continue  as  long  as  the  war  with 
France,  paying  to  the  King  40/.  per  ann.  and  I0l.pcr  ann.  to  a  certain 
monk,  there  residing,  all  tenths  due  to  the  King,  and  performing  all 
customary  duties  incumbent  on  th^  said  priories,  without  waste,  and 
keeping 'the  houses,  &c.  in  repair. 

Before  this,  Robert  dc  StokeSy  prior  of  PanfUld,  farmed  this  and  bis 
own  prior^r  of  Kine  Edward  II.  at  Ibl.per  ann. 

Kinff  Michard  11.  in  his  5th  year,  granted  this  prioi^  and  manor  to 
Sir  Jom  Deoereaux,  and  Mary  his  wife,  and  Joan  their  daughter,  for 
their  lives ;  and  on  the  £5th  of  June,  in  the  3d  of  Henry  V.  John 
tVodehouse,  Esq.  (the  renowned  warrior)  had  a  grant  of  it  by  the  name 
of  the  priorj,  or  house,  of  Wells,  with  the  manor  of  Wells,^  to  be  held 
by  the  service  of  a  rose,  to  be  paid  on  Midsummer  day ;  in  1421,  he 
obtained  license  to  appropriate  the  rectory  which  belonged  to  the 
priory,  and  was  now  vested  in  him,  to  the  chantry  priest  of  the  Hohf 
trinity,  and  the  S  wounds  ofChrist,  in  the  lower  chapel  of  the  cbarnel* 
house  at  Norwich,  near  to  the  cathedral  church,  wherein  he  was  after- 
wards buried,  which  priest  was  to  officiato  therd  for  his  soul ;  the  manor 
was  at  this  time  valued,  at  23/1  109.  2d.  per  ann. 

Henry  Wodehouse,  £sa.  conveyed  the  lordsliip  by  fine,  to  Thomoi 
Daniel f  Esq.  in  the  28tn  oi  Henry  VI.  with  several  messuages,  500 
acres  of  land,  100  of  meadow,  500  of  pasture,  20  of  wood,  200  of 
moor,  and  10/.  per  atm.  rent,  in  fVells,  Grimston,  Comham,  &c. 

After  this,  it  was  again  in  the  Crown  ;  and  on  March  IQ,  King 
Edward  IV.  in  bis  ninth  year,  gave  the  manor  of  WeU''haU-priorjf,Xo 
the  college  or  chapel  of  St.  Stephen^  at  Westminster.  On  toe  Disso- 
lution of  that  college.  King  Edward  VI.  on  the  17th  of  Jugusi,  in  his 
2d  year,  granted  it  to  Osbert  Mundford,  and  Thomas  Gawdy,  Gent, 
with  lands  in  G^ton,  Grimston,  &c.  and  the  advowsoj)  of  the  vicarage 
of  Gey  ton. 

Francis  Mundford,  son  of  Osbert,  had  livery  of  it  in  the  23d  of 
Elizabeth ;  Sir  John  Heveningham  purchased  it  of  Sir  Edmund  Mund^ 
ford,  in  the  13th  of  James  I.  but  this  sale  being  resigned.  Sir  Edmund 
conveyed  it,  February  20,  in  the  l6th  of  the  said  King,  to  Henry 
Beck,  Gent,  who  died  seized  of  it,  Jusjist  21, 1638,  and  left  by  £/t« 

tabcth  his  wife,  daughter  of ^  Bcndishe,  Esq.  Jerome,  his  son 

and  heir,  wed  17>  &c.  and  Anne  Beck,  widow,  piesented  in  1662. 

Roger  frest,  Eaq.  presented  to  the  vicarage  in  1G94|  as  lord  of 
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WMMUk  And  in  l6dd ;  after  tbig^  — , — -  Sharoei,  Esq.  was  lord^ 
mud  by  bis  last  will  gave  tbe  patronage  of  the  vicarage  of  Geyttm  to 
$he  see  of  Norwich ;  the  Bishop  of  Norow^A  pieieDted  in  1707|  1740  ; 
IM r.  Sharrock  is  the  present  lord.

i^iLLi^M  DB  ScoHiBs  beforemcntioned  had  a  little  lordship  here 
at  tbe  survey,  of  one  carucate  of  land^  which  Ulvock  held  of  him  ;  and 
Tohill  possessed  it  in  Kins  Mdvar^s  reign ;  7  borderers  belonged 
to  it,  and  1£  acres  of  meadow;  there  was  one  carocate  in  demean, 
half  a  carucate  among  the  tenantSj  and  was  valued  at  SOs.  per  ami,* 

Tbe  town  takea  its  name  from  Guy,  a  British  word,  and  occuii 
frequently  for  the  name  of  rivers^  or  water. 

It  is  probable,  that  soon  after  tbe  survev,  the  said  William  granted 
it  to  the  abbey  o{Stephen*i  abovemeationed,  with  the  church  of&eyfoisy 
which  was.  appropriated  to  the  priory  of  IVell,  and  tbe  patronage  of 
the  vicarage  was  in  the  priory,  as  will  appear. 

William  Eari  Warren  uad  a  lordship,  out  of  which  16  freemen  had 
been  ejected,  who  had  2  camcates  or  land,  and  3  carucates  held  by 
eleven  borderers,  valued  at  40r,  and  this  he  had  bv  an  exchange. 

Ma/ph  had  under  him  one  carucate  of  land,  which  Aheva,  a  free- 
woman,  was  possessed  of  in  King  Edward^s  time ;  4  villains,  t  bor* 
derers,  and  one  servus belongea  to  it;  there  was  one  carucate {n 
demean,  with  8  Acres  of  meadow,  one  saltwork,  and  the  moietv  of 
another,  and  3  freemen  with  the  moiety  of  another,  held  under  him, 
60  acres  and  a  carucate,  with  S  acres  of  meadow,  valued  at  30r. 
which  he  held  for  a  manor.^. 

Ba^k  was  probablv  the  ancestor  of  the  family  of  De  Geyton,  lorda 
of  this  fiee.    lUginaldp  son  of  Edmimd  de  G^on,  was  witness  to  m

the  18th  of  Henry  HI.  and  John  de  Geuton  held  half  a  fee  here  of 
Sir  Gt7es  de  Plays,  and  be  of  the  Earl  Warren,  in  the  reigo  of  Hemry 
III.  A 

In  the  17th  of  Edward  II.  Richard  le  Plays  and  his  tenants  held 
3  fees  in  Geyiont  IVetyngy  Feliwell,  8cc.  of  the  Earl  fVarrtn,  of  bis 
castle  of  Jcrc;  ^and  Gilbert  de  Say  herd  5  fees  here  and  in  Rodham, 
-and  .Cokesford;  and  Rob,  de  Repps  a  qaarter  of  a  fee  in  this  town, 
Congham»  and  Grimstan.  Also  in  the  said  year^  Edmund  de  Geytou 
wasTound  to  die  seized  of  the  fourth  part  of  a  fee. 

In  the  iOtb  of  that  King,  William  de  Geyion,  son  dnd  heir  of  Ed^ 
mund,  who  was  son  of  Stephen  de  Geyton,  gave  to  the  King  25s.  relief 
for  40  acres  of  land,  the  moiety  of  a  messuage  in  Geyton,  said  to  be 
held  of  the  see  of  'Norwich,  then  void,  and  in  the  King's  bands;  and 
ID  bis  d5th  year,  Edmund  died  (as  appears  by  the  escheat  rolls)  pos* 
aessed  of  half  a  fee,  held  of  the  Plays^s;  and  in  the  42d  of  the  said 
King,  John  Lovedone,  chaplain,  granted  10  Hervy,  son  of  Geffrcu  de 
Geyton,  lands  here,  by  deed,  dated  on  Monday  before  the  feast  ot  St. 
Michael  the  archangel,  to  which  John  de  Geyton,  Sic,  waswitness. 

In  the4tb  of  Henry  IV.  Henry  Blomvile,  William  Walton,  and  their 
'tenahts,  held  the  fourth  part  of  a  fee  of  the  Bishop  of  Norwich^  aod  the 
Bishop  of  the  heirs  of  Sir  John  dePlaiz, of  the  dutcby  €)f Lancaster  ;  and 
at  the  same  time,  Henry  de  Geyton  ami  his  tenants,  held  lands  of  the 
Bishop  of  Norwich,  and  the  Bishop  of  the  honour  of  Dover,  as  the 
inquisitions  set  forth  ;  and  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  Robert  de  Ge^ 
ton  faeld  half  a  knight's  fee  here,  of  the  Earl  of  Oxfords  honour  or 
C9L»\\e  of  Heveningnam  m  Essex ;  and  paid  3s.  and  4d.  per  ann.  for 
suit  of  court  there,  as  parcel  of  Plaiz*s  fee ;  Margaret,  daughter  and 
heir  of  Sir  John  de  Plaiz,  married  Sir  John  Howard,  by  whom  she 
had  John  Howard,  Km.  who  left  a  daughter  and  heir,  E&tttoA^maiw 
ried  to  John  Fere  Earl  of  Oxford. 

After  this,  John  de  Geyton  and  his  tenants  held  lands,  &c.  of  the 
dutchy  of  Lancaster,  late  the  Earl  Warrerie  fee ;  and  in  the  90tb  of 
HenryWll  Edmund  Geyton  held  the  manor  of  East-Hall  in  this  towo^ 
Bawsey,  Ashwyken,  &c.  with  J 50  acres  of  arable  pasture  and  wood, 
and  10  acres  of  meadow,  with  4Ss.  rent,  (and  Thomas  was  foimd'to 
.  be  his  son  and  heir,)  held  of  the  aforesaid  dutchy.    . 

In  the  3Sd  of  Henry  VIII.  the  manor  of  G«yloif,«lias  EgertoUf  Wy^ 
kenhale,  Breeham's  and  Person\  with  lands  in  Geyton,  nell,  Gio$* 
thorp,  SoQtb  fVotton,  and  Gaywood,  were  by  fine  conveyed  from  Adian 
Foster,  and  Jnn  bis  wife,  and  Henry  Casieti,  io^Geffrof  Cobb,  and 
Mary  his  wife,  dauebter  of  Thomas  Thoresby,  Esq.;  this  Geffrey  made 
his  will  in  15^,  wbicb  was  proved  on  Deember  VI,  in  the  said  year, 
orders  his  body  to  be  bqriad  iq  the  church  of  St.  Nicholas  of  GofiosSp 
next  to  his  Jeder;^  bequeaths  to  Mary  his  wife  all  bis  manors  and 
lands,  8cc.  in  the  towns  and  fields  of  Gay^on,  Alyswythorp,  EastwincA, 
^  Grimston,  Wehyng,  and  Lesyate,  during  life,  and  after  to  Thomas  his 
son  and.  heir;  gives  legacies  to  bis  son  WUliam;  and  to  bis  daughters 
wIm,  and  Domsabetl,  40i.  each ;  calls  Thomas  Baker  his  bxotber-in* 
law.

and  that  Tko.  his  son  and  heir,  was  of  the  age  of  5  years,  by  Marga^ 
rci  his  wifci  daoghtef  of  Tko*  Thursby,  Esq.  and  that  Rahh  Gayton 
Jeffrev*$  ffreat  grandfather ;  this  Thomas  is  said  to  die  witnont

Uenryde  Wicen,  with  the  consent  of  Christian  bis  wife,  and  Lesqusn 
his  mother,  confirmed  to  them  lands  in  Geyton-NorluU,  with  the 
boundaries  between  Well  and  Geyton,  sans  date. 

Fidco  de  Suthacre,  chaplain,  gave  to  the  said  monies,  the  rent^  of 
half  a  pound  of  cumin  per  ann.  to  be  received  out  of  a  tenement  which 
Esaiachiusde  jPasingham  held  of  him  in  Geyton;  witnesses^  Budo  tfc 
Armt,  then  caitellan  of  Acre,  Adamde  Wigenkale,  &c  sans  date.. 

Ranald  de  Gqftonmsus  witness  to  a  deed  of  WHUam  de  StuteoUe, 
earn  date,  wherein  he  releases  his  nfjjutt,  in  landa  in  Wendlyng,  aqd 
Uyngesham,  to  the  said  monks. 

There  was  an  agreement  between  the  abbot  and  convent  of  St. 
Stephen  of  Caen,  in  NarmanJfy,  on  one  part,  and  the  prior  and  convent 
of  Castleacre,  on  the  other,  for  all  the  tithes  belonging  to  the  fee  of  tl)e 
Earl  Warren,  in  the  village  of  Gyton,  which  bebn^  to  Castleaare 
priory;  that  the  abbot  of  St.  SUph€n\  and  his  successours,  should 
hold  all  the  said  tithes,  paying  4  mvks  of  good  staling  per  mnn^  and 
sealed  with  the  seals  of  noth  convents;  sans  date. 

Jordan,  prior  of  Acre,  remitted  all  chiim  and  right  for  himself  and 
convent,  to  the  monks  of  Caen^  in  the  manor  called  Wella,  and  in  the 
choroti  of  GeytosSf  with  the  appertenances,  for  IP  marks  given  them

In  the  4l8t  of  Henry  III.  the  prior  of  Casileacre  sued  the  abbot  of 
Coet  for  a  messuage^  3  caracates  of  land,  and  SO  of  wood,  in  G^fUm, 
W.ell,  GrinuioH,  WyHtn,  lesiai,  and  Holt;  and  in  the  4dd  of  that 
King,  a  fine  was  levied  in  the  octava  of  St.  Hillary  whereby  the  ad« 
Towson  of  the  church  of  Geuton  was  granted  by  John,  prior  of  Com-' 
tUacre,  to  Adam,  abbot  of  Caen,  who  was  to  pay  for  this  to  the  prior, 
the  rent  of  six  marks  i>er  ann.  and  in  default,  the  prior  might  distraia 
tbe  goodti  and  chattels  of  the  abbot,  in  bis  manor  of  fVells,iicJ 

And  in  the  next  year,  a  fine  was  levied  between  John,  prior  of  Cas^ 
tleaere,  and  NichoIoB  abbot  of  Caen,  of  one  messuage,  3  carucates  of 
land,  30  acres  of  wood,  (excepting  tl  acres  of  land,)  in  IVtU,  Geyton, 
GrimMUm,  Wyken,  Lenate,  Holt  and  Thorf,  granted  to  the  abbot  ymd 
ills  chnreh  ot  Caen,  saving  to  the  prior  of  Castleacre  bis  pension  of  6 
mMxksper  ami.  for  Geyton  advowson,  and  5  marks  pension,  payable 
\>j  the  said  abbot,  to  the  prior,  for  certain  tithes  jnGcy^on,  according 
to  covenants  between  them. 

In  1428,  the  temporalities  of  this  priory,  in  Geyton,  were  valned  ai 
4/.  per  ann.  and  their  spiritualities,  being  a  portion  in  the  said  church, 
at40i. 

The  prior  of  LewU  had  also  at  the  same  time,  temporalities  here 
iof  the  lee  of  the  Earl  Warren,  valued  per  ann,  at  44«.  4a. 

WENDUNG  ABBOTS  MANOR. 

The  abbot  of  fVendline  had  a  lordship.  On  the  dissolution  of  the 
Teligiqos  houses,  it  caim  lo  the  Crown,  and  remained  there  some  time ; 
and  was  granted  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  on  the  lOth  of  Jugmi  in  her 
Idth  year,  to  Thomas  Jennyns  and  Edward  Forth,  Gent,  by  the  name 
.  of  Geyton  manor,  alias  Geyton  Abbots,  with  concealed  lands  belong- 
'  in^  to  it,  in  Tilney,  Islington,  Cknchmarton,  fValpole  and  Emneth;  and 
Kmg  James  I.  on  January  9>  it^  his  8th  year,  granted  it  for  the  sum 
of  86/.  17s.  Sd.  with  all  thewoodandunderwood,  valued  at3/.  l6s.9d. 
lute  the  possessions  of  fVendling  abbey,  to  Sir  Edmund  Mundrford, 
and  he,  on  the  £Oth  of  July,  in  the  16th  year  of  the  said  King,  con<» 
Teyed  it  to  Sampson  Hopes,  clerk. 

Another  lordship  in  this  town  was  granted,  on  the  conquest,  to 
Rughde  Montfort,nud  Roger  held  a  carucate  of  land  under  Hug&. 
In  me  reign  of  the  Confessor,  Bundo,  a  freeman,  was  lord  of  it ;  it 
consisted  of  one  carucate  in  demean,  and  7  acres  of  meadow,  and  6 
borderers,  and  there  was  half  a  carucate  among  the  tenants^  the  moiety 
of  a  mill,  &c.  valued  at  46s.  and  was  a  berttite  to  Bilniy^ 

The  Belets  had  soon  after  the  Conquest,  an  interest  in  this  town*

jifaul^  (» wildly  4»ereat«  herp,  on  fV^due^day,  and  a  fait  fcif  three 
days,  oh  the  vigil,  day,  and  d^y  alter  St.  George.

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Sir  William  Belet,  in  tlte  18th  of  Edward  \.  8cc.  raed  WUKam 
Mackhith  and  seven  others,  for  breaking  down  his  pillory  in  his  manor 
of  Geyton^  where  King  Henry  IIL  had  granted  him  a  weekly  met- 
cate  on  Wednesday^  and  a  fair  for  three  days  in  the  year,  &c. 
'  His  lady  Margaret  onilived  himj  and  died  in  the  Ist  of  Edward  11. 
he  bore  argent,  on  a  chief  gti/e^^  two  crescents  or,  as  appears  from  aa 
old  roll  that  1  have  seen.  On  the  death  of  the  Lady  Margaret,  Sir 
Ralph  Belet,  alias  Bigot,  was  found  to  b6.  her  son  and  heir,  by  Sir 
William,  aged  50,  and  died  in  the  9th  of  the  said  King,  and  Walter 
By^ot  was  foand  to  be  his  son  and  heir,  aged  93. 

Sir  Ingelram  de  Belet  had  also  an  interest  in  lands,  tenements,  and 
a  mercate  in  t^is  town,  as  appears  from  the  escheat  rolls  in  the  6th 
of  Edward  II.  when  Robert  was  found  to  be  his  son  and  heir,  who 

f  roved  his  age  in  the  12th  o{  Edward  II.  and  in  the  l6th  of  that 
[ing  died.  This  Sir  Inselram  was  knighted  by  bathing  together 
with  Prince  Edward,  in  tne  reign  of  Kins' Edward  I.  and  was  son 
<as  I  take  it)  either  of  Hervey  or  Michael  abovementioned,  sons  of 
Michael.  His  arms  differed  somewhat  from  Sir  William  BeUfs  above- 
mentioned,  as  appears  from  an  old  roll  (made  in  his  life  time)  of  the 
manor  of  Marham,  being  argent  on  a  chief  gules,  two  cinquefoils,  or.

John  de  Denham  and  Maud  his  wife  sold  it,  A^.  42'of  EdwardlW. 
to  Richer  de  Wichingham,  son  of  Sir  William  Wychingham,the  judge, 
with  the  mercate,  8&c. 

The  Belets  appear  to  have  held  it  of  the  honour  of  Hagenet  or 
Haughley,  and  the  Geytons  to  have  held  part  of  it  of  them. — See  in 
Beacham  Well. 

In  the  20th  of  Edward  III.  John  de  Geyton  and  others  held  lands 

.formerly  HugVs,  rector  of  the  church  of  Bilney,  by  the  4th  part  of  a 
fee,  of  the  honour  of  Hagenet,  and  for  which,  the  inquisition  says 

'  Richard  de  Belhouse  paid  relief  in  the  time  of  Kine  Edward  II.  After 
this,  in  the  42d  of  the  said  Kine,  a  fine  was  levied  between  John  de 
Denham,  and  Maud  his  wife,  deforciants,  Peter,  par9on  of  Honeweion, 
Richer,  son  of  William  de  Wichingham,  querents,  of  a  messuage,  140 
acres  of  land,  7  of  meadow,  and  8s.  rent  per  ann.  in  Geyton,  Grimes 
ion  and  Marham,  and  the  mercate  of  Geyton,  with  William  Newman 

.of  Marham,  their  villain,  and  progeny,  conveyed  to  Richer  afid  his 
heirs ;  and  Thomas  Shouldham,  Esq.  by  his  deed  dated  on  Thursday 
before  the  feast  of  St.  Matthew  the  Apostle,  in  the  33d  of  Henry  VI. 
released  all  his  right  in  this  town,  that  of  Congham  and  Grimston, 

'  wfaicb  belonged  formerly  to  Sir  Richard  Belhouse,  Knt.  to  William 
Bozonn,  Esq.  and  was  part  of  the  manor  of  West  Bilney. 

This  seems  to  have  been  in  the  family  of  the  Longs,  Mr.  Long  of 
Bmy,  lord  about  1700;  after  this  Mr.  Jacomb,  where  it  now  cou- 

.tinues. 

Hermerus  de  Ferrariis  had  seized  on  60  acres  of  land  in  this  town, 
out  of  which  he  had  expelled  a  freeman,  and  Bordin  held  it  at  the 
survey,  of  Hermerus ;  ^  borderers  belonged  to  it  with  6  acres  of  mea- 
dow and  half  a  carucate,  valued  at  35.  SUgand  had  the  royalty  or  soc; 
and  the  protection  only  belonged  to  the  freeman.'*

WESTACR&PRIORY  MANOR. 

Rai^ph  de  Tony,  lord  of  Westacre,  had  at  tbe  survey  possessions 
here,  6o  acres  of  land,  S  socmen,  and  one  borderer,  S  acres  of  meadow, 
and  one  caracate  of  pasture,  which  was  valued  with  his  ereat  lord« 
ship  of  Necton,  and  this  town  of  Geyton,  is  there  wrote  and  called  in 
Domesday  Book,  Keion^ 

The  said  Ralph  probably  gave  it  to  this  .priory  on  his  founding  of 
it ;  in  USS,  their  temporalities  were  valued  at  2^.  8<2.  ob.per  ann. 

The  tenths  of  this  town  were  15/«— Deducted  2/.  ISs,  4cl.  for  the 
lands  of  the  religious. 

The  Churcr  of  Geyton  is  dedicated  to  St.  Nicholas,  and  was  a 
rectory  valued  at  £4  marks  per  ann.  and  paid  Pefer-pence  \%d.  being 
Appropriated  to  the  priory  of  fVtIU,  a  vicarage  was  founded,  yalued  at  5 
marks  and  an^half,  and  the  prior  of  CastUacre  had  a  portion  of  tithe 
valued  at  405.  per  ann.  WiUiam,  the  2d  Earl  Warren  and  Surry,  who 
lived  in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  I.  gave  2  parts  of  his  tithe  in  this 
town  for  the  health  of  his  own  soul  and  that  of  Isabel  his  wife ;'  tbe 
Earl  Warren  had  also  an  interest  in,  if  not  a  right  of  tbfe  advowson  oi 
this  church. 

In  the  41st  of  Henry  IIT.  a  fine  was  levied  between  JohnFiU  Ber^ 
nard,  and  Adam;  abbot  of  St.  SiephetCs  of  Caen,  whereby  the  advow<^ 
son  of  this  church  was  granted  to  the  abbot,  and  the  Bernards  held 
lands  of  the  Earl  Warren ;  and  in  the  43d  of  that  King,  John,  the 
prior  of  Castleacrej  conveyed  by  fine  to  the  aforesaid  abbot,  the  ad« 
vowson,  and  the  abbot  grantee!  to  John,  to  pay  him  6  marks  of  silver 
per  ann.  at  Castleacre,  with  a  clause  of  distress  in  the  said  abbot's  manor 
of  Paunfitld  in  Essex ;  and  that  as  often  as  the  prior  should  send  bis 
esquire  to  make  the  distress  at  Paunfield,  the  abbot  should  find  him, 
his  horse,  and  his  boy,  and  pay  all  charges  and  expences  as  long  as 
they  staid  there  about  the  distress,  till  they  paid  the  esquire. 

The  church  is  a  regular  pi)e,  has  a  nave,  a  north  and  south  isle  co- 
vered with  lead,  and  a  four-square  tower  with  3  bells ;  tbe'chancel  is 
covered  with  tiles.

11.;  he  had 
by  the  said  Margery yiVilliam  his  son  and  heir.  Sir  Tkotnas  de  HoMt^ 
ings,  a  descendant  From  him,  gave  to  the  abbey  of  fVest^Derham,  ia 
Norfolk^  a  moiety  of  the  advowson  of  this-  chorch,  in  1&27»  which  ^as 
appropriated  to  tbe  said  abbey. 

hxxiJicholas  de  Hastyngs,  in  VHQ,  granted  by  fine,  to  Simon,  prior 
of  Peniney,  a  messaaee,  and  2  caracates  of  laud  in  this  town,  and 
East  Winch,  to  be  held  of  his  manor  of  Gissing,  in  Norfolk,  by  the 
service  of  one  fee,  and  a  pair  of  gilt,  spurs,  or  ?</•  in  money,  payable 
at  EaUer.  And  in  1382,  it  appears  that  there  was  due  to  the  lord  of 
Gimng  1009.  relief,  on  the.  resignation  of  the  said  priory,  by  Peter 
By$hop,  for  his  manor  here  and  in  East-fVinch. 

It  seems  also  that  some  part  of  this  lorpsbip  of  Bigot  and  of  Hasi^ 
ings,  was  held  of  the  family  of  De  Vaux;  bir  John  de  Faux  being 
found  to  hold  lands  in  capite  here,  on  his  death  in  the  l6th  of  Edward 
!•  which  probably  fame  after  to  that  priory. 

In  the  20th  of  Edward^ III.  the  prior  was  fodnd  to  hold  one  fee  of 
Ralph  de  HaUings;  and  in  1428,  the  temporalities  were  valued  at  SL 
igs.Qd.  per  ann» 

At  the  Dissolution  it  was  granted  to  Thomas  MUdmay,  Esq.  Feb' 
ruary  26,  ao,  4th  Edward  VL  and  after  came  to  Edward  Barkham, 
Bart,  and  by  the  marriage  of  the  heiress,  to  the  Yallops. 

Under  the  title  of  invasion,  (by  which  we  are  to  understand  seizures 
on  lands  at  the  conquest,  made  by  the  arbitrary  power  of  some  Nor* 
man0,)  we  find  that 'f/«r/?irriis  de^Ferrariis  had  one  carucate  of  land, 
out  of  which  he  bad  expelled  Turchilt,  a  freeman,  to  which  there 
belonged  Q  villains,  and  8  borderers,  with  one  carucate  in  demean, 
one  among  the  tenants,  6  acres  of  meadow,  and  the  fourth  part  of  a 
fishery,  valued  at  26$.  Stigand  had  the  soc,  and  Turchilt  was  only 
under  his  commendation  or  protection.  The  moiety  of  a  church 
belonged  to  it,  endowed  with  SO  acres,  valued  at  12s.' 

Hermerus  was  ancestor  of  the  Lords  Bardolf,  Barons  of  Wirmege^, 
in  Norfolk ;  and  in  the  reign  of  Henry  III.  Nicholas  Norman  was 
found  to  hold,  here  and  in  Grimston,  the  fourth  part  of  a  fee  of  fVil' 
Ham  Lord  Bardolf;  after  this,  it  was  held  of  the  said  lords  by  the 
Thorps;  and  in  tbelfith  of  Edward  IL  Sir  Johnde  Thorp,  audAlice  his 
wife,  conveyed  it  to  the  prior  of  Pentney,  by  fine,  at  York,  by  the 
jiameof  ^t/estvtVif Aorp  (that  is,  TAorp  by  tbe  water)  manor,  on  the 
Octaves  of  St.  Martin,  before  William  de  Bereford,  Johnde  Mutfard, 
William  de  Herle,  John  de  Stonere,  hnd  John  de  Wausser,  the  King's 
justices,  with  a  messuage,  100  acres  of  land,  4  of  pasture,  in  this  town, 
Geyton,  &c.  and  tbe  advowson  of  the  moiety  of  this  church,  the  prior 
covenanting  that  the  said  John  and  Alice,  should  hold  it  of  him  for 
their  lives,  paying  one  rose  yearly  on  tbe  feast  of  St.  John  Baptist; 
after  their  decease  to  .revert  to  the  said  prior  and  his  successours,  to 
be  held  of  the  capital  lords  of  the  fee,  the  Lord  Bardolfj  who  confirm- 
ed the  said  grant.

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In  the  20th  oF  Edward  III.  and  in  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  the  prior 
held  it  by  half  a  fee  of  the  Lords  Bardolf;  and  in  the  5th  of  Ilenfy 
VI.  of  Thomas  Beaufort  Duke  of  Exeter,  as  capital  lord. 

On  the  dissolution  of  the  priory,  it  was  granted  to  Thomas  Mild^ 
may,  Esq.  and  so  came  to  the  Barkhams,  ana  by  marriage  to  Spilman^ 
as  in  Westacre. 

In  176 1 y  it  was  conveyed  to  Philip  Case,  Esq.  of  Tjynn,  by  Edward 
Spilman,  Esq. 

Odo  Bishop  of  Baieux  in  France,  the  Conqueror^s  half  brother^  had 
also  a  lojxiship  in  this  town>  of  which  3  freemen  were  deprived,  with 
60  acres  of  land,  held  by  one  villain,  and  one  borderer,  and  one  ca- 
racate  and  an  acre  of  meadow,  valued  at  6s.  and  8d,^. 
'  One  of  these  freemen  was  under  the  protection  of  the  ancestor  or 
predecessor  of  Roger  Bigot,  and  the  whole  belonged  to,  and  was  part 
of,  Nestesham  or  Snetesham.  All  Thorp  was  8  furlongs  long,  and  4 
broad,  and  paid  8d.  to  a  205.  gelt. 

'  By  the  predecessor  of  Roifer  Bigot,  we  are  to  understand  Siigandp 
the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  whose  great  lordship  of  Sneteshamp 
with  many  others  beloogine  to  him,  being  lay  fees,  were  taken  from 
him  ;  ana  this,  with  Snetesham,  8lc.  were  given  by  the  Conqueror,  to 
his  brother  Odo,  On  his  rebellion  against  King  fVilliam  II.  (his  He* 
phew)  and  taking  part  with  Robert,  his  nephew,  Duke  of  Normandy, 
(the  Conqueror's  eldest  son)  he  was  deprived  of  it ;  and  King  Henry 
I.  granted  it  (as  it  is  said)  to  Robert,  son  of  Emisiuft.

Afterwards  it  came  to  the  Thorps,  and  from  them,  as  I  take  it,  to 
tbeprior  of  Pent  ney ;  so  to  Mildmay,  Barkham,  Spilman,  and  Case.

BRECCLES  MANOR. 

j7h  K  capital  manor  in  this  town  was  held  bj  5^^anJ  Archbiihop  of 
Canterbury,  (as  a  iemporal  fee,)  in  the  reign  of  tne  Confessor ;  h^ 
the  Conqueror. deprived  him  of  it,  and  gave  it  to  bis  half  brother, 
Odo  Bishop  of Baietix^  in  Normandy,  and  created  by  him  Earl  o£Kentf 
this  Odo  held  it  at  the  survey,  but  being  in  arms  against  King  tVU^ 
Jiam  II.  and  taking  part  with  Robert  Duke  ofNomum^,  the  Con* 
qoeroi^s  eldest  son,  in  his  claim  to  the  crown  of  JEi^/^fii,  against 
bis  brother,  Kingffi7/tam  tl.  he  was  deprived  of  this,  andall  bis  other 
estates  in  England;  and  this  lordship  was  granted  by  that  Kii^g,  to 
William  de  Jlbim,  ancestor  to  the  Earls  ofiStMiex  and  Arundel,  as  I 
have  observed  at  large  in  Av^V^?* — In  Siigand^s  time  theie  were  d  ca 
rucates  of  land,  held  by  lo  villains,  afterwards  8  villains,  always  13 
borderers,  one  servus,  and  £8  acres  of  meadow^  in  Stigand^s  tim«,€ 
carucates  in  demean,  afterwards  one,  then  one  carucate  anioog  tt|e 
tenants,  afterwards  half  a  ope,  and  5  mills,  &c.  always  60  sheep ; 
there  belonged  to  it  14  socmen,  who  had  one  carucate  ;  it  was  valuegji 
at  51.  per  ann.  and  at  the  survey  at  ?/•;  the  whole  was  one  leuca  aji4 
an  half  long,  and  broad,  and  paid  2  shillings,  in  a  205.  gelt.' 
'  This  lordship  was  held  soon  after  the  Conquest,  by  a  family  who 
took  their  name  on  their  being  enfeoft  herein ;  Godfrey  de  Gimsion 
(probably  lord)  was  a  witness^t^  a  deed,  sam  dale,  of  Richard  Jguil* 
Ion,  and  Ela  his  wife,  to  the  monks  oiCaUUacre. 

In  the  34th  of /fritrylll.  a  fine  was  levied  between  Peter  deKailfi, 
and  Mary  his  wife,  Ralph,  son  of  Simon  le.Counte,  and  Joan  his  wife, 
of  the  moiety  of  232  acres  of  land  in  this  town,  Rudhdm,  TitMal/^ 
ftc,  claimed  by  Peter  and  Mary,  of  the  inheritance  of  Roger  4e 
Grimston,  father  of  the  said  Mary  and  Joan,  by  Aliu  bis  wife, 
deceased,  whose  heirs  they  were;'  which  was  then  divided  between 
them. 

In  the  27th  of  Henry  III.  Thomas  de  Grinuton  beld  2  fiees  of  the

honour  of  Rynng,  which  were  assigned  to  Isabel,  i^i^ow  of  0t^&  Earl 
•f  Arundel/ht  ner  life ;  this  Thomas  was  married,  bat  died  witboal 
issue ;'  and  on  the  death  of  Agnes  his  widow,  Alice  or  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  Godfrey  de  Grinuion,  his  brother,  was  his  heir ;  she  mar* 
lied  John  de  Brecctes,  who  in  her  right  was  lord,  in  the  lOth  of  Ed* 
ward  I.  and  from  him  the  manor  took  its  name. 

In  the  17th  of  Edward  I.  it  was  adjudged  that  Hoftfr^  de  Tateehal, 
(who  married  one  of  the  sisters  and  hem  to  Hugh  Earl  of  Albinty,) 
should  have  the  men  and  residents  of  this  town  come  to  his  hundred 
court  of  Freebridge ;  but  John  de  breccles,  and  Alice  his  wife,  pleaded 
that  they  ought  to  come  to  his  court  lete.  He  was  succeeded  by 
Benedict  de  Breccles,  his  son  and  heir. 

Though  this  title  (abovementioned)  to  this  lordship  is  warranted  bj 
authentick  records,  y^t  Benedict  de  Breccles  derived  his  right  and 
pedigree  very  different  from  this,  as  appears  from  an  old  parch- 
ment, wrote  in  his  own  time,  in  Latin,  and  sans  date,  called  a  Me- 
morandum of  the  names  of  the  ancestors  of  John  Benedict  dt  Brecclis  ; 

Thomas  son  of  Godfrey,  son  of  Aldric  a  Frenchman,  to  whom  WilUam 
Earl  of  Susses  gave  Grymeston,  Brunham,  {Bumham,)  Breccles,  &c. 
after  whose  death  (Thomases)  Peter  succeeded,  his  son  and  lieir,  and  a 
Icnieht ; — after  Sir  Peter;  Thomas  his  son  and  heir,  a  knight ; — then 
SirVeter  his  son  and  heir,  after  him ; — Sir  I7u)mas,  his  son  and  heir ; 
'^-Thomas  his  son  and  heir  succeeded,  who  died  without  issue ,- — and 
Christian  was  his  sister  and  heir.  Who  dying  without  issue,  Peter  her 
uncle  was  her  heir, — which  Peter  was  broUier  to  Sir  Thomas,  father 
of  Thomas  and  CAris/um ;— which  Peter  dying  without  issue,  Bartho^ 
lomew  his  brother  was  his  heir; — he  had  Mice  his  daughter  and  heir; 
and  from  the  said  Alice,  the  right  descends  to  Benedict,  her  son  and 
heir,  now  living. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  that  great  confusion  often  arises  in  pedigrees, 
fcc«  from  one  and  the  same  fapiily's,  and  often  one  and  the  same 
person's,  taking  different  names  from  the  different  towns,  that  tliey 
(or  he)  were  lords  of.  An  instance  of  this  we  have  in  this  family, 
who  were  called  sometimes  De  Grimston,  and  sometimes  de  Breccia, 
of  both  which  towns  they  were  lords;  and  this  Sir  BeneSct  dying 
lord  of  both  these  towns,  in  the  reign  of  King  Edward  II.  was  suc- 
ceeded therein  by  JbKnde  Breeder,  his  son  and  heir,  who  in  the  9th 
of  that  King  nppears  to  be  lord ;  and  in  the  Uth  of  Edward  III.  John 
de  Breccles  was  a  witness  to  a  deed. 

In  the  time  of  Sir  Benedict  abovementioned,  we  have  this  account 
of  his  lordship,  from  an  old  parchment  roll  :  Benedict  de  Breccles 
holds  in  capite  of  the  Earl  of  Arundel,  the  manor  of  Grimeston, 
with  the  advowson  of  the  church,  and  the  manor  of  Brunham,  with 
the  advowson  of  a  moiety  of  the  church  of  St,  Mary,  of  Brunham 
JVestgate,nnd  Ihe  manor  of  Little  Breccles,hj  the  service  of  2  knights 
fees,  by  the  deed  of  William  Earl  of  Arundel;  and  he  hath  the 
manor  of  Grimston,  by  the  church,  with  several  pieces  of  land  thereto 
belonging,  together  with  a  moor,  called  Derby  moor,  a  heath  and  2 
walermiils ;  'tad  there  belongs  to  the  said  nianor  weif  and  strays,

toiif  one  day's  journey  of  barley-seed  timcj  and  he  shall  have  for  his 
breakfast  ooe  penny  halfpenny  ;  and  all  keeping  cows  on  the  commoa: 
shall  do  a  day  s  work  in  ha?vesr,  and  at  3  o'clock  they  shall  have  fleshy 
to  eatf  and  ale  to  drink,  and  3  loaves  every .  evening  j  aJ^d  if  they 
refuse,  then  i(  shall  be  lawfol  to  distrain  on  the  said  common,,  &C4 
bot  Sir  Robert  de  Monitalto,  the  prior  of  fTr^tocr^,  the  loAy.deThn^, 
the  prioress  QfBlackburgh^  the  rector  of  Grimeston,  Nicholqs  Costyi^^, 
Nicnoloi  Norman,  Agne$  Waceneye,  Richard  Ben^t,  the  tenants  of.

hidi  tbey'came  to  his  son,  Edward  Yelverton,  and  from  him  to  William 
BiadmeSl,  Esq.  as  in  Beccles  manor,  &c

In  the  sixteenth  year  of  Henry  III.  a  fine  was  levied  between  Bar* 
tftolofifcWi^  son  of  Simon,  and  Robert,  prior  of  ffei/ocre,  when  Bar^Aofe* 
meti^  conveyed  2  jnessuages,  and  44  acres  of  land  b  Grimston  to 
t^e  prior ;  and  WilHam  de  Wystenhale  aliened  to  this  priorv  certain 
tenements  in  ffalpok,  South  Lenne,  and  Grimeitone,  in  the  7th  of 
Hd^ard  II. 

The  temporalities  of  this  bonse  were  taxed  in  1489,  at  3/.  IQi;  gtf. 
'  ffiUiam  fVhigfield,  prior  of  the  monastery  of  St.  Mary  and  JUk 
Suiints,  of  Westacrt,  granted  lands  in  Grimston,  to  Humphrey  Jordatt 
of  Grimston,  by  deed^  dated  March  80,  in  the  85d  of  ^enry  VIII.  and 
before  this,  in  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  Thomas  de  Warren  is  said  to  have 
i,  manor  here,  which  the  prior  held  of  him,  atid  he  of  the  Lord  Bar^ 
dolf,  in  soccage.  After  its  dissolution  it  was  granted  87  of  June,  in 
the  8d  and  3d  of  Philip  and  Mary,  to  Sir  Heury  Bedimgfold,  with 
lands>  &c.  in  Congham,  &c,  and  (trimston  advowson,  by  way  of  ex- 
cbange,  for  lands  and  manors  in  Yorkshire,  who  sold  it  to  Robert 
Cook  of  Mileham,  January  80,  in  the  Sd  and  4tbof  PJU/t|i  and  Mary; 
aod  Coke  conveyed  it,  Jpril  7,  in  the  3d  of  Elixabetk,  to  WiHiam 
Yelverton  of  Rougham,  Esq.  who  held  bis  first  conrt  here  in  the  said 
year;  Edward  Y^lverton  possessed  it  on  hi%  father's  death,  gad  sold 
It  to  mUiam  Bladewttt,  JprH  18, 1615. 

Besides  the  matters  abovementioned,  John  Norman  was  fiMnd,  in 
the  reign  of  Henry  III.  when  an  aid  was  granted  to  that  Kioff,  on  the

In  the  l6th  of  Edward  L  ITumas  dc  Weyland  purchased  by  fine^  of 
NichohUf   son  of  fFtZ/iam,  son  of  £e,y?ier, messuages  and  lands  in, 
Grimstony  Congham,  and  Geyton.

UPHALL  AND  NETHERHALL  MANORS* 

Eudo,  son  of  Spirumn^  to  whom  the  CJooqueror  gave  this  manory 
ussamed  the  name  of  Tateshall,  from  a  market  town  in  LincolnMre, 
the  head  of  his  barony  or  chie{*seatx  and  was  held  of  his  descendants.^ 
G^rty  de  ^iios  (probably  descended  from  Geffrey ^  who  held  it  an*

Sars.  from  a  pleading  at  ipsfi7icA>  in  the  24th  of /fenry  III.  when 
ohert  de  Pirho,  William  de  Blund,  and  Robert  de  Blunavfete  found 
to  owe  to  Sir  Bart/iolom^tp  de  Creke  14i.  outof  the  aforesaid,  assigned 
for  the  maintenance  (p,  sust^ntatiqne  uxQris  mc)  or  jointure  of  hia 
wjfe.^  , 

On  the  death  of  Sir  Bartholomew,  this  lordship  came  to  his  son 
Robert  de  Creke,  and  be  dying,  withput  issue,  to  Geffrey  his  brother 
and  heir,  and  from  him  to  John^  his  brother  and  heici  who  dying  also 
without  i^ue,  it  came  to  Sam  A,  his  sister,- and>.  heir,  who  married 
JZo^er  Fitz  Peter,  Fitz  Osbert,  who  was  found  to  hpld  half  a  fee  herd 
in  the  3 1st  of  Edward  1.  of  Robert  de  Tateshall;  this  Roger  held  it 
after  the  death  of  his  wife  Sariih,  and  on  his  decease  in  the  d4th  of 
the  said  King,  a  moiety  of  it  came  to  Sir  Johti  de  Thorp,  lord  oiAA^ 
well  Thqrp,  as  heir  and  cousin  to  SaraA,  daughter  of  Sir  Bartholomew, 
de  Creak ;  and  the  said  Sir  John  died  8ei2sed  of  it. 

The  other  moiety  came  to  Robma,  and  Ceeilia,  the  daughters  and 
coheirs  of  Robert  de  Faloins  of  Hickling  in  Norfolk,  son  of  John 
Faloim  and  Isabella  his  wife,  daughter  of  Sir  Robert  de  Cr^be.  sister 
to  Sir  Bartholomew^  father  of  Sarah,  aforesaid. 

On  this  division  arose  the  two  manors  of  Uphall  and  Netherhail* 

Vphall  manor  was  that  part  which  came  to  Cecilia  abovementioned, 
who  married  Sir  Robert  de  Vfford,  seneschal  of  the  house  to  King 
Edward  I.  Sic  Edmund  de  Vfford,  a  younger  son  of  the  said  Sir  Robert, 
was  lord  of  it  in  the  32d  of  Edward  III.  and  in  the  49th  of  the  said 
King,^  Edmund  de  Vfford,  chevalier,  brother  to  Robert  de  Vfford  £aii 
of  Suffolk,  was  found  to  die  seized  of  this  manor,  with  that  otCombti 
in  Suffolk,  9iTid  William  Earl  of  Suffolk,  son  of  Robert,  was  biaheir, 
a^d  36  years.  This  Sir  Edmund  dt  Vfford  was  buried  (agreeably  to 
his  will,  dated  December  21,  1374,  and  proved  Jidy  6,  foUowing)  in 
the  chapel  of  Su  Mary  in  the  conventual  church  of  Campseym\ory 
in  Suffolk,  by  his  late  wife ;  *  and  in  the  ISth  of  Richard  II.  JRobert

the  21st  of  Elizabeth,  Platfoot  conveying  his  right  to  WUUiam  Sted/e 
in  the  6th  of  the  said  Queen ;  and  nilliam  Steae  his  son,  by  his  will 
dated  J[pri7  2S,  I6l3,  bequeathed  it  to  Thomashis  son. 

It  was  after  united  to  the  other  lordship. 

Netherhall  raacor  was  held  in  the  17th  of  Edwoard  II.  W  Sir  John 
de  Thorp  and  Alice  his  wife,  of  Eve,  (late  wife  of  Robert  dk  Tateshale,) 
and  then  the  wife  of  Sir  John  de  Covef  as  part  of  her  dower;  and  Robert 
de  Thorp  was  found  to  be  bis  son  and  heir,  aged  SO ;  and  in  the  year 
I39S,  John,  son  of  Sir  Robert  de  Thorp,  was  lord,  and  presented  to  a 
moiety  of  this  church. 

This  manor  of  Netherhall  was  possessed  by  William  Barker,  Gent, 
of  Edgfipld,  in  Queen  Elizabeth's  reign,  and  purchased  of  him  by 
Richard  HovelL 

Daniel  Collier,  JBsq.  purchased  and  lived  in  a  little  manor  here,  and 
gave  it  to  Dr.  fVillia^n  Alston,  rector  of  Gunthorp,  who  married  his 
ujece ;  and  Mr.  Spurgion  o(  Anmere,  recovered  it  by  suit  in  Chan* 
eery,  about  1762. 

Another  lordship  in  this  villf^  belonged  to  William  Earl  Warren, 
which  two  freemen  were  possessed  of  in  the  reign  of  King  Edward} 
to  this  there  belonged  5  villains,  6  borderers,  two  servi,  and  8  acres  . 
of  meadow,  two  carucates  in  demean,  and  half  a  one  amongst  the 
tenants,  with  a  mill ;  the  Earl  Warren  had  one  carucate  of  the  said 
land,  and  a  freeman  had  15  acres,  and  half  a  carucate ;  the  whole  was 
valued  at  60s,  per  ann.  and  this  was  by  an  exchange.'

Stigand^  Arch* 
bishop  of  Canterbury,  in  his  own  right,  as  a  lay  fee,  had*the  soc  of  five 
of  them  ;  the  whole  was  valued  at  5/.  per  ann.  They  also  had  half  a 
carucate  of  land,  and  there  were  4  borderers,  with  a  carucate  and  40 
acres  of  meadow,  which  is  valued  in  the  above  5/.  per  ann^ 

The  family  of  Lisewis  seems  to  be  early  enfeoffed  of  this,  and  from 
them  it  came  to  the  two  i'amilies  of  the  Scales,  and  Ingleiharps,  or 
Ingaldesthorps,  each  of  them  holdinga  moiety  of  it,  as  they  did  of  the 
manor  of  Reineham ;  of  this  see  in  Rainham.

And  Richard  Rigges,  and  Emma  bis  wife,  b^ld  in  the  l^th  of  Ed* 
ward  II.  two  carucates  of  land  here,  in  Tib^ey,  and  South  I^ynn^  •of 
the  Lorid  Scales. 

On  the  death  of  Robert  de  Scales,  in  the  18tb  of  Edward  XL  he  was 
found  to  hold  this  Iprdship  of  the  honour  o{  Bologne,  by  one  fee,  and 
paying  10s  per  ann.  ward,  to  Dover  castle. 

John  Devereux,  constiU>le  ot  Dover  castle^  ^  keeper  of  the  Cinqnc 
ports,  on  the  5th  of  January,  in  the  Ifithyear  of  Richard  lU  received 
of  William  Tydeman,,  xeceiver  of  the  ca^tle^  25s.  of  the  ward  of  Ro» 
bert  de  Scales,  in  this  town,  Middfeton,  Hoxve,  8co.  for  £  knights  ftes 
and  an  half,  and  for  default  of  payment  fur  48  davs,  70$.  at  25,  6d.  per 
day ;  and  in  the  4th.  of  Henry  VL  Robert  Lord  &afo  was  found  to 
have  died  seized  of  it,  leaving  JSo6^r/,  his  ipn  and  heir,  aged  Gjewn  ; 
and  the  said  Robert  dying  nnniarried,  it  came  to  his  brother  thpmas 
Lord  Scales,  and  b^.  his  omy  dau^tei;  aod  heirj  Elixabeih,  to  Anthony 
Woodvile,  (by  marriage,)  Earl  Ravctsi  and  Lord  Scales;  mA  having  no 
issue,  to  ihe  Oxford  family,  {John  de  Fere,  Earl  o{  Oxford,)  and  to  the 
family  of  Tyndale,  on  the  accession  of  King  Henry  Vll.  to  the  crown^ 
as  heirs  to  the  late' Lady  Elizabeth  Scales,  as  may  be  seen  in  Middle^ 
ton;  but  Richard  III.  on  the  attainder  of  Anthony  Lord  Scales,  &c.

INGALDESTHORF&  MANOR. 

John  de  IngaUesthorp  was  lord  in  the  Sd  year  of  King  Edward  h  and 
in  the  1 1th  of  that  King,  died  seized  of  it,  and  several  rents  of  assise, 
'  In  the  first  year  of  King  Edward  IlL  Thomas  de  Ingaldesthorp  held  it 
by  the  Sd  part  of  a  tee,  as  of  the  honour  of  Hawley,  and  the  service  of 
40d.per  ann.  to  Dover  castle. 

On  the  inauisition  after  his  death,  in  the  fid  year  of  the  said  Kingf 
he  is  said  to  have  held  it  in  capite  of  the  said  honour,  and  it  extended 
into  Tilney,  and  Clenchwarton.  In  the  8th  of  that  King,  John,  his  son 
and  heir,  paid  SSs.  4d.  relief,  for  this  manor. 

Sir  Edmund  de  Ingaldesthorp  was  the  last  heir  male  of  this  fftmiln 
and  dying  in  or  about  1450,  left  one  daughter  and  heir,  IsabeU, 
married  to  John  Ne^ill  Maroois  Montacute,  by  whom  she  had  fi  son^ 
John,  who  died  yoang,  and  George  Netilt  Duke  of  BeJ^otd,  who  dy- 
ing without  issue,  the  estate  of  the  Ingaldesthotps  was  divided  amoogit 
his  five  sisters  and  coheirs,  as  in  Tilney. 

This  was  part  of  Kenwick  manor  in  WisenhaU,  St.  Mary  Magdi^$ 
and  extends  here^  as  the  manor  also  of  nest  Walton,  does. 


BISHOP  OF  ELY'S  MANOR. 

Saint  Audrey  (that  is  the  monastety  of  Ely)  had  one  carucate  of  land 
here  in  King  EdsMnts  time,  at  the  survey  half  a  carocate,  with  2  vil- 
lains, 2  borderers,  £0  acres  of  meadow,  fi  salt-pits;  18  socmen  be- 
longed to  this  manor^  with  17  acres  and  an  half)  the  whole  wai 
valued  at  l6s.*

EARL  OF  CLARFS  MANOR. 

Wiltiam  de  Scohie*  had  a  manor  granted  him  by  the  Conqueror^  ia 
this  town,  which  Scula^  a  freeman,  held  in  King  EdwardFs  time,  as  m. 
manor,  and  it  consisted  of  2  carucates  of  land^  3  villeins,  7  borderers  $ 
formerly  there  were  2  carucates  in  demean,  at  the  survey  but  one»: 
and  10  acres  of  meadow,  100  sheep,  8&c.  seven  socmen  belonged- 
to  it^  with  1£  acres,  valued  formerly  at  40k.  at  the  survey  at  GQt.pcr 
unn. 
The  said  William  de  Scohia  had  also  here,  of  the  gift,  of  the  Con-- 

Iueror,  anotiier  lordship,  which  Turchill,  a  freeman,  held  in  King. 
idward^s  reign,  of  half  a  carncate,  and  3  borderers  held  then  half  a 
carucate,  now  2  bovates,  40  acres  of  meadow,  and  the  moiety  of  a 
salt-pit,  valued  then  at  10s.  now  at  dOi.  aMIilingehma  is  oHe  leoca 
long,  and  half  a  one  broad,  and  pays  1  fid.  of  a  20  shillings  gdu' 

These  lordships  extended  into  Ttln^,  WalpoU,  &c.  OQntiooed  most 
likely  in  the  tenure  of  ScohieSf  during  his  life,  and  after  came  to  WaUer- 
Gifard,  the  first  Earl  of  Buckinghaftt.  Walter,  the  fld  of  that  nflmet 
Earl  of  Buckingham^  was  lord  in  the  reiffn  of  Kinj;  Stepkem,  and  oa 
his  foundioff  the  abbey  of  Nuile^  in  Buckine/utpuhtre,  gave  a  portion 
of  tithe,  belonging  to  his  lordship  here  and  in  Tilney,  to  that  hoase, 
as  he  did  likewise  at  Midleion ;  and  from  this  Earl,  by  the  marriage 
of  a  dausbter,  (as  is  said)  it  came  to  the  Earl  of  Clare. 

This  church  seems  to  be  held  by  several  parceners.  In  the  12tb 
of  Henry  III.  Gilbert  de  Framham  and  Maud  his  wife,  conveyed  by 
fine  to  tViltiam  de  Scutham,  and  his  heirs,  one  mark  rent  in  libujf  | 
wad'Thamasde  Seaulkam,  Bartholomew  leNorHfs,  in  a  plea  bronglM^ 
against  them,  by  Richard,  son  of  Walter  de  Wygenhak,  for  digging 
of  turf  in  the  manor  or  marsh  of  Tilney,  alleged  that  they  had  onlya 
nirht  of  commonage  therein,  and  that  the  soil  was  in  22o^  Earl  of 
C^rr  and  Gloucester,  the  Bishop  of  Ely,^  and  F.  de  Sabaima.*

Ac  the  survey  Iftrnunu  deF$rraru$,  lord  of  t^rongm^,  had  a  const* 
derable  manor,  of  which  Turchetel  was  depriyed,  eonsisting  of  one 
camcate  and  an  half  of  land,  4  villains,  and  1 1  borderers,  2  camcates 
in  demean,  half  a  carucale  among  the  tenants,  10  acres  of  meadovr, 
a  church  endowed  with  2  acres,  the  moiety  of  a  salt-work,  4  cows. 
&c.  valued  at  60s.  and  15  freemen  belonged  to  it  in  King  Edward's 
lime,  who  had  30  acres ;  there  was  also  a  carucale  and  4  acres  of 
jBeoEJow,  valued  then  at  \5s.  at  the-survey  at  10s. 

The  predecessor  of  Hermerus  bad  the  protection  of  them,  and  they 
might  leave  it,  paying  £Sk ;  but  Stigand  bad  the  soc;  the  royalty  or 
caart  baron. 

JSermerm  bad  also  invaded  or  seized  on  6  acres  of  land,  valued  afc 
i2d.  which  £  freemen  held  of  William de  Scohies* 

Tde  chief  lordship  in  this  town,  was  that  of  Hugh  de  Montforfs, 
afeovementioned,  held  by  the  Lord  Scales,  and  the  S$gaUe$thorps. 

This  lordship  of  jff€mirf t/s  bad  most  probably  its  site  in  this  town, 
and  therefot^  is  here  accounted  for,  but  the  principal  tenuies  and 
laiids  belonging  to  it,  lay  mTilnetf,  and  the  church  here  mentioned, 
was  the  ebimh  of  Tilney,  the  church  of  Islington  belonging  absolutely 
U^Mohtfwrfs  fee,  as  appears  from  the  presentations.  What  is  to  be 
cbsinrved  of  this  lordship,  I  shall  treat  of  at  large  under  the  lordship 
«f  tbe  Lcnrds  Bardolph,  in  TiAiey,  to  which  lords  the  manor  of 
Merimrw  descended  as  wiDbe  shown.

Tilney  and  ffigenhak,  of  the  honour  of  Rtehmondy  in  Henry  the 
Third's  reign;  and  in  thatbf  King  £dfrar<2 III.  TAomos  Fitx-Gejrge, 
John  de  Wtgenhale^  the  abbot  of  utrhamj  and  the  prior  of  W&tacri^f 
held  the  foprth  part  of  a  fee,  in  the  aforesaid  towns^and  South  Lyntt, 
of  Ralph  Nevilt.  John  Duke  of  Bedford  died  seized  of  it  in  capite,  in 
tlie  Utb  of  Henry  VL  held  by  George  Lord  Laiymer,  ,as  part  cf 
JRicAmonif  honour. 


ABBOT  OF  BURY-S  AND  BROUGHTON'S  MANOR* 

Tibc  abbot  of  Bury,  or  St.  Edmund^  had  a  lordship  here,  before  the 
reign  of  the  Confessor.  In  the  survey  we  find  this  account  of  i€^ 
that  there  was  one  carueat^  and  2l  villains,  one  carucate  in  demeah^ 
and  one  a.mon^  the  tenants,  ^0,  acres  of  meadow^  4  cows,  80  sheef^j 
and  6  socnien  m  Lynn,  belonged  to  it^  who  had  26  acres  of  land,  witbi 
one  carucate  and  a  salt-work^  valued  at  40«.* 

This  was  a  beruite  belonging  to  the  abbot's  manor  of  Run^n,  \tk 
Cheklose  hundred, 

Sampson^  abbot  of  Bury,  on  the  foundation  of  the  hospital  of  St^ 
Savumr't  without  the  town  of  Buty,  in  the  reien  of  Hen.  It.  gave  to 
that  hospital,  two  rarts  of  the  tithes  of  his  lordship  here  and  in  Tilney, 
and  hi  the  9th  of  Edward  I.  John,  abbotof^  fiiir^,  demi^fed  to  VfUham 
dt  Sahain,  clerk,  for  life,  one  messuaj^,  with  the  demean  lands,  mea* 
dow,  ai^d  pasture,  a  windmill,  suit  ot!tbe  abbot's  tenants  to  it ;  saving 
to  the  abbot,  the  homages,  rents,  servib^,  of  his  freemen  and  villains, 
P&yiRg  20/.  sterling ;  witnesses.  Sir  Ralph  de  Alneto,  Sir  Wiliiam  dt 
Waholt,  Sir  Ri^ert  de  Northwold,  Sir  William  de  Tirington,  Sir 
Philip  de  Fenne,  Sir  Ralph  de  Wirham,  Sir  Jdamde  Talbot,  Knights> 
Robert  Russell,  William  de  Bradenham,  James  de  Fenne  Alexander  dt 
Walpole,  &c.  And  b  the  Register  of  the  Sacrist,  it  is  observed,  that 
the  monks  had  no  deeds,  or  memorandum,  of  the  time  or  person  who 
gave  this  lordship.*  In  the  SOth  of  the  said  King  there  was  an  extent 
of  it,  whereby  it  appears,  that  there  was  a  c^t^  messuage  belonging 
to  it,  and  127  acres  of  arable  land,  in  demean,  valued  at  U/.  6s.  4flL 
per  annl  the  price  of  every  acre,  tOd.  50  acres  of  meadow  m  demean^ 
valued  at  6/.  5s.  at  £5..6d.  per  acra ;  a  wbdmill  of  40c.  per  ann^  53 
tenanU  who  paid  6ls.  lOd.  per  ann.  with  several  other  free  teofints, 
with  rents  and  services,  8cc.;  and  in  1428,  the  temporalities  ofthii 
abbey  were  valued  at  25/.  1 3^.  ob.  per  ann.

JoAjs» 
son  of  John  Broughionf  Es<).  dying  a  minor,  Catherine  and  Jnne  his 
Lis  sisters  had  Uvery  of  it,  with  Saxtin^ham  maqor  in  Norfolk. 

Anne,  their  mother,  remarried  Sir  John  Ruuellj  and  Tkoma» 
Strange,  £sq.  by  the  marriage  of  Jnne,  one  of  the  sisters,  had  a  m<»eiy 
of  it. 

In  the  SOth  of  Henry  VIII.  Sir  Walter  Hobart  demised  it  to  Hum* 
phreyCarvUe,Ge%ii.  for  lOyears,  payint^  \6Lper  ann.  hndJohn  Hobart 
Jiad  an  interest  in  it,  ao.  "«£  Elizabeth*  After  this  it  was  in  the  TAiirs- 
tom,  and  JoAn  Thurston^  Eso.  of  ffor/i€  in  Suffolk,  conveyed  it  to  Sir 
Richard  Brown,  Bart,  who  aied  seized  of  it  (and  in  that  family  it 
remains)  1760. 

The  Chubch  is  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  has  a  nave,  a  cross  isle  and 
a  chancel  covered  with  reed ;  the  tower  is  foar-square^  and  stands  at 
the  south  part  of  the  church,  and  through  it  is  a  passage  into  the 
church,  and  there  are  two  bells. 

It  was  anciently  a  rectory  valued  at  18  marks :  it  was  appropria- 
ted to  the  priory  of  Blackburgh,  (on  a  grantof  the  lord  Scales,)  in  the 
fied  or  Mth  of  Edward  III.  and  a  vicarage  was  then  settled,  valued 
at  5  marks,  P«/fr-pence  was  13J.  the  present  valor  is  61. 15i«  Ad.  and 
is  dischatged  of  first  fruits  and  tenths. 

In  a  window  was  the  portraiture  of  Ro^er  Lord  Scales,  on  his  knees, 
in  complete  armour,  with  a  scroll  in  his  right  hand,  thereon — Jem 
IHi  dei  miserer  #  #  #  #  ^  #  #.  with  his  arms^^ales,  six  Scallops,  areeni, 
impaling,  ermin,  a  cross  ingrailed,  fpiles,  the  arms  of  his  Lady,  Joan, 
daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Norwood,  with  Scalers  crest,  a  plume  of  os- 
trich's •feathers  argent,  issuine  out  of  a  coronet,  or. — Also  the  afms 
of  Vfford  Earl  of  Suffolk,  sable,  a  cross  ingrailed,  or. 

Robert  Lord  Scales,  who  gave  this  church  to  the  priory  o(  Blacks 
burgh,  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  Robert  Vfford  Earl  of  S^tt; 
here  were  also  the  arms  of  Inglethotp,  and  of  Fellbrigg,  and  these 
verses,

before  thi^t^bir  Thomas  Baud,  or  Burgh,  gave  to  Walter  de  Maydston, 
clerk /all  his  liinds,  &c.  which  be  bad  here  in  Clenc^tparton,  aid  Wi" 
genha/e,  and  paid  scutage  for  the  8tb  part  of  a  fee  in  the  17th  of 
±ldward  I.  and  Bartholomew,  son  of  Wydo  de  Tiflney,  held  this  8th 
-part  oi  Sir  Thomas 

Queen  Elizabeth,  on  June  7,  in  her  12th  year,  demised  the  manor 
of  Slew-hall,  valued  at  10/.  14«.  \d.per  ann.  (part  of  the  landa  assigned 
to  QxieeuMary^  before  she  came  to  the  crown)  ioThomasLovell,  GeoU 
v^ith  the  site  of  the  manor  of  New-hall  in  Islington,  S:*c.  demised  to 
Reginald  Brereton,  under  the  great  sealj  on  January  2S$  -do.  Sd  and 
4U)  of  Philip  and  Mary.

1  H I B  ancient  town  talces  its  name  from  ibe  Britont.  Iq  the  grand 
aorvey,  or  book  of  Domesday,  it  is  wrote  Lena,  and  Lun,  and  in  the 
foundation  deed  of  fVilliam  de  fVarrenna  (£arl  Warren)  of  the  priory 
of  Lewes  in  Sussew,  in  the  reign  of  King  William  I.  Lunea.  in  the 
British  langiia^  it  signifies  a  poo],  or  iake.  Gitaldus  Cambremii 
calls  LhifH  Savathan  in  Walesa  Lacus  Magnus,  a  great  lake.  Leland 
in  his  Itinerary,  and  Camden  give  the  same  interpretation,  and  Selden 
in  his  notes  on  Drdfy/onVPolyolbion  confirms  the  same.^ 

That  the  same  word  was  med  in  the  same  sense  by  other  nations, 
appears  from  the  town  of  Lyu  in  Suitland,  and^  Lunaen  in  Denmark^ 
also  a  city  in  Sweden,  and  that  the  site  of  I^i^^ JSi^u  is  agreeable  to, 
and  answers  the  derivation  abovementioneoy  iii  a  good  measure  at 
present,  and  more  so  in  aocioii  days,  is  eviijlent. 

Camdtn  was  4»f  opinion  that  the  town  was  not  of  any  anUqnity, 
but  hprung  up  out  ot  the  ruins  of  what  is  called  Old  Lynn,  or  West 
Lynn,  which  lies  on  the  west  and  opposite  side  of  the  great  river  Oust, 
and  with  Sir  ffetiry  •Spe/man/ supposes  it  to  be  called  in  the  time  of 
the  Sajcons,  Maydenburg,  importing,  the  Maiden^s^Bowre,  Virgitds 
Saerarium  et  velut  Thalamus,  the  chapel,  or  retiring  place  of  the  vir« 
gin,  that  is  of  St  Margaret  tl^  Virgin,  the  tutelar  saint,  or  patro- 
ness of  the  town,  but  that  it  ever  was  flo  called  is  gratis  dictum,  and 
the  interpretation  of  Mauden^BoWre^  qtUie  ^rroneusand  fanciful. 

Ma^deburgh,  or  Mayaenburgh,  a  city  of  Germany,  seated  on  the 
JS/&e,  IS  indeed  by  historians  called  Parthenopolis,  and  FirginopoUs^ 
ivbich  words  literally  interpreted,  signify  a  Maiden* s-^Town,  but  Hfy- 
2tfii  justly  calk  this  a  mitngrel  word  made  up  of  Greek  and  haiin^

pame^  tak^n  horn  its  site,  as  was  the  castom  io  the  80s<m  age,  aod  be« 
fore.  Mayi  or  itfog^  signifies  iiome  considerable  water*  or  river^.thot 
Mqift^j^ef  or  Mentz,  a  city  in  Germany^  on.  tfae  lU^^,  and  Maniricip 
seated  on  the  ri?er  Maes,  &c.  Den,  bespeaks  a  low  situation^  in  a  vaU 
\^j,  and  Bawre,  is  from  Bqw-]^^,  that  is  where  the  water  makes  a  bow, 
a  turn  or  winding ;  of  the  same  derivation  is  the  town  of  Maidenieod^ 
or  MaydinAeibe  in  Berksbirt,  oo  the  conflnenee  oJT  the  2%o«ifis  and  tha 
Kennet. 

Etymologists  have  been  very  deficient  on  ihb  subject :  tfaty  relata 

Sat  tbis  town  assumed  its  name  from  the  head  of  one  of  those  elevea 
ousand  virginsyor  Maidens'  Heads^who  suffered  withSt.UrsiiiiayWhtGla 
bead  was  had  in  great  veneration  and  worshipped  in  the  said  town  o^ 
May^enhead;*  but  Simtondm,  a  learned  jesuit»  hateJiposed  this  atala 
monkish  traditioQ  and  fiction,  and  shewn  that  ilmtkiftm  VmUeimillm 
vrere  2  virgin  saints  and  martyrsi  aod  the  naoie  oi  UndttimiUa  cania 
through'  the  ignorance  of  some  transcriber  to  be  wrote  and  changait 
into  Undeam  MilKa^  that  is  in  English  11€00,  and  thus  by  one  alraka 
of  the  pen,  so  great  a  number  of  virgins  were  canonized. 

And  thai  the  real  and  true  derivatioa  of  Maydf^he^  waa  at  I  hava 
aJiH>ve  observed,  is  confirmed  by  what  Leland  says^*  thai  ik»  ancieat. 
nanif&  was  South  JiUngtony  which  signifies  a  town  lying  by  iha  walcr, 
or  in  watery  meadows. 

"  At  this  Maudenburgh,  as  some  hftve  fmcied  Lytia  to  haff  beea; 
called,  they  also  suppose  St.  Edmund  the  King  of  the  East  Aaglm 
landed,  when  he  came  out  of  Germany  abo^i  the  year  870,  bnt  wihy 
JUfnit  should  be  thus  called  at  that  time,  and  not  so  in  the  time  of  tha 
Confessor  Jl\  1043,  but  ahoukl  lose  the  name  of  Maydeniurgh  in  tha 
apace  of  about  170  years,  and  be  then  called  Lyn^  wUl  be  a  dilb^altf  / 
to  be  accounted  for. 

'  It  is  therefore  most  probable  that  this  was  altogether  owing  to  aoma 
monkish  artifice  sipce  the  conquesty  to  magnify,  the  ignorant  passiva> 
zeal  of  the  vulgar,  for  the  tutelar  saint  of  this  town,  St.  Margarei  tb^ 
Virgiq ;  as  that  was  at  Maydenhead  for  the  1 1000  virgins  and  saints  s 
ao  that  lyun  may  b^  justly  supposed  to  have  retained,  its  anoientBri* 
tish  napie  without  any  change  or  alteration  to  this  time* 

Many  townships  in  this  neighbourhood  owe  theirrnames  to  the  Bru 
tqns,  with  some  small  addition,  as  that  of  Ton  by  the  Saxona,  as  I 
shall  show  under  those  towns,  which  ia  a  proof,  that  the  Britoas  bad 
many  towns  and  settlements  here ;  and  am<Nig  them*  tbb  of  Lyma 
npay,  on  account  of  its  advantage  in  site»  9i^^  he  eateeaied  tha  most 
considerable. 

The  name  is  not  only  a  proof  of  its  antiqnUy^  bnt  the  pyrincipal  lordU 
ship  of  the  town  confirms  |t>  which  was  at  tha  survey,  aad  in  the  reign 
of  the  Confessor,  in  the  see  of  Elmham,  or  EaU^Jngltt^  What;  King 

SBtve  it  to  tbat  see,  does  not  appear,  but  it  is  highly  probable  that 
elix,  the  first  Bishop  of  the  Easi-^Jngles,  was  in  possession  of  it  and- 
ofElmkam,  about  the  year  630,  and  ISictetis^vas  Bishop  of  Eim/mm 
ia673.  . 

That  its  aitufition  answers  itquame  and  dertTation  appears  from  its

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teal  site,  on  a  great  leVel  and  flat  filthy  rich  soil,  close  tb  the  east 
aide  of  the  great  rirer  Ouse^  which  brings  with  it  to  this  port,  from  ito 
jise  in  'Northampiomhire^  the  waters  of  Buckingham,  Bedford,  Hun-- 
tingdon,  and  Cambridgeshire,  with  those  of  Hotfolk  and  Suffolk,  and 
empties  itself  beJow-this  port  into  the  great  German  Ocean. 

The  river  Nar,  or  Sechy  river,  falls  alio  into  the  Ouse,  near  the 
•oiith  gates  of  Lynn. 

The  river  that  eoiiies  from  Ashmeken^  Mintlyn,  &c.  mns  cross  the 
town,  and  empties  itself  at  Lady  Bridge,  as  does  the  river  from  Gey- 
loiii  and  Lesiat  by  Purfieie  Bridge. 

To  this  we  may  add,  that  the  sea  meeting  all  these  waters  with' 
great  rage  and  violence  on  spring  tides,  and  tempestuous,  windy  wea* 
Sier,  forces  them  back>  and  at  times  occasions  inundations,  and  more 
frequently  in  former  times,  before  the  many  banks,  mounds,  &c.  were 
yaised  which  now  guard  and  defend  it,  which  if  removed  or  neglected, 
would  reduce  it  to  its  original  state,  and  render  it  again  as  a  pool  or 
lake. 

The  country  also  on  the  west  side  of  the  Ouse,  called  Marshland,  is 
subject,  from  its  site,  surrounded  on  every  side  with  water,  to  be  over*' 
flowed  both  by  fresh  and  salt  waters  :  before  the  year  1181,  it  was 
ao  drowned,  that  there  was  no  dwelling-house  or  land,  that  any  profit 
coidd  be  made  of,  in  the  town  of  fVygenhale  St.  Mary  Magdalen, 
from  Bustard  Dole,  to  the  southern  bounds  or  end  of  it,  except  the 
monastery  or  hermitage  of  Crabhouse,  or  Crab-Ouse,  but  all  was 
a  sea. 

The  river  Nene  also  used  to  flow  directly  from  Peterborough  to 
Xvitit ;  and  in  the  Sd  of  King  Edward  III,  it  was  found  to  do  so,  till 
ffalUr  de  Langton  Bishop  of  Lic^eld  and  Coventry,  Lord  Treasurer 
to  Kiua  Inward  I.  had  ^8  years  last  past  stopped  up  the  passage  of 
it  at  upwell^  to  drain  his  manor  of  Coldham ;  the  waters  that  then 
bounded' Xymt  were  called  the  waters  of  Lynn,  and  the  marshes 
on  that  side,  as  far  as  fVest  Walton,  were  called  the  marshes  ef 
r  lAfnn. 

.  lo  the  11th  year  of  King  Edward  IL  a  commission*  of  sewers  was 
directed  to  John  de  Ingaldesthorp,  and  Richard  de  fValsingham,  re* 
citing  that  in  South  lAfnn,  above  500  marks  damage  was  done  on  ac- 
count of  the  defect  ofgutters,  sewers,  and  drains ;  and  in  the  1 1th  of 
Mdmard  III.  the  said  township  was  greatly  damaged  and  impoverished, 
by  inundations  from  the  sea,  and'tne  loss  in  the  country  about  Lytm 
was  so  great,  that  the  Kins,  in  compassion,  remitted  their  taxes. 

In  the  2d  of  BMhard  II.  a  commission  was  directed  to  ffilKam 
Vford  Earl  of  Si^olk,  &c.  on  complaint  of  the  towns  of  Wygenhale, 
luynion,  Tilney,  Clenchwarton,  Watlington,  Rungton,  Holm,  Secinf, 
and  West  Winchf  that  the  river  Ouse,  which  ran  Uirough  those  town- 
abips  into  the  sea,  and  was  within  SO  years  past  not  above  12  perches 
broad,  by  the  breaches  in,  and  decay  of  the  banks,  was  grown  to  the 
breadth  of  a  mile ;  upon  which,  by  an  inquisition  at  Wigenhale,  it  was 
ibund  that  the  banks  on  both  sides  of  the  said  river  were  so  much  bro- 
ken, that  not  only  those  townships,  but  also  South  Lynn  and  Hardwick, 
were  in  danger  of  being  destroyed ;  and  in  1570,  on  the  2d  and  3d  of 
October,  Mmarshland  was  so  drowned  by  the  sea  waters,  that  there 
were  Hot  ten  tods  of  whole  sea*bank  from  Old  or  West  Lynn  to  Mag* 
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daleh  Bridtte  in  Wigenhale;  nnd  on  November  I,  l6l^/ the  sea  broke 
iQ  with  such  violence;  on  Manhland,  that  the  damage  was  estimated  at 
3786£/,  and  many  ioundatioDa  have  been  since  that  tim 

On  the  jsoQibneast  parts  of  this  towoj  from  the  hamlet  of  Hardmckp 
(which  signifies  a  turn  of  water  at  the  point  of  hard  land)  to  the  sooth 

-  gates  of  Ijynn,  is  raised  a  long  and  broad  substantial  causey  over  the 
marsh,  ,as  a  security  (as  well  as  a  road)  against  the  waters  on  that  side  ; 
and  between  Hardwick  and  fVest  Winch,  is  a  considerable  ditch  and 

.bank  (anciently  called  Green  Difte)  joining  to  the  aforesaid  causey; 
and  like  banks^  &c.  may  be  observed  to  the  east  and  north-east  paitl 

« of  the  said  town,  as  far  as  Gaywood  bridge. 

Such  a  situation  as  this  was  particularfy  made  choice  of,  on  account 
of  the  difficulty  of  access  in  time  of  danger,  or  approach  of  an  enemy; 

•  being  easily  fortified  and  defended  :  and  on  account  of  trade,  «ase, 
and  conveniency  of  importing  and  exporting  all  manner  of  ^oods  and 
merchandise,  to  and  from  foreign  countries.  Such  a  situation  as  this 
Camillm,  the  Roman  Dictator,  applauded  and  boasted  of  in  his  speech 
to  the  citizens  of  Old  Rome,  ana  encouraged  them  to  keep  possession 

:of  it^  and  not  to  desert  it,  when  the  Gauls  had  sacked  it. Non  tim 

cnma  Dij,  Hominesq.  hunc  urbi  condenda  locum  elegenmt,Jlum€H  enim 
opportunem,  quo  ex  mediterraneU  loeiifruga  deoeMniur,  quo  mariiim 
commeatm  accijnantur.  Mart  vicinum  ad  commoditatek,  nee  expodtum 
nimia  propinquitate  ad  pericultim  classium  exterarum.^ 

Having  thus  treated  on  the  name  and  site  of  this  Burgh^  the  next 
particular  that  offers  itself,  will  be  to  consider  the  ancient  tenures  or 
lordships  of  it ;  the  most  ancient  and  authentic  account  of  this,  is  fh»n  ■ 
the  Conqueror's  book  of  Domesday,  made  an  the  year  1085,  at  which 
time,  and  in  the  Confessor's,  this  town^  with  the  townships  orhamleta 
of  West/  North,  and  South  lAfim,  we  find  to  be  all  included  under  the 

general  name  of  Lena,  and  Lun,  the  distinction  of  West,  North,  and 
outh  not  >being  till  some  centuries  after,  as  will  appeal  under  the  his- 
tory of  those  places. 

In  this  most  valuable  book  we  learn  that  Halph  Lord  Tony  had  a 
lordship  in  Lena,  which  Harold  held,  in  King  Edward^i  time,  and 
which  he  lost  with  his  crown,  at  the  battle  of  Hoiiings;  this  was  South 
J^nn. 

Ralph  Lord  Baynard,  had  in  Lena,  a  lordship,  this  also  was  in  South 
Ibynn,  and  extended  into  the  other  hamlets. 

Hermer  de  Ferrarjis  had  in  Lun,  a  lordship ;  this  was  in  West  lynUf 
and  also  extended  into  the  other  hamlets. 

Rainald,  son  of  Ivo,  had  a  lordship  in  Lena,  which  extended  into 
all  the  hamlets. 

The  abbot  also  of  Bury,  had  in  Lena  a  lordship ;  this  was  North 
X'ym. 

These  are  the  only  lordships  (with  some  few  particulars  that  are  to 
be  fennd  relating  to  them)  that  occur  under  the  name  of  Lena,  and 
Lun,  and  of  those  1  shall  treat  at  large,  in  tfieir  proper  place. 

But  none  of  these  lords  were  the  chief,  or  capital  lords  of  that  pari 
of  Lena  or  Lynn,  which  is  jiow  called  the  Burgh :  the  two  great  lords 
of  that  in  the  Confessor's  reign,  were  Agelmare  Bishop  of  Llmham,  as 
lord  of  Geywode,  in  right  of  that  see,  ^Lua^tigand,  as  lord  of  the  manor

«f  Rjfdmg,  tod  of  tbe  handled  of  Fr^bridgt,  which  5/%Mif  was  Att^ 
hmhop  6%  CanUrbur^  hot  held  ibis  apd  many  more  lordships  in' his 
owD  rights  as  a  lay  see.  Jgelmare  \tkd  Stigand  are  not  .expresAj 
aamed  under  the  nam^  of  I^ena,  to  h6  lords  of  the  towa,  though  Sit- 
gfind  is  mentioned  to  have  the  soc  ^f  the  lordships  of  Sjatph  Lord 
jBamard^  Hermer  de  Femitii9,  and  Rainoldy  son  of  Ivo^  probably  as 
lord  of  the  hundred^  and  the  reason  of  their  not  being  mentioned  as 
lords  of  this  part,  (tbe  Boreh  part)  is,  because  that  whs  indndM,  va- 
]iied  and  aooounted  for  under  the  lordships  of  Qtywood  and  S^su^g, 
and  tbe  Burgh  part  was  as  bemi  tes,  or  little  manors,  dependirigon  those 
great  and  capital  ones,  which  extended  into  that  part.  Many  towns 
Ve  aol  mentioocd  in  the  book  of  Dtmuida^^  which  has  induced  histo* 
zians  to  conclodcj  that  they  were  not  in  being  at  that  time,  and  has 
been  the  occ^asion  of  great  mistakes,  tliey  not  reflecting  on  the  true  end 
and  design  of  the  book,  which  was  to  set  forth  every  tenure,  under  the 
capital  manor  to  which  it  bdooged^  in  the  town  where  that  capital 
naoor  b|ul  itS/site;  so  that  the  town  wherein  such  a  tenure  lay  is  not 
often  mefUionedy  and  when  it  is,  it  is  named  to  be  a  beruite  to  tbe  said 
capital  nianon  Many  examples  of  this  are  to  be  fouid^  and  such  la 
Iha  oaseiNiw  befofc  OS. 
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One  part  or  moiety,  at  leadl,  if  not  inbred  wa^  (as  Thave  observed)  m 
J^elmare  or  Ailmar,  Bishop  of  Elmhafn,  a  Sax<m  married  prelate,  in 
thethneof  Kin^  Edward  the  Confessor^  in  right  of  his  capital  manor 
of  Onmod,  which  extended  into  this  town,  and  being  deprived  of  bis 
tee  or  £ih7iA<7my  of  which  Gf^tvood  was  a  member,  in  1370,  was  suc- 
ee^ded  by  HerfM^  or  Jrfasi,  who  removed  his  see  from  Elmham  to 
TkeiforJ;  and  was  lord.  On  whose  death  ifilliam  de  Beaufoe  was  pre- 
ferred to  ity  and  was  Bishop  when  the  grand  survey  was  made,  in  1085, 
when  it  appears  frbm  the  said  book,  that  he  was  Lord  of  Gmwode,  (and 
consequently  of  this  manot^  in  right  of  bis  see  of  Tketford^  Herbert 
his  «uccessonf  translated  the  see  to  Nomich,  and  on  his  foundation 
of  the  priory  of  the  Holy  Trinity  in  his.  church  of  Norwich  in  HOT, 
gavethetihurcbof 'I^R,  with  a  manor^  all  his  salt-works,  and  marshes^ 
at  Geywade  and  £<yna,  to  the  priory  aforesaid,  to  hold  them  as  freely, 
qnitand  exempt  of  all  customs  am!  services,  as  he  himself,  Jrfasi, 
and  fVilUamhis  predecessors  enjoyed  them ;  and  erected  alsoa  priorV 
as  a  ceH  to  that  of  Nortrich,  ott  the  somh  side  of  ^t.  Mtirgarei's  church 
which  he  had  built. 

That  it  *waB  a  place  of  trade  and  eonseqnence,  before  and  in  tbe 
reign  of  tbe  Conqueror,  and  the  capital  manor  in  Lena,  appears  from 
its  enjoying  the  privilege  of  certain  duues  and  Customs,  with  a  tolboth 
in  this  towt),  and  before  the  Norman  conquest,  payable  on  the  arrival 
of  any  goods  or  merchandises  by  sea  or  land,  and  the  Bishop  was  then 
in  full  possession  of  a  moiety ;  which  the  Conqueror  on  his  deprivation 
leised  on>  and  gave  to  his  brother  Odo  Bishop  of  Baieux,  in  Nor* 
mandy;  and  on  his  rebellion  against  King  William  IL  that  King 
granted'it  to  WH&ctm  de  Jtbini,  his  butler,  called  Ftncemm  Jt^is,  al

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I  shall  show  when  I  treat  of  his  manor ;  how  long  before  this  the  Bi- 
shops ofElmham  enjoyed  this^  I  cannot  determine,  or  when  they  had 
the  first  grant  of  this  manor,  but  it  is  highly  probable,  it  was  very  early. 
in  the  Saxon  age,  and  at  that  time  they  had  the  grant  of  the  towns  of 
jyunwich  and  Elmham,  about  the  year  690,  and  nedwin,  on  a  division 
qF  the  see  of  DMnwich,  held  the  see  ofElmham  in  673. 

King  Henry  I.  granted  to  the  priory  of  Norwich,  a  fair  here,  for  three 
days,  on  the  i^ast  of  St.  Margaret,  &c.  with  soc,  sac,  and  other  eus*- 
toms,  as  was  found  by  an  Imptximus  of  this,  in  the  reien  of  Richard 
II.  and  King  Henry  \\,  confirmed  to  the  monks,  all  the  grants  and 
privileges  of  his  predecessors,  and  what  Herbert  Bishop  of  Norwich, 
occ.  bad  given  them. 

fVilliam  of  Newhurgh,  who  lived  in  the  reign  of  Richard  I.  callt 
Xj/nn,  Urbs  commeatu  et  commercijs  nobilis*  a  city  noble,  or  of  note, 
for  its  trade  and  commerce ;  and  the  Jews,  a  people  in  all  ages  famous 
on  this  account,  had  great  numbers  (as  he  relates)  of  them  settled  here, 
and  being  enraged  on  the  conversion  of  one  of  their  body  to  Christian- 
ity, they  set  upon  him,  in  order  to  have  slain  him;  who  to  prevent  it,, 
took  sanctuary  in  a  church :  they  broke  open  the  doors,  and  would 
have  taken  him  out  by  force.  On  this  noise  and  uproar,  a  number  of 
the  Christians  came  to  his  rescue,  but  the  inhabitants  being  in  fear  of 
ihe  King,  who  had  taken  the  Jews  nnderhis  protection,  acted  on  the 
resefrve ;  on  whieh  many  young  strangers  and  foreigners,  who  were  in 
the  town  on  account  of  their  trade,  fell  on  the  Jews,  killed  several  of 
them,  burnt  and  plundered  their  houses,  and  these  foreigners,  to  avoid 
the  King's  anger,  took  shipping  directly  with  their  spoil.  At  this  day 
there  is  a  street  called  from  ihem  Jews-street,  where  they  lived  together  i. 
they  had  then  great  indulgencies,  which  they  paid  the  government  for, 
bought  bouses  and  lands,  which  rendered  them  hated  by  the  natives 
and  Christians;  and  in  many  ancient  deeds  may  be  seen  a  form  o£ 
warranty  against  selling  land,  &c.  to  them  ;  viz.  Et  cmcunq ;  dare,  veti^. 
dere,  et  assignare  volue*nt,praterquam  domuj  religiosa  et  Judaismo,  vel 
Judais. 

John  of  Oxford  Bishop  of  Norwich  granted  in  the  said  reign,  1187# 
tp  the  altar  of  his  church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  at  Norwich,  3  marks  of 
Aher per  ann.  to  be  paid  out  ofhis  Stone-house,  which  he  had  built  oa 
the  sea  bank,  by  St.  Nicholas  chapel,  in  Lynn  to  the  west,  and  Peter^ 
son  of  Gaufride,  son  of  Darand  of  Oxeneford,  and  his  heirs,  to  whom 
we  granted  the  said  house,  shall  pay  the  said  old  rent,  also  \2d.perann. . 
to  ns  and  oar  successours,  and  shall  reserve  to  us  one  of  the  cellars 
that  -is  in  the  front  of  the  house  for  to  put  wine  in.' 

John  de  Grey,  who  succeeded  in  the  see  of  Norwich,  in  his  fourth 
year,  1204,  being  desirous  of  possessing  those  lands,  privileges,  &a  in 
tKis  town,  which  Herbert  his  predecessor,  &c.  had  conveyed  to  the 
priory  of  Norwich,  made  an  exchange  with  them,  granted  to  them  his 
manors  of  Secheford  and  Great  Cressingham  in  Norfolk,  and  at!  the 
lands  thereto  belonging,  excepting  to  himself  and  successours,  the 
adyowson  of  the  church  of  Great  Cressingham,  with  the  knights  fees 
tfnd  services  belonging  to  the  said  manors,  as  he  had  in  other  manors 
of  the  monks;  and  the  priory  resigned  to  him  and  his  sncceasoanr^  att 
their  rights  and  profits  in  the  fairs  of  Lynn  and  Geywode,  with  the

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Saturday  mercate,^  all  their  lay  fees  therein,  the  annual  rent  of  S  marki 
in  a  house  by  St.  Nicholas*  church,  and  a  messuage  by  Purfltie  bridge  ; 
all  their  salt  works,  with  their  profits,  and  their  right  in  half  a  mark 
per  ann.  paid  by  the  dean  of  Lynn,  all  their  right  in  the  loll,  atl  their 
rents  and  perquisites  which  they  had  in  LifJin,  or  witboiH^  exoept 
Ht^gelose,  which  they  held  by  virtue  of  a  lay  tqe. 

'And  the  said  Bishop,  by  atiother  deed,  then  dated,  appfopriatecf  to' 
the  said  priory,  the  church  of  St.  Margaret ^  with  all  its  spiritualities, 
tithes,  oblations,  and  obventions,  with  the  chapels  of  St.  Nicholas  eiud 
Su  James,  a\^  the  church  of  Miniling,  with  all  its  appertenances^ 
with  ail  the  tithe  belonging  to  the  demean  lands  of  his  lordship  of 
Gaywode,  on  conditioh  that  they  take  care  to  have  the  said  churches 
and  chapel  served. by  their  chaplains,  to  be  removed  or'admitted  (oa 
any  just  cause)  at  the  will  of  the  Bisliop,  and  that  it  should  be  lawful 
for  him  only,  to  erect  any  chapel  in  the  aforesaid  pilrishes,  and  if  any 
was  erected,  the  priory  should  have  the  sole  profit  of  it.  The  towa 
by  this  exchange  being  for  the  greatest  part  again  in  the  Bishops  of 
Norwich,  obtained  the  name  of  Bishop's'Lynn,  and  was  so  called  ia 
all  deeds,  and  writings,  till  alienated  to  the  Crown  in  the  reign  of 
King  Htnry  VIII. 

Before  this  exchange  in  ISOl,  he  had  built  a  stately  palace,  with 
proper  appertenances  at  his  manor  of  Geywode,  and  now  was  intent 
of  obtaining  great  privileges  by  his  interest  with  the  King,  for  tbia 
town  ;  and  having  certified  the  King  of  this  exchange  maoe  between^ 
him  add  the  priory  of  Norwich,  he  obtained  a  grant  irom  the  King  of 
a  free  burgh  for  this  town. 

The  King  in  his  charter  sets  forth,  "  That  on  the  request  and  peti- 
'^  tion  of  John,  the  second  of  that  namie.  Bishop  of  Norwich,  he  had 
^  granted  that  the  village  of  Lenn  should  be  a  jfrre  burgh  for  ever» 
.  "  and  hav6  all  the  liberties  and  free  customs,  which  free  burghs  have 
^  in  all  respects,  saving  to  ihat  Bishop  and  his  successours,  and  to 
''  William  Earl  of  Arundel  and  his  heirs,  those  liberties  and  customs, 
"  which  they  have  of  old  held  in  the  said  village,  &c/* — The  wit- 
nesses were  Hubert  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  William  Bishop  of 
London,  Geff.  Fitzpiers  Earl  of  Essex,  Rand.  Earl  of  Chester,  Jeffrey  de. 
Say,  8cc.  Given  under  the  band  of  Simon  de  Wells,  provost  of  Beverley, 
at  Lambeth,  27  Jan.  Jt.  5**.

The  said^ing  also  in  his  fifth  year  granted  to  the  Bishop  and  bi« 
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viccessoors  an  annual  fair  on  thie  translation  oi^  St,  NichoIa$,  and  For 
15  days  following,  saving  to  the  Earl  of  Arundel  and  his  heirsi  the 
fights  belonging  to  them,  (which  seems  to  be  a  moiety  of  the  profits, 
toll,  stallage,  piccQge,  8lc.)  and  saving  to  the  city  of  London  their 
liberties .♦  The  King  also  granted  to  tne  said  Bishop  a  fair  at  Lenn, 
for  15  days,  on  the^ieast  of  St,  Margaret,  7  days  before  and  7  days 
after  the  said  feast,  sdm  date. 

The  feast  of  St.  Margaret  was  kept  on  July  20,  and  agreeable  to 
this  charter  it  was  thus  held  in  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  King 
Edward  I.  when  the  fair  of  Robert  de  Tateshale^  and  Sir  John'de  Faux, 
at  Boston  in  Lincolnshirt,  was  found  to  be  greatly  injurious  to  this  of 
St.  Margaret.  After  this,  in  or  about  the  3d  of  Henry  IV.  Henry  le 
de  Spencer  Bishop  of  Norwich,  had  it  altered,  and  heId>on  the  feast  of 
St.  Pettr^  ddVincula,  or  Lammas  deiy, *August  1,  and  for  the  same 
number  of  days  as  abote  mentioned. 

•  It  is  to  be  observed  here^  that  as  the  King  had  by  charter  granted 
L^nn  to  be  a  free  Burgh,  so  it  was  necessary  that  the  Bishop,  as  lord 
ot  the  burgh,  should  do  the  same,  and  was  undoubtedly  obliged  also. 
to  certify  nirf  consent,  and  approve  of  the  same. 

In  a  chailer  therefore  to  this  purpose,  he  certifies, 

"  That  he  had  granted  to  his  village  of  Lenn,  viz.  to  all  the  parish  of 
St.  Margaret,  in  the  said  village,  and  all  men  dwelling  therein,  all 
and  every  the  same  liberties  which  the  Burgesses  of  Oxford  enjoy,  the. 
King  having  granted  to  him  a  power  of  choosing  any  bur^h  in  Eiig* 
land,  and  that  his  village  of  Lynn  should  enjoy  the  same  liberties  that 
any  burgh  enjoved,  which  he  should  thus  make  choice  of,  and  that  he 
made  choice  of  the  burgh  of  Oxford^ 

He  therefore  wills  that  this  bis  village  should  be  a  free  burgh,  and 
have  all  the  liberties  in  every  respect  as  the  burgh  of  Oxford, 
saving  to  himself  and  successours  for  ever,  all  those  liberties  and 
customs  which  he  held  and  does  hold  in  the  said  villaa;e  of  Lenn  accord- 
ing to  what  the  charter  of  John  King  of  Eng/ana  witnesses,  which 
he  has  granted  concerning  the  liberties  conferred  on  the  said  burgh 
— ^To  this,  the.  witnesses  were — Jeffrey,  archdeacon  of  Normch,^ 
Thomas,  his  brother.  Muster  William  de  Linn,  Master  ^hert  de 
Gloucestre,  Master  Ran.  de  Harpel,  Jordan,  the  chaplain,  John  de 
J^nch,  Henry,  son  of  Simeon.  Robert  de  Grey,  Nicholas  de  Lisney,^ 
Richard  Basset,  Reginald  de  Nottingham,  8cc.  granted  at  London,  by 
the  hand  of  J^^.  de  Derham,  Qth  of  the  calends  of  April,  in  the  fourth 
year  of  bis  pontificate,

To  this  was  the  Bishop's  seal,  his  effigies  in  pontificalibus^  aod  Johm 
Dei  gratia  episcop.  Norwicens, — the  reverse — tne  holy  lamb^  with  th^ 
cros^  and  Ecce  2 gnus  Dei  qui  toUit  peccata  mundi. 

What  these  liberties  were  will  best  appear  from  the  charter  of 
King  Henry  II.  who  made  that  a  free  burgh, 

.  '^  JCNOW  ye  ths]:t  I  have  granted  and  confirmed  to^  my  citizens  of 
Oxenford,  all  the  liberties^  customs,  See.  which  they  had  in  the  time 
oF  my  grandfather  King  Henry  I.  Namely,  their  merchants. gild« 
with  all  its  liberties  and  customs^,  8cc.  so  that  no  one  who  was  not  a 
brother  of  that  gild  should  merchandise  in  the  said  city,  or  suburbs; 
that  they  shoula  be  free  from  all  toll,  passage,  and  all  duties,  Sec. 
through  all  England  and  Normandy,  by  land  and  by  water.  Sec.  with 
other  customs  and  liberties  that  they  held  in  common  with  the  citi* 
zens  of  London,  and  that  they  serve  on  with  the 

daid  citizens,  in  the  office  of  his  butler,  and  carry  on  mercbaodise 
'wiih  them  in  London  and  all  other  places.  And  that  if  at  any  time 
ihey  should  be  in  doubt,  what  they  should  do,  they  should  send  their 
messengers  to  London,  and  what  those  citizens  determined,  they  shoald 
confirm  it,  as  right;  and  that  they  be  not  impleaded  on  account  of 
Any  claim,  out  oi  Oxenford,  but  if  they  were,  they  inight  traverse  the 
same  according  to  the  laws  and  customs  of  the  city  oi  London,  and 
no  otherwise ;  for  they  and  the  citizens  of  London  had  one  and  th^ 
^ame  custom,  law,  and  liberty/'  He  also  grants  them  soc  aad  sac^ 
toll  and  theme,  infangthcof,  and  all  other  liberties  and  customs,  &c. 
as  they  held  in  the  time  of  his  grandfather.  King  Henry  I.  and  as  all 
the  citizens  of  Loncfoit  enjoy. 

These  were  considerable  liberties  and  privileges ;  and  no  wonder,  as 
this  King  had  a  love  and  affection  for  this  city,  on  account  of  their 
fidelity  to  his  mother  Maud,  the  Empress,  and  to  himself  in  the  war 
against  King  Stephen ;  this  charter  therefore  the  Bishop  made  choice 
of :  as  he  had  been  secretnry  of  King  John,  and  a  justice  itinerant,  he 
was  no  doubt  well  apprized  of  the  greatness  of  it ;  and  as  I  take  it,  he 
was  CI  native  of  Oxfordshire,  and  born  at  Greys,  or  Grevs-court  in  tihat 
county,  where  his  ancedkus  had  large  possessions.  His  father,  Hc'^ 
ehurd  de  Grey,  was  a  benefactor  to  the  monastery  of  Eynsham. 
Hawise  de  Grey^  his  brother's  wife,  gave  to  it  the  cbnrch  of  ComeweR 
in  the  said  county,  ond  the  Bishop  gave  the  church  ofSn>etford,  with 
the  chapel  of  Sinewell  in  the  said  county,  to  the  canqns  of  Ousey.

]aw  and  custom  of  Oxfora ;  that  no  one  should  have  dwelling  o^  entteirr 

tainment  there  by  fo^ce,  or  assfjgnment  of  the  Earl-marshaf;  tba^t  1x9 

miskenning  be  allowed ;  that  they  keep  a  husting-court  once  a  ^eek^ 

and  have  a  merchant's  guild,  8cc.  according  to  that  of  Oxford,  and  ftU 

pleas  thereto  belonging,  to  be  held  at  Lenn.   And  if  any  one  throQg)ir 

out  all  England  should  take  toll  or  custom  from  any  burgess,  ezo^pft 

the  citizens  of  London,  the  provost  of  Lenn  may  recover  damages  1^ 

tl^e  writ  of  namium.  That  all  merchants  whatever  may  couse  tp  the 

said  burghy  with  their  merchandise,  and  depart  freely  and  safe,  having 

paid  the  jqst  customs  and  dues  of  the  said  burgh ;  and  no  one  is  to  06!^ 

liny  injury  to,  or  molest  the  said  burgesses  under  the  penalty  of  lO/L ' 

and  if  the  burgesses  should  be  in  any  doubt  in  any  point  what  to  do, 

they  should  send  messengers  \o  Oxford^  and  what  the  burgesses  of  P«« 

fpra  should  determine,  should  be  firm  and  valid,  saving  to  the  said  JaAlp 

*£fishop  of  NoTwick,  and  hia  successours  for  ever,  and  to  fVilUatfi  Bwfk 

of  Arundel  and  his  heirs,  the  liberties,  8cc.  which  they  have  held,  ana 

ought  to  hold,  in  the  said  villasje  oiLenn,  for  ever.  Witnesses,  Jeffrey

And  what  privileges  could  not  this  powerful  and  rich  prelate  obtaia 
of  his  King  who  in  his  fifth  year  had  pawned  to  htm  hi^  regalia,  the 
great  crown  of  England,  the  gilt  sword,  surcoat,  tunick^aqdaalmatick 
of  Edward  the  Confessor,  with  his  girdfe,  sandals,  Rioves,  spurs^  8cc. 
dl  which  he  received  by  the  hands  of  John  de  Uffbra^ttie  King's  chap-' 
lain :  to  this  we  may  add,  that  all,  or  oiost  of  this  KingV  prime  mini- 
sters, were  natives  of  this  county.  ^Hubert  Archbishop  of  Canterbuhf, 
8cc.  was  born  at  West  Derham;  Hubert  de  Burgh  Earl  of  Kent,  lord 
justiciary  of  England,  governor  of  Dover  castle,  8cc.  at  Burgh,  in 
Ftegg  hundred,  as  was  his  brother  Jeffrey  Bishop  of  Ehf ;  and  John  de 
Brancaster,^  and  Jeffrey  Fitz  Piers  Earl  of  Essor,  justiciary  of  J^Ttg- 
land,  &c.  was  founder  of  Shouldham  abbey. 

In  the  said  sixth  year  the  tax  or  tallage  of  the  King,  amounted  to 
§$5L  in  one  year,^  which  is  a  proof  of  the  trade  and  flourishing  stato 
of  the  town  at  that  time,  London  then  paying  836/.  12s.  6J«

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.  W«  find  also  aooth?!  proof  of  its  good  state,  from  there  being  nriiitt 

here  for  the  coining  of  money,  belonging  to  the  King  and  the  BishoD  f 
this  was  a  privilege  granted  to  several  bishops  and  great  abbots,  in^tbe 
Saxon  age;  and  in  his  9th  year,  (l^Gfi)  King  John  sent  his  mandate 
to  ull  the  mint-masters^  keepers  o/the  stamps  in  JVincheHer,  ExdttTp^ 
Chichester^  Canterbury,  Rochester,  Ipswich,  l^ormch^  Lenh,  Lincoln, 
York,  Carlisle,  Northampton,  Oxford,  St.  Edmund's  Bury,  Durham, 
&c.  to  bring  (cuneos  vestrqs)  your  stamps,  and  not  (nostros)  oars,  to 
Westminster,  in  the  space  of  \5  days,  from  the  morrow  of  the  feast  of 
St.  Dennis.'' 

Before  ihis^  in  the  6th  of  the  said  King,  it  appears  that  there  were 
3  mints  in  Chichester,  two  belonging  to  the  King,  and  one  belonging 
to  the  Biahop/  and  that  the  King  had  also  his  mint  here  in  the  35tn 
of  Edward  I.  We  find  from  a  writ,  then  dated,  and  directed  to  the. 
wardens  (custodib,)  of  it  in  Lenn,  to  seize  upon  all  prohibited  money, 
find  to  put  the  statute  against  it  in  execution;  also  from  a  compotuiof 
the  chamberlains  of  Lenn,  at  that  time,  wherein  6d.  stands  charged 
given  out  of  courtesy  to  a  messenger  of  the  King's,  bringing  a  writ  to . 
the  keeper  of  the  mint. 

Some  persons  have  fancied  that  the  mints  were  not  in  Lynn,  but  at 
Mintling,  u  little  hamlet  at  this  time  near  Lynn,  which  took,  as  they 
conceive,  its  name  from  them,  whereas  the  name  is  taken  (as  I  in  its 
place  shall  show)  from  its  site.  Mints  were  not  permitted  to  be  in- 
such  private  villages  or  hamleWs,  but  in  cities  or  in  burgh  towns,  and  in 
fortified  secure  parts  thereof.  How  long  it  held  this  privilege  is  not 
clear ;  King  Edward  III.  in  his  18th  year,  reduced  all  coinage  to  the 
standard  of  the  Tower  of  London,  and  enioined  all  other  mints  to  take 
their  coining- tools  or  stamps  from  the  Tower,  allowing  them  but  one 
pound  and  5  shillings  profit  in  the  coinage  of  an  100^' so  that  other 
mints  grew  weary,  and  lefl  itoflf;  and  probably  from  this  time,  the 
mint  here  became  useless. 

It  is  a  traditionary  report,  and  believed  by  the  good  people  otlAfnn, 
that  King  John  also  granted  to  this  burgh,  the  honour  and  privilege  of 
a  mayor;  but  historians  attribute  the  grant  to  King  Henry  III.  Sir 
Henry  Spilman  was  alsq  of  this  opinion^  and  says  that  King  Johngaxe 
them  only  a  praior,  on  the  entreaty  of  Bishop  Grey ;  and  that  King 
Henry  III.  honoured  them  with  a  mayor,  for  their  fidelity  to  him  against . 
the  rebellious  borons ;  but,  it  is  certain*  that  there  was  a  provost  at  the 
bead  of  this  burgh  when  King  John  granted  his  charter  in  his  6th  year, 
and  no  mayor;  and,  it  does  not  appear  that  Oxford,  whose  privileses, 
liberties,  8cc.  the  Bishop  chose,  ana  adopted  for  his  town  of  Xy/in,  Bad 
at  that  time  a  mayor.* 

It  seems  to  me,  that  the  person  who  was  at  this  time  at  the  head  of  * 
the  burgh,  i)^  propositus,  was  one  named  and  appointed  absolutely 
by,  and  at  the  will  and  pleasure  of,  the  Bishop,  and  was  probably  his  • 
chief  steward,  or  bailiff.  The  time  assigned  for  King  Henry*$  ^raut 
of  a  mayor  is  in  his  52d  year,  1267,  but  this  is  gratis  dictum,  and  ivill  be 
found  to  be  a  grand  mistake;  that  it  was  a  mayor  town  before  the. 
death  of  King  JToAn,  is  evident  froin  the  Patent  Kolls.

'  Kfn^  JoX'ti  by  his  letters  patents,  dated  at  the  bevizet  in  WilH&n, 
Junt  7,  in  his  18th  year,  to  the  mayor  and  eood  men  of  Lenn,  enjoins 
them  to  receive  into  that  town  of  Lenn,  all  those  whom  Fulk  de  yiry, 
WiUiam  de  Ross,  Williafn  Bigod,  and  William  Gtrnoriy  should'  look 
upon  to  be  iaithful  and  tmsty  to  him.  This  shews  that  it  was  a  place 
of  strength,  and  fortified.  This  Fulk  was  a  person  of  great  power  in 
JLincolnsfnrc,  and  lord  of  the  manor  of  Gedney^  and  the  King  had 
granted  him  a  charter  for  a  weekly  mercate  there,  in  his  sixth  year. 

How  long  it  was  beforethis  that  they  had  their  charter,  I  cannot  as- 
certain ;  this  is  however  a  sufficient  proof,  that  King  John  was  the  king 
tKat  granted  this  honour,  and  not  King  Henry  III.  and  that  it  was  a 
lAayor  town  of  some  continuance  in  the  year  1233. 

'  Her^  I  shall  take  the  liberty  of  representing  what  snrprising  troubles 
aftd  distresses  King  John  underwent  for  the  space  of  ab6ve  4  months 
before  bis  death,  flying  from  one  place  of  defence  to  another  for  refuge, 
in  constant  dread  and  fear  of  his  rebellious  barons,  being  truly  perse- 
ciited  and  hunted  by  them,  as  a  partridge  on  the  mountains :  taken  from 
the  authority  of  the  Patent  Rollsb 

On  the  3d  of  June,  in  his  18th  jear,  1216,  he  was  at  Winchester,  on 
tSe  7th  at  Lutgardshall  in  Wiltshire,  at  the  Devizes  in  Wiltshire  on  the 
add  day,  as  by  his  patent  to  the  mayor  of  Lenn  abbvementioned,  also 
ob  the  9th  ;  at  Wilton  the  14,  at  Sherminster  \i,  and  at  Berexn  Dor^ 
M^shire  eoth;  at  Corf  Castle  the  24tb  of  June,  and  4th  of  July;  at 
Warham  July  7;  at  Corf  Castle  the  lOlh;  at  Hay,  on  the  edge  of 
Brecknockshire  in  Wales,  ^nd  Herefordshire  the  21st ;  at  Hereford  the 
SOth ;  and  at  Lemster  the  3 1st ;  at  Blaunchminster  August  7,  at  Whit" 
dhtrch  the  9th,  at  Shrewsbury  14,  at  Bruges  or  Bridgnorth  16,  at  fTor- 
€igt&  17,  at  Gloucester  18,  at  Berkhtf  in  Gloucestershire,  19,  at  Bristol 
21,  at  Corf  9,5,  at  Welk  27,  at  Bath  28,  and  on  the  said  day  at  Slur* 
bourn  in  Dorsetshire;  at  Bradford  29,  and  Chipenham  in  Wiltshire, 
SO;  at  Cyrencester  in  Gloucestershire  Septefnber  1,  at  Burford  in  Ox- 
fe^rdMre  €d,  at  Oxford  3, 4,  and  5,  at  Reading'\\\e  7th,  at  Sunning  the 
Sih ;  after  this  at  Wallingford,  Aylesbury,  Buckingham  and  BeSord; 
al  Cambridge  September  16,  at  Ciare  in  Si^olk  18,  at  Clive  or  King's 
Cliffe  in  Northamptonshire  the  20th,  at  Rockingham  21,  at  Lincoln  22, 
al  Scoter  (in  Lincolnshire)  25,  at  Lincoln  28,  and  October  the  1st  and 
fiS;  at  Louth  October  4,  at  Grimsby  the  7th,  and  at  Spalding  the7tb, 
at  Lenn  October  9  *  and  10,  at  Wisbeach  the  Ifilh,  at  Laford  (Sleford) 
16,  otkthe  18  at  Newark,whefe  he  granted  that  day  a  patent  to  P.  de 
SrtarH,  of  the  honour  of  Luton,  late  Baldwin^s  Earl  of  Albemarle,  and 
oh  October  19 ;  he  died  in  the  night,  at  this  town. 

Some  historians  relate  that  he  was  poisoned  by  a  monk  of  Swinstede 
aobey ;  but  he  seems  by  this  journal  not  to  have  gone  by  Swinesiede: 
if  is  certain  that  he  was  past  that  town  on  the  15th,  and  was  at  Sleford, 
atid  it  is  iiot  tobe  conceived,  had  he  been  there  poisoned,  he  could  have 
t^ocei6ded  to  Newark,  and  died  there  about  five  days  at  least,  after  be 
ifltd*  taken  the  poison,  which  killed  (ai  is  said)  the  monk  who  took  the 
uttiie,  in  a^ery  short  space  of  time.

in  thU  county,  a  proteceioti  :fbr  his  ma-  r  ^nn 
aors  of  Stow  Bsrdolf,  and  Wettfield  In 
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.^Ilie^plaoes  afbovementioQed  where  be  Cook  refuge  were  places,  of 
strength,  and  bad  their  castles,  whereas  Swinested  was  no  place  of  de^ 
/ence  or  security :  the  daily  success  of  his  rebellions  barons,  with  LcwU 
the  Frfnch  King's  son  at  their  head,  his  many  losses,  and  constant 
fatigae,  bad  so  much  impaired  his  health,  that  it  is  no  wonder  if  the^ 
hastened  bis  death,  and  that  he  was  no  longer  able  to  bear  them.. 

Siow,  in  his  Chronicle,^  informs  us  that  King  John  made  Saveric  de 
MaUone  captain  of  Linne,  and  began  to  fortifie  it :  he  was  a  P.oictoviifi 
or  a  Gascoigu,  one  of  the  Kin^s  chief  commanders  in  Poitou  in  Frunce^ 
in  1214 :  this  was,  as  I  take  it,  on  or  about  the  10th  of  October  before 
Iiift  death,  when  he  was  in  person  present  here ;  and  about  this  time^ 
I  find  that  Hervey  Beletf  who  was  lord  of  East  Rudham,  and  a  great 
benefactor  to  Coxford  priory,  had  authority  from  the  Kine  to  confide 
in  all  things  that  Saverick  ae  Malo  l^eone,  fVilliam  Earl  otMbcmarl^i 
apd  Fulk  de  Breant,  should  mention  to  him  for  the  fealty,  interest^^ 
and  honour  of  the  King ;  so  tiiat  he  may  also  be  supposed  to  have  somcf 
honourable  place  here  under  the  King. 

At  this  last  visit  of  the  King,  and  residence  here,  it  Is  probable  )^^ 
gave  them  his  most  curious  cup,  and  most  venerable  piece  of  antiquity^ 
pf  silver  gilt  with  gold  on  the  insi^de,  adorned  with  beautiful  imagery 
and  enamelled  work,  in  the  keeping  of  every  mayor,  used  on  certain 
solemn  occasions,  ai^  shewn  to  gentlemen  as  a  great  curiosity,  in  me^ 
mory  of  their  founder  and  great  benefactor,  filled  with  sack« 
^  Stow  s|tvs  that  the  townsmen  received  the  King  with  great  joy,  and 
honoured  him  with  large  gifts,  and  that  he  got  a  surfeit  here  wiih 
fifling  bis  belly  too  much,  and  fell  into  a  flux, 

As  for  the  sword,  it  is  believed  that  the  King  gave  none  to  beborni} 
before  the  mayor;  and  Spelman  has  given  a  very  sood  reason  for  it. 
It  was,  sfiys  he,  an  episcopal  burgh,  the  Bishop  of  rforwich  being  lor(} 
of  it,  and  not  a  royal  burgh,  or  demeans ;  and  there  seems  to  be  proof 
i)]al  no  s^ch  insignia  belonged  to  it  in  Henry  the  Fourth's  tiihe,  but 
was  a  grant  from  King  Henry  V. 

In  the  7th  year  of  this  Kinic,  the  bailiffs  of  the  town  produced  th^  ' 
cbai^er,  that.no  one  out  of  this  burgh  should  be  impleaded  out  of  t^e 
bqrgh,^  for  lands  and  tenements  therein,  and  it  was  allowed  them  in 
the  King's  court,  and  was  allowed  also  in  the  King's  Bench,  in  a  cauGMS 
between  Margaret,  widow  of  Robert  de  Wenton,  and  the  mayor  o^ 
Lrim,  (this  is  also  a  proof  that  there  was  a  mayor  then)  which  was 
UQ^AHenry  III.    PUta  Coron.  Rot.  IQ. 

License  was  granted  to  foreign  merchants  to  come  with  safety  to 
the  fair  of  JLcjfit,  ao.  8  and  9  of  Henry  III.  Pat.  M.  6.  &  Jf.  2.  and 
in  the  Ilth  of  that  King,  a  talliage  was  granted  to  the  King  by  the 
Bishop :  the  oalh  of  the  burghers  then  was,  ^- You  shall  faithfully  pay 
your  talliage  made  by  the  lord  (bp.)  at  his  will,  of  all  your  chattels  ot 
your  own  property,  whatever  they  are,  and  of  the  chattels  of  your  wife. 
,and  all  that  is  your  due  to  pay/*  About  this  time  the  Bishop  was  found 
to  hold  this  burgh  of  the  King  in.  capite,  but  by  what  service  the  jury 
knew  not;  but  in  the  17th' of  the  said  reisn,  Fhomai  dc  Milton,  an^ 
IVariny  soa  of  Imbert,  were  named  by  the  Kkig  to  assess  the  talUage^ 
und  all  the  demeans,  of  the  see  of  Norwich.  ,

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In  the  1 8th  of  this  King,  a  fine  was  levied  at  WesindnUet  in  Trintig 
term,  before  Robert  de  Lexington^  JVillium  de  York,  Rafvh  de  Norwich^ 
fVilliam  de  Ude,  Adam  Fitz-William,  and  Ralph  de  Kokele,  the  King's 
justices,  between  the  mayor  and  borgesses,  querents,  and  Hiomas 
Blundevile  Bishop  or  'Norwich,  dcforcicnt.*  The  mayor,  &c,  com- 
plained  that  the  Bishop  had  impleaded  them  in  a  conrt-christian, 
(ecclesiastical  or  spiritual  court,)  and  had  excommunicated  them 
because  they  had  created  a  mayor  among  themselves,  and  had  taxed 
and  talliaged  themselves  in  the  said  burgh  without  his  assent;  and  it 
was  agreed  between  them  in  the  said  eourt,  that  the  Bishop  should 
grant  for  himself  and  successours,  arid  his  church  of  Norwich  that  the 
^aid  burgesses  for  the  future,  may  choose  and  create  to  themselves  a 
mayor,  whomsoever  they  pleased  of  their  own  body,  on  this  condition^ 
that  immediately  after  this  election  or  creation,  they  should  present 
bim  to  the  Bishop  and  his  successours  wherever  they  should  be  in  the 
diocese  of  Norwich^  who  on  the  presentation  should  be  admitted  hj 
the  Bishop,  without  any  contradiction ;  and  for  this  fine  and  concord^ 
the  mayor  and  burgesses  grrnt  for  themselves,  their  heirs  and  sac- 
cessours,  that  whosoever  shall  be  so  created  and  elected  mayor  by  them 
shall  promise  on  his  good  faith  and  fealty,  by  which  he  isengi^;ed  to 
the  Bishop,  and  his  successours,  that  he  will  observe  all  things  that 
belong  to  his  office,  as  long  as  he  shall  continue  therein,  and  preserve 
as  much  as  is  in  his  power,  the  liberties  of  the  church  of  Norwich. 

And  this  agreement  and  fine  was  made  in  the  presence  pf  the  King, 
who  consented  to  it. ' 

This  Kiiig,  as  appears  from  many  instances,  sale  frequently  in  the 
court  of  King's  Bench,  at  the  bead  of  his  justices. 

The  mayor  and  burgesses  liberty  of  holding  courts,  and  having 
cognizance  of  pleas  were  allowed  them,  (et  quodjustitiam  plenam 
faciant)  ao.  34  Henry  III.'  and  it  was  lawful  for  them  to  sell  their 
inheritance,  or  that  of  their  wives,  aiid  their  portion,  as  they  thought , 
proper,  on  condition  that  their  wives  were  present  at  the  sale,  and 
consented,  and  in  a  full  court  of  the  burgh. 

In  the  35th  of  the  said  King,  the  merchants  cotfiing  to  Lejtii  were 
allowed  to  be  free  Dc  Prai s ;  and  in  the  S7th,  William  Hall,  and 
Catherine  his  wife,  conveyed  by  fine,  to  John  Curtess  and  Joam  hit 
wife,  a  messuage  and  lands  in  Lenn  Regis,  and  South  Lenn,  in  a  street 
called  Co/JAyrn. 

The  mayor  and  burgesses  were,  in  the  4Istyear,  commanded  by  the 
King,  to  permit  the  men  of  Ely  to  come  here  and  sell  their  beer,  and 
to  exercise  merchandise  as  before  the  disturbances.  At  this  time  men- 
tion is  made  of  St.  Margaret's  fen,  and  the  King's  justices  held  an 
assise  here  this  year. 

•  The  King  in  his  50lh  vear,  commanded  the  sheriff  of  Noj/b&  to 
cause  36  tuns  of  wine  to  be  sent  to  him,  then  at  the  siege  of  Jf  em/- 
:worth  eastle,  in  Warwickshire,  bought  by  the  King's  purveyors  at  Lenn, 
famous  at  that  time  for  importing  wine ;  and  in  his  5fid  year,  by  his 
charter,  dated  at  Westminster,  March  26,  confirmed  all  their  former 
'liberties,  and  that  of  choosing  a  mayor  of  themselves,  without  present- 
ihg  him  to  the  Bishop,  and  to  be  in  place  of  a  Propositus  Villa* 

This  probably  induced  Sir  Henry  Spilman,  &c.  to  look  upon  it  as

iz#<ii.  out  of  his  messuage  in  Damgattf  which  messuage  extended  itself 
from  Damgatt  southward^  to  the  common  fiete^  norin.  Oliva,  daugh« 
ter  of  Seward  de  Badele,  and  Edmund  her  son,  grant  to  Ralph,  son 
of  Semeine  de  Lenne,  and  Maud  his  wife,  a.  messuage  in  3t.  James*9r 
street,  lands,  &c.  wlijch  Sewfird  gave  to  OUva,  to  her  son  and  heirs. 

Skying  105*  per  annr-^^qbcrl,  mayor  of  Lenn,  Ralph  Kellock,  and 
obert  FitZ'Davidf  wer^  witnesses ;  this  was  in  the  year  1 173,  ao»  56 
Jfenry  III.  when  Robert  de  London  was  mayor. 

fJohnj  son  of  Stephen  de  Wyrham,  held  in  part,  by  heirship,  with  the 
•  J^dy  Jlice  dp  Boifland,  (wife  or  mother,  as  1  take  it,  of  Sir  Richard  dc 
Soj/lahd,  a  famous  itinerant  judge  of  this  time,)  in  the  north  part  of 
thislown,  a  halt  cMedBoyland-hall,  with  a  kitchen,, cellars,  chambers, 
&c.;  it  is  mentioned  to  have  a  great  stone  front,  and  to  extend  from 
the  tenement  of  fVarinede  Munde/ord  west,  to  the  messuage  of  Simon 
Drew,  to  the  east;  and  the  aforesaid  John  grants  to  thislS'imon,  his 
part,  paying  2\8.pet  ann.  and  excepting  to  Sir  William  Esiiurmy,  his 
heirs  and  tenants,  free^^ress  and  repress,  under  the  stone  front;  This 
was  in  the  aforesaid  yefir,^^nd  the  witnesses  were  Robert  de  London, 
jpayor,  Richard,  alderman^  (that  is  of  the  merchants  gild  of  the  Holy 
Trtnitj/,)  6ic. 

William  de  Esturmy  was  at  this  time  custos  or  keeper  of  the  city  of 
Norvich,  appointed  b^  the  King. 

About  this  time  Richard  Noth,  by  deed,  sam  date,  released  to  the 
monks  of  Cast leacre,  a  tenement  which  he  held  of  them  in  Lenn,9.ixd 
his  right  therein  at  RontTs  hili,  called  also  Bellasis. 

Wuiiqm^  the  prior  of  Lenn,  with  the  consent  of  the  priory  of  Nor- 
wich, had  granted  to  the  monks  of  Casileacre,  an  hoga  (a  how  or  hill) 
called  peUasis,  by  the  causey  of  Lenn,  to  be  held  of  them  by  the  rent 
of  6^.  per  ann.  to  Jbe  paid  in  the  church  pf  St.  Margaret,  ot  Lenn.

At  the  entrance  of  Audry  caqsey  over  the  fens,  into  the  isle  of  Ely , 
there  was  a  strong  tower  erected,  called  Bellasis,  to  defend  that  pass- 
age, and  probably  there  was  one  here,  which  1  take  to  have  been  oa 
the  right  nand  as  you  turn  to  enter  ^t  the  south  gate. 

That  Lynt^  was  ^  maypr  (.own  in  the  18th  of  King  John,  has  been 
proved  ;  but  through  length  of  time,  want  or  decay  of  evidences,  the 
names  of  very  few  mayors  are  to  be  met  with  before  the  year  1284, 
410.  12th  Edward  I;  from  which  year  the  list  is  regular  and  complete.

ST.  MARGARETS  CHURCH  AND  PRIORY. 

This  chnrcb  and  priory  were  founded  by  Herbert  Bishop  of  Nortpich, 
in  the  reisn  of  King  William  II.  and  dedicated  to.  St.  Mary  Magda- 
len, St.  margare^  and  all  the  maiden  saints.  In  the  register  of  ffojoit 
priory,  in  Suffolk,  it  appears  by  the  deed  and  .grant  of  this  Bishop, 
that  the  said  church  and  priory  were  built  by  him  at  the  request  of 
the  men  of  the  town  of  Lenn,gLnd  to  perform  this  the  better,  he  grant- 
cd  an  indnlgence  .of  40  days  pardon  to  all  who  should  contribute 
to  it,;'  appointed  that  all  tithes  and  ecclesiastical  dues  of  the  whole 
Tillage,  should  be  paid  to  this  church,  which  he  appropriated  to  the 
priory,  and  bad  it  confirmed  by  the  Pope.  Most  writers  have  assert* 
ed  that  he  wbb  obliged  by  the  Pope  to  do  this,  as  an  alonetnent  for 
his  simony,  but  it  does  not  appear  so  from  this. 

On  the  foundation  of  the  priory  Herbert  gave  them  all  he  bad  or 
possessed,  as  far  as  the  church  of  fyilliain,  son  of  Stanquin,  on  the  other 
side  of  Sewaldesfeld,^  in  rentd,  lands,  and  men,  except  Seman  and 
his  land,  and  the  salt  work  which  the  niolher  of  Seman  held  ;*  he  like^ 
wise  granted  the  Saturday  mercate  and  the  fair  on  Si.MargareVi  day, 
all  wnich  he  gave  to  his  priory  of  the  Holy  Trinity  of  Norwich,  to 
which  convent  the  priory  of  Ijenne  was  a  cell ;  he  also  gave  them  the 
new  mill  in  Gaywode  marsh,  with  that  marsh,  the  churches  of  Gay-- 
fvode  and  Mintlingf  the  priest  at  Mintling,  the  tithes  of  his  demeans 
«t  Gaywode,  with  a  villain  called  Edward,  and  all  his  land,  also  his 
saltwprks  in  the  said  town,  except  two,  and  that  which  Leofric,  son 
of  Limburgh,  held,  and  the  mother  of  Seman;  also  the  church  of 
Sedgford,  with  the  tithes,  and  all  that  Walter  the  archdeacon  had  as 
he  held  it ;  the  church  of  Thornham,  with  the  tithes  and  all  belong- 
ing to  it;  his  land  at  Freinges,  with  70  acres  of  land  in  Sechefordffret 
and  quit  of  all  service^  with  the  land  of  Owen  of  Lakesle. 

This  being  made  a  cell  to  the  priory  of  Nomneh  that  house  appoint- 
ed a  monk  of  their  body,  to  be  prior  here  at  Lyn,  who  appears  to  be 
responsable  to  the  priory  of  Norwich,  fer  the  rents  ^nd  profita  he  re- 
ceived, and  seems  to  be  removable  at  pleasure. 

Bishop  Turbe  granted  to  Xhis  priory  the  church,  pf  Wigenhale  St. 
Germans,  of  the  gift  of  William  Giffard  Earl  of  £l«ci«,  with  fwo  parts 
of  the  ivCtie  oi  North  Run f  ton  and  middleton.

In  the  igrh  of  Edward  III.  Sir  John  de  Wylion,  Knt.  conveyed  by 
fine  the  advowson  of  a  chantry  here  to  John  de  Munpinzoun  in  this 
churcli,  with  2  messaages  and  lands. 

John  de  Grey  Bishop  of  Oxford,  in  the  fifth  year  of  his  consecra- 
tion, confirmed  the  charters  of  his  predecessors  to  the  prior  and  con- 
Tent  of  Norwich :  at  which  time  they  released  to  him  all  their  right  in 
the  profiu  of  the  fairs  of  Lynn  and  Gaywode,  and  the  Saturday  mar- 
ket al  Lynn,  and  all  their  sail  pans,  lands,  renU,  houses  and  lajr  fees, 
^  which  l)eloniBd  to  the  priory  of  Lynn,  for  which  he  gave  them,  hi  ex- 
change, all  his  right  in  the  manor  of  Sechesford^  and  the  manor  of 
Great  Cressingham ;  except  the  advowson  and  the  service  of  the  knight's 
fees  there,  reserving  to  himself  and,successoors  the  same  authority  that 
they  had  in  the  other  manors  of  the  monks. 

This  priory  was  on  the  south  side  of  St.  Margaret's  church  (bn'f^ 
and  founded  also  by  Herbertyand  appointed  by  him  as  aeell  to  his 
new  monaster}',  founded  at  Norwich^  in  his  cathedral,  of  the  Benedic- 
tine order,  and  endowed  by  him  with  that  church/  &c.  and  the  manor 
of  this  town,  &c. 

ijfter  the  dissolution  of  it,  it  was  partly  pulled  down,  to  enlai^e  the 
churchyard  :  part  of  it  is  still  standing,*  as  may  be  observed,  and  the 
lane  acj^ining  retains  the  name  of  the  Priory  Lane. 

Tlie  monks  of  Saint  Margaret  and  the  Holy  Trinity  growing  wealthy 
and  powerful,  beyond  the  design  of  the  found<?r,  John  Grey,  Bishop 
uf  Norwich,  in  his  fourth  year,  to  recover  the  interest  and'  power  in 
tliis  town  whicti  his  predecessors  had,  made  an  exchange  with  the  pri- 
ory of  Norwich,  to  whom  this  cell  belonged,  for  other  lands  belonging 
.  to  his  see. 

Jolin.de  Grey  Bishop  of  Norwich,  by  deed  dated  on  the  same  day 
and  yeur  with  the  exchange  of  lands  between  him  and  ttie  prior  and 
convent  of  Norwich,  appropriated  the  church  of  St.  Margaret  to  the 
convent  of  Nora^icA,  nz.

The. church  or  St.  Margaret  was  built,  probably*  on  the  site  of  some, 
old  church  ibere^  but  whether  that  old  .church  was  also  dedicated  to 
St  Margaret  \9  not  certain. 

An  order  from  the  mayor,  &c.  A^.  S6  Henry  VI.  tp  build  thebellv 
tower  of  St.  Margaret's  church. 

Bishop  Turbe  enjoined  the  clergy  not  to  receive  in  his  church,  any 
mariners,  or  any  who  came  to  the  port  of  Lyn,  or  to  receive  or  demand 
any  benefit,  or  gift  of  tb^m,  or  to  afford  them  burial,  that  the  church 
of  Sl  Margaret  mieht  suffer  thereby,  which  church  was  founded  by 
Bishop  Herbert  f  of  holy  memory*  for  this  end  especially,  that  all  apply- 
ing and  coming  to  the  port  of  Lyn  by  sea,  pay  obedience  to  the  said, 
church,  and  the  offices  and  duties  of  Christianity. 

In  1506,  the  Bishop  of  Norwich  interdicted  this  church,  because  the 
inhabitants  were  not  obedient  to  some  of  his  orders,  and  the  quire  only 
was  permitted  to  have  service  in  it,  apd  baptism  to  be  performed. 
,  By  a  bull  of  Pope  Innocent,  all  persons  drowned  between  St.  Ed-*, 
mwuTs  point  and  SUm/ewere,  were  enjoined  to  be  buried  in  the  church* 
yard  of  .the  monks  of  Nqrwich,  at  Letm,  that  is  in  this  churchyard. 

The  church  was  valued  at  106  marks. 

In  the  35th  of  Edward  III.  a  patent  w.as  granted  to  enlarge  St.  Mar^ 
gartCs  churchyard. 

St.  Erat^m  altar  wa9  in  this  church. 

In  the  8lh  oi  Henry  iV.  a  patent  was  granted  to  found  St.  Marga^ 
reVs  gild. 

In  the  ]9tb  of  Henry  IV.  a  patent  for  establishing  the  aldermen, 
scabinsy  and  brethren  of  the  great  gild  of  merchants  or  fraternity  of 
the  Holy  Trinity  in  this  church. 

In  the  l6th  of  Richard  II.  license  was  granted  for  5  messuages,  1 
key,  llA  6s.  Sd.  rent,  and  a  ferry  boat. 

In  the  £6th  of  Henry  VI.  license  for  a  messuage  and  land  in  Iicnn. 

In  the  gth  of  Henry  IV.  there  was  a  patent  of  license  to  found  a 
chantry  here ;  quere,  if  not  Thoresby. 

In  1677,  return  of  a  commission  to  place  the  organ  ; — 1697,  an  or- 
der to  remove  it. 

In  1^24,  the  Bishop  cpnsecrated.a  piece  of  ground,  added  to  the 
churchyard.  ' 

The  impropriation  of  this  church  being  purchased  (as  was  said  be- 
fore) by  the  corporation  of  Lynn,  trom  the  bishopnc;k  of  Norwickr  at 
the  general  dissoluMon  of  the  nionastt>ries,  there  is  now  no  revenue  be- 
longing to  it,  save  only  some  few  annuities  which  are  applied  to  the 
repairs  thereof,  und  are  ^s  follows :      .

'Notwithstanding  this,  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Norwich  still  letaia 
their  ancient  right  and  privileges  as  fornierij,  of  presenting  a  curate 
or  minister  to  tnis  church,  who  as  such,  is  obliged  to  perform,  or  (^mse 
tb  be  performed,  all  divine  offices,  both  here  and  at  ihe  chapel,  for 
which  servicesthe  is  entitled  to  receive  the  surplice  fees  for  christeci* 
iugs,  marriages,  burials,  &c.  as  also,  all  other  perquisites  thereunto  be- 
longing, as  herbage,  dolefish,  8cc. 

But  the  preachers  (who  are  styled,  and  accounted  lecturers)  are  cbo* 
sen  and  appointed  by  the  corporation,  who  generously  allow  to  eaoh^ 
a  certain  salary  of  100/.  per  ann.  which  is  paid  them  by  the  chamber- 
lain for  the  time  being,  without  auy  trouble  or  incumbrance  whatso- 
ever :  and  note,  they  have  this  further  advantage  in  it,  which  makes 
it  the  more  valuable,  that  this  preferment  does  no  ways  disqualify  or 
incapacilate  them  from  holding  otiier  livings,  with  the  cure  of  souls. 

There  are  two  at  present  under  this  denomination,  viz.  the  Re^ 
Vcrend  Charles  Bagge,  D.  D.  curate  and  lecturer,  and  the  Reverend 
Vfin  Eyre,  archdeacon  of  Car  lisle, both  eminent  in  their  performances, 
who  alternately  preach  twice  every  Lord's  day,  here  and  at  the  chapel 
of  St,  Jikhohs.  •  ■ 

Here  was  some  time  since,  in  my  memory,  a^sermon  or  lecture, 
every  Thur^d&y,  for  which  the  preocher  was  allowed  a  certain  salary 
by  the  corporation,  and  at  which  the  mayor,  with  the  sword  and 
Serjeants  at  mace,  were  generally  present ;  and  after  the  service  ended, 
.the  clergy  and  others  (whom  it  was  thought  fit)  were  entertained  by 
the  mayor,  at  a  plentiful  dinner;  the  master,  usher,  and  scholars  of 
the  free  school,  were  also  obliged  to  attend  the  church,  &c.  but  this 
has  long  since  been  discontinued,  viz.  from  the  year  1692.  Here  also 
is  a  sermon  on  every  new  year's  day,  for  which  the  preacher  receives 
(205.  the  gift  of  J&hn  Str^ger's,  late  cook  of  this  corporation,  who  also 

Save  yearly  for  ever,  \4s.  to  14  poor  widows  in  Trinity^hall  mnrd,  in 
)is  town,  the  place  where  he  lived  and  died  ;  as  also  10$.  to  10  poor 
widows  in  Sedgford'lane  ward,  and  10s.  to  10  poor  widows  in  <S^aAe« 
gate  wiird,  &c.  as  by  his  will,  dated  ^0  April,  It)70. 
'  Likewise  a  sermon  is  preached  in  this  church  every  Good  Friday, 
tor  which  ^Qs.  is  appropriated,  being  the  gift  of  Mr.  Edmund  Robin^ 
sow,  Gent, 

As  also  another  sermon  every  4th  year,  in  commemoration  of  Mr, 
John  Crane,  late  apothecary  in  Cambridge,  a  good  benefactor  to  the 
poor  of  this  town. 

•  And  1  find  ft  upon  record,  thai  sermons  have  formerly  been  preached 
herein  this  place,  upon  holy  days,  begun  in  the  year  J6l6,  for  which 
the  minister  received  only  the  voluntary  benevolence  and  contribu- 
tions of  the  iuhabitants,  and  no  certain  salary,  but  this  last  was  soon 
discontinued,  upon  the  death  of  the  preacher. 
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It  is  Qot  beyond  memory^  that  before  the  Restoration,  and  for  some 
time  ahet,  I  observed  tlie  time  and  space  m  preaching  the  sermon 
was  generally  conformable,  and  directed  by  the  hoar-glass,  set  up  in 
niost  churches  iu  Englaud,  in  an  iron  frame  for  that  purpose ;  accor- 
dingly a  very  fine  one  here  was  had  from  HoUund,  which  oost  xviiif. 
as  appears  in*  the  church-wardens  accounts,  ao.  1661;  but  this,  and 
the  use  of  it,  are  now  every  where  laid  aside,  and  I  wish  that  machine 
iiras  not  by  some  people  more  regarded  and  taken  notice  of  than  the 
minister's  precepts  and  discourse,  according  to  that  of  the  prophet 
AmoBt  8  and  6,  saying,  *^  When  will  the  new  moon  be  gone  that^we 
'^  my  sell  corn,  and  the  sabbath,  that  we  may  set  forth  wheat,  &c/'  as 
thinking  .(he  time  too  long  ere  the  glass  was  run  out. 

Having  said  thus  much  with  respect  to  this  greal  parochial  church 
in  particular,  [  come  now  to  those  monumental  inscriptons  and 
funeral  epitaphs,  which  were  extant  in  and  about  the  quire,  side  isles 
and  chapels,  ao.  17^5.  Notwithstanding,  I  cannot  but  regret  the  loss 
of  so  many  beautiful,  rich,  and  costly  portraitures  in  brass  6xed  here 
upon  the  graves  ami  tombstones  of  our  ancestors,  in  order  to  perpetuate 
their  memories  to  posterity,  which  have  been  so  impiously  and  sacri-** 
legioiisly  torn  away  and  defaced,  of  which,  some  few  now  only  i^main^ 
not  unworthy  the  observation  of  the  curious,  for  exquisite  and  rare 
^workmanship  of  fine  engraven  figures^  and  other  decorations  delineated 
thereupon,  and  those  only  but  five  in  nomben  - 

And  I  cannot  omit  taking  notice  of  one  remarkable  article  which  I 
meet  with  in  the  church-wardens  account  for  the  year  1646,  where.it 
is  thus  inserted,  viz.  ^*  Item  to  William  King  for  defiicin^  supersti- 
*^  lious  epitaphs,  ds."  Too  great  a  reward  for  so  bad  a  service. 

THE  CHARNELL  HALL. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  churchyard  stands  an  ancient  pile,  a 
chapel,  adjoining  to  the  west  end  of  the  north  isle  of  the  old  church 
of  St.  Margarei ;  the  upper  part  of  this  pile  was  a  chapel,  and  the 
lower  part  a  charnel-house,  where  the  bones  take  out,  on  the  digging 
of  the  many  graves,  were  deposited.  Every  abbey  and  priory  seems 
to  have  had  one  l>elonging  to  tiitem,  and  a  chapel  over  it,  as  at  Nar- 
wickf  &c.;  the  upper  part  or  chapel  was  furnc^d,  at  the  Bissolulion^ 
into  a  free  school,  and  so  continues;  Quere,  if  not  St.  John's  chapel  i 
probably  that  mentioned  in  Sir  William  Sautre  the  priest's  case, 
parson  of  St.  Margaret^  who  was  condemned  in  the  visitation  of 
Archbishop  ^rtijn/^/,  J*.  2  Henry  IV.  and  a  special  writ  made  for  faisr 
burning,  in  the  parliament  of  the  dd  of  that  King. 
■  On  an  inquisition  taken  in  the  3d  of  Elizabeth,  by  certain  commisn 
sioners  (see  in  Trinity  guild)  the  jury  present,  that  there  was  a  charnel- 
house  in  S(.  Margaret's  churchyard,  which  is  now  a  schooi-hduse ; 
the  founders  thereof  were  Thomas  Thursbye,  Walter  Coney,  and  — — 
Locke,  merchants  of  the  said  town,  but  to  what  use  it  was  founded 
they  knew  not ;  to  which  there  belonged  one  bell,  taken  down  by  the 
mayor,  since  the  death  oiMenry  VIlL  in  what  year  they  kncw'^not ; 
and  that  there  did  belong  to  the  charnel-house,  certain  lands  and 
tenements  lying  and  being  in  King's  Lynn,  Wigenhale  St.  Mary,  tmd 
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Gajfwopd,  n  the  tenure  of  divers  men,  wboie  names  they  knew  not, 
to  the  valoe  of  10/.  per  arm. 


TRINITY  CHAPEL  IN  ST.  MARGARfiTS 
CHURCH. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  chancel  of  St.  Margaret's  chorch  is  the 
chapel  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  belonging  to  the  gild  or  fraternity  of  the 
Hoi^  Trinity.  .

more  coats  Quartered ;  in  the  south  isle,  the  most  easterly  windov 
argent,  two  cnevronels,  sable,  on  a  canton  of  1st,  an  annulet  of  M. 
In  the  north  isle,  most  easterly,  a  stone  in  brass  work,  and  portraiture 
of  Walter  Cony,  and  Joan  bis  wife.

JLmgEdvDard  I.  in  bis  SSd  year,  granted  this  town  a  patent  for  a 
gild,  (Trinity  gild)  of  merchants.

In  a  plea  against  the  burgesses  of  Lfftn,  tmp.  Edward  Ill.for  mer* 
iAiVLnd\9G%,  irnfyradandis,  the  jury  soy  that  King  JoAfi,  by  his  letters 
patentSrgave  to  that  burgh,  dirers  liberties,  in  which  is  eranled  then^ 
a  certain  guild  of  merchants,  (viz.  rrtii%  gild,)  which  liberties,  the 
[^resent  King  (Edward  III.)  has .  confiruied,  and  say  that  from  the 
time  of  that  grant  and  confirmation  of  the  same,  they  have  bought 
and  sold  these  merchandises,  mill-stones  and  marbles,  for  altars  and 
gravestones,  as  often  as  they  were  brought  to  the  said  village,  by  twa 
mea  of  the  gild  aforesaid,  called  skiveyns ;  and  they  further  say,  that 
every  merchant,  as  well  in  the  town  as  without,  who  is  willing  to  buy 
any  such  merchandises,  may  buy  them  freely  and  quietly.  Plita 
Pasch.

In  the  26th  of  Henry  VI.  this  guild  had  a  patent  for  a  messuage  and 
7  acres  of  meadow  in  South  Lynn. 

ST.  NICHOLAS'S  CHAPEL. 

This  chapel  oF  St  Nicholas  is  supposed  to  have  been  founded  by  Tur^ 
bus  or  de  Turbe  Bishop  of  Norwich,  in  the  reign  of  King  Stephen,  who, 
after  it  was  built  and  consecrated,  gave  it  to  the  monks  of  the  priory 
of  Norwich  cathedral,  with  all  its  profits.  At  its  consecration  it  was 
debarred  (as  a  chapel  to  St.  Margaret  of  the  rites  of  baptism  and  mar- 
riage, tb  witness  its  dependency  on  St*  Margaret\  the  mother  church; 
but  the  parishioners,  about  25  years  after  its  consecration,  attempting 
to  make  it  a  parochial  church,  occasioned  the  successour,of  the  foun- 
der. Bishop  John  de  Oxford,  solemnly  to  decree,  that  it  should  be  a 
chapel  only,  dependant  absolutely  on  the  church  of  St.  Margaret. 
However,  the  same  humour  still  prevailed,  and  one  of  the  chaplains 
officiating  herein,  procured  a  license  from  the  Pope,  that  it  might  en- 
Joy  the  rite  of  baptism,  which  bull  was  recalled  at  the  instance  of  the 
Bishop,  and  the  prior  and  convent  of  Norwich. 

In  1609,  was  the  last  effort  to  make  it  parochial  and  independent, 
but  on  an  hearin?  in  the  consistory  court  at  Norwich,  it  appearing  by 
depositions,  that  all  the  inhabitants  within  the  limits  of  St.  Nichoia^s 
chapel,  though  they  received  the  sacrament  or  communibn  there,  yet 
paid  their  personal  tithes  and  offerings  to  the  farmers  of  the  rectory 
(or  dissolved  priory)  of  St.  Margaret^  and  though  persons  were  buried 
at  Sl  Nichols,  yet  none  were  baptized  or  married  there,  without  spe- 
cial license  or  dispensation,  and  that  there  was  no  font  in  the  chapel, 
and  that  from  its  foundation,  to  the  priory's  dissolution,  it  was  served 
b^  a  monk  of  the  priory  of  St.  Margaret,  assigned  by  the  prior,  and 
afterwards  served  by  a  curate  ;  it  was  over-ruled. 


ST.  NICHOLAS'S  CHAPEL  AND  ST.  GEORGE'S 
GILD. 

In  the  mayoraltry  of  Jeffrey  Talh,  1374,  the  Pope's  bull  was  granted 
to  build  this  chapel. 

In  this  chapel  was  the  guild  of  St.  George: — to  this  guild  the  jurors 
report,  in  the  Sd  of  Elizabeth,  that  there  appertaineth  a  hall,  called  St. 
George'^s  Hail,  with  house  and  buildings  thereunto  annexed,  with  cer- 
tain tenements,  cellers,  curtilages  and  gardens  to  the  sanie  belonging, 
lying,  and  being  in  King's  Lynn  aforesaid,  in  the  tenure  of  the  mayor 
and  brethren  of  the  said  town*  to  the  yearl  v  value  of  40s.  Item,  there 
did  belong  to  the  said  guild  16  acres  of  pasture  in  fVigenhale;  St. 
Peter's,  late  in  the  tenure  of  William  Pers,  to  the  yearl  v  value  of  40$. 
^^Itern,  more  in  Wigenhak^  St*  Mary^s,  12  acres  and  an  half  of  pasture 
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in  tb^  tenure  of  Tkomas  Fenne,  to  tbe  velue'af  SOi.  By  the  jreftr.-^Apur, 
there  belongs  to  this  chapel  a  great  bell  containing  by  estiiaatioB  do 
hundred  weighL^- I^^m,  there  doth  belong  to  the  said  chapel  certaio 
booses,  lapdsy  tenements,  and  pi^stures  lying  and  being  in  the  said  town 
of  King's  la/nn  and  Garwood ;  to  the  yearly  rent  of(H.  Qs,  8d.  in  whose 
tenure  we  know  not^  nor  to  what  use  they  were  given. 

That  this  chapel  was  an  ancient  one,  appears  by  King  John*$  appro* 
prtating  St.  MargareVs  church  with  this,  chapel^  to  Uie  monks  of  the 
cathedral  of  Norwich, — An  ancient  deed,  sans  date,  (perhaps  before 
this,)  was  executed  in  it,  (a  practice  highly  ancient.)

CONGXBNINO  TH«  AnTIQUITY  OP  St.NuCHOLAS's  ChAPIIi. 

Wrbtrer  the  dedication  of  this  chapel  was  intended  to  the  menAory 
of  that  St.  Nicholas  mentioned  Acts  b  and  5,  a  proselyte  of  Aniioch, 
and  one  of  the  7  deacorts  there,  chosen  and  appointed  by  the  holy 
Apostles,  to  distribute  the  alms  and  oblations  of  th^  new  coverts  to 
Christianity,  amongst  the'  poor  widows  of  the  Greeks  and  HAnem, 

s  *  There  to  play  an  antemc  of  our  Lady. 
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wba  bad  then  likewise  embirwed  tbeChrislian  reIigioD>or  elae  to  ooe  of 
the  same  Dame,  who  was  also  canonized  a  saint,  and  some  time  Bishop 
of.  Myra,  a  great  city  in  Lyeia,  (which  is  a  province  in  the  Lesser 
Jna)  who  lived  abpat  the  beginning  of  the  fourth  century,  as  both 
the  Greek  and  ttAjnuLu  legendaries  do  inform  us,  and  whom  we  find 
registered  in  our  church  calendar  on  the  6tb  of  December j  I  will  not 

f  resume  here  to  determine^  as  not  so  material  to  our  purpose,  though 
rather  incline  to  the  former.  •       , 

We  can  neither  speak  positively  as  to  the  founder  of  this  chapel, 
nor  the  precise  time  of  its  foundation  and  building,  as  is  much  to  be 
wished,  but  thus  far  we  may  reasonably  conclude,  that  without  all 
doubt,  it  must  be  above  400  years  standing  and  upwards,  if  the  foU 
lowing  evidences  may  be  allowed  of. 

First,  it  is  very  remarkable  that  upon  the  front,  or  top  of  the  porch, 
which  is  the  only  one,  but  that  very  neat,  adjoining  to  tiiis  sacred 
structure^  are  placed  the  figures  of  a  lion  and  an  eagle,.. cut  in  stone, 
and  fixed  on  pedestals,  the  two  suppor^rs  of  the  arms  of  King  Ed^ 
ward  \lh  which,  if  I  may  ..be  permitted  to  conjecture,  gives  some 
reason  to  believe,  that  this  chapel  wj^s  first  founded  before,  or  at' least- 
wise finished  in  some  part  of  that  King's  reign^  which  began  in  ISQff, 
and  continued  above  50  years. 

Secondly,  again  we  find  hece  the  sepulture  and  interment  of 'One 
William  de  Bittering^  (who  was  diver?  times  mayor  of  this  corporation, 
in  that  King's  reign,)  together  with  his  wife  Julian,  to  be  both  in  this 
chapel,  in  the  south  isle  towards  .the  east,  under  a  very  laree  fair  stone, 
10  feet  long,  and  6  broad,  all  covered  over  with  brass,  having  their  ^ 
effigies  cut  in  the  middle  upon  the  same,  neatly  engraven,  and  embel- 
lished with  fine  decorations  round  the  verge,  which  is  still  to  be  seen 
almost  entire,  and  whose  mark  or  symbol  (which  lye  find  in  divecs 
places  on  the  plate  of  his  tombstone)  is  also  still  remaining,  fairly.de* 
picled  or  stained,  in  a  south  window  near  his  grave. 

Thirdly,  Moreover  it  is.recorded  (as  I  before  ktimated)  that  in  the 
year  1379,  Pope  Urban  VL  sent  his  bull  hither  (which  was  received 
i^ith  great  veneration)  to  authorise  and  allow  thebaptisineorinfants^ 
and  other  adult  persons  in^  this  chajpel,  which  doubtless  before  were 
always  initiated  in  the  pari^  church  of  St.  Margaret :  that  part  of 
the  old  font,  called  the  bason,  then  made  use  of  in  this  holy  place^ 
(before  the  erecting  that  now  standing,  granted  and  consecrated  by 
;S.  HarsneBf  D.D.  and  Bishop  of  NorcpicA,  in  the  year  1627,  and  which 
resembles  that  at  St.  Margaret's)  I  am  prone  to  believe  is  the  same 
which  I  observed  to  lie  upon  the  ground  (with  the  pedestal  at  som/e 
distance  from  it)  amon^the  robbish  and  lumber,  in  a  certain  place  on 
the  north  side  of  the  quire,  perhaps  formerly  some  oratory,  chapel,  pr 
chantry. 

It  is  of  free-stone,  164  inches  in  diameter,  tf^on  the  superficier 
within  the  verge,  ami  9  incl^s  deep  perpendicular  from  the  bottom, 
«  carved  on  the  outside. 

Lastly,  the  fourth  and  last  evidence  which  offers  itself  to  our  obser- 
vation, concerning  the  antiquity  of  this  elegant  chapel,  though 
of  much  later  date,  is  that  ^metjme  since,  in  a  winobw  next  to 
the  north  door,  I  found  there  theyear  of  our  Lord,  fairly  depicted  or 
stained  in  the  glass,  in  very  beautiful  and  yellow  characters,  but  it  is 
now  demoUsbed  and  gone,  notwithstanding  having  taken  care  to  pre- 
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.ierve  a  trao^cripi  of  it,  we  baveeodeavoared  to  unkato  it,  as  aeaf 
we  coald,  and  given  y^u  as^toilows,

In  the  certificate  and  presentment  of -William  Buitf^  Christopher 
iVatpele,  Gent.  S&c.  taken  90  Sepiember^  in  th^  dd  year  nf  Queea 
ElizabethyheforeSirtiicholasLe  Strungtf  Kotg  Thofnasiinifbonf  Hewy 
Mynn,  and  Henry  Spilman,  Esq.  commisaionerB  to  the  Queen,  the 
jurors  find  that  there  was  a  chapel.dedicated  to  iSt  Jamas^  then  de^oed 
by  the  mayor  and  his  brethren,  skiving  one  cross  isle,  which  was  tbea 
re-edifying  and  repairing  by  the  mayor  of  the  said  town,  which  chu-* 
pel  contaified'in  length  five  score  feet,  and  in  breadth  M  feet;  the 
t^metery*  or  churchyard  of  the  said  chapel  containeth  8  acres,  and 
is  Qsed  to  btiry  tlie  dead :  it  was  a  chapet  of  ease,  and  ti>e  founder 
thereof  was  Bishop  of  JVortB^trA^  whose  name  we  know  not;  there 
did  belong  to  it  4  bells,  taken  down  by  the  mayor:  of  the  town 
since  the  death  of  Henry  VIU.  but  in  what  year  we  know  not,  which 
were  worth  by  estiinaiiooi  with  the  bell  of  the  oharael-iiouse,  ccL- 

Item,  we  say  that  there  did  belong  to  the  said  chapel  and  charnel- 
*hooBe,  stone,  iron  and^glass,  to  the  value  of  IQO  marjcs.  Item^  iiai*

Johi  de  Grey  Bishop  of  Norwich,  penaad^  Kinff  John  to  found  the 
guild  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  at  l^nn,  the  brethren  ofwhich  were  bouud, 
uoder  the  penalty  of  a  eallon  of  wine,  to  have  mfiu  celebrated  every 
Tnmty  Sunday,  in  SuMargarei^t  church,  for  the  souls  of  the  said 
Aing  and  Bishop. 

It  was  culled  the  Great  guild  of  the  HalyTrinity  it  Lewn,  in  respect 
to  other  less  guilds  in  the  said  town.  The  head  or  chief  person  of 
this  guild  was  styled  the  alderman  or  custos,  and  was  chose  by  the 
commonalty  of  the  said,  town,  and  continued  so  on  that  choice  foe 
life,  unless  upon  account  of  some  very  great  infirmity  or  inability,  or 
some  other  reasonable  cause,  he  was  set  aside  and  removed. 

This  guild  is.  said  to  have  its  rise  and  beginning  before  the  reign  of 
King  Jokn,  as  appears  from  the  answer  or  certificate  of  ribmosiBofse- 
Aam,  alderman  ot  it,  (temp.Riehard  II.')  and  his  brethren,  to  a  writ  of 
enquirjr  of  that  Kin^,  relating  to  iu  foundation,  authority,  &c.  that 
Its  original  was  not  known ;  that  King  John,  considerhig  the  great 
concourse  of  merchants  to  this  town,  granted  the  alderman  that  thea 
was,  and  the  commonalty  and  their  successours,  by  letters  patents, 
.  bearing  date  in  his  sixth  year,  that  they  might  have  ar  guild  of  mer- 
chants in  the  said  town ;  and  Henry  111.^  son  of  the  said  King  John, 
^y^  letters  patenu,  granted  one  of  their  own  body  and  community 
to  be  mavor  of  the  said  town,  which  said  mavor  and  al<tennan,  for. 
.  the  time  beinc;,  should  always  have  the  rule  and  government  of  it,  and

well  in  the  parish  church,  as  in  the  chapels  annexed  to  the  said  church  ; 
and  that  in  wax  for  liehu  in  the  said  church  and  chapels,  to  thip. 
honour  and  laud  of  the  Holy  Trinity  yearly  found,  and  for  torches  at 
the  funerals  of  poor  brethren.  See.  of  the  said  guild,  and  that  out  of  the

The  history  of  St  Mary  Magdalen  is  recorded  in  the  Holy  Evan- 
gelists, and  ner  anniversary  observed  on  the  filst  of  July,  and  it  is 
nnch  to  be  wondered  at  that  none  of  our  English  historians  (that  I 
can  meet  with)  have  taken  notice  of  this  so  noble  and  ancient  a  foan« 
dation. 

In  a  fair  manascript  yellum  bookf  among  the  archives  of  the  town's 
repository,  there  is  a  fall  account  of  its  ancient  and  present  sitnation, 
which  begins  thas:

This  book  briefly  expresses  the  original  foundation  q(  the  ancient 
hospital  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,'  upon  the  causeway  between  Lenn  and 
Gaytgfood,  long  since  di83olved,  the  lands  and  possessions  whereof  have 
been  long  concealed  from  the  Crown,  and  turned  to  the'gain  of  pri- 
vate men,  and  how  the  mayor  and  burgesses  of  King^s  t^nn,  at  theit 
great  charge  and  expenses,  have  lately  purchased  the  Kine's  letten 
patents,  oigrant  of  the  site  of  the  said  hospital,  and  the  lanas  and  ter 
nements  therennto  belonging,  for  relief  ana  maintenance  of  poor  peo- 

Ele,^nnto  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  same  town,  who  by  the  same 
itters  patents,  are  incorporated  by  the  name  of  the  mayor  and  alder- 
men of  the  burgh  of  LeitB  Argis,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk,  governors^ 
8lc.  of  the  hospital  of  St.  Mary  Magdalen,  &c.— of  the  foundation  of 
Jarnes  King  ot  England,  &c.  together  with  a  true  relation  of  the  pro* 
ceeding  of  the  said  mayor  and  tudermen,  (since  the  said  letters  tfatent 
to  them  granted)  for  the  establishing  of  the  possession  of  the  said  lands 
and  tenements  in  them,  the  said  governour  and  their  successours,  for

siastical and^spm^  secular;  boa nd  to  perfgro^  $i4persliJJQus  rites,  and 
?rayer8  for  the  souls  of  men  (teparted  this  tife.-tr «•  for  the  sool  of 
^etr^s  Capell^nu$f^  tbeir  foooder^  tb^  souls  ^£  popes^  bWiya^s^  libbots, 
priors^  kingis,  queens,  and  others,  their  benefactors,  as  appears  hj 
.th^ir  ancient  book  of  Obiii  and  Opisoas,  and  bj  tb^  ^lAoieot^in^tru- 
ment  of  articles  which  the  brethren  aqd  sisters  weri^  bo«qdt9<?ibsenre. 
And  all,  or  most  of  the  lands  given  to  the  said  hospitalr  wei'f  ^  the 
.maintaining  of  prayers  for  the  dead,  as  appears  by  dtvers  de^d^  ipd 
charters  without  date,  of  the  first  donations  of  the  said  lands..

The  seal  of  this  hospital  was  large  and  oblong,  of  red  wax,  and  very 
curious;  in  the  middle  of  it  was  the  effigies  of  St.  jtfary  Magdalen, 
in  her  right  hand  a  box,'  and  in  her  left  a  palm  brunch,  on  the 
right  side  of  this,  a  shield,  with  2  keys  in  saltier  ;  on  the*  left,  the  trian- 
gular emblem  of  tbe  Trinitji;  the  legend,  5igi7/timcafiimwie-—3fcine 
Magdalen.  .

The  four  first  were  purchased  of  Hen.Vlll.  by  J^hn  Eyre,  Esq.  one 
iof  the  King's  auditors  or  receivers,  who  in  his  lifetime  conveyed  the 
same  lb  a  priest,  from  whom  the  corporation  of  Lynn  purchased  the 
Carmelites  AudMinorites,  (both  which  are  now  in  thehr  possession,)  as 
also  the  iibpropriation  of  the  church  of  St.  Margaret;  the  other  two, 
yiz.  Friarihpteiicfaers,  tindAugusiine-tnBn,  came  to  two  private  families 
in  town,  in  whose  hands  they  now  remam,  bat  never  continued  in 
any  descent. 

The  ceili>f  priesto  was  near  the  guild*hall,  and  the  priot^s  house, 
was  somewhat  remote  from  it,  by  St.  Marsaret^s  church  ;  the  site  of 
the  prioi^s  hdose  was  lately  consecrated  and  annexed  to  St.Margaret*$ 
churchyard,  for  a  burial-pIace.-*-Pnoiy-^ii«  has  its  nan&e  from 
hence. 

There  remains  now  nothing  td  be  seen  of  these  friaries  and  relieious 
houses,  but  ruins  and  rubbish,  bein^  long  since  utterly  demolitlied  \ 
notwithstanding  the  places  of  their  situation  are  still  apparent  in  town, 
all  of  them  being  separately  walled  round,  and  commonly  known  at 
this  day  by  their  several  denominations  aforesaid. 

'  Alluding  to  the  ointmea^  brought  to  Jesus. 
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The  former  of  these,  the  Carmelites  steeplej  having  continued 
Upwards  of  d60  years^  being  at  length  faHeh  to  decay^  and  become 
very  rninous  for  want  of  timely  reparation,  fell  down  suddenly  lof 
itself,  and  which  is  the  more  remarkable,  on  a  ^ry  still  and  calm  day> 
the  9th  of  Jprilf  1651,  as  it  is  mentioned  on  record,  and  asserted 
to  me  for  truth,  by  several  ancient  inhabitants  thatkne^v^  it,  and  were 
then  alive.  *  .  ,. 

**  The  pray-friars  had  undereone  the  samie  fate  of  desolation,  had  it 
notb^n  mended  and  repaired  dOth  ffeitry  VIII.  (as  the  following 
inscription  on  the  west  side  denotes^  Jolm  Perceoal  mayor,  16SI,) 
by  the  stones  (as  it  is  said,  and  not  improbably)  at  the  pulling  down 
of  some  part  of  a  mined  and  disused  chapel,  of  which  as  follows ;  . 

'<  This  consecrated  f&bric  was  dedicated  to  the  jnemory  of  St  Jam^t 
the  Anostle,  and  stands*  very  near  tl\e  Gray-friars,  in  an  inclosed 
ground  or  cemetery  wailed  roudd,  where  many  persons  are  still  inter- 
red, and  it  is  very  remarkable,  that  no  less  than  £fiO  were  buried  in 
this  place  in  the  year  159 1  •  during  the  time  of  the  great  sickness,  then 
in  town ;  a  great  part  of  this  chapel  was  pulled  down,  an.  \54Q,  tea 
years  after  the  general  dissolution  of  abbies,  &a  but  upon  what  oc- 
casion I  know  not ;  and  in  1587>  the  pinnacle  of  the  same  was  likewise 
taken  down,  and  the  steeple  builded  flat.^       / 

"  In  1581,  it  was  at  a  great  expense  of  the  corporation  prepared  and 
made  a  place  for  the  manufacturing  of  bays,  fcc.  but  soon  came  to 
nothing. — About  an  hundred  years  after,  1 W0,  it  was  a^n  at  a  great 
charge  fitted  up  by  the  corporation,  and  other  inhabitanti^  to  be  a 
receptacle  for  poor  children,  to  learn  to  spin  wool,  where  they  are 
well  provided  for,  and  taught  to  read,  &C.''

''  They  have  also  endowed  it  with'20/.  per  ann.  and  it  is  since,  by 
act  of  parliament,  ao:  1701,  and  W  IVUUam  III.  for  erecting  hospitals 
and  workhouses,  in  King's^Lyiin,  &c.  settled  and  vested  in  the  guar- 
dians of  the  poor,  as  by  the  following  clause,  amongst  others  in  the

But  leaving  this  decayed  fabricki  I  shall  only  remark,  that  the 
Arms  of  the 'famous  Queen  Elizabeth^  6nely  cut  in  stone,  duarteriy, 
Pr^r/iceand  Efigland,  supported  by  a  lion  and  dragon,  was  taken  from 
this  demolished  chapel,  and  set  over  the  guild-hall,  where  they  now 

.  stand,  as  I  was  well  informed  by  ancient  inhabitants. 

A  little  distant  from  the  town,  and  near  the  walls  thereof,  stands 
another  rtiinojis  fabrick,  called  the  Lad^s  Mount  (alias  the  Red 
Mount)  in  whtch  (no  doubt)  bv  some  remains  of  architecture,  it  ap- 
pears tberehasbeen  a  chapel  dedicated  (as  the  aforesaid  title  imports) 
to  the  Blessed  Virgin ;  this  religious  place  (say  the  ancient  inhabitants) 

'  was  a  receptacle  for  the  pilgrims,  who  took  it  in  their  way  to  say  their 
orisons  at,  as  they  travelled  along,  towards  that  sometime  fanvousand 
celebrated  priory  6r  convent  of  our  Lady  at  fValsingham ;  a  villai^e  so 
much  renowned  all  over  England^  for  pilgrimages  to  the  Virgin 

*  Mary,  that  he  who  had  not  in  that  former  age  visited^  and  presented 
with  offerings,  was  accounted  irreligious. 

The  chapel  there,  says  Erasmus,  (yi\io  was  an  eye-witness  <>f  It, 
timongst  other  observations  which  he  relates,)  Ftrfc  W^tcire A  Fii«. 
Mon.  />.  860,  had  little  or  no  light  in  it,  bu,t  by  the  tapers  and  was: 
candles,  which  yielded  a  pleasant  and  odoriferous  smell;  nay,  if  you 
Would  look  into  it,  you  would  say  it  were  the  habitation  of  some  hea* 
venly  saints  indeed,  so  bright  shining  it  is  all  over,with  precious  stones, 
with  gold  and  silver,  &c.

It  was  stfpprest  the  first  oi  August,  30th  of  Hemy  VIIL  and  valued 
after  the  rate  of  those  times,  at  446/.  14s.  4di.  per  ann* 

To  this  Lady  oi  tVakingham  (^to  make  but  one  remark  more)  the 
aforesaid  Sir  llenru  Spelman.iells  us,  when  he  was  a  child,  there  was 
a  common  story,  that  K  ing  Henry  VJ I  [.  went  barefoot  from  Bar&ham, 
a  town  lying  about  £  miles' south-west  from  fValsingham,  and  there 
offered  a  neOklace  (jmonile)  of  great  value  to  the  Virgin  Mary,  {Icenia, 
p.  J49.) 

But  in  the  30th  year  of  the  same  King,  Cromtee// carried  her  image 
from  hence  to  Chelsea,  where  he  took  care  to  have  it  burnt.  HoUimh. 
p.  971. 

Mr.Fox,  our  famous£/ig/i>/imartyrologist,  and  historian,  mentions 
'another  church  here  mLynn,  bebnging  to  SiJohn's  hospital;  but  no 
remain^  of  either  are  now  to  be  seen  ;  the  story  is  this :  * 

Sir  William  Chatris,  alias  Sautre,  (it  being  usual  in  former  days  ta 
give  the  title  of  Sir  to  the  clergy)  parish  priest  of  the  church  of  St. 
Margaret,  in  the  town  of  Lynn,  being  convened  before  Henry  Spencer 
Bp.  of  Nonvic A,  recanted  and  renounced  divers  conclusions,  which  he 
'  formerlv  held  and  published,  and  also  promised  he  would  renounce 
publickiy  as  the  said  Bishop  should  appoint,  the  aforesaid  con* 
elusions  to  be  erroneous,  and  heresies,  in  the  parish  cburcti  of  Lynn, 
and  Ti/ney,  and  in  other  places,  as  the  Bishop  should  then  direct  and 
appoint. 

Theq,  next  after  this,  upon  the  25th  of  May,  in  theyearlSQQy  in  the 
'  churchyard  of  the  chapel,  of  St.  James,  within  th'e^owB  of  Lynn,  the 
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aforesaid  WiUiam^m  the  presence  of  the  aforesaid  Bishop  and  clergy,, 
and  the  people  of  the  said  town  of  Lynn,  standing  round  about, 
pubKckly  declared  the  aforesaid  conclusions  to  be  erroneous  aad 
heresies. 

And  after  that,  on  the  26th  of  May,  in  the  year  aforesaid,  in  the 
church  of  the  hospital  of  St.  John  of  the  said  town,  thesaid  Sir  WU^ 
liamy  before  the  said  Bishop,  sitting  as  judge,  swore  and  took  his 
oath  upon,  the  Holy  Evangelists,  that  he  would  never  isifter  that  time, 
preach  openly  or  publickly,  the  aforesaid  conclusions,  &c.  in  th^ 
presence  of  Friar  John  Smerman,  Master  John  Rickynghule,  doctor 
of  divinity,  WilHnm  Carlton,  doctor  of  both  laws,  and  Thomas 
Bulton,  officerof  the  liberty  of  Lynn  aforesaid/with  divers  others.  • 

He  was  afterwards  burnt,  for  holding  again  the  same  condasions^ 
which  before  he  had  renounced. 


WHITE   FRIARS,   or  CARMES,  in  the  Lane  calied  > 
South-Lane,  alias  W hitE'Fryejis^.  dedicated  to  St.  Mart, 

This  monastery  stood  near  the  south,  a  little  south  oi  Allhallonfs 
church,  close  to  the  river  Lynn;  great  part  of  the  old  brick  wall,  and 
a  gate-house,  are  still  standing,  though  in  an  old  map  this  is  falsely  ' 
called  the  Gray  friars.  It  was  founded  by  the  Lord  Bardolph,  about 
the  year  1269;  though  others  say  it  was  founded  hy  Thomas  de 
JPeltsham  ;  the  Lord  Bardolph,  the  Lord  Scales;  Vind  Sir  John  fVigen- 
hale^  were  also  considerable  benefactors  to  it. 

In  the  45th  of  Henry  lU.  William  le  Breton  was  a  considerable 
benefactor  to  it,  and  gave  them  lands  in  South  Lynn,  and  in  Burgh 
Green,  Dillingham,  Brifickl^jtVillingham,  and  Carlton  in  Cambridge^ 
thire.    Esch.A5  Hen.  ITL  Nr,  18. 

In  the  13th  o(  Edward  I.  they  had  a  pBLlent  de  Venella. 

In  the  9th  of  Richard  II.  mlliam  Lord  Bardolph  died^  and  was 
buried  amongst  the  Carmes  here. 

Id  the  12th  of  Richard  II.  they  had  a  patent  for  the  rent  of  10 
quarters  of frumenti,  and  10  quarters  of  barley,  to  receive  them  an- 
nually of  the  manor  of  Stow  Bardolph,  gremied  by  John  Lord 
Bardolph. 

In  1379,  ^pril  13,  Sir  Hamon  Felton  of  Utcham,  wills  his  body  to 
be  buried  in  the  church  of  the  Carmes  at  Lenne.  His  will  dated  at 
Glosthorp,  proved  the  first  of  Jugust  following.— jRegr.  Heydon, 

It  seems  by  the  deposition  of  Friar  Peter  of  Lyn,  sub-prior  of  the 
Carmes,  that  the  family  of  Hastings  were  considerable  benefactors  to 
this  bouse ;  for  in  the  gih  of  Henry  IV.  he  swore  (on  a  trial  then 
commenced)  that  the  arms  of  Hastings,  were  painted  for  40  years 
past  in  their  house,  and  they  had  a  banner  of  the  arms  38  before,  to 
his  knowledge,  and  Friar  Aleyn,  the  Gaywode  reader  in  divinity  there, 
sged  59  years,  deposed  the  same.    MS.  Lc  Neve. 

An  anchorage  belonged  to  it,  and  was  near  it. 

The  site  of  this  priory  was  purchased  by  John  Eyre,  Esq.  Febru- 
crj^  20lh,  in  the  36th  of  Z/enry  VIIL  who  was  one  of  that  King's 
auditors,  or  receivers,  and  he  conveyed  it  to  a  priest,  from  whom  the 
corporation  of  Lynn  purchased  it,  and  is  leased  out  by  them  at  this 
ume.  "^ 
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The  steeple  of  the  Cannes  cbnrch  is  said  to  have  fallen  down  for 
want  of  4}ue  repair,  bo  April  9,  l6Slj  haviDg  stood  upwards  of  360 
lyears. 

This  house  was  surrendered  by  the  prior  and  10  brethren,  the  80th 
cf  S^tBmber,  1539,  in  the  30th  o( Henry  VIIL  fVilHs  Hist.

Alan  de  Lvn,  a  native  of  this  town,  D.D.  and  prior  of  this  honse^ 
was  a  learned  man,  and  turned  the  history  of  the  Bible  ihto  allego* 
ms,'and  compiled  indexes  to  above  50  authors  and  bdoks  which  he 
wrote>  (see  BalCf  p.  551,  and  552)  he  flourished  in  14^,  bred  at  Ghh- 
b)idg€,  and  buried  here,  1421,  and  was  the  Friar  Aieyn  abovemen- 
lionedj  as  1  take  it. 

This  bouse  was  valued  at  1/.  15s.  8df.  at  the  Dissolution  at  355.  lOdL

The  site  of  it  wns  granted  to  John  Eyre,  £sq.  the  tOth  of  Febrvr

said towns,  and  the  toll  which  they  had  there,'  in  exchanfi;e  for  the 
manors  of  Sechejord  and  Cressingluitn,  excepting  the  knights  in  the 
said  towns  of  Secheford  and  Cressingham ;  witnesses,  Master  William 
de  Lenne,  Mr.  Jeffrey  de  Dcrham,  Mr.  Robert  de  Tywa.

It  appears  that  the  Bi^op  had  a  house  here.  Plita  Coron.  apd.

It  was  found  that  John  fVentworth,  mayor  of  Lenn  Episcopi,  and 
the  commonalty,  had  unjustly  disseised  /fe/ir^  Bishop  of  Normeh,  of 
his  free  tenement  here,  100  acres  of  land,  and  20  acres  of  pasture,  he 
being  seized  of  it  in  right  of  his  church  of  the  Holy  Trinity  of  Nor* 
tpich,  except  the  tenements.

In  the  1 6th  of  Richard  II.  Henry  Bishop  of  Norwich,  &c.  aliened 
to  the  priory  of  Lenn,  a  piece  of  laud  called  Ryfeld,  in  Geyteood^  with 
50L  land  in  Thornham,  Thorneyge,  HUderston,  North  Ebnham,  and 
Blqfield.   Esch.  Nr.  138. 


THE  BISHOP'S  HIGH  STEWARD 

Was  an  office  of  the  Bishop,  granted  by  patent:  in  the  Saxon  age  be 
was  called  Capitalis  Senescallus  Episcopi,  and  as  such  received  all  the 
revenues  of  the  Bishop,  held  all  the  courts  belonging  to  his  lordships, 
and  passed  the  accounts  of  the  inferior  officers,  as  bailiffs,  &c.  He 
often  sate  in  court  with  the  mayor,  oi>  trials,  and  grants  of  places^ 
and  officers  in  the  town,  &c.  who  was  often  sworn  by  him>&c.  and 
it  was  held  by  the  Bishop  till  Henry  the  Eighth's  charter  to  the  town, 
when  it  was  granted  to  the  corporation.  The  like  office  at  Yarmouth, 
and  Norwich ;  and  other  corporations  have  the  said  office.

IfilUam  Bishop  of  Norwich,  by  letters  patent,  constituted  John 
Mannyng  tiis  seneschal  of  all  his  lands  and  letes  in  Notfolk  and  Stif^ 
folk,  and  enjoined  all  bis  bailiffs,  See.  to  aid  and  assist  him  in  his  said 
office;  and  to  enjoy  and  take  all  fees  due  and  customary  for  the  said 
office,  ^iven  under  bis  seal  at  his  house  (hospitio)  at  London^  on  Moh- 
.  day  before  the  feast  of  the  Translation  of  St.  Thomas  the  Martyr, 
in  the  9th  of  Henry  VI; 

1422,  The  Bishop  granted  the  office  of  bailiflF  of  the  town  of  Li/n, 
and  collector  of  bis  rents  of  assise,  rents  of  his  lete,  and  the  court 
kept  every  Monday,  and  of  the  high  steward's  hall  or  courts  with  a 
pension  of  4  marks  per  ann.  to  ntUiam  Payton,  for  life*  lib.  Imt. 
9ol.  v.fol.  140. 

'  1423,  William  Paston,  the  Bishop's. steward  then,  (after  the  judge, 
as  I  take  it :)  the  prior  of  Walsingbam  having  withdrawn  one  yearly 
»uU  of  court,  which  he  owed  to  the  Bishop's  court  at  Lynn,  the  Bisbop 
directed  his  mandate  to  this  steward  and  bailiffs  of  his  liberty  of 
Li/n,  to  prosecute  and  seize  his  lands  for  so  doing,  but  being  tried  in 
the  Monday^ Hall  at  Lyn,  it  was  found  that  the  prior  owed  no  suit  to 
the  court  or  bastiDgs  held  there. 

The  hustings-court  and  pleas  held  every  Monday  at  Lyn  by  the 
Bishop's  steward. 

In  1425  the  Bishop  constituted  anew  steward,  John by 

letters  patent,  dated  at  his  hotpitium  at  London,  under  his  seal  on 
Monday  before  the  feast  of  the  translation  of  St.  Thomas  the  Martyr, 
in  the  41b  of  Henry  VI.    This  was  ad  nostrum  beneplacitumjiuraius. 

LYNN  CHARTERS. 

I.  The  first  charter  of  liberties  granted  to  the  town,  was  by  King

U.  The  second  was.  that  of  King  Henry  111.  his  son,  dated  at  West* 
min%ter,  the  6ih  of  February,  ao.  reg.  sui  17^  which  fully  confirms 
what  his  father  had  granted':  this  was  1233. 

III.  The  third  was  that  of  the  aforesaid  King  fle/iry  III,  dated  at 
Westminster,  the  26th  of  March,  ao.  regni  sui  52,  wherein  be  not  only 
confirms  all  former  grants,  but  further,  for  the  laudid>le  and  faithful 
service  and  valiant  assisUnce,  (as  the  words  are,)  which  the  burgesses 
of  Lynn  had  done  for  him  in  his  troubles  and  civil  wars,  granted  them 
by  ti)is  charter,  to  choose  themselves  a  mayor  instead  gfik^irprd^ositus, 
wliich  was  ao.  Dom.  1269.

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Tbift  charter  was  firet  founded  opoti  Bishop  Ja&n  de  Grey,  and  the 
dean  and  chapter's  charter  of- Norwich,  for  a  mayor;  and  was  coor* 
finned  by  King  Henry  III.  aforesaid. 

The  first  mayor,  by  this  charter,  was  elected  into  that  office  on  St^ 
MichaeFt  day,  ao.  Dom.  1268,  aforesaid. 

And  the  nrst  that  has  any  date  that  I  can  find,  was  Johaunes  dc 
Hispania,  QEd.  L  but  of  coarse,  he  must  have  been  elected  at  Michaels 
MOf,  128 1,  which  was  the  Michaelmas  in  that  year,  and  but  two  months 
before  the  expiration  of  that  King^s  ninth  year. 

I  reckon  from  Michaelmas,  in  every  year,  fall  it  in  as  it  will  with 
the  King's  reign,  which  vary  as  their  predecessors  die,  and  they  soci^ 
Oeed,  and  the  first  mayor  in  every  King's  reign,  is  accounted  from  the 
St.  Michaelmas  after  the  beginning  of  this  reign. 

But  I  fipd  mayors  mentioned  in  the  test'ofold  deeds,  withdnt  any 
date,  which  I  cannot  apply  to  any  year  ;  and  there  being  no  more 
than  IS  years  from  the  firat  mayor  to  that  time,  I  shall  (in  the  sub* 
joined  list)  insert  them  first,  as  by  tbehr  names  and  by  the  deeds  not 
bearing  date,  ibey  must  of  course  be  the  eldest. 


WEST  LYNN. 


IlEBMKniTS  ns  Fbrrabbiis's  manor  of  Tilney  and  Islington,  ex* 
tended  into  this  hamlet,  as  I  find  it  somtltimes  called  ;  and  by  the 
survey  we  find,  he  had  invaded  or  seized  on  the  property  of  two 
freemen,  who  held  in  King  EdwarcFs  time,  25  acres  of  land  and  a 
saUwork,  valued  at  4s.  6d,  per  ann.  of  which  his  predecessors  bad  only 
the  soc.* 

Soon  after  this,  it  came  to  the  family  of  Bardolphs,  Barons  of 
Wirmegay,  and  was  part  of  that  barony. 

In  the  3d  o{  Edward  IIL  Philip  dc  virley  was  found  to  hold  here 
in  Euston,  East  Herling,  FiddrDaUing,  &c.  2  fees  of  the  Lord 
Bardolf;  this  came  afterwards  to  the  MH)kwodes,  and  John  Rf^kwode 
held  it  of  I^omas  Btaufort  Dake  of  Exeter,  lord  of  the  said  honour  ia 
the5thofifeyiryVI. 

.  The  Earl  ff^irreit'^  manor  of  Kenwich  in  Tilney,  extended  here. 
Hameline  Plantagenet  Earl  Warren  and  Surry,  aa  lord,  was  patron 
of  the  rectory,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  11.  and  gave  it  to  the  priory  of 
Lewes  in  Sussex ;  the  priory  of  Castleacre  had  also  considerabTe  lands 
by  the  gift  of  the  said  Earls ;  and  their  temporalities  were  taxed  id 
1428,  at  2/.  gs. 

fVilliam,  son  of  Godfrey  dc  Tilney,  Sic.  gave  to  the  monks  of  CaS'* 
tleacre,  the  homa^  of  Robert,  sonH)f  Richard  de  Snetesham^  with  all 
his  ten^ent^  which  he  held  of  them  in  the  parish  of  St  Peter*s  of

William  de  Dunham^  Walter  de  Sculham^  &c.  saM  date/ 
It  has  been  an  idle  tradition,  that  this.Was^  in  ancient  days,  the 

Siind  port  or  chief  town ;  and  on  that  accoant  is  frequently  called 
Id  Lynn.  I  have  observed  that  in  the  Book  of  Domeeday,  Lena 
was  the  namb  of  what  is  now  called  the  Burgh  of  Lynn  of  South 
Lenn,  and  of  West  and  North  Lenn ;  and  that  the  chief  port  was 
then  at  the  Bargh,  is  certain,  from  the  cnstoms  and  lastage  of  that 
port  which  then  belonged  to  the  Bishop  of  Ely,  and  the  lord  of 
Rising,  and  which  continued  so  for  may  centuries,  and  still  belong  to 
,  the  said  Burgh;  this  place  was  only  an  hamlet  belonging  to  the  said 
burjgh ;  the  first  mention  that  I  fiad  of  it  by  the  name  of  Lyn  St. 
Peter's,  is  in  the  deed  sam  date,  abovementioned, 

In  a  pleading,  ao.  41  of  Henry  IIL  it  occurs  by  the  name  of  West 
Lenne^  and  in  the  year  1800,  Alan  de  Lindesey,  burgess  of  2>iwf> 
gave  by  deed,  to  William  de  Gousele,  farrier  of  X^itii,  the  liberty  of  a 
passage  or  ferry-boat,  over  the  water  of  Lenn,  which  he  had  bought  • 
of  J  Ian,  son  of  John  Codling  of  West  Lenn,  to  the  said  William  and 
his  tieirs,  &c.  paying  to  the  capital  lord  of  the  liberty,  the  service  ot 
right  due  and  customary,  for  which  the  said  William  gave  to,  him  a 
certain  sum  of  silver  in  hand,  paid  ;  witnesses  John  deMerlace,  then 
mayor,  Peter  de  Thundreyn,John  de  St.  Omer,  &c.  burgesses,  dated 
at  Lenn,  ao.  1300. 

The  case  is  the  same  with  Lynn  in  this  respect,  as  it  was  with 

.  Wigenhale,  under  which  name  the  four  townships  of  Wigenhale  St. 

Mary  Magdalen,  St.  Mary^s,  St.  German's^  and  St.  Peters  were  all 

included,  and  the  first  mentibn  that  I  find  of  them,  thus  distinguished, 

was  (as  I  have  there  6bserved)  in  or  about  1 130. 

In  the  first  of  Henry  IV.  Robert  Digges,  rector  of  Clenchwarton,icc. 
confirmed  to  John  Outlat^  senior,  of  We^t  Lenne,  Edmund  Baleset, 
burgess  of  Lenne,  a  messuage  and  lands  here;  dated  at  West  Lenn, 
on  the  feast  of  St.  Peter  in  Cathedra;  witnesses,  Richard  de  Beltous, 
Richard  de  Well,  &c.  and  in  the  14th  of  Henry  VI.  a  fine  was  levied 
of  messuages  and  lands,  conveyed  by  Robert  Popynge  and  his  wife, 
to  Sir  Ralph  CrpmwelL 

In  the  14th  of  Edxvard  IV.  the  family  of  Broughton  had  a  consi- 
derable interest  in  this  town,  when  I  find  it  called  Old  Lenn,  and  the 
burcch  called  New  Lenn,  (but  through  ignorance)  when  the  abbot  of 
Bunfs  lordship  of  Islinston  extended  into  this  town,  as  may  be  there 
teen;  and  Catharine  Broughton,  one  of  the  sisters  and  coheirs  of 
John  Broughton,  had  livery  of  it  on  July  7,  ao.  21  of  Henry  VIIL 

Richard  Nicholl,  in  the  14  of  Elizabeth,  had  apracipe  to  deliver  to 
George  Nicholl,  the  manor  of  Broughton,  alias  Stonham\  with  mes- 
suages  and  lands  here,  and  in  Cknchwarton,  with  a  ferry  boat ;  and 
in  the  27th  of  that  Queen,  George  Nichols  had  a  praecipe  to  deliver 
it  to  John  Nicholls,  and  likewise  to  Tliomas  Nightingale,  Gent. 

The  Church  is  dedicated  to  St.  Peter,  and  was  formerly  valued 
at  12  marks,  Peter-pence,  \d.  The  present  valor  is  g/.  and  is  a 
rectory.  , 

It  i.4  covered  with  lead,  the  chancel  with  reed,  and  has  #  square 
tower  with  three  bells.

Humphrey  de  Suthacre,  rector,  sans  date. 
fVilham  de  Pakcnham  occurs  rector  in  1270.     He  was  pre- 
•ented  by  the  prior,  Sic. of  Lewes:  there  was  a  vicarage  about  that  time 
also,  but  it  was  then  consolidated  in  1252,  by  restson  of  the  meanness 
of  the  rectory. 

In  the  time  of  this  rector,  about  the  55th  of  Henry  III.  it  appears 
bv  a  deed  of  his,  wherein  he  calls  himself  rector  of  the  church  of  St. 
Peter's,  of  Lenne,  that  the  church  was  destroyed  by  an  inundation 
from  the  sea,  together  with  the  churchyard,  and  that  he  bad  procured  a 
certain  piece  of  ground,  wherein  to  erect  and  build  a  new  church,  and 
therein  to  avoid  all  disputes  grants  to  the  priory  the  soil  or  ground  and 
allows  their  right  of  patronage  :'  this  was  in  l<71f  and  Sir  tViUiam  de 
Terrington  was  a  witness  to  it;  and  Alan,  son  of  Robert  de  Vreik,  of 
Clenchwarton,  who  sold  the  land,  with  Robert  de  Scales,  who  was 
lord  of  the  fee,  in  right  of  his  manor  in  Islington  that  extended  here, 
released  their  right  to  the  prior,  in  the  presence  of  Sir  William  de 
Terington.

the  time  being,  d  acres  of  land  in  North  Lenn,  and  a  tenement,  so 
that  he  do  ring  in  pele,  on  the  vigil  of  the  aforesaid  yereday.* 

The  chantry  was  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul, 
And  he  was  here  buried  in  the  church,  before  the  imase  of  our  Lady, 
in  her  chapel ;  the  tenement  he  also  gave  to  the  Bell  town  of  this 
town,  for  toe  time  being,  called  Bunchesham,  at  Coa3^a/e,and  an  acre 
of  land  called  FestylFs  acre,  that  he,  on  the  vigil  of  his  yere  day^ 
pray  for  the  souls  of  Thomas  of  Acre,  and  Muriel,  his  wife,  his  soul, 
and  the  souls  of  his  benefactors,  with  his  bell  going  about  the  town^  the 
cfvidences  to  remain  in  a  black  chest  in  the  church,  with  3  locks. 

Thomas  of  Acre  and  Jitirte/  his  wife,  were  the  founders  of  this  chaptrVy 
and  he  died,  as  it  seems,  patron  of  it,  and  left-the  palionage  in  the 
gift  of  the  parishioners ;  the  rector  or  curate  not  to  be  feoffees  of  it, 
imd  Was  himself  chantry  priest  of  il.  , 

Sir  WHL  Hodge  of  West  Lenn,  chantry  priest  of  this  chantry,  by 
his  will,  in  lolO,  was  buried  at  the  east  end  of  oar  Ladv's  chapel,  in 
this  church,  and  gives  to  Agnes  Hode  his  sister,  all  the  nouses  which 
he  bought  of  Robert  Outlaw,  with  the  garden,  for  her  life ;  and  after 
her  decease,  ^ives  them  to  this  chantry,  on^this  condition,  that  they 
shall  set  bim  in  the  book  with  their  benefactors,  if  the  King's  laws  will 
suffer  it,  else  to  be  sold  by  his  or  their  executors.^

XM  B  chief  lordship  of  this  hamlet  or  village,  was  held  by  Herald,  ia 
the  reiffn  of  King  Edward  theConfessor,  who  was  then  Earl  of  Norfolk^ 
and  aUerweids  King  of  England;  after  his  death  at  tlie  battle  of 
HoMtinp,  it  was  granted  hj  the  Conqueror,  to  Baipb  de  Tony,  (of 
whom  see  10  Necton.) 

'  Fwe  socmen  held  under  Herold,  80  acres  of  land ;  there  were  also 
3  borderers,  5  saltworks,  with  2  canicates,  all  which  was  valued  witb 
Neeton  by  Swaffham^  a  capital  manor  belonging  to  him. 

This  Ualph  Lord  Tony,  on  his  founding  the  priory  x>f  Watacr^ 
endowed  it  with  this  lorasip  and  advowson. 

GODSCKOFT,  OR  WESTACRE  MANOrI 

Several  persons  were  benefactors  to  this  priory.  In  the  4th  of  JETeniy 
in.  WiU.  de  Dunham,  gave  bv  life,  18t2«  rent,  and  one  comb  of  saU, 
per  ann.  out  of  lands  here.  Kichard  de  ^Brandon,  and  Jgne$  his  wife,* 
gave  to  Hubert,  prior  of  fVestacre,  lands  m  South  Lenn,  in  the  12th 
of  Edward  h       "" 

In  the  5th  of  Edward  II.  Jeffrey  Sutton  aliened  a  messuage  with 
€0  acres  of  land,  in  South  Letm,  Ijtnn  Ephcopi,T^lney,  &c.  and  in 
the  17th  of  that  King,  ^i/Ztam  de  ff  igennaU  aliened  lands  and  tene- 
ments here,  and  in  Walpole,  8cc.  and  the  prior  had  a  patent  for  2 
messuages,  the  site  of  a  mill,  1  acre  of  meadow^  100$.  rent,'  and  8 

Quarters  of  salt  in  South  Lcnn,  Lenn  BishopX  Islington,  Hardwic^, 
'echy,  &c. 

In  the  38th  of  Henry  III.  the  jury  prcfsent,  that  there  was  a  com<« 
mon  way  from  this  village  to  Lenn  Bishop*s,  beyond  the  brid^  called 
Stif A  bridge,  which  bridge  wanted  to  be  repaired,  and  thev  say  (hat 
the  men  of  the  burgh  always,  from  time  immemorial,  used  to  repaid 
and  build  anew,  that  part  of  the  bridge  called  the  draught,  and  that 
they  ought  not  to  repair  any  other  part. 

The  temporalities  of  ibe  priory  were  taxed  in  1428,  at  St.  125.  peir 
aun* 

At  the  Dissolution  it  came  to  the  Crown* 

John  Pell  feLtmed  the  manor  of  Godscroft  of  Uie  Crown  at  30/. 
is.  3d.  per  ann. 

At  the  survey,  Hugh  de  MontforCs  lordship  of  IsUnglon  extended 
into  this,  aod  the  other  townships  or  hamlets  of  Lyi^.

In  the  4dd  of  Henry  IIL  a  fine  was  levied,  whereby  Robert  LonI 
Scales  granted  to  John  Sayer  for  life,  the  maoor  of  Seeks  Horn,  oo  cod« 
dition  of  hb  paying  120/.  sterling ;  and  Robert  Lord  ScaUs  held  bera^ 
in  Islingtonf  ftc.  one  fee  and  a  qaarter,.  ao.  1  Edward  L  and  had  the 
afsize.  In  the  9th  of  Edward  it.  liabel  de  Scales  held  it  in  jolntnie, 
and  b^  fine  surrendered  it  to  the  Lord  Robert  de  Scales,  and  the  lady 
EgeUtna  bis  wife,  with  tlie  manor  of  Idinvton} 

Richard  Riggs  with  Emma  bis  wife,  hdd  here  and  in  Islington,  8tc. 
2  camcatesof  land,  of  the  Lord  Scaksy  in  the  12th  of  that  King;  abont 
this  lime,  the  Bishon  of  Ely,  Lord  Scales,  and  John  de  Fttton,  were 
found  to  have  lorosbips  in  the  hamlets  of  South,  West,  and  North 
Lenn. 

Sir  Edmund  Thorp  was  lord  in  the  5d  of  Henry  IV.  in  right  of  the 
Lady  Joan,  his  wife,  relict  of  the  Lord  Scales;  in  this  family  it  coo* 
tinned,  till  EUutbeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  Thomas  Lord  Scales  brought 
it  by  marriage  to  Anthony  tVoadvile  Lord  Scales ;  and  on  her  death, 
the  families  of  Hossard  and  Tindale  were  her  heirs. 

On  a  division  of  the  estate  of  the  ScclesU,  on  the  accession  of  Kine 
Hew^  VIL  to  the  crown,  this  manor,  &c.  (as  may  be  seen  in  ilfta- 
dleton)  came  to  the  Earl  of  Oxford,  as  one  of  the  heirs ;  and  on  the 
death  of  John  de  Vere  Earl  of  Oxford,  without  issue,  to  hb  sisters  and 
coheirs. 

And  John  Hevill  Lord  Latimer,  bad  an  interest  herein,  in  rieht  of 
Dorothy,  one  of  the  sisters  and  coheirs*  as  Sir  Anthoty  Wingfi^d  bad 
also  in  right  of  EUzabeth,  another  of  the  sisters  and  coheirs. 

Sir  Robert  Wingfield  was  lord,  and  it  remained  in  that  family  till 
'  the  4th  of  James  IT    George  AUington,  Esq.  afterwards  possessed  it. 

After  this,  Thomas  IMly,  Esq.  was  lord  of  ScaUs-How,  and  Ethels 
drcda  his  daughter  and  heir,  brought  it  by  marriage,  to  Sir  WilUam 
Hovell  of  Hiilington,  and  by  the  marriage  of  his  second  daughter  and 
coheir,  it  came  to  Martin  FoOus,  Esq.  of  Greys,  who  left  it  to  his 
brother. 

The  Lord  BainarJCs  manor  of  TUney  extended  into  this  hamlet, 
and  the  rest  at  the  survey  i  he  had  also  in  Lena  here,  58  acres  of  mea* 
dow,  with  S  acres  of  land,  and  2  salt-works,  and  a  freeman  held  of  him 
S  acresy  and  8  acres  of  meadow,  with  the  moiety  of  a  salt-work,  by 
wav  of  exchange,  and  Stigand  had  the  soc. 

fVilliam  Lord  JBaynard,  forfeited  it  on  his  rebellion  against  King 
Henry  II.  who  granted  it  to  Richard  Btz  Gilbert  Earl  of  Brion,  tit

trygenhale,  and  North  RungtQn,  and  the  advowson  of  the  hospital  of 
St.  Laurence  st  Herdwyk  Dam,  together  with  the  rents,  homases,  ser- 
vices, &c.  of  the  master  of  the  said  hospital,  of  the  prior  of  Wtrmegey, 
the  prior  of  Westacre,  and  of  John  de  Lena. 

Xo  this  William  Doraunt,  Margery ^  late  wife  of  Sir  Roger  Walter* 
vile,  cf anted  lands  at  Sechey,  in  the  ioth  of  the  aforesaid  King,  and 
sealed  with  the  arms  ot  Watervile,  argent,  three  chevronels,  gules,  in 
a  bordure  ingrailed,  iuipaling,  a  fess,  Miween  six  billets,  (but  obscure,) 
probably  her  own  arms.

Laurence  at  Hardwyk  Dam,  to  Sir  Henry  Rocheford^kwfj^Xj  Ralpkde 
mddletou,  and  John  de  BtkytweU. 

fVilliam  Duraunt,  Esq.  was  lord  of  Hall  Place  in  SedtCy  and  sf  aM 
quarterly,  in  the  first  and  4th  quarter,  harry  of  six,  a  bend  over  all,  and 
in  the  fid  and  3d,  three  trinqnefoils,  in  the  l6lb  of  Henry  VJ. 

Sir  Edmund  dc  AeynAaai  granted  to  John  Duraunt,  father  of  this 
William,  in  the  2d  year  of  aenry  IV.  all  his  messuage  in  Seche,  which 
he  fofnerly  purchssed  of  William  de  Wynch,  with  all  the  lands,  Bse»< 
dows,  pasture,  foldage,  wards,  relief,  escheats,  rents  and  serviees,  in 
the  town  and  tillage  of  Seche,  excepting  Reynham  Dole.

It  is  a  regular  pile,  built  in  form  of  a  cross,  with  3  isles,  and  a  chan- 
celj  covered  with  lead,  the  whole  being  about  140  feet  long,  and. the 
breadth  of  the  isles  48  feet,  the  cross  isle  83  feet  long ;  at  the  west  end 
was  a  strong  tower,  four-square,  with  batl^lementsof  stone,  and  thereon 
a  shaft,  with  the  weather-cock,  the  tower  being  about  82  feet  high,  and 
the  shaft  SO ;  and  6ve  tuneable  bells.   .
